WASHINGTON — The man accused of 
trying to kili President Reagan outlined his 
plans for the assassination in a letter to starlet 
Jodie Foster, sources said yesterday. 

The sources smA the suspect, John W. 
Hinckley, apparently was upset over a slight 
by Reagan - real or imagined - of Foster, 18, 
who is best know for hor rote as a prostitute 
in the nnovie Taxi Driver. 

The fthn was based on a plot to assassinate 
the president.

Hoffman: 60s activism can work in the 80s

The 
facts really get exaggerated in terms of 
the mythology.*' 

To dispel such mythology, Hoffman, who 
describes America as * *a gigamic soap opera, ' ' 
says he tries to personalize politics — bring it 
(town to the grassroots level, hivolyement in 
the anti-nuclear . movement, the women's 
movement, the anti-draft movement, 
CISPES, gay rights, save the whales — 
coahtion activism is the road to revolution. 

Cultural revolution is what Hoffman 
advocated in the early 6Qs. Let your hair 
grow» feili^h, wear the flag, listen to rock 
music, be a flower child. . ; 

**! think the only revolutionary youth 
cHtture was the hippies," Hoffman said, 
though he said he likes punk music and the 
irreverence of that Kfestyle. "I can't critidze 
anyone for the way they wear their hair. If 
they dye their hair orange, that's fine. But 
slashing your cheeks with razor blades — that 
isn't my idea of the best way to promote 
cuknral revohition."

The proposed legislation would 
require gold and silver buyers to keep 
detailed records and make them 
regularly available to sheriffs. It also 
would ban sales from persons under 18 
and prohibit melting down of gold and 
silver items for 30 days. 

A companion bill would apply 
similar restrictions on pawn brokers. 

Crime victims and witnesses who are 
disabled by age or disease would be 
allowed to testify via videotaped 
televisicm rather than in open court 
under another measure with 
widespread support. 

However, a similar bill failed last 
year when it was attacked as probably 
unconstitutional. 

One of the first bills introduced this 
year is designed to repair last session's 
law banning the sale and possesion of 
drug paraphrenaia. The new measure 
is intended to overcome a judge's 
ruling that a section of the law was 
unconstitutional because it did not 
require '^intent" to use the objects 
with illicit drugs. 

L^islittion also is being developed 
to toughen drunk driving laws and 
establish parallel statutes to cover 
motorists driving irndCT the mfhienoe 
of marijuana and illegal drugs. 

Graham's $208 million crime 
package for the next two fiscal years 
provides for special state help in 
recruiting and training local police 
officers, 763 new positions for state 
attorneys, 241 new positions for public 
defenders, $4 million for new judges 
and court personnel, and 344 new 
members of the Florida Highway 
Patrol.

An additional lax on gasoline, such as the one proposed by Gov. 
Bob Graham, will piace the heaviest burden on those least prepared to 
Mv it The time has come to realize that transportation is as much a 
necessity m tUm coamry as food and shelter. Making gas more 
cxpctmyc may prompt some people toward conservation, but it also 
makes it increasiiigly difficult for many people simply to get to and 

from work. , • • 

Taxes are always controversial in Florida, where peopte pay less m 
taxes than in any other state of comparable size. And state 

gov ernment has long been committed to keeping it that way. But the 
mood in the Capitol now is that the time has come to take the phmge 
and boost taxation one way or another. 

Graham has estimated that the Department of Transportation needs 
an additional $300 million a year. He wants to start charging a sales 
tax on gasoline that would raise its price six cents per gallon now, and 
more as the price of gas goes up. Such an increase would produce the 
$300 nnllton needed for transportation. This plan has tentative 
iq>proval among the House leadership. 

Senate President W.D. Childers opposes the plan for some very 
good reasons. He favors a penny increase in the state sales tax, which 
he says is *the fairest tax known to man." The sales tax Is mcnre 
equitable because it does not tax such essentials as food, medidne and 
gasoline. The tax also applies to the millions of tourists who coine 
through Florida each year. 

Childers l^^'o increase would generate $715 million a year, twice 
what the gas tax would produce. Childers wants to use that money for 
property tax relief, and that's where we part company. Florida's 
property taxes are among the lowest in the country, and there are 
other areas where the money could do more good. 

Transportation, law enforconent, education and economic 
devctopment are the governor's four priorities for this session of the 
L^isiatine. AO of them could benefit from the additional revenues 
generated by a sales t» increase. If these are, as Graham claims, 
Florida's areas of greatest need, then all Floridians should contribute 
to them. And an increased sales tax is the fairest way we know to do 
that.

Assassination attempt 

Reagan fifth prez to be shot

WASHINGTW - RonaW Reagan was the fifth 
president to be shot. If his medical prognosis holds 
up, he wiil be the first to survive. 

Prcsid«its Abraham Untohi. James Garfield. 
William McKinley and John F. Kennedy all w^re 
killed by gun-widding assailants - the first m 1S65, 

the last in 1963. ^ 

Three presidents escaped the ballets of wouki-bc 
assassins - Andrew Jackson, Harry Tnraian aad 
Gerald Ford — as did Presktent-dcct Frankhn 

Roosevelt in 1933. ^ „ ^ 

Doctors said Reagan, niio had a bullet rcmovea 
from his left lung - just indies from his heart - iws 
in good condition and woukl live to talk about his 
brush with death. 

"Don't worry about me," the president 
reassured friends Monday while en route to 
successful surgery at George Washington 
University Hospital. "1*11 make it." 

Ford, the target of two assassination attempts in 
California in 1975, said the wounding of Reagan ' 
•*is very disturbing." 

Speaking to reporters in Tokyo Monday, where 
he was winding up an 11 -nation tour, Ford said a 
lone assailant "was the most difficult and the most 
dangerous to control." 

Ford, after the second assassination attempt 
against him, said no president would "cower in the 
face of a limited number of people.... who want to 
take the law into their own hands." 

Ford made his declaration in a nationwide 
television address after Sara Jane Moore, then 45, 
fired a single shot at him on Sept. 22, 1975. 

The incident occurred as Ford was leaving the St. 
Francis Hotel in San Francisco after speaking to the 
AFL-CIO Building and Construction Trades 
Department - the same group Reagan addressed 
before he was wounded. 

In Sacramento, Calif., only 17 days earlier - Sept. 
5, 1975 - Lynette "Squeaky" Fromme had 
pointed a gun at Ford, who was on his way to speak 
to the state legislature on the issue of violent crime. 



No shot was fired in that incident. 

Ms . Moore and Ms. Rfbrnme are both serving life 
prison sentences. 

In 1950, after two gunmen unsuccessfully tried to 
kill Truman, the president said, "A president has to 
expect those things." 

Truman was napping when two Puerto Rican 
nationalists tried to shot their way into Blair House 
- then being used by the first family dunrg 
renovation of the White House. 



The president, awakened by the brief gun battle 
m which one attacker was killed and the other 
wounded, rushed to m open wincbw wearing only 
lib underwear.

ex^ange of gunfire and two otiters were wounded. 

Trumtti's inredecessor, Roosevdt, escaped injuo 
in an assassinaficm attempt weeks before his first 
maugun^cm. The gumnan, Giuseppe Zangan, 
fired at Roosevdt on Feb. 15, 1933, in Miaiiii, 
killing Chicago Mayor Anton Chermak and 
wounding five other persons. 

Jackson was the target of the nation's first 
presidential assassination attempt in 1835 - ao 
attack in Washington by a deranged house painter 
who fired two pistols from six feet away and 
missed. 

Lincoln was shot while attending a performance 
at Washington's Ford Theater on April 14, 1865. 
He died the following day. 

Garfield died on Sept. 19, 1881 - two months 
after he was shot in the back at a Washington 
railway station by disappointed office-seeker 
Charles Guiteau, who said he fir^ to ''rid the 
country of a traitor. " 

McKinley was shot in Buffalo, N.Y., on Sept. 6, 
1901 . He died eight days later. 

On Nov. 22, 1963, Kennedy was shot as he rode 
in a motcmsde througli Daiktf. Within hours, be

Neil Bush, who lives in Denver, said Monday his family 
knew the Hinckley family because they'd made large 
contributions to the vice president's campaign.

Things moved slou during the Academy Awards lasl 
night — painfulh slov^. Ceremonies started out, of 
course, with a tribute in reverential tones to one of 
the mdustry's ov^n. wounded president Ronald kcagan. But 
even here the mood was more self-congrai ulatorv than 
somhcr a. the Academy made a bigger deal ot the fact that 
thev fiad auuallv moved their show back a night than that 
the president had been shot. Reagan's own brief video-taped 
address followed, but amounted to a liule more than a iriie, 
tailed attempt at cuteness. 

The theme this vear was "Film is Forever" a theme not so 
much unimaginative as maybe inaccurate, what with the 
recent alarm ol rapid color deterioration in even relatively 
recent movies), and early on came a brisk series ot film clips 
drawn mainl> from the "dolden Years" of Hollywood, the 
thirties and forties. The clips were totally fun to watch, even 
slopping long enough tor PaulFiemrich to light Belle Davis's 
cigarette in Vow, I oiuuer. But the clips segued into an over- 
cxlended tap-dance routine with non-movie star Lucy Arnez. 
Somewhere in the .Arne/ song were the lines "The future 
looks good/Made it through last year and we're still here, 
baby." which you can take an> wav you want: real heartfelt 
optimism about the world's most narcissistic industry, or a 
captain's hollow reassurances on board a sinking ship. After 
Arnez's number, the tedium rarely let up, though Emcee 
Johnny Carson's playful jabs at Reagan's proposed cuts for 
federal arts support were funny and well-taken.

For some reason, tap-dancing was a dominant motif for the 
first part of the show, as a crew of dancers dressed as old- 
time theater ushers stumbled through an under- rehearsed 
explanation of Academy voting rules. 



Aside from the clip sequences, the music acts were mo^ih 
what else was worthwhile. Willie Nelson's serene coolness 
contrasted appropriately with all the gaudy hoopla of the rest 
of the show. Nelson (who was backed by what looked like 
fifty guitarists), though, was upsiaged by young, beautiful 
Irene Cara, who delivered an astounding rendition of "Qui 
Here On My Own" and the title song from Funic.

The rest of the show ranged from over-indulgent mutual 
praise to weepy adulation of past glories.

(As Fonda hobbled out 
leaning on a cane, you thought how these special awards are 
often death knells for their aging recipients -r- remember the 
honors bestowed upcm John Wayne, Groucho Marx, Charlie 
Chaplin and others in past years.) As for the awards 
themselves, they were rendered irrelevant (except in financial 
terms) by the omission of Me/vin and Howard and ns 
director Johnathon Etemme from the Best Picture and Be i 
Director nominations. That was atoned for a liiile by Mar\ 
Streenburgen's Oscar for Best Supporting Actress and Bo 
Goldman's for Best Original Screenplay. The best example 
of how meaningless most of the awards are lay in Tinioili\

He said he wants to reignite the cynicism of 
that turbulent decade towards the 
establishment. In last night's lecture, which 
he delivered to a near-full house, he pointed 
out that this generation has already seen 
Watergate, has already seen Viet Nam, and 
ab-eady has the seeds of doubt that led to the 
concept behind the popular political button: 



Question Authority. 

Hoffman said last night that he considers 
the New Right and conservatism **a kind of 
rash like herpes syndrome." Me said it has 
spread to the Presidency, to stronger multi- 
national corporations, and to the 
international political arena. Me called 
British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher **a 
Ronald Reagan in drag." 

Me drew an analogy of stepped-up U.S. 
involvement in El Salvador to escalation of 
the Viet Nam war in 1963, **when the lies 
started.'* 

"They're trying to make you believe that 
those guys with the sunglasses and the pearl 



handled revolvers really care about ihc 
peasants," he said. "What they really do is 
kill 30,000 or so and that's what (Secretary ol 
State Alexander Haig) calls 'firm 
leadership*."

For some, life turns out badly; a poisonous 
worm eats its way to their heart. 

^Neitsche, Thus Spake Zarathustra 
"If I will it," growls Klaus Kinski, **the 
birds will fall dead from the trees." 

Kinski's portrayal of Don LopeAguirreis 
so stunning that one is tempted to take him 
at his word. Werner Herzog's film, 
Aguirre, the Wrath of God, however, 
equals its leading actor in intensity. There 
are few films which blend myth and history 
in such haunting precision. 

Gonzales Pizarro's expedition which 
winds down a mountain in the Andes is a 
microcosm of Spanish social order in the 
1560s. When Pizarro splits the group. 



leaving Don Pedro de Ursua to lead the 
anarchistic Aguirre, the hierarchy of 
church, monarchy, peasantry (soldiers) and 
slaves is maintained. The Conquistador's 
armour and concepts are incongruous in the 
jungle, yet destruction comes primarily 
from the blond-haired Aguirre who slowly 
plots to subvert and destroy that which he 
cannot rule. 

Aguirre is an Ubermensch gone rancid 
who perverts Nietsche's dictum: '*Dead are 
all the gods: now we want the overman to 
live." Aguirre despises those tied to the 
earth yet he himself is devoid of a 
transcendent vision. Carryiiig his 15-yesr- 
old daughter with him as the future 
progenitor of his master race, Aguirre 
eventually drags everyone with him into 
disorder and death. The whuipoo;ls that 
appear in the Amazon River einbody 
Aguirre's destiny: the founder of a monkey 
dynasty is sucked down the drain.

WASHINGT(»4 ~ President Reagan was 
probably wounded when one of six bullets 
fired in his direction ricocheted off his 
bulletproof limousine, law enforcement 
sources said yesterday evening. 

The sources said one bullet hit the 
window of the car and one is believed to 
have hit the limousine, ricocheted and then 
hit the president in the left chest. 

CBS News reported last night that the 
FBI laboratory reached the conclusion 
about the ricocheting bullet from a 
microscopic fleck of black paint on the

Reagan, up and walking around for the 
first time since he was shot, is conducting 
"business as usual" from his hospital suite 
and may be well enough to return to the 
White House next week, aides said 
yesterday. 

Court-appointed psychiatrists examined 
John W. Hinckley Jr., 25, the drifter 
accused of trying to assassinate Reagan 
Monday in a bizarre bid to impress teen-age 
movie star Jodie Foster. The findings were 
not disclosed. 

Foster said in a statement she got several 
notes signed John W. Hinckley or J.W.H. 
last fall and this spring, three or four of 
which were turned over to the FBI. 

**In none of these letters and notes I 
received was any mention, reference, or 
implication ever made as to violent acts 
against anyone, nor was the president ever 
mentioned," she said. 

Despite some pain, Reagan "slept wcD 
during the night and is up and walking this 
morning," Daniel Ruge, Reagan's White 
House physician, said in his first medical 
bulletin of the day. The president also began 
eating solid food. 

Reagan ate jello for breakfast, watched 
television and read newspapers in his $234- 
a-day private room during the morning, 
acting press secretary Larry Speakes 
reported. After a late lunch, he prepared to 

take a nap.

Meftcri has sponsored a bill that would do just that. It 
would require the Department of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services to find foster parents, if necessary, 
lo care for an inmate's child until she gets out of prison. 

Besides improving the pay and benefits of correctional 
officers, the Legislature is also considering various 
proposals to raise their professional standards. 

One plan calls for a merger between the commissions 
that now set separate standards for police officers and 
prison guards.

A more controversial issue is what to do about 
Florida's parole system. . 

Several lawmakers are on record saying they are 
dissatisfied with the power now resting with the Par<rfc 
and Probation Commission. They want to give more 
authority over convict release dates to judges. 

In pre-season testimony, several judges told of their 
frustration at seeing their sentences ignored in the setting 
of presumptive parole dates by the commission. • ^ 

But commission members counter that they are limited 
to using a precise formula established by the Legislature. 

Bills under consideration range from abolishing the 
commission to reformi ig parole procedures. 

Another controversy facing lawmakers is the question 
of who should have responsibility for investigating deaths 
and serious injuries inside the prisons. 

Such investigations are currently handled by 
Department of Corrections inspectors. Local state 
attorneys can participate if they choose. 

One proposal would give the Florida Department of 
Law Enforcement the authority to conduct prison probes, 
but some lawmakers believe this would reflect adversely 
on the corrections agency. 

Another prison-related bill would raise the stakes for an 
inmate considering an escape attempt. 

The measure would allow an inmate to be charged with 
first or second-degree murder if someone is killed in the 
course of an attempted escape. Under current law, such 
an inmate can only be charged with third-degree murder.

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'Assassination attempt spurs 
Senate gun control initiative 



WASHINGTON — Sen. Edward 
ennedy, whose brothers John and Robert 
ere slain by gun-wielding assassins, 
yesterday proposed banning cheap 
landguns. And a new lobby hopes to 
recruit a million members to promote 
lough gun control laws. 

The push was in reaction to the attempt 
Ion President Reagan's life on a 
[Washington street Monday. But there 
{already were indications that gun control 
legislation will fare not better now thim 
have similar efforts in the past. 

House Speaker Thomas P. "Tip*' 
O'Neill said he favors gun controls but 
also knows "the facts of life - I don't 
think gun control can pass" in the 97th 
Congress. 

Reagan's own top ^ide was among those 
cool to the latest gun control clamor. 

In a television interview, presidential 
counselor Edwin Meese said many states 
and the District of Columbia already have 
tough gun laws and, '*So far, they don't 
indicate they really make mach 
difference." 

Kennedy made an emotional appeal to 
the legislative conference of tlw 
Communicatkms Wortos of America. 

**Our nation is armed to the teeth at 
home," he said. **Our society is now 
becommg an »enal of criminal anarchy." 

Kennedy said he and House Judiciary 
Committee chairperson Petei* Rodino, D- 
N.F., wffl sponsor a bffl to ban aU cheap 
handguns including the "Saturday n^ 
specials," require a prison sentence for 
committing a crime *vkh a hanc^pm, and 
provide a waiting period for pwc^ase of a 
handgun. 

"Whether the victim is Ronald Reagan or 
someone whose name the mdon wiH never 
know, it is timi fdf tts te^ afeaim tlM^ 
violent criminals. kill^l u^d 
psychopaths of tbek...cheap taidgmis/' 
Kenneciy said. 

Ncllfe^'fW^ mmh, du#pefson of 
the new lobl^ Handgim Ccmtrd inc., toid 
a news ooirference he is "convinced the 
American people arc fed up with the 
handgun terror which grips their 
neighboriioods and again threatens our 
president.

He said his group wants to lecruk 1 
million members to desumd passage of 
legislation. 

'*If this Congress fails to pais a 
handgun control law," he said. 
** Handgun Control Inc., intends to 
develop its own political war chest to 
defeat the gun advocates in the 1982 
election. 

''Our purpose is to build a grassroots 
citizens' force to rival the gun lobby in 
both size and intensity." 

Shields estimated aboirt one-third of the 
House sui^orts strong gun control 
measures, another third is adamantly 
opposed, and the battleground will be 
among the final third now unconumttcd. 
In the Senate, he said, "it will be more 
difficuH." 

There are an estimated 50 million 
handguns m the United States. Last year, 
about 11,000 pe(H>lc were nmrdered with 
the we^xms and handguns were involved 
in aB<^« 9,000 snicides or acddeatal 
<le8ths. 

The 1968 slayings Robert Kennedy 
and M«tm Luther King prompted passage 
of the federal Gun Control Act that was, 
however, laced with loopholes Congress 
has hded to dose. The gun used to shoot 
Reagan entered the oolmlry

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A new 'old' activism 

It would be easy to dismiss Abbie Hoffman as a relic, a 
spqkeq)erson of a bygone era when the issues — and the batUelines 
more cIcffHxit tluHi tlicy are DOW. 



Hoffman, speaking to a nearly full house at Ruby Diamond 
Auditorium Tuesday night, soon dispelled those notions. Many of 
our ideas about the 60s, Hoffman pointed out, are nothing more 
than myth. The marches, the sit-ins, Kent State: these were not what 
the radicalism of the 60s were aU about. They were merely the end 
product of a growing awareness by a powing number of people that 
American society had gone wrong. They were flamboyant 
rtaf fffif«t« desipied to shod^ a fat and complacent society into 
awweoess of the corruption tlie Ameriom ideal had suffered at the 
hands of the pob and tiie Pentagon. 

The flamboyance soon fizzled. The war finally ended and the anti- 
war movenent dissipated. But it would be misleading to think 
America grew fwt and lazy again. The kids in the streets had oMde 
their point. As the government's lies about Vietnam began to 
unravel, even the comfortiMe burgto of the middle class b^gan to 
see the government, nationally and locally, as the sdf-serving 
collection of liars and dissemblers it can be at times. 



indeed, it b as if the American Left had matured, put away the 
trappings oi its idotesctncc and moved from the streets imo the 
voting booth, the cotmty cooumssion romn, even into Wall Street. 
That ahlfl in tactics reflects tiie increasing sophisticaticm of both the 
left and the nation as a whole. In fact, we seem to have returned to 
the intense local activism that marked the beginnings of 60s 
radicalism: the voter registration drives, the consumer boycotts. Its 
all a lot less colorful than occupying university administration 
buildings, and it doesn't get much airplay on the evening news so 
we're apt to miss the fact that the Left is still alive and cvai more 
effective than it was ten years ago. 

As Ifoflimm explained, Reagan won last November's election by 
default, not because of a right wing renaissance. When you take into 
account the number of Americans who sat out the elections, or who 
voted for Reagan merely to oust an ineffectual Jimmy Carter, you 
begin to realize that our new president enjoys the support of about 
12^0 of the American people. Furthermore. Hoffman said, Reagan's 
mail currently runs 25-1 against his policy of sending arms and 
military advisers to the right wing junta m control of H SaWador 
Clearly, we won't be fooled again. 

As Holfinan said Monday night, revolutions are rarely mass 
outbreaks of violent opposition to a corrupt system. They arc the 
day to day struggle to return our nation's resources to the service of 
the people rather than the vested interests.

Jern Ford: 'I think I'm in love with a giraffe' ^ 

Carol and the 'Enquirer'

Carol Burnett won a $1.6 million settlement 
from the National Enquirer because the famous 
TV entertamer seems like a nice person who had 
her feehngs hurt. And because the Enquirer is a 
disgusting publication which routrndy thumbs its 
nose at good taste and commcm decency. 

It's as simple as that. Forget past libd cases, in 
which issues like malice aforethou^ and 
career damages are raised. This baby came down 
to style where tonett excds msid tht Enquirer 
flops. 

Tidce a look at the facts: the Enquirer 
inaccurately reported that Burnett arp^ 
boisterously with Henry Kis»nger in a posh 
Washington rest»iraat, "traqpsed'V aiooynd the 
place offering bits of ho' dessert to other cfinors, 
spilled a gkss of wme on a customer attd, rather 
than apologize, giggM nusdiievous^. 

Teuy-eyed Bwnett told a Caiiiomia jury she 
heard about the report from a New York eiMkv 
and said she was so upset she had to cancel a 
rehearsal planned for tlmt evening. She 
inunetetdy caKed fm hiwyer, Bmnett said, aad 
told him she wanted to sue. 

It could take years and lob of money, the 
tewyer told her. No matter, she rqjiiied. ThieyNe 
gotten away witih this for too kmg, Carol tt^ the 
jury. She was gon^ to n^t back. 

OK. The £>i4riiir;er practiced sk}ppy joumafism. 
It got some bad information and ifidn*t bother to 
check it cm bdbie runi^ it. Burnett dedded to 
take them to court where, quite fhmkly, she gave 
one of her best perfcnrmances. And the jury, no 
doubt moved by this courageous woman, awarded 
her a whof^ing $1.6 imfikm ev«i though the 
paper: I) admitted later thai the story was 
incorrect and jirmted a retraction, and 2) proved 
that Burnett the entertainer has, if anything, been 
more successful since the stCHy appeared. 

Clearly, the size of the setaement— some 
524,000 per word— seems to ftu outwei^ the 
CTime. and I think I know why: the National 
Enquirer represents, even flaunte, an underside of 
our society that decent folks would lather forget 
The paper titillates the lower orders~the 



workaday slobs whose idea of a poOi restaurant is 
the local Western Siz^~at the eiqiense of the 
glamorous, the famous, the powerful-in short

the "royalty*' in our ostensibly classless society. 

The Enquirer didn't appear out of thin air; its 
brand of journaUsm has its roots in England 
where journalists aren't quite as self-righteous 
about their profession as they are here. 

It's called "grovel" journalism, and it goes for 
the jugular. And no one epitomizes the 
••^veler" and articulates its raison d'etre better 
than Nigel Den^wter of the London Daily Mail. 

'*I think hiunan bongs are uni^easant and they 
shoidd be shown as nich," Dempster explains. 
'*ln my view W Mve m a banana-peel society, 
where people ^Mte are having a rotten, miserable 
life--as 99.9% of the world is— can only gain 
enjoymem by seeing the decttne and fi^ of others. 
They only enjoy people's sordidness, their 
dhrorees, how ^etr di^i^heii turned around and 
beat the cn^ out of ^cm. Then they realize that 
everything is w^ m the state of Dennuut, that 
everyone else is tending a noiserable filthy Hfe 
which— but for me and other journalists 
tfound— they would not know about.'* 

Dempster sheds few tears for his victims, who, 
like Carol Burnett, traffic in public attention. 

"The targets are surely those people who sell 
themselves to the public, those people who wish to 
parlay and trade with the public," he says. **! go 
after privilege and define privilege as existing for 
anyone with safeguards against the awful 
humdrum existence we are forced to lead, anyone 
who is elected to office, anyone who is in receipt 
of a title and uses it, anyone who uses the media 
to further his own ends, anyone who puts himself 
in the public eye for gain."' 

For Dempster and other grovelers like the 
Enquirer, groveling is a political act, a shiv aimed 
at the upper class for the enjoyment of the under 
classes. 

Given that analysis, it's easy to understand the 
American reaction to the Enquirer, publically 
despised, privately read with the largest circulation 
of any American newspaper). To enjoy the 
Enquirer is to admit your station in life. And in 
America, where presumably class lines are blurred 
and upward mobility prevails, admitting the 
wretchedness of your humdrum existence is, like 
the Enquirer, the height of bad taste.

His wrists were slashed with a razor and he had apparently 
bled H) ticafh. 

The search began Sunday when pretty, dark-haired Janet 
Nicholds, 18. of Tallahassee stumbled into a ranger station. 



wearing a blood-stained lavender dress with ndnor cuts oo 
her wrists. Rangers found a razor blade in her purse. 

Nichols, who rangers said was a "super-intdligent" 
student at New College in Sarasota, is the granddaughter of 
publishing and broadca.sting executive Gardner Cowles, and 
the daughter of Florida Deputy Education ConMnissioner 
Roger Nichols and Florida Public Service Conmiissioner 
Katy Nichols. 

Janet Nichols, according to park spokesman Pat Miller, 
told the rangers she and Rudd had come to the mountains to 
die, but after Rudd had killed himself **She went off down 
near the creek and attempted to do the same thing and 
decided she couldn't do it." 

She said Rudd's body was **coid" when she decided to try 
to get back to civilization. 

Higgins, who interviewed Nichols, said, "She kind of

That huge half-a-block hole 
will house new nuclear gear

Watch out for that hole! 

The hole, which engulfs almost half a 
block between Tennessee Street and 
Florida State'd Nuclear Research Building, 
will, upon completion in July, house an 
underground super-conducting linear 
accelerator booster. 

The booster, when connected to the 
already existing nuclear accelerator, will 
allow an additional 12 million volts of 
energy to be utilized. The accelerator, 
which currently has a 17 million volt 
capacity, is one of only two such 
accelerators existing in the world. 

The accelerator takes minute particles 
from the nucleus of an element, ^nd 
propels them through the accelerator at 
high speeds. At the opposite end of the 
accelerator is a target. The atomic particles 
penetrate the target material. The pattern 
the particles leave on the target enables 
scientists to discover new charactmstics 
about those elements. 

"This gives insight into the construction 
of the nucleus of the element itself," 
explained Ken Chapman of the Nuc^u: 
Research Department.

As the nuclear 
particles pass through each cavity it will 
receive an acklitional burst of energy. 

**The booster will help extend the range 
of the particles and give us a more 
complete insight," said Chapman. 

The entire booster will cost over $3.5 
million dollars. FSU has appropriated 
$80,000 and the State Legislature has given 
$550,000 for the construction of the 
underground building that will house the 
booster. Funds for the booster will come 
from the National Science Foundation. 

The accelerator produces vutuaUy no 
radioactivity, according to Mervin 
Riggenbach, radiation control officer so. 
FSU. The small amount of radiation that 
is produced is emitted only when the 
accdenttor is in use. And if any of the 
materiirt produced ts radioactive it 
disintegrates in a ma^ of secoads, -kt 
said.

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New activist network ready 
to oppose tuition increase

There's nothing like t swing toward the 
political right to get progressive activists 
on their feet again. In a spirit of renewed 
activism, progressives in the South are 
organizing an informal coaUtion caikd the 
Southern Students Activist Network. 

Organizer Bill Lazar described the 
network as a conmiunication and support 
hook-up between a variety of progressive 
organizations on the South's campuses. 
He spends much of his time travelling to 
Tallahassee. Gainesville, Tampa, and 
Miami laying the foundation for SSAN. 

**There is too long a history of people 
being sectarian. This is no time to be 
fighting among ourselves*'* Lazar said. 
'*We need to be mutually supportive of 
one another and not kt idcok)gies divide 
practical activities.'* 

Such practical activities include sharing 
of organizing skills, practical workshops, 
letter writing campaigns, working with 
local media, grantswriting, and 
establishing stable financial bases for the 
many different groups allied under SSAN. 
l.a/ar said he focuses on the common 
interest of the groups and appeals to them 
lo overlook differing philosophies. 

"The progressive movement today has 
to address itself lo the people who want to 
know what (hey will get out of it," said 
Lazar. "We must show people how being 
orgam/cd and fighting for their rights is 
in (heir best interests." 

SSAN organizing began in May of last 
year at a Progressive Students Network 
conference. Lazar said there was a great 
deal of interest m organizing a southern 
branch of PSN. 

Since then. SSAN has compiled a 
mailing list of 350 interested people and 
organizittions at 25 to 30 colleges in the 
Seitth. TIley have published four monthly 
newstettcrs and are preparing for a 
Southern Student Conference in Atlanta 
on April II and 12. 

The conference, to be held at Georgia 
State University, wiU concentrate on 
"Developing a Progressive Agenda for the 
Ws" through workshops, programs, and 
general meetings. 

Educational workshops wiH deal with 
Mich issues as the effect of Reagan's 
budget cuts on the educational system, 
increased construction of nuclear 
weaponry, and the struggle of blacks, 
women, and minorities in this country to 
attain political, economic and social 
equality. Skills-sharing workshops will 
include organizing strategies, women's 
self-help clinics, and local media skills. 

Said Lazar, "the idea is to help local 
groups develop their own work iocaUv. not 
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to be a drain on those organizations. Good 
regional organization can make local work 
more effective." 

However, SSAN organizing also will 
hook up with national organizations such 
as the Committee In Support of the 
People of El Salvador (CISPES) and the 
National Anti-Klan Network. 

**We can build bridges between student 
associations and national progressive 
organizations," Lazar said. 

Local SSAN organizing has already 
begun at Florida State. Lazar has visited 
the FSU campus several times to establish 
lines of communication with various 
organizations. 

At the moment, the most pressing issue 
of Florida students is the college tuition 
increase proposed by Governor Bob 
Graham. Lazar has conferred with 
concerned students and Florida Student 
Association and FSU lobbyists to discuss 
plans to oppose the tuition hike. Another 
meeting is scheduled for tonight and all 
concerned students are invited. 

"Tuition is an issue that affects all 
^udmtson a statewide basis," said Lazar 
The Idea of networking is very important 
right now. We need to break down the 
attkude of 'it's me against the world'. You 
cm fight City HaU if you're part of a 
movement."

bad blood exists between Spriggs and the FWHC. 

Now. what docs the FWHC-Spriggs fight have to do with 
CPE and the North Florida Women's Health and 
Counseling Services, Inc.? For starters, CPE has supported 
the FWHC since its inception. Spriggs loaned the new 
health center $10,000. The FWHC feels that Spriggs is 
supporting the new center to put them out of business. 
Spriggs teels that's ridiculous, as he has a long record of 
donating and loaning money to causes he beUeves m— he says 
he has recently donated $3,500 to the Leon County Food 
Coop'sdownpayment on their building fund. 

The FWHC also feels that there isn't a "need for 
another abortion clinic, ' ' and fears dupUcation of its services. 
They also feel that the new health center hasn't "stated its 
motives for opening in TaUahassee" clearly enough. 

The NFWH&CS. Inc. feels that its motives m obvious 
enough. Two of the center's co-founders worked « the 
FWHC at one time, and left for a number of reasons, one 
hinging on the FWHC's radical poUtics. They wanted to 
offer the women of Tallahassee another alternative health 
care center. They feel that women need a 
broad range of alternatives and methods to choose from in 
fmding their ideal health care. 

They also feel the question of Spriggs' money is 
irrelevant. 



WiUiams, local Mack community activist, feds the 
real problem with the new cmter is its association with 
S|»igg's name. *'I^o|rie do not want to believe that itent 
Spriggte't wfaitt we aU want him to be.

The next official step to be taken is the placing of the 
issue before the CPE Board of Directors. Smith is eager to 
have the situation reviewed for the coming quarter — but 
feels that a great deal of information and feelings must also 
be taken into account. "We've supported the FWHC since 
its beginning — and any less support from us now would be 
wrong. If their motives are genuinely on helping women 
and not against the FWHC, we would obvioi^ feel 
differently."

It's loo bad CotI Miner's Daughter didn't take Best 
Picture at ihe Academy Awards Tuesday night. But that was 
expected, of course. Of all the nominees, the biographical 
account of country music star Loretta Lynn's rise to fame 
lacked the high-art airs of Tess and Raging Bull, and the 
cloying pathos of Ordinary People and The Elephant Man. 
What Coal Miner's Daughter did have is something that 
apparently didn't matter to the Academy (though \i 
apparently did to the public, considering the $36 million the 
movie grossed by the end of 1980). Coal Miner's DaitgMer 
depicted with uncondescending faithfulness and sincerity the 
working-class roots that Loretta Lynn still prides in today, 
notwithstanding her tremendous financial success. 
Particularly the first half of the film renders without 
sentimentality the poverty and strong family values of 
I ynn's Appalachian upbringing.

Students seeking 
recreational enjoyment on 
FSU's outdoor tennis, 
racquetball or basketball 
courts are forced to play on 
pathetic, sometimes 
dangerous facilities. These 
poor conditions are bluntly 
evident on the Salley Hall 
and Montgomery Gym 
outdoor courts. 

The Salley Hall facilities, 
which feature tennis, racquetball and basketball courts, 
boast of the most deplorable conditions. The tennis courts 
resemble the surface of the moon, nets are nonexistent and 
only 40*^0 of the lighting system works. Only two of the 
four basketball courts have rims, which are ragged and bent 
at best, and none have nets. The eight Montgomery Gym 
courts don't even have bent rims. 
And what has caused these lousy conditions? 
"Recreational activities have boomed on FSU's campus 
since 1970," explained Paul Dirks, director of recreation. 
"But inllation has made FSU's departments tighten their 
budfet belts and establish priorities. 

"Ui^ortuiiately, in choosing between academics and 
tecreatioiial activities, recreation always looses." 

But, as the saying goes, a sound mind in a sound body is 
csieiitial for food performances at an academic institution. 
And iiMeoM^ouId be directly responsible for seeing that 
PSU's ttwdetm have the opportunities to strengthen their 
bodies as wed as thek* mhids. Unfortunately, no one wants 
to be held accountable for the diienma. 

Aiked if his office was rcsponsOile for upgrading the 
non-intefcoBegiate facflities on cu^ms, Diiks oonunented 
•Thweare some broad descriptions (ttf chities) that can be 
interpreted with me being req>oniMe, but Pm not funded 
that much money.

A Tallahassee man armed with an 
automatic pistol held off police for three 
hours last night after firing shots at three 
sheriff's deputies who had answered his 
suicide call to the Apalachee Mental Health 
Center. 

The incident came to a dramatic but safe 
conclusion when Franklin Baver, 36, 
emerged from his Benchmark apartment on 
West Pensacola Street at 9:30 p.m. 
Combined forces from the Tallahassee police 
Department and the Leon County Sheriffs 
Department swarmed to Baver, wrestled him 
to the ground, then moved him to an 
ambulance waiting to take him to Tallal^assee 
Memorial Regional Medical Center . 

There were no injuries reported but there 
were shots exchso^ed between Baver and one 
ofthed^uties. 

The sheriff's department reported that 
Baver, an eiBpl^»e Meridian Meadows 
stables, placed a affl to the mental health 
center at approximatdy 6:30 i|.m. Baver told 
the suicide j^evention hot-Bnc that he had 
taken 16 Seconals (a strong depressant) 
during the day, intended to kill himself, and 
would kill anyone who tried to stc^ him.

Capital city becoming a drug capital as well

Tallahassee is fast becoming one of 
Florida's drug smuggling centers, local law 
enforcement officials say. 

"A stepping up of enforcement activities 
in the middle and southern part of the state 
is causing a displacement (of drug 
smuggling) to locations further north," said 
Melvin Tucker, TaUahassee Police Chief. 

Statistics compiled by the Big Bend 
Narcotics Task Force bear this out. Since 
1978, the amount of marijuana seized by the 
^ask force has steadily increased. Between 
Ml 1, 197« and M»ch 31, 1979. the task 
force's first year in existence, 169,441 
pounds of marijuana with an ain>roxim^e 
value of $67,776,400, were seized. Between 
Ml I, 1980 and March 26, 1981. the 
anKHim seized increased to 199,755 pounds 
'^^th an approximate value of $79,902,000. 

The Big Bend Task Force is composed of 
enforcement agencies in the Big Bend

city,*' said Campbell. "If you check into a 
motel in Perry or any other small rural town 
and you're going to attract attention. 
However, if you check in here at 
Tallahassee, no one will ever notice you. 

"The crew doing the off-loading and 
transporting stays here in Tallahassee, as 
well as the middle-man, and then goes down 
to Dixie or Taylor to do the actual 
off-loading, "Campbell said. "Tallahassee is 
an ideal point from which to begin to get to 
practically any part of the country. There 
are no agricultural inspection stations 
between here and the Georgia Hne." 

The problems that occur in Tallahassee 



will be greater and more complex than jusi 
a sudden influx of drugs. 

"Most of it (marijuana) passes through," 
said Jim Conley of U.S. Customs. "The Big 
Bend area is a hub of stash houses where 
-the dope sits until the buyers from up north 
(or from anywhere) come down to pick it 
up.*' A large amount of it is usually 
destined for New York, Michigan, and 
Pennsylvania. There has even been some 
bound for California, Campbell said. 

Tallahassee can expect more than just an 
increase in drug usage, law officers say. 

"If there is an increase in smuggling, then 
there is an increase in the number of mules 
(common name for people involved in the 
manual labor of smuggling drugs) in the 
area," said Tucker. "Typically, these people 
are involved in other criminal acts.*' 

The typical "mule"could be anybody, 
according to Conley. 
"More and more college students have

national park officials and family members 
in Florida said the young couple apparently

The couple mapped their death strat^ 
for weeks and went into the rugged Snnldes 
to carry out the plan, rangers said. 

The husband, clean-shaven and neatly 
dressed, slashed his wrist next to a stream in 
a thickly wooded area of Hannah Mountain. 
His wife, the daughter of a prominent 
Florida political family, made a slight wrist 
cut with a razor blade, but lost her nerve 
and walked to a ranger station Sunday. 

Park rangers and FBI agents searched 
with helicopters, tracking dogs and by foot 
before finding the body of Rudd lying face 
up next to the brook, which is located about 
one-quarter mile from Rabbit Trail. 

The girl was described as a "super- 
intelligent" student at New College in 
Sarasota and Rudd, who was a freshman at 
the University of South Florida, had gone 
into the Smoky wilderness March 22 with a 
four-day backpacking permit. 

•'She had said he had wanted to do it 
(commit suicide) in a place where nobody 



would find him," said ^ang^ CarlHinmks^ 

Nichols is the daughter of 
Education Commissioner ».

••So she felt it was best to die before she 
reached adulthood. But she changed her 
mind. It's weird. I'm sure they had a 
rationale but it's beyond any normal 
person's comprehension.

WASHINGTON — A chipper 
President Reagan, who was gasping 
tor air and bleeding from a bullet 
wound just three days earlier, took a 
50-yard hike yesterday down hospital 
hallway in his yellow pajamas. 

"He's making very rapid 
progress," Dr. Dennis O'Leary, a 
spokesman for George Washington 
University Medical Center, told 
reporters at the White House. **His 
progress is super." 

O'Lei^ said the president had 
collapsed Mooday after entering the 
hoipM mdcr iris Own power, but he 



never wm "rginm^ dme" to death. 



O'Leary said the pre^dent was 
feeting mmm soreness froiD the 
oiperation to remove a bullet that 
pierced his left lung in Monday's 
assassioatia attempt, and was 
receiving a very mfld pun-killer. 

He is "quite capaMe" of carryint 
out his offkaal duties vifaidless of his 
temporary injury, O'LcaqF Had. "I 
wouldn't tcU him ilKirt in any 
lespect.** 

Reagan told two viiiiii^ senators:

More tests ordered

WASHINCXm — A federal Jodie Ibday ordered 
further mental tests fbr Jolm W. macSderir., shortly after 
the young man aocosed ot trying tokffl PKridcnt Reagsn 
waived a preliminary hearmg on tlie dMfffe. 

The judge isnied tlie order after a court-appointed 
psychiatrist who interviewed Hinckley said in a report the 
suspect is mentally competent to stand trial. 

Hinckley, protected by a bullet-proof vest, appeared it 
two hearings today in the federal courthouse amid 
extraordinary security measures. 

After a morning of legal jousting, U.S. District Judge 
William Bryant delayed for 24 hours an order by U.S. 
Magistrate Lawrence Margolis for Hinckley to undergo a 
fullblown psychiatric evaluation at an undisclosed 
institution. 

Vincent Fuller, Hinckley's lawyer, strenuously objected 
to Margolis' order, and argued that defense psychiatrists 
want to examine Hinckley first. 

But Bryant said he would issue an order giving defense 
and goverimient psychiatrists equal access to the accused. 

Fuller said the defense has not decided whether it would 
raise an insanity defense. 

U.S. Attorney Charles Ruff told Bryant the government 
requested Hinckley's committment because he has 
''demonstrated a pattern of irresponsible conduct." 

"The mental state of this defendant is going to be an 
issue in any further proceeding," Ritff said. He added the 
government wants an cxandnation to detemine Hinckley's 
mental compentency and it mi^ go to tile bmMter issue of 
whether be is responsible for his conduct.

"The Sturdy Westerner" is how Eugene Patterson of the St. 
Pmmburg Times described wounded President Ronald Reagan, who 
took a .22 cuffiMe biiikt in his chest, walked into the hospital and 
joked with docton roi&ii liin iitto sinri^ 

thoie jokci — to the dodon:"! hope you're aURi^Hiblicans, to 
Nancy: •'Sorry hooey, I forgot to duck" — wiB be etched in the 
public consciousness forever. And it wifl effect the way this country 
perceives the president — both jbersonally and politically. 

The former is to be understood; Reagan did weather a personal 
tragedy with style and grace, and probably helped ease the country 
♦hrough a national one. But the latter, the inability to separate 
Reagan the man from his pohtical decisions, is frightening. Not just 
for Reagan opponents, who will fall even further from public 
favor, but for the country as a whole. 

In the short time since its inauguration, the Reagan administration 
has proposed radical solutions to some nagging ecmK»nic and social 
problems in this country. 

These sohitions — masuve tax cuts, a hashed fecteral budget, 
incentives to busuMss and industry — require the closest public 
scrutiny that can only come through vigorous public debate in which 
opponents air their complaints without reservation. 

So far. Democratic opposition to the Reagan administration has 
• been minimal; indeed, the timid Democrats often remind us of the 
Vichy government in the r willingness to confront the party in power. 

Open and vigorous debate is a necessary ingredient in a healthy 
democracy, and we hope the glowing aura enveloping the wounded 
president doesn't deter opponents from speaking their mind on 
crucial policy questions. %y doing so, they be serving the naticmal 
interest. 

Passing the buck 

Finally, something might get done about the d^orabk ccmditions 
of Florida State's recreational facilities. 

Dr. Bob Leach, the vice |»«sident for student affairs, told the 
F^beau yesterday he was not ti^y familiar with the problem, 
birt has decided to become familiar^with it. Leach has promised to 
look mto the deficiencies, even though he says recreational facility 
iqpkeep does not faO under his jurisdiction. 

Who exactly is responsible for the upkeep of the present facilities 
and the construction of new tennis, racquetball and basketball 
courts is the biggest question. FSU's Director of Recreation Paul 
Dirks, who has done a good job in the past trying to keep the Salley 
Hall and Montgomery Gym courts in playing condition, says his 
department just doesn't have the money to do the job the way it 
should be done. 

Student Senate President Keith Clemens, whUe pointing out that 
student government pays fw equipment and travel expenses, says his 
organization can't afford to maintain the courts thonsdves 

What has resulted is an athlete's nightmare: courts without 
backboards, backboards without rims, jagged rims without nets, a 
Wtan that is only 40% operational and playing surfaces 
inat are no| only disgraceful but dangerous.

Theother side o f the story

There is a popular saying that when the leftists 
form a firing squad, they form a circle. Some 
folks wouW say the current battle of the women s 
iMritfa centefs is a fine example of that. But when 
you look moie closely, this is not The Life of 
BrimL There are some fundamental philosophical 
and practkal issues at stake diat are worth 
f|^tahigO¥er. 

ftow that the North Florida Women's Health 
and ONmseimg Servke, Inc. (NFWHCS) has 
opened m TaUahassee, advoc^ and enemies of 
the I^smiist Women's Hea^ center (FWHC) are 
clearly taking skks. On die sitffaoe, it looks like a 
war of permuriities — vendettas that have been 
brewing for years. The name Kart Spiigfi 
thrown around a lot as he k the mmn. character 
m this conflict. 

But look again. Spriggs and his legal 
relationship to the FWHC is only synMic of a 
deeper and far more meamagful issue — good- 
accessible health care for women — all women. 

That's exactly why in 1975 the FWHC sued the 
obstetrics-gynecological monopoly in this 
community. They wanted to undercut the nMKcal 
establishment's exorbitant abortion rates to make 
safe abortions available to women who could not 
otherwise afford them. They wanted to make 
freedom to choose, a principle they tenaciously 
believe in, an economic reality. In doing so, they 
exemplified their contempt for the medical 
establishment. They publicly denounced the 
practice of keeping women ignorant about their 
own bodies in order to run health care as a 
profitable business. 

So they hired two lawyers who jumped at the 
chance to chalk up an anti-trust victory on their 
records. It looked like an open-and-shut case. 
That is, until FWHC workers joined with National 
WATCH (Women Acting Together To Cmbat 
Harrassment) to conduct an impromptu inspection 
of the Tallahassee Memorial Hospital's (now the 
Tallahassee Regional Medical Center) maternity 
facilities and made s<»ie negative statements 
atx>ut what they saw. Attorney Spriggs says he 
was opposed to the action but kqit quiet about it 
for three years. He then clauned the action woiAd 
make a judge and jmy less sympathetic to the anti- 
trust case. 

Somehow, over FWHC protest, die lawyers 
arranged to settlfe out of court for yJSjOOO. But 
wait... the FWHC chdms Spriggs and associate 
Betty Owens Stinson decided to up the ante. 
According to the FWHC, tiie momeys changed 

Uie verbaUy agreed upon legal fee of $20 and $30 
per hoiir respectively to $60 per hour and then put 
a lien on die setOement check until FWHC paid 
up. At tiuit rate, the legal fee came to about 
$110,000,000. Some victory... 

To (faite, tile FWHC has not collected any 
settiement money. They <fid, however, secure a

They teach 
to do tiieh- own pregnancy tests. They 
JfcT mformanon on herbal treatments, nutrition' 
Wrth control, pre-natal care, and informal 
connsehng. In otiier words. Uicy teach women 
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how to take responsibility for their own health and 
to become less dependent on the medical 
establishment. In dollars and cents, that's bad 
news for doctors. 

What's more, the FWHC doesn't make any 
money doing all these things. They offer their 
medical service on a sliding scale basis. Those who 
can afford to pay the maximum fee do so. Those 
who cannot arc charged accordingly. The "radical 
politics" FWHC is so often maligned for include 
offering heakh car^ pie-natal ove* and abortions 
to low-income women who cannot afford 
"professiOQal" care ebem^wre.^ Their strong 
pofitkal stance is based on tiie idea that the 
practical and political aspects of women's health 
care «e insqMtrabie. 

Enter the North Florida Wobmi's Health and 
Cmmsding Service. Spriggs, who is > currently 
suing and being counter-sued by FWHC, loaned 
the new center $10,(XX). Zoe Kopp, one of the 
women who staffs the new center, worked for 
Spriggs while she was laying the groundwork for 
NFWHCS. The new staff of ** professionals" at 
NFWHCS claim to have a close relationship with 
the same type of medical community sued by the 
FWHC for ob-gyn monopoly. Their advisory 
council includes local physicians, a psychiatrist, 
and psychologist. Ironically, Kopp and Debbie 
Kaspar received lay health training at the FWHC 
before seeking their medical degrees. They left in 
the midst of political disagreements with FWHC. 

The NFWHCDS founcers claim they see a need 
for a second aboriton clinic in this community. 
Surely 'women here do need a clinic that provides 
secOi^-trimester abortions, which the FWHC 
canm>t perform. But the NFWHCS does not offer 
second-trimester^bortions either. And it is hard to 
imagine a boomfhg abortion business that exceeds 
tiie limits of die FWHC. 

Also, Ihey do not offer health services on a 
didiiig-seale iii^. It is easy enough to see how 
this will be dtetrknental to low-income women 
seeking health care. And the existence of two 
women's health centers could threaten FWHC's 
ability to provide care to low-income women by 
eroding its financial base. 

Lastiy, their ties to the established medical 
community spark suspicion in the minds of those 
who have watched the turbulent battles between 
the FWHC and that group of * 'professionals." 

For truly * 'alternative" health care, women 
must turn away from the conventional medical 
establishment and its practices. The "alternative" 
is to educate women as to how they can assume 
responsibility for their own health without 
depending on "professionals." Another clear 
"alternative" is to offer health services that all 
women, regardless of their financial 
circumstances, can afford. 

The Feminist Women's Hcadtii Ctntcr offers 
those alternatives. 

As far as Kent Spriggs is concerned, he can 
afford to make investments in various 
organizations and it's great tiiat he is wilUng to do 
so. Howe^w, his motives m not above suspicion, 
considering his history witii tiie FWHC. It is not 
likely that the FWHC wiU buckle under because of 
competition from tiie NFWHCS. It is much more 
hkely that tiie existence oi two women's health 
centers m tills conmunity operating from very 
drfferem perspective wfll cttt^ a dtvisiveness in 

the womcB's oommaity detrimental to itfl 
involved. 

If good healtii cajre for women is truly what

Florida's Board of Regents, for the first 
time in several years, won't have to fight for 
Its survival before the 1981 Legislature, 
thanks to Chancellor Barbara Newell. 

There are several sticky higher education 
issues facing lawmakers this ses^n, but 
Newell is expected to enjoy a one-session 
"honeymoon.'* 

As one House staffer put it, the 
l egislature seems willing to give the new 
chancellor '*time to either do good or bad," 

Newell became chief administrator of 
Florida's university ssrstem a month ago and 
has an impressive background of academic 
and governmental work, including service as 
the American ambassador to the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and CuUtiral 
Organization in Paris.. 

She replaced E.T. York, who was in 
constant hot water with the Legislature, 
especially Senate Appropriations Committee 
Chairperson Jack Gordon of Miami Beach. 

Gov. Bob Graham has fought off sevml 
legislative attempts to abolish the regents &i 
dilute its authority* 

Last year, Grahm vetoed a massive higher 
education bill that. nMi4e some decisions he 
said belonged to the regents, including 
making the University of North Florida, 
a Jacksonville campus of the University of

What the legislators do appear to agree 
on is the need to set meaningful enrcdhnem 
caps at tiie nine imiversities and emphasize 
"quality" instead of ''quantity" educa^. 

Last year's higher education blH 
authoriied FIU, UNF and UWF to plan fot 
freriunan 9sid sophomc^e programs, but it's, 
not clear whedier the 1961 Legisteture wffi 
do that. 



**The House is against it. the Senate's for 
it. 1 don't know what is going to happen," 
says House Appropriations Chairperson 
Herb Morgan of Tallahassee. 

Morgan and other House leaders favor 
tuition increases, but the Florida Student 
Association has some F>owerful Senate allies 
to oppose the increases - Senate President 
W.D. Childers of Pensacola and Rules 
Chairperson Dempsey Barron ol Panama 
City. 

Graham and the Legislature have insisted 
for several years that additional money for 
higher education be concentrated on 
improving the quality of existing programs 
rather than expanding universities to 
accommodate more students. " 

There have been enrollment ceilings at the 
nine universities for years, but the 
restrictions didn't mean much until UF 
in Gainesvile, FSU in Tallahassee and other 
universities recently began approaching 
them. 

University officials and lobbyists are 
crying for higher caps now, but the 
Legislature appears determined to stand 
firm against further enrollment growth and 
concentrate on quality. 

There will be the usual struggle over 
public school funding as the Legislature 
puts together the state budget, but few other 
public school issues are likely to surface this 
session.

Shootout 

The three men approadied Btver'f i^Mrtmeot in 
a crouched posftiofi wA their pistols bolstered. 
One of them knocked on the 4oor. Btver opened 
the door and fired three to fonr shou from a ftui 
police descrihed as a "sqoare, autoraatk type 
pistol " of an imknMi caKhre. 

Eyewitnesses to the event said the three officers 
then retreated to a grass> knoll about 20 feet away. 
From that position, police say, auxiliary officer 
Cowdrey drew his pistol and returned fire, ll was 
not known how many shots Cowdrey fired. 

HeaWly tfmed iioUce and iheriffs deputies 
quickly arrived at the scene and surrounded the 
i^iartniem complex. Trafie waiieioiited a quarter 
of a mile from the ^Nurtment complex at 2201 West 
Pensacofat Street. Florida State police assisted in 
traffic ciMiCfol. 

Tenants from the surrounding apartments were 
evacuated, while police covered Baver's apartment 
and prepared to use tear-gas if Baver could not be 
negotiated from his apartment. 

Police opened a direct telephone line to Baver's 
apartment and spoke to him off and on for about 
an hour and a half before Baver hung up. The 
phone tap allowed police to listen to Baver's 
movements within the apartment until he either . 
disconnected or ripped the phone from the wall. 

Both Sheriff Eddie Boone and Police Chief i 
Melvin Tucker were then on hand as Miuor Larry 
Ounpbell of the sheriffs department used a PA 
system to tirik to Baw. tryhig to coax ham from his 
apartment. 

Police waited to use tear-gas until the Tallahassee 
Frie Department arrived, lest the canisters should 
start a fire. 

According to Sheriff Boone, the plan decided 
iqwn by police would have been carried out like 
this: Two officers were to work their way to Baver's 
firont door where they would midte aobe, trying to 
draw his fhe and detract lum while the tear-gas 
eanntitcrs were fked hito his living room. Once the 
gas was hi, a poKce dog named Rusty was to be seitt 
tfirottgh the bedroom whidow at the back of the 
apartment. Baver would then have been forced 



through his front door where additk^offia« 
would wait on the balcony above to throw a net 

over him. cj» 
The plan became unnecessary however, occausc 

the two dogs, once they were m place bei^ 
Baver s back window, growled ferodottsly, wfcidi 
Boone said "had a psychological effect on 

Then, without warning, Baver stepped throw> 
the front door of his apartment, a freihiy lit 
cigarette dangling from his lips. He was 
immediately grabbed by police officers. 

Baver, who wore blue jeans and a tok puB-over 
shirt and is 510" and 165 Ibf., was held to the 
ground for almost five minutes, yelling 
occassionally, in a deep, graveUy voice: **Go to 
Heli-.-getoffmyass." 

Baver was unarmed when he emefiid from his 
apartment, and when police asked him where the 
gun was he yelled, "Find it" 

Literally hundreds of onlookers then descended 
on the scene, as if from nowhere, applaudii^ the 
police and taunting Baver. 

"I'll kill you if you lay a f — ^g hand on me," 
Baver screamed as he was strapped face down on a 
stretcher. Police had some troul^ moving the 
stretcher through the crowd on its way to the 
ambulance. Baver was transported to TMRhIC 
where he was to undergo psychiatric evaluatioD. At 
press time no charges had been filed. 

According to Baver's next door neighbor, 
Nathan Lee, Baver had moved into the apartment 
only a week before. Lee said that Bava* was a 
"dean-cut type, not a weirdo." 

"I heard three shots right near me so I hit the 
floor," said Lee. "I crawled ovor the floor and shut 
the door and closed the window blinds. I got a 
butcher knife so he couldn't tidce me hostage. Later 
on someone knocked on the door. I didn't answer 
because I didn't know who it was. 

Lee said police covered Baver's apartment while 
they led him and other residents to safety behmd 
the cordtmed area. 

Baver was a client of the mental health clinic, 
according to his sister, whom police contacted by 
phone at her Massachusetts home. She also called 
Baver's apartment, attempting to get him to 
surrender, but he refused to answer the phone. 

Boom said the primary concern of the police 
officers there was the safety of Baver and everyone 
else. ''Basicity, we just waited him out," he said. 



Woman says FSU students 
assaulted her Wednesday

A woman may Imivc been sexually 
assaulted early Wecbiesday mmiing by 
members of a Florida State fraternity, 
but no one besides tte. police or the 
penaas involved may ever know for 
certain because of a law designed to 
proticct the privacy of students' 
academic reoonb. 

"On Weitoesday, April 1, 1981, an 
18 year-old female repofled to the 
Florida Sute University police 
department that following a strip 
poker game m a frater^y house she 
was sexually assaulted," read a report 
released FSU police spokesperson Jack 
Handley. "After a thorough 
investigation by the FSU pofice the 
victim decided not to prosecute. The 
results of our investigation are being 
referred to the university judicial 
officer for action deemed 
appropriate." 

Handley refused to elaborate on the 
case, citing the protection apparently 
afforded the parties involved by the 
Buckley amendment to the Family 
Education Rights and Privacy Act of 
1974. Under that law, said Florida 
State Judicial officer Mike Miller, 
university officials are prohibited from 
releasing any portion of a student's 
records, including university police 
records, without the student's 
permission. 

It was learned, however, that FSU 
police accompanied the woman to 
Tallahassee Memorial Regional 
Medical Center for a medical 
examination. The results of that 
examination were not disclosed. 

It was not clear yesterday whether 
the alleged assault victim was a 



student, although the men she claimed 
assaulted her presumably are, if they 
belong to the fraternity, where the 
assault is alleged to have occured. 
Handley would not name the 
fraternity. 

Tallahassee police were initially 
sununaned to investi^te the woman's 
co'mplaim, purees claimed, but 
jurisdiction was tf'ansferred to Florida 
$^ poBoeligihiie^f 
agreement between the two 
departments to «itow the latter to 
mvestlgate on-campus crime. 

According to Miller, the 
investigation, .^ejiwd would have 
remained public record if that 
jurisdictiofial transfer had not 
occurred. 

Miller admitted that the section of 
the Buckley amendment in question 
could be considered inconsistent with 
Florida's Sunshine Law, which grants 
public access to all official records, 
including police files. He said the law 
apparently grants students special 
privileges denied other segments of 
society. 

He added that he had not yet 
received a transcript of the police 
report on the alleged assault, but said 
that any disciplinary action would 
depend on the number of men 
involved. 

"If ten or 12 people were involved 
we would be inclined to take action 
against the organization itself for 
having attitudes that would tolerate 
that sort of thing. That could take the 
form of a reprimand to being expelled 
from campus." 

Miller said he did not have the 
authority to apply criminal penalties.

Two masked m^ wielding pistols walked 
into the Lewis State Bank on Lake Bradford 
road yesterday, held their guns on bank 
employees and customers, and made off 
with an undisclosed sum of money, pohce 
said.

William Sloan Coffin Sunday

Religion gets in the news a lot these days. Helping not 
only to put a conservative in the White Hoitte, bat also 
playii^ en instrumental role in dumping several key ^wral 
Democratic congressmen, the Moral Majority has emerged 
as one of the best orgaidzed and most visile (rf die new 
conservathfe poetical groiQ>s. 

The Moral Majority has garnered extenave medm 
attention with its potmt mix of ri^-wing ideology and 
evangelical Christismity. 

And that has some religious leaders wcmried. 

"Do we face a new day in matteb of Church and State? 
Are the issues matters Of religious faith or of political 
ideology? How does this new consensus (of consiervativism) 
relate to our long-standing tradition of religious 
pluralism?*' 

These, according to its chairperson John Carey, of the 
Florida State religion departn^nt, are some of the 
questions the Florida State University Committee on 
Religious affairs — an assemblage of students and faculty 
appointed by Vice President for Student Affairs Bob Leach 
— hopes to address in its Symposium on Religion and 
National Affairs. 

The symposium starts Sunday, at 8 p.m. in Ruby 
Diamond Auditorium, with an address by Cal Thomas, 
national vice president of the Moral Majority. After 
Thomas speaks, William Sloane Coffin, the liberal pastor 
of the Riverside Church in New York City, will respond. 

Sloane was one of the ministers who visited the hostages 
in Iran last (;:hnstmas. Today he's in the forefront of the 
growing disarmament movement in the American rehgious 
community. 

Thomas is^Moral Majority leader Jerry Falwell's top 
assistant in""presenting the Majority's views before the 
public. Moral Majority is "getting front row coverage to be 
fair," according to Ahlers. He explained that Sunday 
night's meedng^i^ wtefflded as a forum for viewpoints, not 

asapolenucaldj;!^. 
On Mondl9i llieectey and Wednesday, the Symposium 

will feature httdiecHis, coiloquitmis, and addresses with 
FSU faci^^refeioHS leaders, induding Rene Gracida, 
bishop of the Tattabusee^P^isacola Diocese, and Arthur 
Herfaberg. of the Temple aiami-EI In Englcwood. New 
Jersey. 

Ahlers pointed out that Uiese issues are vital for «»^«^ 
who anr ar#i age U»t repwaertswnethn^ of a crossroads 
in then* lives.

MIAMI — Five men were injured in a 
gunfight that broke out in the riot-scarred 
Liberty City area Wednesday night, whai 
at least two ski-masked men stopped their 
car at a street corner and opened fire on a 
group of people standing there.

He was in surgery 
for a gunshot wound in the stomach. The 
other four were being treated in the 
Jackson Memorial Hospital emergency 
room. 

All five victims were black, police 
spokesperson Jack Sullivan said. The men 
in the car were also believed to be black. 

TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
Supreme Court Thursday overturned the 
death sentence of Robert Ficldmore Lewis 
who made history two years ago when he 
became the only man ever to escape from 
Florida's Death Row. 

In a 4-1 ruling, the justices said the trial 
court judge improperly considered three 
aggravating circumstances when he 
overruled a jury's recommendation that 
Lewis be sentenced to life imprisonment 
for the gangland-style slaying of a 
Jacksonville man. 

In other cases, the court upheld the 
death sentences of Lenson Alfred 
Hargrave, 25, for the murder of Miami 
convenience store clerk Joseph Jones in 
May 1974 and David Livingston Funchesses. 
34, for stabbing and slitting the throats of 
three people, two of them fatally, during a 
Jacksonville liquor store robbery in 
December 1974.

attempt to showcase artists that work in the southeast. 

The first half of the flve-artist exhibition featwes the 

work of ^FSU-linked artists Steve Wagner and Jim 

Loser. t

Having grown msM Htx paSm trees and salt air of 
West Palm Beach, Wagner recatts being surrounded by 
"junk art,*' Florida icons painted up and sM as 
trinkets to tourists. He also remembers a foundness for 
the "Etch-A-Sketch/* ji toy that altowed childrra to 
create ii'MMis geome^ figures by twirting knobs. 

Both factors figure into Wagner's pieces, which 
include bits of found art — wood fragments, metal 
scraps— aiid a concern with geometry. 

A Wagner piece like On Thinking looks like 
something Picasso might have thrown together during 
his early days as a Cubist. Using the wall as a canvas, 
Wagner perverts the idea of a frame, using it only as a 
reference point for overlays of irregularly shaped wood 
fragments and found objects. Such constructs also 
recall the geometric concerns of the Russian 
Constructivists. 

Acknowledging those influences, Wagner also notes 
an affinity with the more current works of New York 
artists of the 60s, Robert Rauschenburg and R(^ 
Stella. 

Wagijer calls Ws constructs **tangled hierarchies ," 
t^^i^ivhich refer to recurrent elements in art, notmg 

similarities between the 
revolutinary Russian 
movement of Malevich and 
Kandinsky and the pop- 
oriented work af the East 
Coast avantgarde.

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Know, You Know is an exercise in creative framing, a 
sizeable raised rectangle divided by irregular shaped 
lengths of wood of a window-like effect. 



Jim Loser's series of "oblique strategies," isn't so 
easy to pin down. Abstract paintings done in most 
dark blue and green hues, they represent Loser's 
musings on love and romance, though that might not 
be apparent to the casual viewer. 

The pieces are often dominated 4iy ttmrphous, 
globidar figures designed to evoke moods, rather than 
hard analysis, from the viewer. 

*'! don't st«rt with ideas, just attitudes," Loser 
explams. But the artist also makes use of Florida 
imagery m pieces like ObHque Sim^pes m$k Shmhws 
Like First Grief, which employs the ptim tree as pop 
Kxm. 

Loser borrows the oblique strategy term from the 
work of composer Brian Eno and artist Peter Schmidt 
who a couple of years ago designed a deck of "oblique 
strategy" cards. The cards were designed to stimulate 
thementalprocess (Eno uses them as an aid in writing 
music), with suggestions that would result from a 
random shuffling. The process resembles the oriental 
ritual of I Clung. 

However, the paintings on display have more in 
common with the term than* tlie concept. Loser's 
impressions seem introspective father than guided by 
any traceable arliitic inlhience, though the figures have 
some of the xppetil of curious subjects a Francis 
Bacon sk^ch.

Kubrick's irony is that The Shining is no 
Ij^ore (or less) a horror film than 
Sirangelove, Clockwork Orange, or Barry 
\hndon. His horror stems from empty 
charcters, incapable of self-reflection, with 
Iwhom the viewer cannot identify. Kubrick 
eaiLS the backbone of melodrama, and its 



feral child, the horror siory, when he 
switches author Stephen King's emphasis 
from the psychic child Danny to his 
infanticidal father, Jack Torrance. 

Most of the allusions are to high art. The 
shower scene is a twist on Psycho, with a 
<tesh of Qouzot's Les Diaboliques tossed in 
for chiHs. Just as Jordan Belson influenced 
2001, Michael Snow's Wavelength 
prefigures The Shining with its 80 foot zoom 
up to a photograph. 

The real protagonists are time and space. 
Torrance is locked in space, festering his 
wfter's block in symmetrical compositions. 
He is as trapped by a single sentence as by 
his previous child abuse and the spectres 
that urge him to take another whack at it. 

The way. out is implicit in the medium 
itself. Filmed with the Steadicam, The 
Shining has perfect, helicopter-like zooms 
through the sets, grazing corners as if to

The Art Ensemble of Chicago could never be accused 
of being lame. Dressing up in African dashikis, marking 
their faces in tribal stripes and colors, the Chicago quintet 
draw on black heritage in both dress and music. Then 
they elevate it to a stage above mere revivalism. 

Playing in a loose, free- flowing style, the Ensemble 
combines influences that stretch from the Gold Coast of 
Africa, to Jamaica, New Orleans, the Mississippi Delta 
and New York City. In short that means an Ensemble 
tune could include anything from hypnotic tribal 
polyrhythms to the frenzied discordance of so-called 
free" jazz. 

The result can be both disturbaf and exhilarating, as 



the group assauHs tracfitional concepts of form and 
structure in order to create new ones. The music ^ 
heard on two recent ECM albums, Nke Guys wad PM 
Force) pursues and pushes extremes, then diills into 
sudden cahn: percussion breakdowns, a soodiiag nod to 
Bird, a snatch of reggae.

Writing and performing then- own matoial. General 
Nonsense specializes in college comedy revues. They're 
especially adept at making fun of ceitain attitudes and 
heliets Inevitably," says Ball, "we're compared to 
saturdav Night Live, but we're theatrical, we're not 
television We can do a lot things they can't do." 

Specifically, Ball refers to the company's abiMty to 
perform their independently written music and 
incorporate it into their skits. In "Talking Feds," a piece 
about FBI agents going undercover as a New Wave group, 
ihe comedy team will play original songs, such as "Shoes 
are a Moral Choice." 

The concept of General Nonsense evolved from Bail's 
tirm belief in the immediacy of live theatre. "A lot of 
people don't want to see classical plays," said Ball,

The response from General Nonsense's last show was 
very favorable, according to Ball. They played to a 
full house and made enough money for the Downunder 
that the management asked them to come back for 
additional engagements.

When asked if rangoli proved 
frustratki, since the artist can't "keep" 
her work. Ujjvala appeared startled. 
••Why wouki I feel frustrated? I can just 
make a new one— rangoli is the only art 1 
have ever done." 

Ujjvala*s exhibit at the Tallahassee 
Junior Museum contains rangoli of 
different media. From her work with dried 
flowers and her composition of dried 
grains and beans, Ujjvala evidences a keen 
eye for color and texture combinations. 
Her works bring to mind the symmetry of 
a quilt in their balance and the eye of an 
artist in their subtle intermixings of rich 
color. 

Traditionally reserved for home display 
at festival time (especially . during Diwali, 
the Indian time of lights) and special 
occasions, and practiced almost exclusively 
by women, rangoli has evolved into an art 
form enjoyed by both sexes, and practiced 
routinely for aesthetic pleasure. 
Traditional symbols are still used in many 
of the works, but the rules are not as strict 
as they once were. Ujjvala emphasizes that 
caste does not play as large a part in the 
practice of rangoli as some written 
material on the art might indicate.

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Student lobbyist quits 
on eve of '81 session

The Florida Student Association, 

statewide student lobbyist group and 
the spearhead of a burgeoning anti- 
tuiiion increase movement, has recently 
lost the services of two key staffers. 

Doug Beam, FSA director since the 
start of this year, resigned from his 
post Friday. That action came less than 
two weeks after the resignation of 
Florida State University annex director 
Jim Lowe. 

Lowe, who had been co-ordinating 
anti-tuition increase efforts in 
Tallahassee, cited financial pressures 
as his reason for resigning. Beam could 
not be reached for comment. 

The FSA has come out in strong 
opposition lo Governor Bob Graham's 
proposed 26.6% tuition increase. If 
approved by the Legislature, Graham's 
proposal would raise the cost of a year 
of undergraduate classwork by $180 by 
the 1982-83 school year. 

That increase, along with massive 
cuts in financial aid proposed by the 
Reagan administraiton, 14% higher 
housing costs, and the constantly rising 
cost of living, has raised fears within 
the FSA that Florida's university 
system could become inaccesible to all 
but the wealthy. The FSA has begun 
preparation for major iol^yiiig efforts 
designed to defeat the increase in the 
Legislature. In addition, the FSA has 
circulated a statewide petition, and has 



been co-ordinating local rallys and 
anti-increase educational activities. 

The FSA Board of Directors voted 
over the week-end to appoint chief 
FSA lobbyist Steve Hall interim 
director of the organization. Hall's 
position will be filled by a trio of full- 
time lobbyists — Rob Auslander, 
former FSU student body president, 
Jim Koburger, former student body 
president at Florida Atlantic 
University, and Vic Dimaio, a former 
FSU student who has had extensive 
experience working with the 
Legislature. Auslander and Koburger 
have both served in the past as 
chairpersons of the FSA Board. 

Spokespersons for the FSA did not 
feel that the resignations would 
weaken their drive to defeat the 
proposed tuition increase. 

**The initial groundwork was laid by 
(Beam and Lowe)," Koburger said. 
•*All we have to do now is use thirt 
groundwork to the best effect' we can." 

**Doug's quitting is not good," 
Auslander said, "But we're exfiandii^ 
the staff. For the first time we've got 
four full time lobbyists. We can 
concentrate more on each individual 
bill- 

**FSU is going to hurt that Jim 
(Lowe) isn't annex director any more. 
It will hurt FSU as far as how effective 
they can be in the Legislature," 
Auslander said.

King rally focused 
on today's violence

Last Saturday aurkcd the thirteenth year since Martin 
Luther King. Jr. was assassinated. In memory of King and 
his work as a civil righu activist, about 1 50 people gathered 
at Macomb Street Apartments for a speak -out event. 

The rally gave many individuals an opportunity to voice 
their objections to a growing atmosphere of violence 
against Macks in this country. 

Said Tim Brooks, local black activist. ••Martin Luther 
King had a dream. But today, that dream is bang turned 
into a nightmare.** 

He cited the murders of black taxi cab driven in Buffalo, 
of the 21 black children in Atlanu, and increased Klan 
activity as evidence of that nightmare. 

Most of the crowd wore shiny green ribbons on their 
shirts in memory of the 20 slain Atlanta children. They 
chanted. **We want unity in the black community," and 
lined up for their chance to take the microphone. 

A black activist from Gainesville spoke about Charlie Lee 
Gunter. a black man accused of killing a Gainesville police 
officer. A support committee advocating Gunter's release 
asserts that the officer was killed in the confusion of ''a 
nigger hunt** in a ^lack community. That group claims that 
Gunter was framed to cover up the truth of the * •police 
attack.** 

Said 7-ycar-old Cassandra Warren. *'lt makes me scared. 
1 wish 1 could make these bad things stop. I wish they 
would catch that kiXkr (in Atlanta) and people like him. " 

Activist Faye Williams echoed that concern. "It has got 
to Aop before another life b taken. We have got to get 
together to stop tlus violence before it gets to Macomb 
Street."

Jesse Jackson, leader of Chicago-based Operation Push, 
was in Birmingham, Ala., for a rally in a park where King 
led rallies in the 19605, to spur support for the extension of 
the landmark legislation, which will expire next year. 

In Atlanta. King's widow Coretta Scott King, broke with 
tradition and held a news conference. An aide said Kin^; 
usually prefers to speak only on her husband's birthdav 

This year, however, she said she spoke out against i 
national crisis of violence that is rapidly developing" after a 
short ceremony at the King gravesite. 

In Memphis, black leaders placed a wreath on ihc 
Mountain Top Sculpture erected in King's hi)nor and 
marched past the Lorraine Motel balcony where King v^a-s 
shot to death April 4, I%8. 

The Birmingham rally and march convened in KelK 
Ingram Park, *'where the fire hoses and dogs v^ere 
operating in 1963," Jackson said. 

"The purpose of this march is to maintain the nghi to 
vote," he said. "The state of meanness in the couni^v 
towards blacks is an attempt to take away the rights v^e 
have gained in the last 20 years. 

"Congress is threatening to water down the voting rights 
bill," he said. "We need it extended in 19S2 and we need 
it intensified." 

He said he plans to "expose" new methods being used to 
keep black voters from the polls. 

Jackson and a score of black leaders, including SCLC 
president Josei^ Lowery, reinacted the b^inning of the 
famous Sdma-to- Montgomery march on Smudgy.

A neighbor reported she saw Rogors giet 
into a green station wagon with a black man 
Monday, the last time he was seen. Rogers' 
foster father said he did not report the young 
man missing until Thtirsday because he 
thought he wotild ccmie hcnne. 

Rogers was known to nmke money doing 
odd jobs as did several the other vktims in 
the puzzling string of slayings. 

The Rogers ci^ was in the hands of 
Atlanta's missing persons bureau Simday and 



an invesdgatoir said he could "not say" if it 
would be turned over to the q>ecial task 
force. "There's no way to tell," he said. 

Since July 1979, 21 Mack clnldren and an 
adult have been found slain and two 
yoimgsters are stiU misang. Only two were 
girls.

PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — With the Kicnte saying 
the Warsaw Pact is f^eady to rebuff an "imperialiit** thratt 
to Poland, Soviet President Leonid ^ezhnev arrived m 
Prague yesteniay for enwrfeficy talks with East Bloc 
officials. I 

At the same timeJ the East Gcman news afency ADIH 
reported that the Soviet Union and its allies have brought in 
fresh troops from ^heir own countries for tfie extended 
Warsaw Pact maneuvers in and around Poland. . . 

It was the second itime more uniu have been brought in 
for the exercises, whijch had been scheduled toend two weeks 
ago, and ADN saidj troops, tmiks and arms were poiirii^ 
into the maneuver aijea fnmi the Soviet Union and its allies. 

The number of ladditional troops involved was not 
disclosed but it was previously bdKved fewer than 25,000 
I r oops were participating^ in the war games. 

Brezhnev's trip Came on the eve of the first Czech 
rommunist Party congress in five years and a day after 
Poland's parliament postponed for five days a sesaon set to 
hcein Monday because of an undisclosed "temporary 
indisposition" on ifk part of Premier Wojciech Jaruzdski. 

Brezhnev, who ra^t with Czech party boss Gustav Husak 
shortly after he arriji^, left Moscow with the Coountmist 
Party newspapei Pr^vda saying: "Events in Poland dearly 
show the important of the fraternal interaction of the 
socialist countries opposing the attempts of the imperiidist 
forces to undermine|the socialist community. " 

But it gave noindkatiOBtfiat a decision has been made to 
move against Poland. 

In Washington, jvice President George Bush briefed 
President Reagan o$ the events surrounding Poland as wdl 
as Secretary of Stafe Alexander Haig's trip to the Middle 
East.

Doctors said the X rays revealed "persistent lung 
infiltrates" along ihe path the would-be assassin's bullet 
took through Reagan's chest and probably indicate blood 
clots or damaged tissue. . 

They said the X-rays made yesterday morning dKi not 
indicate an infection had set in. 

The 70-year-old president • "ccmtinucs his 
convalescence/ ' an afternoon medical report said. 

Reagan's personal physician, Dr. Danid RUge. said that 
the clearing of the chest "would be expected to resolve 
quite slowly." • n 

'We're watching very closely and covering all 
eventualities," spokesperson for George Washington 
University Medical Center. He said no bactena has been 
identified either through smears or cultures. . 

So far Reagan's doctors have not expressed any fear of 
pneumonia, a possible complication considering the 
president's lung injury.

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CPE's gaffe 



The Center for Participant Educatkm is no strango- to political 

brawls. Many times during the past decade the Free Univereky at 
Florida State has had to fight for its life against those in jwwer who 
disagreed with it pohticaily and wanted it silenced. 

Each time, the organization drew valuable support from those 
dedicated to preserving an autonomous center for student 
iavolvcoiem, one that would foster the free How of ideas on the FSU 
campus. 

Sbioe iu iteeptton, that has bMn CPE's primary purpose, and one it 

has carried out admirably, v 

That's why we were so sbodnd to learn ^ CTO had decided to 
censor an ad from itt S^imng Quarter catalogue and caned two of its 

classes. 

Why? Well, the story is confusing at best, but here goes: the North 
Florida Women's Health and Counseling Clinic, which opened its 
doors for business last week, bought an ad from CPE and signed up to 
teach two courses relating to women's health care. But after huddling 
with the CPE collective ( a group of students which manages CPE) 
director Geoff Smith informed representatives of the new health 
center that CPE would nm run the ad or handle the courses in the 
Spring. 

*'We held the ad and the classes because we felt there were some 
questions Unt needed to be ttiswered &st," Smith oqiilained last 
week. 

Smith said he was worried that the new <^nic was simply carrying 
out a vendetta against the Femmist Women's Health Center, which 

has been in business in Tallahassee since 1974. 

If so, Smith said CPE was opposed to the new clinic. If not, and if 
the new cHnic were merely interested in furthering women's health 
.care in town, then Smith said CPE would be supportive. 

Smith said the CPE board of directors would discuss the matter at 
-its next meeting, and would decide thep if the new wcHnoi's health 
center can advertise in the Summer catalogue. 

AH tl^ d^ito oonocrning the two health eenters is well and good; 
Tallahassee residents Cin take a look itt the facts and make theur own 
decisions about who's right and filio's wrong. 

And if CPE feels strongly enough about the issue, it should utilize 
its editorial space in its catalogue to say so. 

But to prohibit a dissenting viewpoint from appearing is to practice 
the same bnand of censorship that it has so vehemently denounced in 
the past. 

As we said earlier, CPE has played a valuable role on campus 
precisely because of the free forum it has provided students at FSU, 

We hope CPE will take a hard look at the implications of its recoit 
action, at how it could set a precedent that could be used i^aii^ it ui 
the future.

. "incorrect politics." We have watched the 
TFWHC cc^aborate with segments of the male- 
dominated, authoritarian left in order to trash 
other feminists. Many of us have realized that we 
are doing ourselves and other women a disservice 
by not bringing the TFWHC s history of 
authoritarianism and persecution of other women 
into the open. Laura Cassels* column, which posed 
as "The Other Side," is fuU of half-truths and 
innuendos that must be countered if women in the 
community who have not followed the tedious 
history of the TFWHC are to have any basis upon 
which to judge the current controversy. 

It is ironic that the very group which fought so 
persistently to establish the right of free 
competiticm in the medical community should 
squelch a new women's health service. Cassels fmds 
it "hard to imagme a booming abortion business 
that exceeds the limits of the FWHC." Yet the 
TFWHC themselves, in the context of- their anti- 
trust suit, invited the American Public Health 
Association (APHA) to conduct a needs assessment 
which resulted in the APHA report statmg that 
Tallahassee could support /Aiepabortiondinics like 
the TFWHC. It is. ironic that at a point in history 
when women's rights to abortion are severely 
threatened that the TFWHC must attack other 
feminists for providing good health care and 
abortion options (WITH counseling). There are 
much more appropriate targets for their anger. 

But this behavior comes as no surprise to many of 
us. FWHCs in other communities around the 
country have behaved as though they have a 
monopoly on women's health care. Despite the fact 
that the TFWHC was expdled from the Federation 
of FWHCs they continue to use tools of 
intimidation that have charactmsed FWHCs in 
other communities. The examples of such 
intimidation in the Tallahassee conmmnity are too 
numerous to detail hoe.- 

Within this context it is easy to see that the Kent 
Spriggs issue is a false issue,' a red herring. The 
TFWHC would attack any new health cento', 
regardless of how or when it started, just as they 
have always attacked any woman or group of 
women who have not fallen in line behind them. (For • 
many years falling in line was very difficult even for 
those who wanted to because the correct line 
changed every few months according to the whim 
of the du-ector.) Attacking the new health center for 
taking a loan from Kent Spriggs is a convenient cover 
for the issue, which is the total lack of respect the 
TFWHC and iU finods are displaying towards 
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women who have worked long, hard, and successfully 
to establish another alternative for women in the 
health care arena. 

It is a fact that all shareholders and the entire 
BOD of NFWHCS are women. Cassels evidences 
this disrespect in her remarks about the "ties to the 
established medical community," which she 
imagines the new health center to have. The 
TFWHC has (and won in the anti-trust settlement 
which they signed) some of these same "ties" to the 
medical community in the form of after-care, back- 
up and transfer agreements. If the women at the 
NFWHCS take their commitment to women's 
health care seriously enough to invest years of their 
lives in nursing, medical school or in earning 
degrees in counseling (as well as learning about 
alternative,, holistic methods that the TFWHC has 
- always scorned as too New Age or suspiciously 
spiritual), this is commendable, not grounds for 
criticism. Also if the NFWHCS is as cozy with the 
Tallahassee medical community as Cassels implies, 
they would not have to get out-of-town doctors to 
work in their clinic. 

The insinuation that the health care skills 
acquired by Debbie Kaspar and Zoe Kopp during 
their employment at the TFWHC are somehow the 
property of that health center is too absurd to 
counter. What is notable is the fact that Kaspar and 
Kopp were among the many women who were fired 
or who left under duress because of persona! or 
political disagreements with those in power at the 
time. It is commendable that they did not abandon 
their commitment to women's health care in spite 
of living no place to practice it. 

Cassels' insinuation that the NFWHC is ignoring 
poor women is particularly ironic considering the 
fact that in the past two weeks a poor woman who 
was turned away from the TFWHC was able to 
have her need for a financial arrangement met at 
the new NFWHCS. 

Cassels' assertion that the TFWHC does not 
make money is untrue. It is true that they have a 
history of exploiting their workers by pressuring 
them into working long hours for low pay, 
requiring them to attend grueling! political meetings 
where women's personal lives- have been 
scrutinized and criticized, but they saw their way 
clear to send 2,000 dollars to ZANU, an African 
tiberation group in 1978, the move which resulted in 
their expulsion from the Federation of FWHCs 
because Carol Downer, a founder of the Federation, 
frit that the.resources stould'be used to support the 
struggle for abortion rights and other issues related 
to health care for wbnien. 

Cassels' charge that the existence of two health 
centers for women will create divisiveness in 
the community is laughable given the fact that the 
TFWHC has done more to foster divisiveness in 
this community than any other organization. 

Women, many, many women, arc breathing a 
sigh of relief knowii^ that we fhuifly have an 
alter native to the rigid, materialiitic m)roach of 
the TFWHC and the misogynist, insensitive 
approach of many members erf the established 
medical conununity. If good health care is truly 
what motivates the TFWHC perteqss they should 
overtook then differences with the new North 
Florida Women's Health and Counsehng Services 
and pledge their suppc»t to the right of aU women 
m the TaUahassee community to choose where and 
from whom they get then health care. 

The rest erf us are glad to havete NFWHCS and 
welcome them with open arms. We are glad to have 
a healthcenler that is dedkated to health care based 
on a partnership between the dkat and the health 
care provider, on educatioa, prevcotiiMi aod « 
hofistic, Imdf feminist view of women. 
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ty. If good health care is truly 
e TFWHC perhaps they should 
fferences with the new North 
Health and Counseling Services 
lupport to the right of all women 
community to choose where and 
et their health care.

Drugs and pornogrm'phy arc bad for 
America agree Cal Thomas and WU&yii 
Skmn Cdfrin. That's about aH they agree on. 

Amid banners and heekkrs in FSU's Ruby 
Diamond Audftorium, the left and the ri^ 
did verbal battle. Thomlto, vice-president of 
oommunioaions for the Moral Majority, and 
0>ffin. pastor of the Riwade Church in 
New York and prominem poetical activist, 
stated their positions last ni^. 

**We've been labelled the extreme right 
because we're against extreme wrong," s»d 
Thomas. ''We're made up of millions of 
Americans who are tired of the 
standards of conduct in our society." 

The Moral Majority is for the 
of church and state said Thomas. 

"We fed the government has violated the 
separation, not the church," said Thomas. 
"Our view is that the government should be 
put back on its side of the wall." 

The Moral Majority is also pro-life, pro- 
traditional family, opposed to pornography 
and drugs, and supportive of the state of 
Israel and the Israeli people, aooorchng to 
Thomas. 

"We arc not a political party. We do not 
endorse candidates. We educate people," 
said Thomas. "We do not have a hit-list. We 
are a group of people who believe in 
government by the people and for the people, 
instead of despite the people ftt it has often 
been." 

"The Moral Majority is difficult to figure 
out," said Coffin. "They seem to be a group 
of people who believe in God, Adam Smith, 
and George Pauon, but not necessarily in 

that order. 

The Moral Majority offers simple solutions. 

Coffin said. 

"For every complex problem, as 
Mencken said, there is a simple answer, and

all of them wrong," said Coffin. 

"The one thing Jesus couldn't tolerate was 
spiritual arrogance," said Coffin. "It is an 
affirmation of the bible that thore should be 
change. The Moral Mi^rity always wants to 
go back. It wants to go back to the days 
when the United States was number one 
militarily. It wants to go back to the di^ when 
women were in the kitchen and hombsemals 
were in the closet. They want to go so far 
back, that in California they're concerned 
about teaching children the origin of life when 
they should be m»e concerned about if their 
children have a future other than that of a 
nuclear ash. 

"When we as a nation believe the right 
thing is to pile more on the platters of the rich 
in hopes more crumbs will fall to the poor, 
then it is time for the prophetic mimmty to 
say that isn't biblical," said Coffin. 

"In response to Bill's (Coffin) statemoit 
about spiritual arrogance," said Thomas, 
"I'd like to mention that back when I was 
with NBC-TV during Vietnam and 
Watergate there was hardly any group erf 
people more spiritually arrogant than the 
Bill Coffins and the Berrigan brothers." 

Controversial issues such as abortion and 
gay rights were touched upon by the 
speakers. 

"We believe unborn babies have rights as 
much as bom babies," said Thomas. "The 
key is when does human life begin. Either the 
child is alive in the womb or it isn't. 
Technology has saved the lives of babies at 
only four and a half months (after 
conception). We all agree a baby is worth 
saving 30 seconds after birth, but what about 
Msecoods b^ore, or two hours before?**

"In the area of sexual relatkms, the inner 
quality of a relattcmslup, not the outer 
Wearance, is iiiiat counts," said Coffki. "I 
am deqily troubled by then- iiMerpietations 
of the Bible as being against homosexuals. If 
you read Jeremiah yon see thstt Sodom was 
destroyed because it didn't heed the cries of 
the needy. Sometlung you (Thcmutt) haven't 
memioned here tonight." 

"SoHMthing that is underway that may not 
yet be known is that many conservative 
l»oachers, Jerry Fahirell included, are 
preparing to humch out more on sodal 
issues," said Thomas, 'miete is no such a 
thing as a sodal fospd. There is one gospel 
with social implications. For too long 
conservatives have abandoned so<:ial 
problems. We are now working on 
developing programs to sensitize 
conservatives to the needs of the poor." 

Throughout the forum, members of the 
audience opposed to the Moral N^jority held 
banners and heckled Thomas. 

"The idea of tolerance is <^iteo advoctted 
by liberals except when a conservative is 
speaking," Thonus was pronqited to say at 
onepoint. 



"Chrntians have always been the best 
argument against Christianity," said Coffin. 
"I'm not surprised a group would call itself 
the Moral Majority and be as unbiblical as 
th^ are.

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CAPE CANAVERAL — Engineers 
decided to bypass a short circuit 
shuttle Columbia yesterday clearing the way 
for start of the countdown for launch 
Friday morning of America's first manned 
spaceship in nearly six years. 

The electrical problem in the space 
shuttle's main engine system had threatened 
to put off the start of the countdown and 
thus possibly delay the Columbia's maiden 
launch. 

TROY, N.C. — Robert Lisenby says he 
would have tried to avoid arrest if he had 
known his alleged trespassing last month at 
a Florida nuclear power plant could 
endanger his career as a survivalist. 

Lisenby would lose his license to possess 
firearms if he is convicted for felony 
trespassing. He and a dozen other armed 
men were arrested March 19 near the 
Crystal River nuclear power plant. The 
group reportedly had taken a wrong turn 
during a survival training course and wound 
up on private property. 

"If I'd realized (the potential loss of the 
gun license) I wouldn't have given myself 
up " Lisenby said in an interview in 
yesterday's Greensboro Daily News- 
Record. "We had the ability to escape. We 
were trained in stealth."

The l egislature has only one job n mus! do during the 
I'^H! cssion thai begins tomorrov^ - approve a budget — 
^ . loh IS so tough people are already laikuig about an 
cxiefid<-ii session in lunc. 

The hcilink-' in the ! cgislaturc vmII be unable to agree on a 
SIO billion 19H1-H: budget and increases in the gas tax or 
sales tax probably necessary to fund it within the allotted 60 
days. 

Two or three-day extensions have become common, but 
this year's extension could drag on for weeks. 

The last major tax increase package approved by 
lawmakers v^as in 1977 and then only alter 30 days of 
extensions and special sessions. 

*'! don't think anybodv questions the fact that taxes and 
the budget will be the really big issue this time around,'* 
says W.D. C hilders of F'cnsacola, who is beginning a two- 
session reign as .Senate president. 

Chief lobbyist C harlie Reed says the governor will make 
a inlcfi for his budget and gasoline' tax plan during 
tomorrow's "State of the state" speech. 

Several tough issues have emerged in recent months — 
the critical iieed for more transportation money, the need 
for more police officers and prison space to cope with the 
skyrocketing trime rite, and the drive for belter quality in 
the education system. All are budget related. 

The House and Senate convene separately tomorrow 
morning for sesiicm-opaiing ceremonies, then meet jointly 
to hear the governor's speech . 

The session will be kicked off informally, as it is every 
year, by the annual meeting today of Associated Industries 
of Florida, the big business! lobl>ying organization. 

Graham, Childers, incoming House Speaker Ralph 
Haben of Palmetto and most of the House and Senate 

committee chairs wfll participtte in meetings addressmg this 
session's Ing issues. 

The Associated Inditstries reception Monday night will 
draw hundreds pf people, iaciiNitBg ^9% of the 
membership of the Legislature. 



LEGISLATURE 

Another event that has become an "unofficial" part of 
the convening of the Legislature is Agriculture 
Commissioner Doyle Conner's Legislative Agriculture 
Appreciation Dinner at the Leon County Fairgrounds 
Wednesday night. 

The Senate will get down to work tomorrow afternoon, 
taking up the first of 129 "Sundown" bills that must be 
dealt with this session. Under the Sundown Act, 129 laws 
on advisory boards and commissions go off the books June 
30 unless extended by the Legislature. 

The full House won't meet in a work session until 
Thursday. The rules committee will meet tomorrow 
afternoon to decide which bills will be taken up during that 
Thursday meeting. 

House and Senate committees will meet throughout the 
week, gelling bills ready for floor action. 

Graham says the Legislature must raise taxes this session 
to provide more money for transportation, whether it is his 
gas tax proposal, a higher sales tax or something else. 

The governor is still pushing his plan to start collecting 
the sales tax on gas — which would amount to a six-cent-a- 
gallon boost in the gas tax, but says he is willing to consider 
other proposals, including a boost in the state sales tax. 

**I am concerned that the politically easy thing to do is to 
do nothing and that would be the most expensive thing for 
the taxpayers in the future," Graham said in a speech Friday. 

**Of all of the options available to us, doing nothing, the 
status quo, is the least acceptable." 

Reed emphasizes that Graham still believes he can 
convince the Legislature to go along with some sort of 
increase in transportation-related taxes even if not his 
particular proposal. 

Childers says the four-cent-on-the-dollar sales tax should 
be raised a penny if new taxes are necessary, and he admits 
they probably, are necessary. 

House leaders support the Graham gas tax plan, but 
Appropriations chairperson Herb Morgan of Tallahassee 
and others say they are starting to lean toward a half-a-cent 
sales tax increase.

1971 (at FSU), she went on in 1976 to 
found the Florida Center fot 
Children and Youth, which now has 
20 employees and a half million 
dollar budget. 

BeU is still on the FCFCY board of 
directors and the Governor's 
Taskforce on Juvenile Justice. The 
center monitors MRS and other 
agency programs for juveniles, and 
researches youth problems. Bell and 
a coalition of educators, parents, and 
public interest groups lobby for. 
improvements. Last year this 
coalition was successful, through a 
parliamentary coup, in pushing • 
through a juvenile justice reform bill, 
which "made Florida's system 
probably the best in the state,** 
according to Bell. 

That reform program is under 
serious attack this year with the 
introduction of bills to lower the age 
of juveniles to 16, and loosen the 
procedures for incarce wtion of 
juvenile suspects and delinquents. 

One ^f Bell's other pet peeves is 
mistreatment of and inappropriate 
crnnmitnjent of the retarded and 
mentally handicapped. 

^'Mentally handicapped often 
mctns you-are old, or different, or 
locoRvmiciit for some loving 
rckttive,*' snd a colleague of Bell's. 
BeB quickly agreed, adding that all of

equally true that if you take away 
those beds, they'll eventually find' 
another way to deal with the 
proMems." 

Before the Baker Act was passed, 
people were committed in volimtarily 
90% of the time. Bdl said. After the 
bill, the percentage dropped to 40%, 
and the population of state mental 
hospitals dropped ^"amatically. The 
percema^ and population has been 
growing again, though. 

'^They're getting lax," Ml said. 
Bell and her colleagues are there 
though. In 1976, the governor 
appointed her the first chair of the 
Human Rights Advocacy Committee 
out at Florida State Hospital 
(Chattahoochee). Ever since, she has 
lead the committee in its reform of 
Chattahoochee and the other state 
hospitals. Chattahoochee's 
population has dropped from over 
5000 to less than 1500. 

Another organization Bell 
founded, the Florida American Civil 
Liberties Union Legislative Office, 
established the right of mental 
patients to treatment in Florida. In 
1972, Bell founded one of the few 
state lobbying offices for ACLU. She 
served as the first legislative chair, 
and has chaired the legislative 
committee ever since. ACLU now has 
apaid, full-time lobbyist, who BeU 
often works with. 

Bell has had many victories over 
the years, but she is particularly 
proud of advances in day care. In 
1973 she set up the Four Council, a 
state funded collective of day care 
centers in Tallahassee. Four C is still 
the only organization in the city, and 
maybe even the state, that dehvcii 



day care for a large number of poor 
families, according to several users 
Mid associates of the program. Bell is 
stiU vice-chair of the council. 
• In 1974, she, with the help of her 
children's coalition, was instrumental 
in getting a day care licensing bill, 
despite opposition from 
fundamentalist church groups, which 
were the forerunners of the Moral 
Majority. When the federal 
government threatened to price poor 
people out of federal day care 
programs, BeU marshalled day care 
mothers all around the state, and got 
the governor to intervene. 
. ^ Coalitions are essential to social 
issues lobbying, according to Bell. 
When you speak for the people who 
can't speak for themselves, and you 
have no money and no recognizable 
voter base, you form coalitions, 
added Bell. 

B^ set up the Clearinghouse for 
Human Services in 1976, the first and 
most effective coalition of social 
issues lobbying groups. The 
dearif^use has worked on many 
Ksues — those issues that the groups 
nave in common. This year it is 
stressing unity in approaching state 
govemment funding to make up for 
federal cots.

We (human services lobbyists) must not be pigs at the 
irough," said Bell. ''They will use divide-and-destroy 
•dctits if we let them. We must say with one voice that 
people deserve some minimum services and it is the state's 
responsibility to provide them, even when the federal 
government won't." 

According to Bell and other social issue lobbyists, other 
threats to those without a voice this legislative session 
include: 

•Child welfare money is being cut on the federal and 
state level. 

•Sen. Richard Langley has introduced a bill which would 
eliminate the Comprehensive Family Planning Ac;. 

"They don't want to feed children when they're born, or 
prevent them from being born," said Bell. 

•There is inadequate funding for deinstitutionalization 
of mental hospital patients, many of whom do not belong 
in captivity. 

•Numerous bills seek to tamper with Florida's juvenile 
justice system, which has been a model juvenile justice 
stem for other states. Bills seek to make it easy to commit 
or incarcerate juveniles, to criminalize status offenses, to 
lower the age persons are considered juvenile to 16, and to 
lessen confidentiality. 

•There is inadequate funding for a guardianship 
program for incompetent and elderly people. 

•A bill seeks to require the teaching of **scientific 
creationism" in Florida schools. 

•Massive cuts arc planned for CETA, the federal job 
training program. . ■ 

If you take self respect away from people, they have 
nothing," said Bell. 

•Probably most Curbing of aU is a bill in the Senate 
.ailing for a constitutional amvcnlion to draft a so called 
Human Life Amendment.

voted unanimously to 
endorse the FPiRG 
concept. 

FPIRG wiU face its fmal 
test on May 22, when the 
cntka BOR will vote on a 
proposed rule change that GeTOid SMCkeZ 
will allow state university 

students to add a voluntary, refundable fee to their tuition 
payments. 

The money raised by the fee would be used to support 
FPIRG groups on campus. At Florida State, the $2.50 per 
semester per student fe? would give FPIRG an estimated 
budget of $80,000. • 

The committee heard testimony in support of FPIRG 
from a half-dozen speakers, including Leon County 
Commission Chairperson Jim Crews and FSU student body 
president Tim Meenan. FPIRGs, the committee was told, 
would do research in environmental and consumer 
protection, and in issues of government and corporate 
responsibility. FPIRGs would also provide students with an 
unusual educational opportunity, and an avenue for direct 
input into public affairs. 

Student Regent Gerald Sanchez voted in support of the 
FPIRG concept, as did Regent Bill Malloy. Chancelor 
Barbara Newell abstained from voting. James Gardener, 
the fourth member of the conuDittee, was unable to attend 
the meeting. 

The FPIRG concept is now under study by sevml BOR 
advisory conmiittees, including the State Council of Vice 
Presidents for Student Affairs. Those conmiittees will 
pftaent their reconunendations at the May 22 meeting. 

FPIRG advocates at FSU are cautiously optimistic that 
the BOR will pass the rule change, and FPIRG will be in 
actkm on campus by Fall Semester. 

"The Rq^nts seem, quite receptive to the rule change," 
said FPIRG advocate Wayne Basford. "I feel confident 
that things wiU Work out ok, that they wiD adhere to the 
voice of the students/'

Caan's Frank is a 
man who's decided the only way to live is to 
decide you don't care if \ou die. (iroomed in 
the pen by aging master burglar and fellow 
con Okia (Willie Nelson), Frank turns to 
satc-cracking as the way to buy his dreams. 
Y ears spent in the joint, killing a man in self- 
defense, and a less-than-privileged 
background (a bureaucrat informs Frank he 
has spelled "inair* for ••male") have left 
Frank with a cold and simple philosophy: to 
have anything, you have to accept the risk of 
losing it. It also helps if you*re the baddest 
mother on the block. 

Director Michael Mann has pulled off, 
with Thief, that most elusive of 
accomplishments— a film noir in color. 
Almost ahvays everything is in darkness. 
Frank (and lover Jessire. played by Tuesday 
Weld) exist in a world that offers no solace, 
only threats. Emptiness is only interrupted by 
nervousness. Mann and cinematographer 
Don Thorin trap Frank amid the neon swiri 
of Chicago (even reflecting ominously off the 
hood of his black Buick), and in dark, damp 
allevs ^^here the lights of Loop skyscrapers 
dominate the sky. Even in the brightest 
daviime sequences, the tension never lets up. 
The irony is greatest in the would-be idvll at 
the beach after Frank pulls of his grandest 
heist. 

The sun isn't pleasantly bright and warm 
this da>— it's glaring, overpowering. Slow 
motion, the filtered sunlight, and Tangerine 
Dream's score— which sounds too thin in 



places, but works perfectly in scenes like this 
one, where it serves to undercut what's on the 
screen — brings the scene an air of unrelenting 
apprehension. Even on a nice little vacation 
with the family there's still a feeling the 
whole world could explode any moment. 

Thief dtdXs with high-class larceny (Frank 
only steals diamonds) without all the jet-set 
glamor. For the most part the movie is a cool 
unblinking study of Frank's motives. While 
the movie depicts its criminal protagonist 
with less romanticism than the usual jewel- 
thief thriller, Thief docs contain some things 
that are questionable. One is the postcard- 
sized collage on which Frank has assembled 
the plans for all his dreams. The problem 
isn't so much with the conception of the 
device as in the way it's handled: A letter 
from Okla prompts Frank to pull out the 
collage, in the process introducing it to us. 
While not unforgivably weak, the scene is a 
small obtrusion on the movie's exhilarating, 
streamlined style. Likewise, Frank's yearning 
for a son is a little too sentimental, including 
as it docs Jessie's idealized role as wife and 
mother in Frank's elaborately-drawn plans. 
Even here, though, the child business, like the 
comfortable suburban home Frank moves 
into, serves more to demonstrate the futility 
of Frank's hopes for the conventional 
material and emotional security that's always 
been denied him. 

Mann tells all this in a lean taut, elliptical 
style, not waitinjg for one scene to end before 
cutting right to the next. Even the scenes of 
Frank and Jessie's conjugal happiness are 
shadowy and abbreviated, suggesting the 
fleeting nature of Frank's rare mcnnents of 
peace. In fact, the only thing that looks calm 
in this fitai is Willie Nelson's raa^ficent 
face, as the dying Okla. 

Apparently, Mann didn't want his movie 
to be totally pessimistic, and the ending is 
suitably open. By the time Caan walks ofT 
wounded but not yet dead, this updated noir 
has drawn the inescapable conchiskm: In a 
world that's aU every man for himself, what 
you want, you have to steal. Even then, 
there's somebody realty to steal it back from. 
you.

and uses that world to reveal and intensify 
something about the characters trapped in it, 
The Postman Always Rings Twice takes great 
pains to evoke a noir atmosphere and hardly 
tells us anything about the people in the 
movie. It's almost like a case of the cart 
before the horse: Where in Thief the 
shodowy, sinister style is inextricably tied to 
the characters and they to it, in The Postman 
the noir trappings serve only as background. 
We recognize that, yes, this does indeed look 
like a film noir. But even though director 
Bob Rafelson and renowned 
cinematographer Sven Nykvist adeptly and 
thoroughly recreate the look, something is 
lacking. The latest version of The Postman 
Always Rings Twice suggests thin 
characterizations simply patched on top an 
over-rich texture. 

When Cora (Jessica Lange) asks Frank 
(Jack Nicholson) "How'd you get that way?" 
we've been wondering too. Rafelson relies 
heavily on what we already know about 
Nicholson to fill out the character of Frank 
Chambers. It's just the same demonic 
edginessand sexual bravado we've always 
seen in Nicholson, and playwright David 
Mamet's script adds little more. On the other 
hand, Cora's Greek husband (John Colicos) 
is terribly overdrawn, replete with 
sterotypical movie-foreigner touches like 
heavy drinking and general boorishness. 
Lange adequately provides the "snarl like a 
cougar" James Cain describes in the original 
1934 novel, but often her performance seems 
too self-consciously serious, too outside the 
part. 

Of course that may not be her fault. It's 
hard to believe anyone would jump on a bus 
to Chicago with this guy just because of one 
good screw, but that's how Rafelson and 
Mamet play it. They don't take the trouble to 
explore the motivations inside Cora deeply 
enough, aside from large helpings of obvious 
domestic discontent. Other than the 
turbulent erotic scenes— which are done well, 
an agkated caaieni jolting all over the place, 
making things unclear when that's 



appropriate— there's not even enough 
information given to make this good 
psychodrama. 

But watching The Postman Always Rings 
Twice, you start to wonder whether Rafelson 
doesn't know ab(nit such thinp or just 
doesn't care. He must have been too busy 
ladling on the style. The movie is cluttered 
with Depression-era memofabilia that 
screams ''The Thirties!" but teUs us little or 
nothing about Cora and Frank or the milieu 
they live in. Presumably because he thinks his 
mise-^n-scene can do all the work, Rafelson 
uses lots of lingering shots with little 
dialogue. And Michad Small's music self 
consciously strains to ape big, classic crime 
movie scores. The Postman Always Rim 
Twice labors too much over the surface, and 
neglects what is underneath, and the result 
ponderous and affected.

Twain knows southern spirit

Mark Twain is one of the strongest of 
Southern writers. Like William Faulkner 
and Flannery O'Connor, he knows the 
southern heart, and his taks of southern 
pride and patriotism are always 
strengthened by a good dose of Twain's 
sharp humor. , 

"The Private History of a Campaign 
That Failed" is a dramatization of Twain's 
short story of the same name about his two- 
week stint as a Missouri Confederate 
militiaman. Philip Reisman Jr. has written 
a tight teleplay of the story that captures all 
of Twain's electricity, but tightens up the 
narrative line so that the production moves 
along with all the grit and sinrit of Twain's 
original adventure. 

The group calls themselves the Marion 
County Rangers, and their aim is to fight 
off the devil Yankee, with whatever half- 
assed equipment they can muster. The 
Rangers are all in their teens, which says 
a lot about their abundance of optimism 



before any actual confrontation, and their 
palpable disillusionment after they realize 
that nar is, as Twaii» wrote, * 'the killing <tf 
strangers against whom you feel no 
personal animoiity; stnwgers whom, in 
other circumstances you would help if you 
found them in trouble, and who would hdp 
you if you needed it." 

Reality hits home when the Ranges, 
newly dejected by a cowardly retreat from a 
band of Yankees, returns to the brush with 
fresh found courage and purpose. In their 
ardor to battle the Yankee, they murder an 
unarmed man who unfortunately rides 
through their neck of the woods. Upon 
learning that not only was the fatally 
wounded man unarmed, but the husband 
and father of a young fami^, the young 
group experiences collective remorse and 
disbands. 

Twain's famous anti-war statement "The 
War Prayer," is adapted into an epilogue 
for the production, and his well chosen 
words frame succinctly the atmosphere of 
this commendable PBS production. 

Filmed on location near Reading, 
Pennsylvania and Oneonta, New York, 
"Private History" impressively captures the 
lushness of the forests, the wet of numerous 
stormy nights, and the adaptability so 
required by militiamen at that time.

Itabbvd*s career has been critically acdaimed since its 
inception in I960, when be started playing with Sonny 
RoUim. One year falter he won the Down Beat New Star 
award on trumpet. Also in 1961, Hubbard joined Art 
Blakely's Jazz Messengers, an association which won 
him world-wide recognition; Hubbard left the Jazz 
Messengers in 1%*= 

He has also worked with such people as Quincy Jones, 
Dizzy Gillespie. John Coltrane, J.J. Johnson, and Slide 
Hampton, to name but a few. 

This latest release, recorded live at the Northsea Jazz 
Festival at The Hague, Holland in 1980, marks a return by 
Hubbard to the use of a small group of musicians. During 
the past decade, Hubbard had worked mainly as a leader of 
large ensembles. 

The album contains seven cuts, some of which are 



Hubbard classics "First Light", for example, is a song 
Hubbard recorded in 1971 with a large orchestra. On this 
attmm, with a considerably smaller ensemble, the song 
takes on a longer, more relaxed, flowing quality. Likewise 
with "HapfHness Is Now.*' It also takes on a less structured 
form than did the original version recorded in 1970. 

The highlights of the album, however, are two 
compositions by people other than Hubbard. '*The 
Summer Knows" is a slow thoughful song which excellently 
captures the lethargy of a sultry summer. Opposite that is 
the John Coltrane composition "Impressions," which is a 
fast-paced tune that is exceptionally performed. 

Billy Childs (who first Ijccame interested in jazz while 
listening to, among others, Hubbard's 1970 Red Clay 
album) does a fine job on keyboards, as does David 
Schnitter on tenor sax. Larry Klein on bass and Sinclair 
Lott on drums gives admirable rhythm support from 
beginning to end. 

Freddie Hubbard Live is a fine album well worth taking a 
listen to.

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Students organizing 
to fight tuition hike

As the 1981 legislative session opens today, students and 
higher education face the uncertainty of federal budget cuts 
and the unreliability of state compensation for those cuts. 

The Board of Regents, United Faculty of Florida, and 
Florida Student Association, representing the major interest 
groups in the State University System, will be working 
together on some proposals to solve the dilemma and against 
one another on others. 

The number one issue for the FSA. and the issue which is 
causing the most division among higher education groups, is 
the proposed tuition hike. FSA and UFF both strongly 
oppose the 40^o increase proposed for the coming biennium 
{13% the first year and 27% the second year). 

"It's just the wrong time," said FSA interim director Steve 
Hall. "With the semester/quarter conversion, the federal 
cuts and inflation, students are going to be hard pressed 
enough." 

UFF believes public education is a right and opposes any 
tuition, let alone a tuition hike. Both groups are confident of 
support in the Senate, but are not so sure about the House. 
The FSA hopes to get the matter postponed until a special 
session after the specifics of federal cuts come down. 

Hall said that PSA's lobbying effort will not be crippled by 
the resignation of two key staffers. His office has hired Rob 
Auslander, past Florida State student president, Jim 
Koburger, past Florida Atlantic University student president, 
and Vic DiMaio, an FSA volunteer, to act as full time 
lobbyists this session. 

This staff, augmented by several student interns and 
volunteers, will be working on several other issues, including:

Regents offer 
tiution hike plan 
to Legislature

Students in Florida's State University 

System will be paying $120 more for a year of 
undergraduate classes by the 1982-1983 
school year, it a tuition proposal passed by 
the Board of Regents last weekend ii 
approved by the Legislature. 

Graduate, in-state students would pay an 
additional $180 per year under the proposal. 
Out-of-state undergraduates would face a 
$300 per year increase; out of state graduate 
students would be asked to pay S420 per year 
more. 

The BOR made the fee recommendations 
in response to a request from Gov. Bob 
Graham. Graham had proposed a 20^« 
increase in student matriculation fees, and, in 
a letter to Chancellor Barbara Newell, asked 
the regents to prepare a fee structure to meet 
that request. 

"That does not mean the BOR approves 
that fee level," said BOR vice chancellor for 
Funding and Budget Joe Stafford. "They 
were simply filling the requiremenu of Gov. 
Graham's request.** 

Under the BOR proposed fee plan, in -state 
undergraduate students would pay $31 per 
semester hour by 1982-83. In-state graduate 
students would pay $43 per semester hour. 
Out-of-state students would pay $60 per 
undergraduate hour, and $82 for each

Legislators meeting in session for the first time today will 
find the battldincs clearly drawn over one piece of pendmg 
tegislation — - student groups, both local and statewide, are 
gearing up for a major effort to defeat Gov. Bob Graham's 

proposed tuition increase. 

The Florida Student Association, statewide student 
lobbying group, has pre|Mued a scries of legislative moves 
designed to defeat Graham's proposal, and is helpmg to co- 
ordinate anti-tuition increase groups on individual campuses. 
At Florida Stale, student government's executive and 
Icj^islativc branches have joined with the newly-formed 
chapter of the Southern Students Activists Network to form 
a united coalition opposing the increase. 

The students have also found an ally in the form of the 
United Faculty of Florida, the statewide union of university 
protessors The UFF has come out strongly in opposition to 
any increase, and plans to actively lobby against such an 
increase. 

•'We're organizing on-campus activities through letter- 
writing campaigns, rallies, voter registration drives, and 
lobbying with local legislators," said FSA interim director 
Steve Hail. "We're also working to form coalitions among 
on campus groups to fight it, and we're working to gain the 
support of administrations. 

**On the legislative side, we're looking at alternatives to a 
tuition increase," Hall said. 

Included in those possible alternatives are: 

•Changes in the Tuition Pay Voucher Program. The 
program presently provides approximately $9 million in 
available loans for students attending private schools within 
the state. The loans are not based on scholarship or on 
financial need. Hal! said The FSA would like to see the

money made available to students in the state university 
system. The money could be transferred to the Florida 
Student Assistance Grant program, or go directly to 
university quality improvement, thus eliminating the need 
for a tuition increase. 

Students currently using loans from the pay voucher 
program would not have their loans eliminated, Hall said, 
but new applicants would compete with students in the 
public system for future loans. 

•Eliminate sales tax exemptions for advertising and 
professional services (the medical profession would retain its 



atemption under the proposal). The tecreased sales tax 
revenue would eliminate the need for a tuition increase, as 
vvell as proNide additional funds for quality improvement 
Two members of the Florkli House Of Representatives have 
already prepared bills to that effect. Hall said. 

•A possible I ^« increase in the state sales tax. Hail said the 
FSA would pursue such an increase only as a last ditch 
method to defeat the tuition increase. 

The FSA has also prepared a bill that would keep 
university funding at present levels and eliminate the need for 
an increase. Hall said. Such a bill would provide legislative 
competition for any bill calling for an increase. 

At FSU, student government has begun preparations to 
enter the tuition battle, said student body president Tim 
Meenan, in the form of a mail-out pamphlet dcsigne*.^ u> 
educate students about Graham's proposal. Student 
government is also compiling a phone list of interesicj 
students who could be called on to attend legislatiu 
committee meetings on the increase, thereby visibl> 
illustrating student concern about the issue. 

Meenan has extended SG support to anti-tuition hike 
efforts being planned by the FSU chapter of the Souiheni 
Students Activists Network. SSAN has planned a rall\ tor 
April 15, according to SSAN spokesperson Terry Far!e\ 
SSAN is hoping to hold a similar rally at Florida A&M 
University the following day. 

Additional assistance for the rally preparations is beini; 
offered by CAUSE, a student senate sponsored group aimed 
at increasing student participation in student government. 

Representatives from both the FSA and CAUSE will be 
present at the next SSAN meeting to discuss future strategies. 
Farley said. The meeting will be Thursday night in room 49 
of the Bellamy Building; any student interested in fighting 
the tuition increase is invited to attend. 

Finally, Meenan said, FSU and FAMU students may take 
advantage of their proximity to the Legislature to make a 
visible statement of their stand on the tuition issue. 

**I can foresee marching on the Capitol, but that has to be 
done at the right time," Meenan said. * 'We're not going to 

compromise on this issue, at all . "

• Academic scholars program funding bill, which would 
fund the tiny profram begun last session for students wlio 
graduated in the top 5% of their high school das. The WOiSi 
and UFF also support this proposal. 

• A bill to require approval by a universtty's student 
government association of any Capital Improvement Trust 
Fund expenditure. This would prevent constnictitm of 
buildings or other nuijor projects without SGA consent. 

The FSA also supports Chancellor Barbara NewelPs 
proposed emergency fund for Florida students on federal 
financial aid programs which are in danger. Money for this 
and other higher education programs should come from a 
limited sales tax mcrease on professional services and other 
areas that are now exempt. FSA and UFF would also like to 
raise revenue by transferring approximately $4 million into 
the Florida Student Assistance Grant program from the 
1 uition Voucher Fund, which now provides non-need based 
financial aid for students in private schools. 

The BOR. FSA, and UFF are all agreed that the 
BOR membership should be increased from 10 to 13. FSA 
supports a proposal to add one more student, another 
citizen, and the commissioner of education. The BOR just 
supports an increase to 13 members. 

One major higher education issue the three groups have 

not soBdiliedtlieir positionson iscxtension of lower divisions to 
Florida latemational University, Florida Atlantic University 
and Universtty of Ontral Florida. 
The BOR, over protests from the big universities, has 



endorsed tower divisions. UFF has taken no stand because of 
intomal disagreement FSA also has takoi no st«id. 

"We haven't made a decision yet,'* said Rep. Carl 
Carpenter, new chair of the House Committee on Higher 
Education. ''I, perscmally am opposed to a blanket 
extoision. I want to kx^ at than (the four upper division 
umveraties) mcyviduaUy. 

LegBlators are maintaining their independence on many 
issues. Carpenter agrees with a tuition hike, as do many 
le^sbttors. He says that community odl^ indents now pay 
approximateiy 30% of thdr educational expenses, whereas 
umveraty stadenis only pay about 17%. FSA admits it is 
going to have a tough time on this issue. 

Probably the most controvermi issue in the Legislature, 
and one in which legidators are strictly maintaming theh- 
independoice, is state condensation for fedml budget cuts. 
Carpenter opposes the state pidcing up the bOi. 

•*I don't think the state is going to be able to afifoid it," 
said Carpenter. "It may not be as irieasant for students to 
pay for their education, but they'll find a way without 
financial aid.*' 

Carpenter feels that even poverty level uicome students 
can afford college without federal cuts. He seesnoreasonwhy 
the state should help them if the federal government won't. 

Many legislators disagree with Carpenter and are working 
for a special session to consider the state budget after 
federal cuts are made. 

Carpenter supports some increase m revenue for the 
state, but endorses no specific tax increase proposal. The 
UFF supports a 1 % sales tax increase for transportation and 
education. They would also support a gasoKne tax h

for education as a better alternative. The FSA supports a 
sales tax increase, but only as a last resort. The BOR has 
taken no position on revenue increases. 

All three groups have come together in requesting more 
money for higher education. The BOR and governor's office 
have both requested record breaking budgets for higher 
education. The BOR wants to see two-thirds of any increases 
go toward quality improvement (academic programs). It has 
slated one third for enrollment growth. 

As always, UFF will be seeking more money for faculty 
salaries in the budget. The BOR and UFF will be 
working together on an alternative retirement program for 
faculty, who now must participate in the state system. Thev 
are trying to decrease the number of years required for 
vesting (eligibility for benefits) from ten years to five or less. 

The BOR is pushing for a corporate income tax credit for 
companies that donate to Florida institutions of 
higher learning. It would also like exemptions for 
university research efforts from public records laws 
(Sunshine Law). When schools work for companies seeking a 
patent, or providing confidential information for forecasts, 
or work in other ways for the private sector, the BOR would 
like to see that information protected from public scrutiny. 

BOR, FSA, and UFF all oppose Sen. Jack Gordon's 
proposal to dissolve colleges of education in Florida. They 
all also support continuation of the Florida Student 
Financial Aid Advisory Council. 

Carpenter is stressing cooperation among the various 
groups invohfed in higher education. To some extent at least, 
he is gett^ more unity, now that higher education is being 
tocatened by fedend cuts and state wavering on support.

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Holding SALT hostage 

Would a Soviet invasion of Poland "totally disrupt" the possibility 
of a strategic Arms Limitation Treaty between the world's two 
greatest superpowers? 

That much was implied in a message sent by President Reagan to 
Soviet party boas Leonid Brezhnev last Friday, although the State 
Departmoit claims such a threat is not out of the ordinary in a 
situation so fraught with tension as tiie one in Eastern Europe. 

It may or may not be ordinary, but it is at feast ccmsistent with the 
lack ot importance attached to arms control by Reagan and Ws 
advisors since the earliest days of the last presidential campaign. 

SALT II, the latest arms treaty negotiated by the United States and 
the Soviet Union, was signed by President Carter and Brezhnev in 1979, 
but never ratified by the Senate because of the controversy caused 
when the Soviets invaded Afghanistan. Carter intended to resubmit 
the treaty if he were reelected; Reagan promised to scrap the treaty 
altogether if he won. 

Apparently the Polish situation is just the smoke screen the Reagan 
administra^on needs to kin the treaty and unlebh^the pro^ictive 
capability of the piilitary-industrial complex. 

The adminbtration is not wrong to look for effective negotiOing 
tools if they want to keep the Soviets on their own side of the border. 
But arms treaties, by their very nature, are the last tooh to be brought 
forward at a time like this. 

If there were no conflict between the superpowers there would be no 
need for arms control. But the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. have been at 
each others throats since World War II came to a close, with the 
chance of direct armed conflict never far beneath the surface. 

Actually there is nothing the U.S. can do to stop the Soviet Union 
from taking over Poland. In fact, Soviet troops are already there 
under the pretext of Warsaw Pact military manuevers. All the U.S. 
can hope to do b dissuade the Soviets by presenting a umfied front 
with our NATO allies, whife working to generate disaiH^oval 
worldwide, especially among the devdoping countries which are 
under the ccmstant threat that either the U.S. or U.S.S.R. could move 
just as easily across their own borders . 

Scrapping strategic arms limitations negotiations is in no one's best 
interest.

Editon 

The January 22nd issue of the FAMU AN printed 
a letter by a FAMU student concerning the 
departures of FAMU professors. This letter 
discussed the departure of specific professors from 
the FAMU campus and the tragedy of such losses. 
In the next issue of the FAMU AN rebuttal by a 
FAMU professor to this letter was printed. This 
rebuttal maintained that the previous letter 
contained "factual errors, unsubstantial allegations 
and untruths" and continued to list the reasons for 
which these professors left and in some cases made 
personal insults. I recently wrote a counter-rebuttal 
to this letter and submitted it to the FAMUAN but 
was disturbed to find that it had been omitted 
from their last issue. As a result, I submit this letter 
concerning the departure of professors from 
FAMU to the Flambeau in hope that the issue will 
not be buried. 

As an alumnus of FAMU I have recently become 
disillusioned and disappointed over what appears to 
be a form of professional treachery on the FAMU 
campus. These feelings occurred upon reading the 
rebuttal to Dean Moseley's letter concerning the 
exodus of professors from FAMU. The rebuttal to 
Mr. Moseley's letter should not be graced with a 
counter-rebuttal, instead I shall approach the topic 
by addressing the issues at hand, hopefully 
shedding some light on the problem which faces the 
students of FAMU. The main issue at hand, the 
exodus of professors from FAMU, is a viable issue 
and cannot be explained through a detailed list of 
the reasons for their departure. This issue stands as 
is, our professors are leaving FAMU and I might 
add, at a high rate. This is distressing news, no 
matter what reasons are given for these departures. 
A departure rate cs high and consistent as that of 
FAMU cannot be explained by circumstantial 
evidence. 

Another distressing issue which emerged from

This is behavior highly 
unfitting of an adult at a professional level, and I 
find it most upsetting. A case in particular is that of 
Ron Bailey, former Chairperson of the Political 
Science Department at FAMU. From Dean 
Moseley's letter it appears that Bailey was well liked 
and respected by his students. As a former student 
of Bailey's I can wholeheartedly support 
Moseley's description and acclamation of this fine 
professor. I have found Bailey to be a concerned 
and dedicated professor, his teaching style and 
personality generated warm regard from his 
students. He was genuinely concerned for his 
students' best interest, introducing new materials 
and textbooks in his courses in order to keep them 
updated and interesting for the student. As a result, 
Bailey was a fine professor and friend for the 
students of FAMU and constituted a great los^ ror 
them. I find it highly unlikely that a professor w ho 
was as dedicated to his students and teaching as 
Ron Bailey would have left his position at FA ML 
on a mere whim. It is more likely that this departure 
was precipitated by insults from fellow colleagues 
similar to that evidenced in the rebuttal to Dean 
Moseley's letter. This for me is the most disturbing 
issue of all, professional jealousy and treachery 
Are our professors being pressured from their 
positions by these unprofessional tactics? The most 
distressing aspect of this problem is that those w ho 
are suffering the most are the FAMU student body 
So, FAMUANs, speak out on this issue, let's find 
out why our professors are leaving and if indeed it 
is professional treachery let's cut it down where it 
stands. This is our campus and it is our education 
which will suffer, we must preserve the FAMUAN 
traditions of integrity and respect.

in Houston, TexaA, Then, in 1977, Thomas and Forrest 
Boyd started International Media Service. 

*'I had achieved about everything I'd set out to achieve in 
journalism," said Thomas. "1 matured during the sixties 
and developed a da^ personal concern about things I 
couldn't speak to from a journalistic standpoint. My wife 
and I were concerned about the decline of our of schools, 
the increase in the drug problem, and just the general moral 
decay around us. 

"It was at this point Jerry Falwell called me," said 
Thomas. "I knd interviewed him a few times and had also 
done free-lance writing on the side for him. Falwell called 
me out of the blue and said he wanted me to work for him. 
I had never even considered it before, but it sounded good 
and here 1 am." 

" W hen I was 1 2 1 was baptized . 1 went down dry and came up 
wet. 1 had my fire iosurance policy in my back pocket 



so I wouldn't fry when I died," said Thomas. "In the midst 
of my struggle to be a star at NBC, my wife introduced me 
to some really dynamic people. They had their act together 
and they were dedicated Christians too. I realized I'd 
missed something. I chose to commit my life to Christ and 
it's something I've never regretted." 

Thomas said he believes that the Moral Majority wiO 
"help restore some accountability to high authority. " 

Values and discipline should be taught in the schools, 
said Thomas. "I really believe that we are our brothers' and 
asters' keepers." 

Thomas has worked with prisoners in the past and still 
does today. He wrote a book called Freedom Dream about 
a man Thomas was directly responsible for getting paroled 
from a Texas prision. 

"Charles Colson wrote the foreward to the book," said 
Thomas. "I thought it interesting that the former White 
House hatchet man would write the foreward of the book 
by one of the first to report Watergate on the NBC 
network."

supphed to the Viet Cong. These actions and his civil rights 
activism helped make Coffin the prototype of the character 
Scott Sloan in Garry Trudeau's comic strip "Doonesbury." 
Most recently Coffin made the news by being among a 
handful of American clergy allowed to see the American 
hostages while they were held in Iran. 

"I was doing what I always do," Coffin replied to a 
question about where he'd been during the 70s. "1 was at 
Vale, counseling. I was trying to be a decent pastor, 
hurying, baptizing, marrying, all of that. You could call it 
exciting humdrum. 

How did Coffin, a CIA agent and liason to the Russian 
Army during World War 11 turn preacher of liberal 
leanings? 

"1 saw Stalin do terrible things. I was a Cold War 
vwurior. 1 was a Russian field officer for three years 
training ex-Soviet dissidents to be dropped into the Soviet 
Union to do cla.idestine political work," Coffin said. 

"I'm very ariti-Soviet but I think the number one enemy 
is nuclear holocaust . We are trying to use arms to coerce the 
Soviets into good behavior. 

"When I heard about El Salvador 1 thought, 'here we go 
again,' it's 1964 and we're trying to oppose Vietnam when 
no one knows anything about it. But it's a different world. 
Everyone knows about that little banana republic right 
now. 

'*The anti-communists tend to oversimplify things that 
make us angry. If we remove the Soviet and Cuban guns 
(from El Salvador) there'll still be the revolting conditions 
that caused the revolt." 

Coffln, his voice booming with emphasis, expressed his 
feehngs about the Reagan administration. 

'This country can better itfTord Reagan now ttem tiiey 



will four years from now. There is no question that with the 
passage of time fat grows on the meat. But what he calls fat 
is meat in manyinstances," Coffin said, referring to Reagan's 
economic policy.

"In the Beginning there was the Word. That Word was 
Mother.'* Diana, Themis, Gaia, and others are all Z. 
Budapest's '^Mothers'*. It is to them she dedicated her 
book The Holy Book of Women *s Mysteries and it is to the 
earthly mothers she dedicates her time and knowledge. 

Hun^uian bom Budapest has been the High Priestess of 
!he Susan B. Anthony Coven no. I for over 10 years. A 
feminist author and witch, she offers women viable 
alternatives to the dominating patriarchal religions. 
Budapest began bloiding her burgeoning feminist ideab 
and considerable witchcraft knowledge during the late 
sixties. It wasn't until 1975, however, that she "became 
politicized after being arrested by the L.A.P.D. for reading 
1 1 tarot cards'* and w«5 comricted for practicing wttchcraft. 
Budapest is a Dianic, and Dianism is witchcraft with a 
feminist politic. 

Dianists do not practice their religion and craft for the 
ultimate gain of the self but for the political and social gains 
of all women. They claim to continually hex ra|»sts and 
murderers and often interfere m diild-custody cases in 
favor of the women. 

**Put it out," she demanded mischkvously "that we hex

Coming from a family of Herbalists gmng back 800 
years Budiqiest spends her t^put time being creative in any 
way she can. For creativity, ^ believes, is worship. 
Writing poetry or appredacmg nature are acts oi religion. 
And yet, as gentle and fife-affkunng as they continually 
prove to be, witches are still subject to deep seated 
superstitions and fears. 

"There is a common fear that if women got a hold of 
witchcraft again, they'd misuse it. Well, men got a hold of 
religion and you BET they misused it." 

As for black magic, Budapest calls it "stupid Magic". 
And stupid witches, she claims, don't live long. The reason 
for that, she explains, it that witches can't attack the 
innocent because if they do the magic is deflected :back 
towards themselves 10-fold. 

"Women do not deserve," she adds, "to be murdered, 
raped, or mutilated. Women deserve a good life."

Saying the State cannot afford "business as usual" Gov. 
Bob Graham prodded the Legislature yesterday to take 
sweeping and expensive steps to combat crime, build roads, 
improve education and safeguard Florida's fresh water 

supply. 

Lawmakers seated amidst hundreds of flower bouquets in 
their opening joint session, largely applauded Graham's 
proposals but questioned where he will find the money to 

fund them. 

In a 42-minute "State of the State" address, the governor 
dwelled on crime as "our greatest challenge" and asked for 
speeded-up funding for more judges, police, prosecutors, 
public defenders and prisons, including a $390 million bond 
issue to rebuild local jails. 

The governor asked the two houses to approve his criminal 
justice funding requests by May 1 so that the programs can 
be in place by the start of the fiscal year two months later. He 
revealed that interviewing will get underway immediately to 
fill the law enforcement jobs he hopes the legislature will 
create. 

"We will never turn Florida over to the mobsters, drug 
smugglers and thugs who would destroy the great state we 
have worked hard to build," Graham declared. 

The legislators had heard most of Graham's pitch before - 
the one new element being the proposed bond issue - but they 
nevertheless interrupted him seven times with applause, all 
when he touched upon crime or refugee issues. 

Graham repeated his call for an extra $300 million in 
transportation funding saying: "We are ir a time of sharply 
rising energy costs and explosive commercial and population 
growth. At the same time, many of our most important 
highways lie incomplete or unstarted, while those in service 
are beaten into disrepair." 

He said he was willing to back off his proposed gas tax 
increase in favor of other revenue-raising proposals. Many 
legislative leaders have declared the gas tax dead but say there 
is some support for a penny increase in the general sales tax. 

"The solutions to our transportation dilemmas are 
flexible; the problem is not," Graham said. 

Aware of strong legislative sentiment to impose no new 
taxes, Graham repeatedly scolded the lawmakers that they 
would be shirking their duty if they fail to bolster 
transportation funding. 

"Of all the options before us, the least acceptable is to do 
nothing," he said. 

Graham also proposed that the state double its effort to

When W.D. Childers, D-Pensacola, won the Senate Presidency last 
session, thanks in large part to the backing of Senator Dean Dempsey 
Barron, D-Panama City, insiders nodded wisely to one another. They 
knew that Childers would as a matter of course defer to Barronjs 
better judgement on matters of importance. Sort of act as Barron's 
boy on the rostnim. Indeed, the senate presidency seemed at the time 
merely another star in Childers' crown, or an appropriate capstone to 
an otherwise uHdistiaguished career. 

Or so it seemed. Latdy Chiklen, securely dad in the raiment of the 
senate presidency, has assumed a measure of uidependeiice Mh 
unexpected and undoubtedly annoying to Barron. As the current 
session cranks up, Childers has opposed Barron on several key issues, 
including the need for increased taxes and law enforcement manpower 
(Childers supports and Barron opposes both ideas). The relationship 
between the two men grew so strained at one point recently that 
Childers threatened to sack Barron as head of the Rules Committee. 
The dispute at that time was over a bill making it easier to sue for 
damages for relatives of someone dying because of someone else's 
negligence. BarroB didn't like the bill, but Childers w<m. 

Childers and Barron have stuck together in the past, and many 
capital obs cnu c ti ate msxkmaly watching tlus rift to see if it's merdy a 
short spat or sometlung more enduring. 

If it's the latter, look for an interesting session ahead. With those 
two panhandle pois going at each other k'U be anything but boring. 



Love/hate relationship 

Tallahassee's always had a love/hate relaticxiship with the Florida 
Legislature, which convened here yesterday. 

On the one hand, the influx of downstate license plates means more 
money for the economy, which pleases the local merchants no end. 
And the local press, always looking for something to write about, 
pounces on the session with glee. 

But for the native Tallahassean, the life-long resident who stays 
here because it's a sleepy North Florida hamlet where the pace is 
moderate and atmosphere cordial, the session is a royal pain in the 
lifestyle. Suddenly, roads are near-impenetrable, restaurants bloated 
and bars bulging at the seams. To them, the L^slature's arrival 
temporarily alters a way of life with which they have become content. 

In a ttudy on page one today, Fkmbemi reporter Maria Miller 
interviewed many service employees in the downtown district, and 
they summed up the local attitude toward Florida's state politicians. 

••They're unclassy and undignified," said one waitress. "They 
drink a lot.*' 

Another described a lunchtime scene during the session: "Five or 
six crazy guys come in here and down ten highballs," he said. 

A third looked for the bright side: **The old ones are OK," he said. 

But one waitress, who spent a few minutes criticizing the 
sloth fulness ^ the solons, succinctly explained why most 
Tallahasseans are glad to host the session each year: **They give big 
tips," she said.

Oscar Wilde once said that only people who look 
dull ever get into government, and only people who 
are dull ever succeed there. If that's true, then 
Florida newspapers are going to be mighty boring 
for the next two months. They are going to be tilled 
with the mugs and musings of Florida's legislators, 
who arrived in town this week for their annual 60- 
day free-for-all. 

Wilde's right about most of the legislative 
process; it can be dry and downright interminable. 
But what eventually happens there has far-reaching 
effects on the residents of this state, and deserves 
dose scrutiny by both the press and the public. 

For example, legislators during the '81 sesdon 
will debate a proposed tuition increase for Fknrida's 
students, one requeued by the governor that wiB 
send student fees sky-rocketing— and possibly end 
the cottege careers of many students. Graham says 
the hike is necessary to improve the quality of 
higher education In Florida, and thia it adheres to 
his basic policy: that recipients of state services 
should be asked to pay. 

Student groups opposing the increase have 
banded together, aad with the help of other 
sympathetic organizations — the United Facuhy of 
Florida, for one— plan to lobby the legislators 
vigorously. On this issue U least,die battle fines are 
dearly <faawn. 

Because of Reagan's massive buil^ cuts la the 
federal levd, Florida will recehre consideraUy less 
money from Waslmigton, aad the governor's 
legislative proposals reflect the expected loss in 
revenue. He wants to he^ make up the difference 
by slapping the state's 4Ncem sales tax on gasoline, a 
controversial plan sure to cause fireworks on the 
House and Senate floor. One legishttor wem so far 
as to tell Gnduun that hb gas tax proposal should be 
filed away,*'Along wkh other reports tfua get pui 
on shelves to collect dmt.** 

And there are the p cr iph eial issues, the often 
absurd, sometimes appatting pieces of kgisiatioB 
that are so conunon to stale legislatures. To top test 
year's drug parqihemalia bill, which was passed 
but is still hung up in courts because of its didyious 
constitutionality. Sen. Allan Trask of Sarasota has 
propoMd a biU this year that would make it ilkgal

It's a combination of the serious and the silly, 
replete with splendid oratory and downrigh 
demagoguery, with slick lobbyists and even sUcker 
legislators — and, of course, with the press.

He asked both attorneys to be available at 3 p.m. 
tomorrow, in case he needed more information. The timing 
raised the possibility that Washington could still be 
executed this week, because the death warrant signed last 
March 13 by Gov. Bob Graham does not expire until noon 
Friday. 

Hoffman admits guilt 
on '73 cocaine rap

YCMUC — AMne Hoffman, Yippie leader of the 
1960s who ehided fed|eral authorities for six years, was 
sentenced yesterday to up to three years in prison for selling 
cocaine despite lobbying by various liberal luminaries. 

Hoffman, who spoke at Florida State March 31, will 
have to serve at least one year in a state institution before he 
is eligible for parole. He is to surrender April 21 . 

"J am guilty and I'm sorry for it,** the 44-year-old 
Hoffman told Acting Justice Brenda Soloff. He called the 
1973 cocaine sale **an act of stupidity and an act of

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Coalition wants state to take up slack

Some people arc less than impressed with the governor's 
State of the State Address yesterday to the opening session 
oftteLcfislature. 

Thirty social issues orfanizatloiis have bMided tofether 
in a Human Services €3eafteglioase to work for state 
funding of jodal services in the face of mmnve proposed 
federal cots. 

Gov. Graham gave them nothing to smile about in calling 
for huge increases in crime control, education, and 
transportation. Graham did not mention the impact of 
federal cuts on human services, or the effect of inflation 
and population growth on Moiida's poor and disabled. 

"The citizens of Florida deserve the comprehensive 
network of human services and programs currently bdng 
deliver^ to be maintained without interruption or 
dtminution.*'said the group in a draft statement. The 
clearinghouse expects state government to fund faily aU 
progrttns cut, and they are sponsoring, along with the 
Good People's Lobby, a People's Lobby Day on May 5 to 
voice muffed support for the idea. 

The Clearinghouse was convened in 1975 by Budd Bell, 
lobbyist for the National Association of Social Workers. 
Member groups now include: The American Civil Liberties 
Union, the Florida Center for Children and Youth, the 
Florida Mental Health Association, the Florida Catholic 
Conference, Planned Parenthood, Florida Council of 
Organizations for the Handicapped, United Cerebal 
Palscy, and many other diverse groups. 

President Reagan has proposed that all federal money 
for the states be combined into five block grants and cut by 
25%. Opposition to this and state compensation for the 

cuts if they come are the major priorities of the 
Clearinghouse. Some of its members face extermination at 
the hands of Reagan budget cuts. Florida Legal Services,- 
which represents Legal Services organizations around the 
state, will be dissolved if the National Lq^ai So'vices 
Corporation is defunded. 

"We are fighting for our fives,*' said Jeffrey Barker^ 
director of Florida Legal Servkes. Poor people wiO not be 
able to Gon^lahi about bod«et cuts which , are going to 
devastate them, because Reagan is ^mig to take away thdr 
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attract neu business and tourists, begin purchasing the 
wetland areas that produce its water supply, raise from 65 
to 70n its share of public school funding and toughen 
juvenile offender laws. 

**The peopte of Florida will not, cannot and ilioidd not 
afford 'business as usual,* ** he said. "We cannot tolmtte 
qiproaches that delay solution of our problems. The need 
for action is urgent." 

Senate Majority Leader Pete Skinner of Lake City called 
the governor's program "very ambitious" but added that 
i^mding would be "a big question . * * 

This sentiment was echoed by other lawmakers mindM 
of the budgetary retrenchment underway in Washington 
and Its probable effects on the state. 

"I did hear two or three people on the floor say, 'Where 
will the money come from?' said House Minority Leader 
Ont Kiier of dearw^er. 

Senate President W. D. Chiklers of Peosacola said the 
points raised by Graham were "pertinent** but added: "If 

you re going to do these thioff. you'd better come up with 
the money.'*

All of the Clearinghouse's members face substantial cuts 
in their budgets and services either directly, or through 
competition with other social service organizations for 
limited budgets. 
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'The weakest groups are probably going to fall by tbe 
wayside unless we stand together,'* said Ray Starr, director 
of Florida United Corebal Palsey. "We already have 
waiting fists for our services, and th^ aiie talking about 
cutting back. Social services, because of undercoimts of 
needy individuals in Florida, are underfunded now.*' 

The "pigs at the trough" syndrome is sure to set in if 
social service groups don't band together, according to 
Bell, who convened the clearinghouse. Federal and state 
government officials will use "divide and destroy" tactics 
on the competing interests, added Bell. 

Another, newer coalition of social issues groups, the Good 
People's Lobby, started by senator Jack Gordon two years 
ago, will be working with the Clearinghouse on getting 
increased funding for social services. The Good People's 
Lobby includes wider issues though. Labor, teacher, and 
pubfic employee unions belong to this group. 

Neither group has been able to figure out where the 
money is going to come from. Some support a sales tax 
increase, others support a gas tax increase, still others 
support no tax increase. They are both sure of the need, 
however. 

Both groups meet once a week to discuss legislative 
priorities and decide what then- member organizations can 
work together on. 

**Whcn you have limited resources and limited people 
power, your power is greatly increased when you work with 
amilar groups," said Karen Woodall, chair of the Good 
Peck's Lobby and a member of the Human Services 
Clearinghouse. "We must work together on issues of 
common concern and make sure that social justice is 
done."

• Make a jury*s rcronwnfndation of a Mfe leatcncc binding 
on the judge;

capital punishment, Sadowski says he hopes to eanav that 
ifs applied "more fairly.** He explains his reaaonmg: ^ 

"The way capital punishment operates now it's skewed. It 
generates a general bias that results in too many capital 
sentences. That is why there are so many people on death row 
in Florida." 

Sadowski explained capital punishment is too critical to 
need anything less than the unanimous aproval of a jury. 

**That severe a penalty shoidd twqiaiie man than jast a 
majority sentiment," he said. 

Aooorda^ to Sadowski, offering the third option — 1^ 
wiAout pan^ ~ might encourage mcMre juries to reject a 
verdict of death. 

"There are a lot of people on death row who think the jury 
might not have put them there if it knew they wouldn't be 
out in 25 years," he said. **If we give the full range of 



punishments." there may be less death sealaaeo neted out. 

according to Sadowski. "Right now, there's too much 
pressure on people (m a jury) to impose death." 

Samming up his bill's chances in the House Sado^^ski 
said, "I don'l expect it to get out of committee intact " But 
he did say the provision eliminating a judges's power to 
override a jury'$ hfe rtaMnmrndat ion might be "politicaMy 

viable." 

Rep Tom Bush (R-Fort Lauderdale) is spoosormg a biU 
some sa> can only be called "off-the-wall." 

Bush's bill. HB 235, would eliminate the Parole 
. Commission, effective January, 19S3. That's right 
eliminate it. 

Bush justified the meai.urc bs <yaying it's better to have the 
judges — who are elected h\ (h; 'x-oplc and "represent the 
community" in which ihc\ prcs retain control over the 

lengths of inmate's sentences. Besides. Bush argues sentences 
will be made shorter when the slate revises the criminal code 
under the state Supreme Court's disparity in xntencmg 
ruling. 

Of course, it isn't written in Bush's bill that sentences will 
be shortened enough to compensate for the elimination of 
parole. But not to worry, he says: **1 don't thiak the 
Legislature is that n^ligent." 

Most people seem to thmk Bash's biO won't be taken too 

seriously. 

"Bush IS a Repubhcan and a fanatic," in one observer's 
words.

In Braal she*s known as Adft. Under the United Sute*s 
immigrataoD codes she's known as Mrs. Emerson Garcia. 
But if you can catch anything above a flickering glimpse of 
her once she's on a track, you can call her Essie. 

**Essae has a realistic possibility of being one of the best 
long jumpers in the world," said Gary Winckler, Florida 
State's women's assistant head track coach, about the 
hottest addilicm to FSU's women's uack team, Esmeralda 
Garcia. 

Garcia, a world class sprinter from Belo Horizonte, 
Bra/il, has clecinfied America's collegiate track world by 
shattering several NCAA records since her first feelings of 
Iheir tracks. 

Only a second quarter freshman at FSU, Garcia has 
already demolished the school's records in the 60 yard 
dash, the 60 meter run, the 100 meter run and an amazing 
2r6'/2" jump that is the best outdoor jump in the nation. 

"I feel very good and happy that 1 broke those records 
but 1 still feel a challenge in the 100 met^ said Garcia. 

"Essie has been running a long time in Brazil and has a 
broad experience in competition," said Winckler. 

Garcia, who was a member of the Brazilian Olympic 
team in 1976, has competed across the globe as far away as 
France and Fast Germany. She also was a member of the 
Brazilian World Student Cup team in 1975 and 1976. Thus, 
competition on the collegiate level in the U.S. should 
become nothing if not a breeze. 

Not so, says Garcia. 

**Oh no. Over here it's much more competitive because 



you have more good people to run against, and over there 
you didn't. And you must practice over here ail the time 
and work real hard to be good, " said Garcia. 

Garcia, who is married and has a three-year-old son 
named Woody, came to Tallahassee following her husband, 
who is working on a Ph.D. in physical education at FSU. 
After enrolling in school she was able to pursue her thirst 
for the track and get an education at the same time. 

"The campus is beautiful and the school is great but I 
don't like the city because it's boring and there's not that 
much to do," said Garcia. 

Although Garcia does not find much excitement in 
tedious Tallahassee she creates her own excitement when 
she touches the track. Toting an eyeblinking time of 7.26 in 
the 60 meter run (only sixteen hundredths of a second 
away from the nation's best) Garcia also is a member of the 
Seminole National championship 200 relay team. Holding 
down the leadoff position, Garcia was instrumental in 
leading the team to a record time of 1 :36.88. 

*•[ like to run and like all my running events but I like to 
long jump best of all," said Garcia. 

One of the six foreign athletes on the squad, Garcia 
exemplifies the competition between college teams seeking 
foreign athletes. Two members of her Brazilian/ Olympic 
team — Maria Betiolli, a high jumper, and Agberto 
Guiemaraes, a distance runner — have both found pleasant 
and productive positions on the University of Utah track 
team. 

**I have not seen Agberto in two years but I saw Maria at 
a meet in Idaho and call her up on the phone sometimes to 
just chat a while and talk about Brazil," said Garcia.

EduGStkm Commistkxiier Ralph Turtmgton says it won't be 
the Cabinet's fai^ if the lights go out during a Florida Stirte 
University footbaD game this fafl. 

The Cabinet abo will be blameless, TurtingtOD said late 
yesterday, if Florida AAM University is unaMe to play its 
home games in Bn^ Stadium ml there are delays in 
completion of mass seating facilities at the Universe fsi 
Rorida and Unii«raty of South Florida. 

Blame it on the Legislature, Turlin^Qn said. 

Turlington put off indefinitely Cabinet approval of the 
release of funds for the four univer»ties after Senate 
Appropriations Chairperson Jack Gordon of Miami Beach 
and Senate President Pro Tempore Curtis Peterson of 
Lakeland said Cabinet members woidd be exceedu^ their 
authority. 



Peterson did promise that the Legislature will act quickly 
to release money for at least the FAMU project and probably 
the others as well. 

"We were told that if we didn't get something started now, 
the time would run out, particularly with the stadiums," 
TurUngton said. "Things apparently arc really bad at FSU*s 
Campbell Stadium their electrical system is in such bad shape 
that the lights could go out. 

"If those lights go out, it wont be my fault, and it won't 
be the fault of the state Board of Education (Cabinet)." 

At the request of the Board of Regents, Turlington had 
urged the Cabinet to release $1.3 miltion to upgrade the 
electrical system at FSU*s stadium and make urgent drainage 
improvements. 

He also recommended the rele»e of $578,000 for 
improvements at Bragg Stadium and about $600,000 for the 
UF arena and $547,000 for the USF facility. 



The money either had been appropriated bv the 
Legislature, but tor other purposes, or would have come 
from student activity fees. 

**It would appear very inappropriate that something like 
this is happening in one part of the Capitol when weVe trying 
to put together a state budget in another part of the 
Capitol,* * Peterson s«d. 

Peterson peraooaity appeared before the Cabinet. Gordon 
raised his objections in a letter to Edocation Comnteioiier 
Ralph TurhngtOn. 

Abo being held up because of the legislators' objections 
were $2.5 million for construction of a facility at Brevard 
Community College to be shared by that institution and the 
University of Central Florida; $60,000 for two handball 
courts at UCF; and $1.3 million for repairs to the Florida 
State Museum at UF.

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Salvadoraa struggle lost on U.S. media

"The guerrillas— we know them as 
liberation fighters — arc the best - 
children of the people/' Mid Lizettc 
Garcia, a native of EI Salvador wIki 
spoke on the Florida Sute campus 
yesterday. "They are courageous, 
sensitive, loving people. They love so 
much the rest of the population they 
are ready to give their lives.** 

Garcia said she became very 
involved in the liberation struggle in 
l.i Salvador about four ycars ago. 
She vaid she left her country to come 
to the United Suies to give North 
Americans information about the 
conflict in EI Salvador they do not 
get from conventional media. 

"People here are reluctant to get 
involved in the struggle because the 
fighters are branded as Communists, 
subversives, ultra-left/' »ad Garcia, 
who works with the Comite de 
Sadidaridad Farabundo Marti, an 
organization in Washington D. C. 
connected with the Democratic 
Revohitionary Front (FDR) in E! 
Salvador. "The Oran^ is 
misunderstood. The media is 
vnfantffiar with the problems. " 

Garcia is in Tallahassee as 
tonight's featured speaks in FSU 
Women's Week. Yesterday she 
spoke to a crowd of 300 at a rally In 
the Union. "U.S. Out of El 
SaKador" was the theme and she 
enqihaiiaed Hk questionable motives 
behind U.S. involvement in her 
country's struggle with the ruling 
junta. 

"There are 46 multi-national 
corpm'atiotts invested in El 
Salvador," said Garcia. She cited 
^Doiuiki's, Alcoa, Exxon, Coca- 
Cola. IT&T, Chase-Manhattan 
Bank, and CitflBank as just a few of 
those. 

She explained that support of the 
upper class oligarchy is not the main 
reason the U.S. is involved in 



Salvadoran affairs. She said the 
geograpthteal ^oxiouty to 
Guatemiala, Honduras, and 
Nkarapta is of ftra^ laqiortaiiGe 

totheU.S.miiltty. 
"TiMse couMrici are struggKng f 

i wkpfi i rtfiHy — to be capid»le ot 
dttenuamm thm own destiite,*' ^ 
said. "From that position, they (U.S. 
military) can easily invade NIcanfua. 
They don't want tokMeEl Salvador." 

To maintain their position, Gma 
said, the U.S. miiitary has increased 
aid to the government of El 
Sahador. She continued, saying that 
eye witnesses in the country report 
that 80O Marines have come into El 
Salvador from Panama since Ronakl 
Reagan was elected President. 
Mifitary forces are fating guerrilla 
forces with napalm, phoq^orus, and 
bombs. At Chalatenango, she said 
Green Berets used Hercules 
hdicoptors and machine guns in <me 
of many raids on "what they ikmk 
tfe guorilla camps. " 

"They are violating the most 
elemental laws," Garcia argued. 
"They kill chihlien, okl people, and 
women." Socorro Juridico, the legal 
office oi the archdiocese and former 
office of assassinated Archbishop 
Oscar Rcnnero, reported that 789 
people were kiUed in raids between 
March 7 and 13 of this year. 

While govo-nment troops use 
soplnsticated weaponry, Ckurda said, 
the popular guerrilla forces use 
whatever they can get their hands on, 
including knives, rocks, and bows 
and arrows. She denied that guns are 
supplied to the guerrillas by Cuba or 
the Soviet Union. She said guns are 
usually obtained via the black market 
and from captured U.S. suiH>lied 
weapons. 

With these, Garcia said, the people 
are fighting not for an ideology but 
for the most fundamental elements 
of survival.

coffee. (The coffee is terrible, she 
said, in this coffee-producinig 
country. The best coffee is exported.) 

"Then the owners start to take 
away the food," Garcia continued. 
"When we fight badi, diat's what 
peofrie are calling 'communism'. It's 
not conununist. The "wotkm get paid 
about $1.50 per day with which to 
pay housing, food, clothes. They 
don't get health care. Social Security, 
or education. It's even worse for the 
peasants. They get nothing. 

"The upper class pretends to 
support peace and justice for the 
pec^, but we say theur peace is the 
peace of a dnnetery. We are tired of 
being used tot their intere^ — their 
wealth."

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Convention blues 



On this issue, we're glad Florida's Legislature is a conservative one. 
Because like good conservatives, the legislators will realize just how 
potentially radical this proposal is and squash it early on. 

The proposal: a constitutional convention. Why? So that anti- 
abortion forces nationwide can tack a Human Life Amendment 
:liwoiild outlaw abortions onto the United ^ates Constitutimi. 
So far, niMteen states have calied for a constitutional convention to 
debate the Human life Amemfaaent. Only 34 states are needed, and 
next week, the Florida Legislature will begin ctebate on the issue. 

Coalitions have formed on both sides of the issue, and it prcmiises 
to be an emotional donnybrook that could last throughout the 1981 
session. 

Rep. Tom Bush, a Ft. Lauderdale Republican who is sponsoring the 
House call for the convention, says that doing otherwise would be 
shirking the central issue: abortion. *'I can't stand those gutless, yellow- 
streaked people who want to take an easy way out by objecting to a 
constitutional convention," Bush says. 

. Opponents fear a convention open the constituticm up to 
wholesale assuahs from all sides, and permanoitly damage the 
document. TktMmmam Ovfl liberties Union, for example, is afraid 
a constitutional convention could mean the end of the Ml of Rights . 

And while proponents claim that the U.S. Congress wouldn't allow a 
**run-away convention," the ACLU correctly says that the framers of 
the constitution established the convention method to allow citizens to 
by-pass an unresponsive Congress^ 

In other words, once convei^kMi Is ciAed, it's hard to say what 
mayoomeoutofit. 

And even those who are proposing a convention on the Human Life 
Amendment aren't sure what the amendment would call for if 
ratified. The Florida Catholic Conference, which supports the 
convention proposal, wants abortion outlawed with no exceptions, 
while Bush and othcn aren't quite as extreme in their mws. 

Women should be free to choose whether they want to terminate a 
pregnancy or carry the child to full term, and we oppose a Human 
Life Amendment no matter how it is presented. But the spectre of a 
constitutional convention raises even greater fears, which is why we 
are glad Florida's conservative i^slators aren't likdy to giet behind 
such a radical proposal. 

^Mc^ of the House iU4)h Habea has abeady come out i^mnst 
the constitutional convention on civil liberties grounds, and we feel 
confident Senate President W.D. Childers will do the same. 

University of Florida Law Professor Vernon Holland said it best: . 
**Considermg that (the U.S.) has one of the oldest living constitutes, 
what is being asked for is that we adopt the soviet system of 
constitutionalism, which recpures eampku n dr m ning poiitiGal

There are threads of action that while 
iseemingly inconsequential, have the 
juliimate effect of changing our society. One 
Isiich thread concerns news and 
intormation and how it is presented to the 
Imcmhers of our community. On March 
jl6ih the FSU Student Government page in 
ihis paper had something new in it: an 
ariicle with the headline "Video Center - a 
mini news room." This departure from 
previous policy has several potential 
Iramitications. 

[he fact is that the Student Government 
Page has topped, in part at least, serving as 
I a bulletin board of student interests and 
[activities -and has become a forum for 
government sanctioned propaganda. The 
dogmatic way in which former programs 
(and staff members were reviled has its 
strongest precedent in the purges of the 
Soviet Union. At its very best this is an 
example of state control of the news. 

This brings up a second affront on 
freedom of information that the article 
represents: that of the Video Center as a 
I news organization. Under the Student 
I ( lovcrnment Statutes the Video Center shall 
["video tape, edit and prepare specified 
programs and events to be determined by 
I the Student Senate by resolution, by the 
Student Body President by executive order, 
Jvir by a majority vote of the board" of 
directors. In effect this means that the 
\ ideo News program is nothing short of a 
Utaie news organ. Add to this the facts that

the c urrent director is the founder of the 
Students Party (the S.G. President's own) 
and that there is at present no board of 
directors, one finds the potential for misuse 
very high. 

Another thread that weaves into this 
fabric of public information is the Video 
Center's position in the local and national 
media community. There is, for instance, 
already some four hundred hours per week 
of news, sports, and information available 
to cable viewers. There is no indication that 
Tallahassee needs another news show, nor 
is there any effective way of counting the 
handful that might actually watch it. On the 
other hand consider the programs that the 
news (sic) regime has de-emphasized, where 
tape decks and televisions were checked out 
to small groups of people who had a 
specific interest in the material. By virtue of 
this policy more people have seen material 
produced through the Video Center than 
managed to elect the Student Body 
President. We can only hope that these 
service functions will not be completely 
gutted by the new emphasis on state 
controlled news.

Gordon thinks Cabinet 
will pass literacy plan

Gulmiet members were unwilling yesterday to double maih 
and English requirements for college and university au dc Dts 
but Sen Jack Gordon thinks they will do so later 

The Cabinet put off action on Gordon's proposed rule 
requiring students to take at least 12 semester hours of 
English and six of math and saying English teachers would 
have to require weekly compositions. But members make it 
clear they agree with the Miami Beach Democrat that the 
colleges and universiues must do a better job of teaching the 
basic skills. 

Gov . Bob Graham said he wants the Cabinet to take up the 
Gordon rule again later, following a May 6 workshop it will 
hold on math, English and other basic skills at the higher 
education level. 

"We have made it an issue the Cabinet has to deal with," 
Gordon said following the meeting. "Tm sure they are going 
to respond.'* 

He is encouraged not only that his proposal is getting 
serious attention, but that Cabinet members indicated 
throughout nearly three hours of debate they intend to take a 
look at the teaching of the basic skills in high school, Gordon 
said. 

Chancellor Barbara Newell and officials of the community 
colleges argued against the proposal, saying special tests 
currently being developed would be a better way to make 
sure students lemrn coUege'4evel reading, writing and 
computittiooskiBi. 

English and math professors from thrmighout Florida 
spoke in wpport of Gordon's concept, although most urged

that universities be given more flexibility than would be 
allowed under the rule. 

Florida A&M University requires nine quarter hours of 
math and 15 quarter hours of English, the equivalent of the 
semester hours that would be required by Gordon's rule. But 
other universities and the 28 community colleges would have 
to stiffen their requirements substantiaUy. 

The colleges would be especially hard hit. Miami-Dade 
Conununity College currently requires no math and six 
semester hours of English. Most colleges require three hours 
of math and six of Ehs^ish. 

Partly as a response to the proposal which Gordon 
outlined eady this year, the Board of Regents and the 
Community College Presidents Council recently urged the 
Cahiaet to implement a soj^iomore basic skills test which 
students would have to pass before being promoted to the 
upper division levd. 
"I'm not opposed to testing, but I see that as a totally 



Car inspection program nears abolition

A bill to abolish the statewide motor vehlde safety 
in^KctiOfi program, a key dement of Gov. Bob Graham's 
transportation package, squeaked through a House 
tfwportatlon subcommittee yesterday 1^ a 5-4 vote. 

The measure (HB 101), wlych now goes before the fidl 
Transportation Committee, would save motorists a $3 
annual fee and often hours of waiting on inspection lines. 

However, individual counties would retam the right to 
continue their own — » 
inspection programs if they 
wished. 

Proponents of doing 
away with the 13-year-old 
program described it as a 
good idea that has had no 

proven effect in cutting down the number of accidents. 
Opponents of the repeal cited their own set of statistics 
c lai m i n g the inspections have, in fact, saved lives. 

Graham included the proposal as part of his 
transportation program this legislative session and said the $3 
savings would partially offset the additional gas tax he wants 
to impose. 

Fkom die state's viewpoint, the program has been more 
than tdf- i tt i t aming , providing SI.2S ndyion in revenues over 
ootu each year, but maigr countries have found it costing them 
nwfc to adnwBisfff than they take faa. 

Twenty-seven other states have similar programs but five 
more have dropped theirs in icGatt years. 

"It was a program that looked good and sounded good 
and made some people feel good," said the bill's chief 
sponsor. Rep Carl Carpenter, but "it has not served the 
purpose it was mtended for and that was to reduce 
accidents.**

Jenkins' bill is a companion to a bill Rep. Tom Bush, a 
Ft. Lauderdale Republican, is sponsoring in the house. 

Sen. Jack Gordon (D-Miami) has promised he'll fight 
Jenkins' bill. Gordon said he might introduce a bill 
requiring public schools teach ancient Greek mythology 
and Eastern religions in an effort to stop the creationist 
movement.

A federal 
Kidge in Miami granted a stay earlier this 
vveek. vshich is in effect until 3 p.m. today. 
W ashmgion could die tomorrow morning if 
!!ic slay is lifted. 

Alvord is expected to seek a stay of 
execution immediately from Hillsborough 
( ounty Circuit Court, where he was 

convicted. 

Alvord, 34, was found guilty and 
sentenced to death for the 1973 
strangulation in Tampa of Lynn Hermann, 
18. her mother, Ann Hermann, 36, and her 
L'randmother, Georgia Tally, 53, during a 
robbery that netted $180. 

At the time of the June 17, 1973 slayings, 
\lvord was a fugitive from a Md^iUk 
mental hospital. 

Alvord was arrested in Michigan, then 
extradited to Florida for trial, where he was 
found guilty and the death penalty was 
recommended. On April 9, 1974, the trial 
judge imposed the death sentence. 

Alvord*s attorney, William J. Sheppard 
of Jacksonville, argued for a new trial on 
the grounds that Alvord was denied 
ompetent counsel during his trial, appeal 
and original clemency hearing. 

Sheppard contended the public defender 
made no effort to raise the question of 
canity, failed to work closely with Alvord 
and did not object when the state had a 
Michigan psychiatrist examine the 
defendant without the attorney being 
present, even though Alvord had repeatedly 
refused to talk to Florida docors without 
his attorney present. 

During the trial, one of Alvord's lawyers 
described htm as '*one of nature's 
mutations.** 

Florida law states that once a person is 
adjudicated incompetent in a court of law 
he is considered incompetent until 
otherwise adjudicated by a court. 

At a Clemency Board hearing m 1979, 
Graham ordered a psychiatric examination 
of Alvord . to determine whether he 
u nderstood the natuie of his crime and the 
penalty imposed. On the advice of 
Sheppard, AWord refused to submit to the 
evaluation.

Alvord's conviction and death sentence 
were upheld by the Florida Supreme Court 
in 1975 and the U.S. Supreme Court 
refused to take up his case the following 
year. 

Scharlette Holdman, du-ector of the 
Florida Clearinghouse on Criminal Justice, 
said Alvord's case "won't be the racking 
experience" of previous cases because 
"he*s got the best attCHiiey in the state.*' 

"We're literally doing nothing because of 
(Sheppard) and because Alvord's ease is a 
lot different in that the insanity issue was 
not raised at his trial," H<4dnian said. 

Alvord's ciminal record dates back to 
when he was 13, when he was committed to 
Worthville State Mental Hospital in 
Michigan. 

At he was tiansfencd to Ionia State 
Hospili^ a more secure because of 

repeated escapes to see Us mother, who was 
in another mental instltuticm. He was 
confined at Ionia until he was 19. 

He was re-incarcerated two years later on 
a charge that he raped a 10-year-old girl. He 
escaped in January 1973 and arrived in 
Tampa, where he lived with Zelma Hurley, 
a barmaid, and later met Aim Hermann.

"We're keeping our fingers crossed.*' 
The main weather concern is that the cold

Should 
such winds develop, the bhatoff could be 
delayed.

Heruberg, vk* prestdent of the World Jcwirii Coi«ic», 
who WIS in town for « recent coOoQiihini at Florida State. 
"It is fundamemal to U.S. coMtiliifioMil fovc i wen t tliat 
churches give tip tlieir coercive power and nay out of 
government. Only in the iUMBan Catholic Church and a few 
protestant sects is abortion considered murder. They have 
no right to legislate their view. They are not only 
misreading the hibk, they are viol«tint my right to preach 
differently." 

Both sides are bringing in their big guns for the figitt in 
Florida. Jane Wells-Sefaooley, national vkeixesident of 
NOW, will be here to testify before the Senate Ruks 
Committee. Shirley ^[>eilerberg, president of Stop ERA, is 
here already, as is Jegnne Doyle, president oi a nittional 
right to life group. 

Right to lifers were oul en masse for the opeim^ of the 
Legislature and wiH be here «gain for the conmdttee 
meeting Monday. NOW and Fluncd Pnreitfhood will have 
droves of representatives up frcmi around the state. 

Bush and other pro-constitutioiud convention leaders are 
onfident of winning in the Smate Rules Comn^tee and on 
the Senate floor. They acfanit that they will havemudnnore 
trouble in the House. Speaker Ralph Mben » agunst a 
constitutional conveirticm for dvi l^ertiea renons. Sources 
on both sides say he wOl block any call for a conveittion in 
the House. House mcrabersiup Is abo much mm divided 
according to both sides. 

Haben and many legislators and lawyers are fearful otti 
constitutional conventitm because of the many questions 
this untried amendment procedure poses. 

'*This is a frightening challenge to the constitutiomrfism 
of the United States," sakl Professor Fletcto BMwm, 
of the University of Florida's Ht^and Law Cotter and a 
noted constitutiomd spedahst. "Considering that ¥fe have 
one of the oldest living constitutions, what Is being asked 
for is that we adopt the Soviet system of con^ituticmalism, 
which requires complete r^rafting when political 
expediency demands change.'* 

Many groups with oottstitutioiial questions have come 
out against a ccmstitutional convention, including the 
National Bar Association, the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, Baptist Committee on 
Public Affairs, AFL-CIO, League of Women Voters, 
American Jewish Committee, National Councfl of La 
Raza, Business Roundtable, Fortune Magazine, and othen. 

These groups all worry about a "nm-away convention^" 
which could take up any issue and then propose an 
amendment directly to the states for ratifkatimi (by a three- 
fourths majority). The ACLU feds the entire bffl erf ri^ts 
might be thrown out if a convention got hM of it.

will have no power to interfere with, or control 
cunnitntional convention, said Mary Charlotte McCall, 
tobbyist for Florida ACLU. The framers established the 
ooovention method so that the people could by-pass an 
imrespottsive Congress. Congressional control violates the 
intent of Article Five, she added. 

It is not known what a human life amendment would do 
if passed. There are as many questions about this as about 
the constitutional convention. Hardan and some Catholics 
say that no exceptions should be allowed under the 
amendment. Abortion, and conceivably contraceptive 
methods which interfere with implantation of the fertilized 
egg, would be outlawed totally. No exceptions would be 
made for life of mother, rape, incest, birth defects, or any 
other reason. Bush and other, more moderate pro-lifers, 
would allow exceptions for contraception, rape, incest, and 
possibly defects. 

Even Hardan says life of mother and contraception may 
be exceptions. *'That is a legislative and judicial decision," 
according to Hardan. 

There are some scary positions being taken on the 
constitutional ocmvention and abortion question. 

"If it passes Ohe Human life Amendment), I would 
have no choice but to disobey it," said Rabbi Hertzberg, 
who is opposed to abortion on demand. 

'*I don't see anything wholly sacred about the 
constitution," said Rep. Bush, who is abo against abortion 
on demand.

Florida State University police have 
completed their investigation into an alkged 
sexual assault on an IS-year-old woman at a 
campus fraternity house, a police official 
revealed yesterday. 

University officials said the report is being 
forwarded to the FSU Judiciary Office for 
investigation of possible student conduct 
code violations. 

Citing the Buckley amendment to the 1974 
Family Education Rights and Privacy Act, 
FSU judicial officer Mike Miller and 
university police spokcspersmi Jack Handley 
refused to release any information from tlM 
nearly conqiieted fhud vqwrt, induding the 
name of the-fratermty invoh^. But Miller 
did disclose some details of the prdiminary 
report issued earlier ki the week. 

However, discrepancies exist between the 
preliminary report «id accounts from other 
sources, including the Tallahassee Po^ 
Departnient 

B.J. Hodge, FSU's vke fNresictent' fmr 
Admnnstrative Affairs, said he ^wg^pom the 
findings of the prelhninary report. He said 
he does not expect sigmflcant new detuls to 
be added to the final report. H^mdley added 
that only minor paperwork remained before

MlUd^s stoiy differs in several reflects 
from the account of Barbara Barton, the 
Tallahassee Police officer who first 
questimied the alleged victim. 

Accmding to Millo-, the allied victim, 
whose name has not been disclosed, was 
I»resent at a rush party at the fraternity house 
early cm April 1 . FSU police reported that the 
wmnan had am^urently engaged in sex with at 
least one of the fraternity's members or 
guests. Miller said, aiMl was escorted to the 



door and asked to teavc by the iMiuse 
president. 

Miller said the woman then returned to the 
house, without the knowledge of the president, 
and presumably engaged in furtho' sexual 
relations. She then left the house in the 
conqiany of a male who may or may not have 
been a fraternity member. 

Acording to Miller, the report stated that

Whe always 
responds, unflinchingly, (except about money "I 
never discuss money*') and doesn't avoid any of

congratulate her on her work, or squeeze sexual 
advice from an ex-hooker. 

^hat 's rare for qwakers anymm. Many are too 
' ! ' of themselves and their messages, and those 
^ho hear them sense that. Many are ammated 
speakers in pubfic, but fMivittely intolerabk to 
their escorts. St. James is always on, always ready 
to talk, always adaptaUe to unfm^eeable kinks in 
schedules. She's an anomaly, in the world of 
ollege speakers. Or dose to one— the number of 
affable, 24-hour dediatted touring talkers is 
minimal.

But forget all the general adjectives and 
categorizing tactics— because actually Margo St. 
James defies simple labelling. She's a 43-year-old, 
repul>lician ex-prostitute, a grandmother, a 
marathon runner, a painter, a task-force 
organizer and a realist.

St. James believes strongly that prostitutes and 
men have a lot in common. "Men see sex as 
power, and so do hookers. In private, men 
respect that, in public they renounce it, because 
men don't want women to know that about them. 
Women are socialized to view sex as a romantic, 
nurturing service that they give men from some 
kind of emotional attachment. Men are socialized 
to compartmentalize sex, to view it separtely from 
love, and to enjoy it for its own sake. Prostitutes 
also compartmentalize sex, but usually because 
their sexual power has at one time been taken

Budget deficit sends SG begging for $

The Florida Sute student government has asked president 
IcnriC Sliier for a $ 1 8 1 ,000 university donation to offset a ^ 
itudent government budget deficit of $241,845. 

The defidl is caused by a lO^t salary inflation increase, a 
$40,CXX> itM^Tii ff in the Union utility bill, and the amount 
student guminmco t is mandated to pay Inter Collegiate 
Athletics, according to student senate president Keith 
Clemens. 

Student Government is mandated $50,000 for Union 
Utilities and $181,845 for student government activities. In 
addition, ICA, at Sligcr's request, gave $100,000 for a 
faculty endowment fund. The money came out of the over $4 
million ICA received from home ticket sales, televised 
football games, and the Orange Bowl purse during their 
winning 1980-91 football season. 

"Last year we had a winning football team," said Bob 
Brandewie, assistant to the vice president of Student 
Affairs. "We were fairly certain about the televised games 
and, although no one can ever be certain about a bowl bid, 
we were pretty optimistic. This year things are on a slightly 
different footing. We don't luiow how the football team is 
going to do." 

If student government does not receive the money from 
Sliger, many student agencies and organizations will feel 
the pinch of budget belt-tightening. One plan to close the 
deficit gap, according to John Zimnick, chairperson of the 
Appropriations Committee, would be to cut all salaries 
y id by student government by fifty percent during summer 
quarter. 

"Last year Sliger helped us out tgo early and he caught 
some flai^ from it," said Zimnick. "If we don't get the 



break from Sliger then hopefully the summer cuts wHl 
the deficit. 

"I'd rather see money come out of wages than 
programs," continued Zimnick. "I think it's the fairest 
way and summer's the best time to do it." 

"We are going to assume that Sliger won't give us the 
money when we make out the annual budget," said Wes 
Noon, director of the Office of Management and Budget. 
"If he gives it to us then we'll have a priority list set up to 
give the money back to agencies that were cut." 



Truant senator can stay

Florida State's student senate moved to impeach student 
senator Gerald Martin Wednesday night. 

The proceedings, spearheaded by Stan Baker, 
chairperson of the Judiciary Committee, were due to an 
excessive number of absences on the part of senator Martin 
during winter quarter. 

Martin, a member of the Safety and Security Committee, 
missed 15 committee meetings during winter quarter, 
according to chairperson Stephanie Einhaus. Senate 
statutes allow two unexcused absences before penalties are 
imposed. 

Martin, night manager of the Union, explained that his 
job did not allow him to attend those meetings last quarter. 

Impeachment, which reqflires a two-thirds vote from the 
senate, was voted down, 15 to 12 with one abstention.

"She said she had been to a party with some people from 
(an off-campus dormitory) and that they had been drinking 
and had played some strip poker," Barton said. She was 
crying an awful lot. She said someone had hurt her. After 
questioning her to determine what happened, she did say 
she had been raped. 

"She kept saying 'that guy' so I thought it was just one 
man). ' Barton said. ''She kept saying she wanted to beat 

at guy up. That she wished her brother had been there, he 
woukl have stopped that guy. Then she mentioacd that 

mc others held her down. 

"She was really upset, so I think somethiii^ definiteiy 
lappencd,'* Barton said. 

•*I couldn't see any bruises or scrapes on her," the 
officer said, "but she did have a red spot on her ieft cheek 
here she said ha assailant had slapped her when she said

Barton said the woman was upset when she arrived. 

"It wasn't like I walked «ip to her and ail of a sudden she 
was upset, ' ' said Barton. 

Barton said she returned to police headquarters with the 
woman and labelled the case sexual battery. University 
police arrived to continue the investigation at around 6:30 
a.m. Barton said she gave the FSU officers all the 
information she had, and that she has not bom questioned' 
further. 

Tallahassee PoUce spokesperson Barry Biimgamer 
explained that transferral of cases to campus potice is 
common when the crime investigated t^ppem to have 

occurred in FSU police jurisdiction. 

Because the alleged victim chose not to pursue her 
complaint, State Attorney Don Modesitt said, it is unlikely 
criminal charges will be filed. 

Miller, however, said some form of action could be taken 
against the men involved under the student conduct code if 
I he campus police report supports the woman's story. 
Since he had not seen the final report last night. Miller said. 
It was too early to tell what form any punitive action might 
take. He added that under university regulations, charges 
could be brought before either the student supreme court or 
the Interfratcrnity Council judicial board, and that the 
university could act against either the entire house or only 
the members involved — depending on the number of 
members implicated. 

"If ten or 12 men were involved, we would probably 
take action against the organization for having attitudes

that would tolerate that sort of thing," Miller said. Later he 
added that only five or six open — all of them either full 
members or pledgis of the house — had been qucstioiied by 
university police. 

FSU pohce chief William Tanner, who reports directly to 
the vice president for Adnuaistrative Affairs, Hodge, has 
been unavailable for comment. His spokesperson, 
Handley, said Tanner had in^iucted him to handle ail 
public inquiries into the case. 

University attorney Gerald Jaski conunented on the case 
yesterday. He said all student records, under the Buckley 
amendment, are considered confidential and can only be 
released with the student's permission. The only 
exceptions, he noted, involve investigations by law 
«iforcement agencies and some federal departments. 

Jaski said he was uncertain whether the police report 
compiled by FSU police could be considered a student 
record under the Buckley amendment. He is currently 
studying the matter. 

Officials in the state Attorney General's office agreed 
that it would require a full study of the case to know for 
certain, and that a request byja state agency is required to 
begin such a study. 

Hodge declined to comment yesterday on the 
discrepancies between the university's story and the 
information obtained from the Tallahassee Police 
Department.

Gordon's remedy 

Sen. Jack Gordon, a Miami Beach Demoorat, is worried alxMit 

Florida's students. He doesn't think they can read and write and do 
mathematics well enough, and he wants to do something about it. 

Gordon wants the S;^ate Cabinet, acting as the Board of Education, 
to force ail State colleges and universities to double their math and 
iinghsh requirements. 

Under the Gordon proposal, which he feels the Cabinet will 
eventually pass, students would have to take at least 12 semester hours 
of English and six of math, and English teachers would have to 
require weekly compotitkMii. 

It's a noMe gesture, and it addresses an acute problem in the S^*s 
educational systeni: that many students at the college level have not 
mai^md the fundamentals. 

University response to Gordon's proposal has been mixed, though 
all those questioned by the Flambeau agreed that most students could 
use some extra work in both math and English. But many, like Florida 
Slate Fnglish Department Chairperson Fred Standley, oppose 
government dictation of curricula. And others fear that emphasis on 
basic math and composition courses will overburden faculty and reduce 
the number of advanced courses offered. 

One Enghsh professor, who said he is sympathetic to what G<»rdon 
wanu to do, added that he ^dn't believe the program would work 
unless the legislature is willmg to cmie up with aibstantial extra 
money. 

We agree. Renewed emphasis on the basics is essential in Florida, 
and the Universities should recognize this. But asking faculty at the 
university level to right wrongs that have occurred throughout the 
educational system is a bit much. In the lower grades, students should 
receive the training in the basics that are so necessary to advanced 
work, and that is where Sen. Gordon should focus most of his 
attention. 

Gordon's pix^>osal has already done some good, though. It has 
illuminated an educational problon in Ekmda that needs to be 
remedied. If Florida's schods aren't teachmg students the very basics 
— how to read and write and do sunpk math — ttoiwe wcmdo: just 
what Uiey oinr teaching them.

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America's covert fascism

SPEOAL TO THE FLAMBEAU 

The victories of the New Right in the election of 
1980, combined with the revival of the Cold War 
abroad and racial prejudice at home, represent a 
new phase of American politics. 

There is a growing concern among the world's 
progressive and Third World countries, and among 
the oppressed peoples of this nation, that there is 
something seriously wrong in the United States. A 
mood of racial bigotry and social intolerance 
which generated the neoconservative political thrust 
in the 1970s is maturing into an ominous and star- 
tling political movement for White Power. Without 
exaggeration, many critics of the political scene are 
describing the new mood in one simple yet 
devasting word — fascism. 

Many of us told ourselves that fascism was just 
around the corner during the 1960s. We saw the 
Johnson Administration's genocidal war in 
Southeast Asia, and we denounced it as fascist. We 
learned about "Tricky Dick" Nixon*s Watergate 
burglaries, his illegal war into Cambodia, and the 
development of the COINTELPRO to destroy the 
black movement, and we declared that he was 
fascist. We read about Gerald Ford's stumbling, 
bumbling pardon of Nixon, his cutbacks in affir- 
mative action programs and environmental con- 
trols, and some of us called him a fascist. We en- 
dured four years of peanut-brained schemes and 
dreams, the revival of the Cold War, and the mur- 
der of hundreds of black women, men and children 
in the streets of this nation, under James Earl Car- 
ter. Some of us called him fascist. The term fascist 
was used so often that many people no longer 
listened. As in the fable of the "boy who cried 
wolf!/* many working and poor people were ill- 
prepared when the real thing began to materialize. 

What we must understand is that American 
fascism will not look like anything the world has 
seen to dsu. Under a fascist regime, no wall por- 
traits of the oinunal Adolf Hitler will be in view. 
Minsolini and Juan Peron will not re-emerge. In 
fact, the formal mstitutions of U.S. democracy — 
the Congress, the Presidency and the Supreme 
Court may stiO exist, althou^ radicaUy trans- 
formed. Elections will stiU occur, commercial 
television and the media will be broadcasting the 
swne old gnrbage; the rhetoric of the New Right

will be trumpeted from the heights of go\ernmen:a 
power and within cultural institutions, but the "af^ 
pearance" of normalcy will still prevail. 

Fascism is not necessarily a coup d'etat, or the 
overthrow of a formally elected goverment by \^'. 
armed forces, as in Chile in 1973. Under 
fascism, in all probability, not a single soldi? 
will leave the barracks. 

Fascism, then, must be understood in the U S a 
a covert, rather than overt, transferral of author 
into the hands of a very small fraction of raastaru 
capitalist ehtes. It is the final, desperate attempt o" 
those social forces to maintain" their control o\f 
the economic and social order, at the expense o; 
constitutional democracy. 

What is an anatomy of American fascism? Wha: 
are the critical variables that may comprise 
nexus of white l>ower and economic dictatorship 
this country? 

The first, and for our purposes, the forer^ 
element in the drive toward U-S* fascism, b • 
steady proliferation of racial violence aimed am'^^' 
every black person in America, regardless c: 
income, education, or religious beliefs. This is ne 
to minimize or to ignore the level of racist attack' 
aimed against our people throughout hisior>, sinv.; 
we arrived in chains in 1619. Racist violence is 
American as baseball, hot dogs, and apple p« 
Only last year, the leader of the KKK declared iha 
the Repubhcan Party platform could "have bee' 
written by a Klansman." Only last year. Rona^ 
Reagan delivered an infamous speech - 
Philadelphia, Mississippi, the site of the viciou 
murder of three civil rights workers, that he fa^orf- 
a return to "states' rights" — a favorite code • 
for white supremacy. 

What is new during the last eighteen months 
more is the massive proliferation and thinly-^f"' 
legal toleration of white racist attacks against * 
every level of society.

Atlanta police find body of black male in empty building

ATLANTA — The body of another black male was found 
in Atlanta yesterday, but police said further investigation was 
needed to determine whether the case was linked to those of 
25 other Atlanta black youths who have disappeared during 
the past 20 months. 

The body was discovered in an abandoned northwest 
Atlanta building after police had been called to check out a 
derelict green automobile that had been Icrft propped up on 
concrete blocks. 

One of the latest youths to drop from sight, Larry Rogers, 
a 21 -year-old retarded black, was reportedly seen getting into 
a green station wagon March 30, the day he disappeared. The 
car found abandoned, however, was a sedan. 

Late yesterday afternoon. Public Safety Commissioner 



Lee P. Brown said task force members and other police were 
completing a thorough investigation of the entire crime 
scene. 

He said an early inspection showed the body to be that of a 
larger person, but did not rule out a link to the other 
slayings. 

"It was not a small child," said Brown, who refused to 
speculate further. He said there was no early indication how 
the person died. 

A resident of the area where the body was found said he 
called police because of a green car that was left on blocks 
near the building. Officers said they were drawn inside the 
building by a strong odor. 

There were witnesses who said they saw Rogers last in an 
old-model green car, but that vehicle was described as a 1966

SG escort service expands new program

The Student Government Escort Service at Florida State 
has done well since its inception on March 1, and plans are 
being made to expand its service, according to Stephanie 
Einhaus, chairperMMi of the Safety and Secmity Stecrmg 
Committee. 

The first of these expansiom was the acquisition of a 
leased car nuule avaikUe for escorts Tuesday. Plans are 
being made to lease a second car in a few weeks if there is a 
demand for it. Einhaus emphasized that the escort cars will 
not be used as **a taxi service*', but only in ifiecial cases of 
long distances or bad weather. 

Presently, the escort service provides escorts for FSU 
students, faculty and staff within campus-affiliated 
territory, including fraternity and sorority houses and 
Alumni Village. Students may request male or fenude 
escorts. 

The steering conunittee is considering the possil»lity of 
extending the escort service to off-campus areas as well. 
Under this new plan, off-campus residoits vnUL be able to 
request escorts to campus locations. 



AB expansions of the escort sorvice must finally be 
approved by Student Government, which funds the 
program. SG has so far spent $8,400 on the program and an 
additional $1000 may be added to the expenses, according 
to Einhaus. Expenses include salaries for two supervisors, 
identifying vests, car leasing, communications equipment, 
flashlights, and advertising costs. 

Escort persoimel consist of work-study students who are 
screened by campus poUoe and have emqphny driva^ 
records. 

Persons being escorted in the service's escort cars must 
sign responsibility release forms to waive liabifity of the 
escorts and the imiversity in case of acddent. Passoigers 
and cars are covmd under university blanket insurance. 

The new escort service, the end resuh of cot^xrative ^ 
efforts between the Women's' Ceitter, SG pre»dent Tmi 
Meenan, and other SG officers, is avpMaUe seven days 
weekly from 7 p.m. until 12:30 a.m.«BscMs will be 
ivailable throughout tads week and during the summer 
quartor.

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Confusion surrounds House debate on Meffert's 'baby bill'

W hen Rep. Chris Meffert cited the personal histories of 

ome of the women now caring for infants at the Florida 

Correctional Institution at Lowell before the House 

I yesterday, it looked like the Ocala Democrat had the case for 

hiv "baby bill" sewn up. 

Metfcri's remarks were part of the nearly hour-long 
aerate over the proposed measure to keep mothers 
incarcerated in state prisons from keeping their ncwly-bom 
abies with them. It was the first real debate of the thrce-day- 
o\d session at the House. 

Meffert referred to three women: one with five diildren in 
addition to the baby at Lowell, two of them livijy with her 
husband, two with an aunt, and one "whereabouts 
unknown;" one whose earlier infant had died of a head 
injury at three and one-half months, **circumstances of the 
death still unknown;*' and one who at age 16 had put her 
fir^i child up for adoption. 

Meffert was trying to demonstrate the unsuitabiHty of 
convicted women as mothers, and his hints at maternal 
apathy and child-beating made a pretty persuasive argument. 
The house defeated on a voice vote an amendment by Miami 
Democrat Bill Sadowski which would have effectively killed 
the measure. , 

( onvincmg as Meffert's argument was, a prison document 
aisis doubt on its accuracy. 

A Lowell report on the first woman enigmatically 
describes the location of her children as "two with husband, 
three with aunt, location of fifth child unknown." Meffert

failed to mention the discrepancy. Instead, he changed the 
number of living with the aunt to two. 

Meffert's statement that the second woman's thrcc-and-a- 
half-month-old child died of "unknown causes" docs 
conform with prison documents. 

But according to the Florida Clearinghouse for Criminal 
Justice, an investigation into the death of the infant cleared 
the mother of all suspicion. 

That was confirmed by a source at Institutional Legal 
Services in Gainesville, who said the mother was never 
implicated in the death, there were never any charges filed, 
and there was never "any question" of the mother's 
innocence. Both that source and the Clearinghouse said the 
infant wasn't even in the care of the woman at the time. 

The third woman, according to the Clearinghouse wai 
only 16 and unmarried when she had the first child. 

"It's not at all unusual for a mother that young to put her 
baby up for adoption," said Clare Raulerson of the 
Clearinghouse. 

The baby bill was the first of any consequence to come 
before the House, and touched off a brisk debate that 
prompted Speaker Ralph Haben to limit arguments pro and 
con to one minute each. Of course, they all ran longer than 
that. 

**Let's pause for a second and think about the 
consequences," Sadowski told the House. "We are thinking 
awav al! flexibilitv from the svstem." Sadowski ^ald a 



woman imprisoned on something like a "bad check charge" 
shouldn't necessarily be prohibited from caring for her 
infant in prison. 
"The mother may be m jaii for a purely economic cnoie,** 

he said. 

Proponents of the bill claimed special facilities for inmates 
with children — the six babies at I owell live with their 
mothers in a cottage outside the fenced area of the facility — 
constituted preferential treatment. That, they said, might 
encourage incarcerated women to get pregnant. 

**There is preferential treatment whether it's intentional or 
not," said House Corrections Conmuitee Chau James Ware, 
D-Ft. Walton. 

Rep. Carrie Meek, D-Mianu, contested the logic of the 

bill's backers. 

"If anyone in this room would like to go through the 
rigors of childbirth to get preferential treatment, 1 would hkc 
you to stand," she said. 

"Many of us in the House are not aware of what's going 
on in our correctional institutions," said Rep. Arneit E. 
Girardeau, D-Jacksonville. There is no special treatment for 
these women in the correctional institute." 

After Sadowski's amendment was defeated, Tampa 
Democrat Helen Davis introduced an amendment allowing 
only mothers serving less than one year to keep their infants. 
The amendment died, 80-29. 

Tom Gallagher, R-Coconut Grove, then introduced an 
amendment that would allow incarcerated mothers to keep 
their babies only for the first six months after birth, it was 
defeated on a voice vote.

More than half of the women who 
become hookers were victims of rape or incest when they 
Acre young. It usually goes unreported, because most of 
ihc mcest in this country occurs in morally rigid homes, and 
the girls feel either they have no one to tell, or that no one 
will Hclicve them. 

• }\()ple like to think that prostitutes are sex-starved and 
. i want to get laid, or they 'hate men' cause thevVe all 
ic.bians', and just want to sell sex to men out of contempt. 
Well, that's not quite true— if hookers hated men, they 
wouldn't very well screw them all day long. .Although there 
arc a number of lesbian prostitutes, most hookers at one 
time had their power laken from them, and the only way 
they can get that power back is to control their own sex 
lives. And not just control them, but get paid for their time. 

"Men know that time is money, but prostitutes are the 
onh. ivomen they will pay for their sexual time. Wives, 
lovers, girlfriends are not paid because they're conditioned 
to believe that's immoral. What's immoral is the fact that 
men want to keep women subjugated by this, and maintain 
control over women's sexual lives. Men want to tell women 
it they can or can't f — , who they can or can't f — , when 
and how they can do it— and they want them to do it for 

t ree W hen they prosecute hookers, its not for f , its for 

wanting to be paid for it. 

"See, men are willing to legalize pornography, which is 
really prostitution that's one step removed, with the store 
as pimp, and the women makes 10% of the profits. It's just 
a legal fiction on that it's any different than hooking. The 
most pernicious forms of pimping are the peep 
shows— women are paid slave wages to titillate men 
through a pane of glass — when they should be allowed to 
titillate men in person, and get fully paid for their time and 
service. 

"What this creates is an untenable sexual tension, and 
the message to women is clear: 'you're here for us to use, 
but you can't use yourself.'

St. James believes strongly that if prostitutes and their 
* 'straight" sisters would only become mutuaBysiqyporAve. 
they would be invincible. "When proititMes and straight 
women band together, they can ute men's fears against 
them to get changes. Men want to keep hookers separate 
from 'their' women, so 'their' women won't make the 
connection that hookers make— that sex is power. If 
straight women realized that, and supported hookers hi 
getting their rights— there would be no contest. By 
prosecuting women who want money for their services, 
men are subjugating women through their own bodies.** 

Florida State's Women Center brought St. James to 
Tallahassee as a featured speaker for Women's Week. St. 
James also wanted to impress upon Florida women the 
importance of the current bill coming in front of the 
Legislature that wants to raise the status for prostitution 
from a misdemeanor, with a fine not to exceed $500 and/or 
imprisonment not to exceed 60 days; to a third degree 
felony, punishable by imprisonment not to exceed five 
years and /or a fine not to exceed $5,000. The bill would 
also enable judges to treat second time offenders under the 
habitual offenders statute and slap them with a stay in 
prison not to exceed ten years. 

Not <»iy do prostitutes not deserve such harsh penakies, 
but SL James feeb there is no chmce for them to 
**rehabiltoe" themselves in a prison atmosphere. Most 
prostitutes jailed are first-offender minority women, who 
have turned to hooking as a means of supporting 
theauelves and/or thehr famifiei. 

The average first offender prostitute in jail is divorced, 
the mother of one child, and relatively unskilled. Once in 
the prison atmosphere, she learns the other ways to get 
quick cash and is often forced into robbery to support

An ex-Marine confined to a wheelchair is currently

to war!" St. James believes that the corrdatioo between the 
incidence of war and the increasedprosecutionttf p tut tltute s 
stems from the same predilection for violenoe and power 
that so obsesses our society. She caOs prostitution arrests 
"the official rape of women," because they are caught 
through entrapment by undercovo' vice police, but are 
usually not arrested until the agent has received the sexual 
serviceKafteraU, it's proof)-and his rape (unpaid-for sexual 
service) has the approval of society. 

St. James believes that women need to learn to separate 
love from sex, '*so they won't be manipulated by romance. 
We should be able to choose if we want to be chased or 
chaste." 

She's also a strong advJ^te of proper sex education 
instead of keeping pornography as a poor substitiKe, to not 
only teaching young peoplehow to protect themselves from 
pregnancy and disease (*|the condom is still the best 
way — people who tell me losing condoms is like taking a 
shower with their socks on We just foolish") but how to 
please each other sexually, and how to see sex as something 
separate from love. "Onefdurthofthemales in high school 
think forced sex is okay-^hey think if a woman ieads 
them on' they are somehow entitled to screw her." 

"I founded COYOTE on Mother's Day, 1973. I don't 



know at the time of my arreit in '42 that I'd become 
pofitical* but I piett ft was jast a natttraiproaKMioou% vice 
cop sofiaMd nw in aqr home— Ithon^hewatafootbill 
piayv...we were mto joda theB...he was a scrawi^ guy, 
and said k was his fim time...he itepc asidng me for prices, 
and I kept changing the subject— I reatty wasn't too into it. 
Then he asked me if I ditf charae how anidi would I charge

The men's team, which 
jaught the collegiate track 
world totally off guard last 
year, finished the outdoor 
reason ranked as the third 
hest team in the nation. Not 
!() he outdone the Lady 
Seminoles retaliated during 
the indoor, finishing as 
the country's second best 

team. 

The men's squad, which 

nturcs to Athens this weekend to compete 
in the second annual Georgia-Florida Tri 
Meet, will be running in its first scored 
outdoor meet of the season. 

Easy winners of last year's meet, held on 
FSU's Mike Long Track, the Seminoles 
now face stiff challenges from both schools. 

"On paper, if we have all our teams 
healthy, we might be given the best chance 
of taking the meet," said coach Dick 
Roberts. "But Georgia will be very hard to 
beat on their home track." 

The Bulldogs, featuring perhaps the best 
100-meter tandem in the nation with 
premier sprinter Mel Lattany andHerschel 
Walker, will give the Senunole Thinciads aU 
they can handle. 

Lattaiw, a member of the 1980 U.S. 
Olympic nteam, is the best sprinter in the 
country, Roberts noted. Walker, who is 
stepping out of Im cleats and into spikes, is 
not in the same class as Lattany but is 
'making a name for hiiiisdf asa collegiate 
sprinter." 

The University of Florida also has a 
Jamacian Olympic sprinter — Floyd 
Brown— who will be tough to beat in the 
2iK) and 400 meter runs," said Roberts. 

Asked who will carry the load for the 
Seminoles in the meet, Roberts replied. 
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We have a gnmii of 
people who we jast hooaral 
as our seven captains oa Hk 
team, i look for kad e tit i p . 
along witli tlieir 
performances, as the key to 
winning the meet." 

Those Seminole leadcrt 
are Walt McCoy. Ron 
Nelson, Jotai Stark, Rolib 
Gomez, Larry Greene, 
Phillip RoUe, and Dcmg 
Overfelt. 

Although the women's 
team will not conqiete in a 
second outdoor meet until 
the Alabama-Troy State 
Meet in two weeks they are 
already recognized as being 
ample competitors <mi a 
national scale. 
**We have several team members with 
indoor rankings in the world," said 
assistant coach Gary Winckler about his 
nationally second- ranked Lady Soninole 
runners. 

Lady Seminoles ranked in the world are 
Esmeralda Garcia (eighth in the 60 meters 
and 13th in the long jun^), Alice Bennett 
(16th in the long jump), and Angela Wright 
(15th in the 400 meter run). 

The Lady Seminole relay teams are also 
burning rubber on the track. FSU's 4x200 
relay team is presently second in the nation 
with a brisk time of 1:36.8. And the 4x400 
relay team is ninth in the nation with a 
blistering 3:40.5 time. Shattering the school 
record, the Lady Seminole 400 meter relay 
team totes a flashing 45.27 time.

They could be quietly 
despairing on the poignant **Just My 
Imagination , ' ' or inspire rock groups like the 
Rolling Stones with primal cries of desire 
on "Ain't Too Proud To Beg.

But they didn't always sing about love 
and lust. "Cloud Nine" was about narcotic 
escapism in the ghetto, **Ball of 
Confusion'* a plea for sanity in the midst of 
political chaos, "Papa Was a Rolling 
Stone," apt social commentary. Along with 
the O'Jays ("Backstabbers"). Sly ("Thank 
you For letting me be myself Again"), and 
Edwin Star ("War"), the Tempts gave soul 
a new, sharp relevance. 

Last year's hit "Power," showed that 
their concerns haven't changed, and that 
the band should never be regarded as a 
nostalgia act, though their classics arc sure 
to stir up some memories. 

The Tempts rocking grooves are sure to 
stir up some feet as well.

Emiic Zola's mauer-of-fact treatment of adultery raised 
more than just eyebrows in 1867. Blasted as pornography, 
the novel of a woman's affair with her husband's best 
friend, and the lover's subsequent murder of her huabud 

was the center of great controversy. 

Viewers of the current production won't be shocked 
much, as adultery isn't as shocking a subject as it once 
was— especially when the viewer's sympathies lie so 
obviously with Jessica Raquin. 

Therese (Kale Nelligan) was orphaned at the age of six, 
and went to live with her aunt, Madame Raquin, (Mona 
Wash bourne), and her cousin Camille. Camille (Kenneth 
C'ranham) is Madame Raquin's only child, and a frail, 
always sick, mama's boy. Therese is accepted as her aunt's 
child, and sleeps with her cousin from her childhood onto 
their marriage. She tells her lover Laurent (Brian Cox) later 
that It just seemed reasonable for them to get married to 
each other — they had been sleeping together for so long. 

She also tells of her nausea, next to him in bed for all that 
time— her aunt made Therese take identical medications to 
C amille. even though she was not sick, but as incentive for 
C amille to take the medications that he needed. 

So. Madame Raquine, her beloved son Camille and his 
cousin/wife Therese live boringly well until one night an 
old friend of Camille's comes home with him from work. It 
turns out they'd worked in the same building for some 
time, and had only just run into each other. 

So let's set the scene: Madame Raquin's darkish drapery 
shop. Camille reintroduces Laurent to his mother, she's 
charmed, Therese is slowly coming down the stairs behind 
^ the group, watching. She resembles nothing so much as 
thirsty woman. She takes in the sight of Laurent much like 
a desert traveller lakes in an oasis. 

Next scene is the table, where polite tea is being served. 
The camera carresses Therese's face slowly, she mouths her 
spoon hungrily— steamy stuff for even PBS. But it's not 
quite all there. 




Kate Nelligan looks right as EmUe Zola's 
therese Raquin, but fails to give the rok mough 
credibility in the PBS production to be aired Sunday 
at 9 p.m. 

Compared to Jessica Lange's Cora in the like-themed 
The Postman Always Rings Twice, Kate Nelligen's Therese 
isn't as credible. That's unfortunate. She looks part- 
perfect, but the subtlety isn't there— she reminds one less of 
a stirred fire in her sexual awakening scenes than a 
reincarnated Messalina, the insatiable Roman wife of 
Claudius in PBS' / Claudius. 

And worst of all, her awakening really encompasses 
nothing more than turning herself over to another man. She 
doesn't become independent, or freer, but just bound 
somewhere else. She says to Laurent at the time they hit 
upon the idea of killing off Camille to facilitate their being 
•'always together," "Do what you like to me—I belong to 
you." 

In the contrast of dormant to newly awakened sexual 
woman, some sort of independence has to manifest itself. 
Otherwise it seems gratuitous and unbelievable. Which isn't 
to say that this production isn't worth seeing— it is 
beautifully photographed and framed. The lighting is 
magnificent and the camera's motions are fluid and tight. 

It's just not as shocking— or believable now as it was in 
1867.

( APR CANAVERAL — For months, 
irDjcct officials expressed confidence that 
ic space shuttle's heatshield tile troubles 
Lcrc resolved and there was no danger of any 
[falling off. Then the pilots of the Columbia 
found 13 to 16 missing after launch 
Ivcsterday. 

That raised the immediate question: Are 
jiu cither tiles missing from more critical 
Ltfcas tliat cannot be seen by astronauts John 
. Young and Robert L. Crippen. 
"Quite frankly, we're not worried about 
.If!', oifur tiles missing," said flight director 
\cii Hutchinson at the Johnson Space Center 
r Houston. "We have no reason to believe 
A have any other tile problems anywhere.'* 

Nevertheless, engineers were examining 
Liunch photography for any missing tiles, 
and powerful Air F orce telescopic cameras 
on the ground will be used to scan the 122- 
tooi spacecraft to see if any of the little 
ceramic squares are missing from other areas. 

"It isn't that we expect any," said Gene 
Kran/, duputy director of flight operations at 
the Houston center. 

1 ven if more are found missing, the 
astronauts have no way to fix them. A plan 
to carry a spacewalking tile repair kit was 
abandoned when engineers decided to 
overliaul the ship's entire tile system. 

The shuttle is blanketed with more than 
3().{)0{) tiles to shield the Columbia's 
aUnninum structure from heat up to 2,300 
degrees 1 ahrenheil generated by air friction 
as the spaceship dives back into the 



atmosphere Tuesday at 25 times the speed of 

sound. 

The tiles, ranging in thickness from two- 
tenths of an inch to 3'/2 inches, insulate so 
well that you could put your hand against 
one while a blow torch roasts the other side. 

Their insulating ability was not in 
question. What project officials worried 
about last year was the ability of the tiles to 
remain glued to the shuttle's aluminum skin 
when the ship undergoes the stresses of 
launch. 

Loss of even one tile in a critical area could 

be catastrophic. 

The tile trouble first appeared in March 
1979 when 30 plastic temporary tiles ripped 
off and damaged 50 real tiles when the 
Columbia was flown for the first time 
piggybackstyle on a 747 jumbojet in 
Calfornia. 

**I think that's when everybody started 
doing some soul-searching, "said Kenneth S. 
Kleinknecht, a NASA official dispatched 
from Houston to manage the Columbia's 
repair work at the Kennedy Space Center. 

The more engineers examined the tile 
system, the more concerned they became. 

Virtually every tile was removed and re- 
bonded during the last year and a half. Many 
were strengthened as well. The job was 
finished in November. 

Thus, it was a shock when Young and 
Crippen turned on a television in the 
Columbia's open payload bay and clearly 
showed tiles missing from both the left and 
right pods containing the ship's orbital 
maneuver rockets.

Speaking before a orowd of more 
than 150 in FSU's University 
Ballroom on Friday night. Bell told 
the story of how one black child 
after another was reported misnng 
and then kter found dead. 

She spoke out on the 
Incompetency of Atlanta's local 
government and the fact that "dty 
staffers did not think that it was 
neossiary to alert the city even after 
ten kids wcie found dead." 

"Black leadership is not doing its 
iob wad we are racist if we do not 
stand up and say so," said BeU. 
"We have to stop believing that 
whites have a monopoly on 
inco mp e te nce," she added. 

According to Bdl, the first move 
that the dty fovemment made in 
connection with the nytsing and 
murdered children was the It p.m. 
curfew, which «has since been 
lowered to 7 p.m. However, Bdl 
said none of the missing children 
wouM have baea itfTected by the 11 
p.m. curfew. 



Otiag tUs as a perfect cxai^e of 
iocompetency. Bell added, "We 
parcBtt itad teto the curfew that the 
adndiystrttion was sayhig, if those 
torry parems would keep tkm kids 
m the house mstead of having them 
out roaming the streets, they 
wouldn't have any proMems." 

Bell said she beicame exten^ly 
miiet when, **My city fathers had 
tiie ^mikigatad gnXi to stand up and 
say that my 9-year-oklson was just a 
street hustler, but the man that 
shoots the preddent is called a '^lod 
boy, but sidtf" 

BeU told the audience that the 
killer does not have to be white and 
"he or she does not have to be a 
mendxr of the Klan." 

Although Atlanta has a ^pedii 
task force investigating the nnirders, 
and the FBI is conducting its own 
investigation, the Committee to Save 
the Children, which Bell chairs, is 
also conducting its own 
investigatioB. The committee has 
two goab: to set up a lutimial 
conqiuter netwofk and to develop a 
more child-conscious society. 

The childrmi of Atkmta are voy 
frightened, Bdl said. "They don't 
know who to trust,, with the 
exception of upper-micklle-class 
black children who don't bdieve 
that they have anything to worry 
about."

"What guarantee do we have that 
it's not a police officer even when 
tea che r s and 'Chips^ on television 
talks about how good cops are? Do 
we tell our kids to trust the police?" 

B^ replied, "I told my kids that 
if a pc^ce officer called them over 
to hb car for them to shout their 
name and address and run like hell 
because I can explain how my child 
got shot in the back with a 
policeman's M special but I can't 
e?q>huB how my diild was found 
strangled or muidcTed!" 

In closing* the quiet-spoken, 
exhausted Camille BeU stated, "No 
one came to Atlanta to warn me. I 
don't want to read in the paper that 
6, then 12, 19 or 21 children missing 
or dead in Tallahassee. I've done all 
I can do and if I do read this, I will 
say, 'I warned them and they didn't 
Hsten.'" 



Florida pony war brewing up again

It looks like the Florida Pony War might be brewing up 
again. 

Currently in Florida, you can only get "ponies" — as 
the less-than-12-once beer containers are often called on 
the street — in an 8-ounce size. State law restricts the size 
of beer cans and bottles to 8, 12, 16 or 32 ounces. 

Rep. Tom McPherson, D-Ft. Lauderdale, has 
introduced in the House a bill which would remove those 
restrictions. 

Mcpherson's bill enjoys the strong support of House 
Speaker Ralph Haben, D-Palmetto. Haben is a friend of 
Tallahassee lawyer Jack Skelding, who is in turn a 
lobbyist for the Miller Brewing Company. 

Miller sells its 7-ounce beers just about everywhere in the 
country. Florida is one of the few places where it doesn't. 

The bill is opposed by Florida brewers, which means 
mostly Anheiser-Busch, the state's largest. The brewers 
say to remain in competition they would have to convert 
to the other sizes. That would require expensive retooling 
and costs valuable time. 

The way things stand right now, Anheiser-Busch enjoys 
a pleasant little near-monopoly on the Florida pony 
market, what with Miller's 7-ounce bottles locked out of 
the state. 

Anheiser-Busch has what could prove to be strong 
ammunitioo m the f%ht to keep the law as it now is. A 
few years back. Miller announced it was considerine two

locations for a new plant — one in Florida, .in Tallahassee, 

and one in Georgia. 

Miller chose the Georgia site. 

That, says Anheiser-Busch, serves as sufficient evidence 
of Miller's bad faith when it comes to Florida's well- 
being. 

With Haben, who says women like the smaller bottles 
because they "think it's cute," backing the bill, its 
opponents aren't counting on stopping it in theHouse. 
They hope to kill it in the Senate. 

The House will probably consider the bill today.

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Alumni Village to get anti-crime fix-up

Funds have been secured to upgrade security in Alumni 
Village, a university-operated low-cost housing complex 
^Ih of ( ampbell Stadium, John Martin, director of 
^fcty and Risk Management for Florida Stale, revealed 
lau week. 

The University obtained the funds after the February 
16th completion of a feasibiliry study by the Alumni Village 
V. urifv Improvements Committee, which Martin chaired. 

The committee examined the cost and practicality of a 
series of recommendations made Fall quarter in a security 
r^^.n()rt on Alumni Village, drawn up by a committee chaired 
n iim Sewell of the Florida Department of Law 
f ntorccmenl. 

Sewell's committee, appointed October 2, 1980, was 
formed by FSU Vice President for Administrative Affairs 
B J Hodge to study the Village's crime problems. These 
p Mblcms included a rash of summer burglaries, which led 
K dents 10 organize in an attempt to pressure the 
( niuTsily. 

rhmgs have worked out extremely well, including 
funding, said Martin. "The vast majority of the Sewell 
report has been accepted.** 

Vast majority indeed. Of the original 24 
rcannmendations in the Sewell report, 21 have been 
vjiediiled for implementation either in whole or in part. 
I urihcrmore, of these 21, two-thirds of these are either 
omplcted or nearing completion. 

Some of the recommendations already implemented 

include: 

•The planting of additional pyracantha bushes along 

Brittain Drive. 

•The equippmg of sliding glass doors and windows with 

security pins; 

•Replacing the gate at the west end of Coleman Street 
with a section of fence. 

Recommendations made which Martin said he hoped 
would be implemented by the end of this summer include: 

•Limiting vehicular access to the Village through only the 
levy Street/Brittain Drive and the Brittain 
Drive ^Hutchinson Street entrances; 

•Installing expanded metal mesh on doors with jalousie 
windows; 

•Frecting a four-foot tubular steel fence in the ditch 
separating Levy Street from Bliss Drive and running from 
Brittain Drive to Herlong Drive; 

•Lxpansion of Neighborhood Watch programs and 
educational programs.

In Its haste to Hex its anti-crime muscles, the Florida House of 
Representatives has gutted a law that seems to be working just fine 
as it is, and has shown just what a cruel and insensitive — not to 
mention nnpractical— legislative body it can be. 

In the first floor debate of the session, the House voted temporary 
approval of a measure that would take newborn babies away from 
their mothers. 

Currently, a two-year-old law grants circuit judges the right to 
decide whether babies should stay with their mothers in prison. The 
judges are supposed to consider only the child's best interest, and 
five times in the last two years, judges have allowed incarcerated 
mothers to keep their infant children. 

The reasoning seems logical to us: a newborn needs to be nurtured 
by its mother, expecially during the crucial first six months. The 
mother, on the other hand, may be confined for breaking the law, 
but hasn't lost all rights as a human being, and shouldn't have ho* 
child stripped from her. 

Though most reasonable, compasncmate people would probably 
agree, the Florida House, which lacks either trait, doesn't. 

It voted overwhehningly last Thursday to require that prison 
babies be surrendered to relatives or foster care as soon as possible 
after they are born. 

House reasoning on this issue is spurious. Take, for example, Ft. 
Walton Democrat James Ware's charge that women at Lowell were 
attempting to get pregnant in order to receive preferential treatment. 

In response, Miami Democrat Carrie Meek rose and loudly asked 
the legislators: "If anyone in this room would like to go through the 
rigors of childbirth to get preferential treatment, I would like you to 
stand." 

Furthermore, since most of the women in prison are there for 
economic crimes anyway, committed in order to support their 
families, it seems ludicrous to turn that fact into an argument that 
simply states "women in prisons are unfit mothers, period." 

Ocala Democrat Chrb Mef fort's conclusion that one of the 
women who had given up her first child for adoption at the age of 
sixteen was therefore unfit as a mother now is particularly unsound. 

But in the end. the House refused to even amend the bill so that a 
women with one year left to serve could keep her child. Clearly, the 
'get tough on crime' mentality had the body in a hammerloclc. 

To us, that's frightening. To be worried about a skyrocketing 
crime rate is natural. But to translate that worry into a cmel and 
senseless 'baby bill' is absurd. 

The bill will destroy even furtlwr any semblance of iikmates' 
lamihes, and further burden foster care facilities. And most 
importantly, it will deprive these children of the primary bond in 
their lives, jeopardizing their development and pwhaps ruining their 
chances of future family relationslups. 

Someone should due the House in: depriving incarcerated 
mothers of their children wo n't stem the crime rate in Florida 
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Czechs eager to repay Poles

At a time when the possibility of Soviet 
intervention against Poland is being contemplated 
in the Western world, it is quite natural that 
parallels with the experience of Czechoslovakia In 
1%8 are cited. Indeed, there are similarities and a 
common pattern. In 1968 the Soviets initially took 
a back seat in denouncing "counterrevolutionary" 
events, alotting this task to a loyal sattelite (i.e. 
East Germany). In July Brezhnev expressed 
confidence in Czechoslovakia's ability to solve its 
own problems and follow an independent path, 
just as he has in the case of Poland. Yet attacks 
on dissent continued, and invasion followed. 
While the parallels are obvious, few observers, if 
any, have addressed themselves to 
Czechoslovakia's position in the current crisis. I 
shall now present a few relevant comments on this 
issue. 

Recently Czechoslovak Communist Party leader 
Gustav Husak denounced the recent trend in 
Poland, likening it to past events in his own 
country. It must be pointed out that in 1968 
Polish troops "graciously" assisted in uprooting 
counterrevolution in Czechoslovakia. The 
"grateful" CiEechs are now prepared to return the 
favor. There is a precedent for this in the history 
of the Czech and Slovak peoples. In 1848 the 
Czechs engaged in anti-German rioting, for which 
thQf were bombarded into submission by Austrian 
artillery. Yet several months later Czech troops

aided the house of Habsburg in subduing rebd 
Vienna. Similarly, the Slovaks initially followed an 
anti-Habsburg policy, but later sided with the 
Imperial house against the Hungarians as th« 
lesser of two evils. The Soviets, it appears, ha\t 
mastered the Habsburg technique of pitting ; e 
nationalities of East Central Europe against each 
other to consolidate their ow position. 

The Soviets are ably assisted in this task K 
Gustav Husak. In 1968 he accepted the Soviet 
presence as a fact and induced his countrymen to 
do the same. For this reason Brezhnev gave him 
the go-ahead to federalize Czechoslovakia, 
process by which Husak's native Slovakia 
benefited. Now, it appears that Uncle Leonid 
"owes him one" again. It is even conceivable that 
Czechoslovakia could gain significant concessionv 
as a reward for intervention. Yet 1 have heard t 
said that while the Czechs might move, willinglv. 
the Slovaks— having a historic friendship with the 
Poles— might render clandestine support At thi^ 
time one can only express the hope thai neither 
the Czech nor the Slovak people will be duped 
into a shameful bargain at the expense of the 
desire for human liberty in Eastern Europe

I ONDON — Gangs of primarily black youths clashed 
,1. police, set cars on fire and looted stores yesterday in a 
_und day of rioting in London's racially-mixed Brixton 

Jistnct, 

The new violence erupted despite the presence of about 
I fKK) police officers who surrounded the rundown area in 
south London after a night-long rampage resulted in the 
vsorst noting in England in decades. 

\ftcr a period of relative calm yesterday, black youths 
surrounded a town hall and a police station and had to be 
beaten back bv police. 

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador — The acting arch- 
bishop of San Salvador yesterday urged the United Slates 
and Soviei-bloc nations to end arms shipments to El 
Salvador and called for an international dialogue to end the 
ci\i! war. 

"Our problem is not simply military but social, pohtical 
and economic," acting archbishop Arturo Rivera y Damas 
said in his Palm Sunday homily in Metropolitan Cathedral. 

"That our country is in a civil war is evident," he said, 
urging "international interests to help positively in a 
polmcal solution instead of sending arms used to kill." 

• •\h conclusion is, no mor^ arms, neither from the 
Unik'd States nor from the Soviet bloc," he said. 

BLRI IN — East German workers, echoing Soviet and 
Hungariandelegates, yesterday blasted the "anti-socialist 
currents" churning Poland but a member of the Polish 
politburo assured them the situation was under control. 

The comments came on the second day of the East 
Cicrman Communist Party Congress in East Berlin where 
events in Poland dominated the speeches. 

A day earlier, East German leader Erich Honecker, one 
of the Warsaw Pact's more pro-Soviet hard-liners, 
reminded Poland it **was, is and will remain socialist." 
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spoke for Reagan before a Founder's Day celebration at the 
predominately biack Tuskegee InMiiuie. 

WASHINGTON — White House Press Secreiarv Jumes 
Irady, recovering from a gunshot wound in the head, 
yesterday "appeared a little brighter ...and continues to 
recover satisfactorily," his doctors said. 

Brady, 40, was hit by a bullet in the attempt on President 
Reagan. He was expected to remain in George W ashingion 
Univmity Medical Center for another month or so. 

His doctors said he had no temperature yesterday and 
there are "no signs of any complications.*' 

RAVENNA. Ohio — Five months after it began, the 
longest teachers* strike in the nation's history appeared 
over yesterday when the school board ratified a contract 
with the Raveiuia Education Association . 

The bovd met yesterday and voted 3-0 to approve the 
pact, which gives teachers a 6% pay increase, contingent on 
passage of a 5.9 mill tax levy June 2. 

DETROIT — General Motors President F. James 
iM>OMld conceded yesterday the company's popular X- 
car compacts are troubled by poor workmanship and have 
fallen short of quality goals set to meet competition from 
imports. 

The acknowledgement came in the face of a variety of 
reports — including an internal GM inspection criticizing a 
Michigan X-car i^ant about poor paint jobs, uneven door 
fits and minor en^ne and electrical problems. 

LOS ANGEUte — The only piece of china to be 
removed from the TTtenic before the ocean liner sank in the 
Atlantic in 1902 was stcrfen during an annual remembrance 
of the disaster, officials said yesterday. 

Charles Sachs, president of the Oceanic Navigation 
Research Society, said the small saucer, valued at about 
$20,000 was token fr<»m a glass display case Saturday night 
at the Variety Arts Theatre.

One of the characters in Company, 
Stephen Sodheim's musical currently playing 
on Mainstagc, remarks that the "pulse of the 
city is a busy signal." In spite of may partial 
successes. Company also fails to make 
connections. It lacks both the internal 
consistency, verism, and narrative drive to 
make a good traditional musical and the 
trccdom of structure to qualify it as avant- 
garde. 

A great point has been made of stressing 
the innovative aspects of Stephen 
Sondheim's career. Both Sweeney Todd 
story of a barber who shaves so close his 
customers end up next door in meat pies) and 
Pacific Overtures (which describes the entire 
exploitive history of the contact between 
Japan and the West) are striking works that 
concern themselves with issues other than 
romantic relatioiiships. 

This same wider social awareness is absent 
among the characters of Company. 
Even though they operate in the 60s, they are 
unaware of any problems outside of their 
own relationships. This not only remcyves tiie 
examination of their divorce's isolation from 
any wider background of social dissolution, 
but also makes them seem rather insular. 
Tliey might wear Nehru jackets and take a 
chance sm(H(ing pot, but otherwise they lack 
the specificity that would have set them 
firmly in that era. 

Viewers can't become emotionally 
involved with abstract characters, and 
Company's central theme of Robert's (Larry 
Solowitz) confusion idxnit being the only » 
unmarried person in a circle of married 
couples hardly call for Brechtian distance. 
Solowitz does a good job of portraying the 
character, but evidences little sense of 
personal awareness of character 
development. 

The structure also works against 
development. Director Bill Levis refers to 
Company as a revue rather than a 
traditional musical. The audience is shown 
one vignette after another with only a 
tTi;.,f .'in ,1 scn^e <^^" progress, the conclusion

lacks any clearcut resolution. This is a very 
laudable amibttion in terms of a more 
modem structure, and it would have 
worked if the ova-all style of Company had 
avoided the conceits of traditional musicals. 
Much of the time is spent with the cast 
standing on a heavily varntshed grid singing 
to the audience. This removes it from a sense 
of^ved reality and recalk nothing so much as 
Bye, Bye, Bkdk, 

Just as the narrative seems fragmented and 
the approach uncertainly pitched between 
abstraction and concretion, the acting, 
»nging and costumes lack lother aspects of 
unity. 

At first sight these people seem united only 
by their loud and obnoxious behavior. The 
costumes suggest perscmalities different to 
the extreme point of being token 
representatives, as if we were to believe that a 
Missouri Baptist, a Camaby Street bird, and 
a Miami heiress could gather for birthday 
parties. Perhaps the only unity is the faddish 
quaUty of the dress that seems to be the 
counterculture siphones through Macy's. 



Company* s successes are primarily 
individual triumphs. When Robert 
introduces Jenny (Kathreen Maiie Mangin) 
to her first joint, the scene works quite well, 
even though the joke is a little thin. The 
manages in Company are different types of 
bondage, and Jenny's relationship with 
David (William Wheless) is no different. 
David assures Robert, who brought the 
wicked cigarette into the £umly, that she 
didn't reaUy enjoy it, although she giggled

On 
the play, Mike Vanaman struck out and 
catcher Danny Dowell threw to first to pick 
off Shane Young. Tiger grad assistant 
Mickey Thomas vehemently protested the 
call and was ejected, then coach Bobby 
Kilpatrick got the heave-ho for also arguing 
the play with umpire Ted Mummert. 

"He butchered us last night on a couple 
of calls and I told him he wasn't going to do 
it again," Thomas said. *'I raised my finger 
to make a point and he threw me out."

LAS VEGAS, Nev. — Joe Louis, the l^endsry "Brown 
Bomber** who won America's affection on the eve of 
World War II by knocking out Nad Max Schmeling in the 
first round of their heavyweight title fight, died yesterday. 
He was 66. 

Louis, who went on to hold the heavyweight titie longer 
then any other man, had been in poor health for many 
years and had been using a pacemaker for the past five 
months. He collapsed at his home about 9:45 a.m. and was 
pronounced dead of cardiac arrest 20 minutes later at 
Desert Springs Hospital, family spokesman Ash Resnick 
said

Joe. Joyce and Kim— were with the former champion when 
he collapsed on the way to the bathroom. 

* 'Martha says Joe had a real good, full life," he said.

Louis* greatest athletic moments came in his rematdi 
with Max Schmelmg. The German, as a 10-1 underdog, had 
knocked Louis out in 12 rounds in the first meeting in June 
1936. 

Two years hiter, Louis knocked out Schmehng with less 
than a minute to go in the first round before 70,000 fans in 
Yankee Stadium. 

It was the eve of WcnM War II and Schmehng was the 
pride of Nazi Germany.

Anti-abortion forces won an important 
victory yesterday when the Florida Senate 
Rules Committee voted 14-2 before a packed 
committee room of more than 150 people to 
have the full senate consider a call for a 
constitutional convention (Con Con) on a 
"human life amendment. " 

Ten pro- and anti-Con Con leaders made 
impassioned pleas to the committee on behalf 
of their causes, being alternately cheered or 
booed by the low key, but opinionated 
crowd. 

**This (a call for a Con Con) is one of the 
most insidious threats to the U.S. 
constitution ever proposed," said Mary Jane 
Schooley, national vice president of the 
National Organization of Women, who flew 
in from Washington to speak against 
Florida's call. "It is a backdoor attempt to 
subvert the will of the majority of the pe(^, 
who are for reproductive freedom." 

Another feminist who spoke disagreed 
with Schooley's contention. 

"Abortion is a grotesque perversion of 
individual liberty," said Rosemary Botcher, 
representative of Feminists for Life. "Choice 
cannot be allowed to interfere with the life of 
an unborn child." 

Eight million babies have died as a result of 
abortion, argued Jeaime Doyle, chair of the

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House OKs bill cracking down on prostitution

Af fhc urging of several cities, the House 
( nminal Justice ( cmimiflee yesterday 
overwhelminglv approved hills increasing the 
potential penalties for pimps, v^horehouse 
rnaJams'and prosiiiulcs who are rcpeaiediy 
arrested 

Also approved hv the panel was a measure 
that would make .i radical change in the 
slate's immunity law, which prosecutors said 
would give them an important tool in fighting 
organized crime. 

The unanimously approved pimping bill 
iWH 176). which was amended to include 
persons operating "ht)uscs of ill fame," 
would raise from a misdemeanor to a third- 
degree felony the crime of "knowingly hving 
of f the earnings oi a prostitute.** 

With pimping a felony, police would be 
able to arrest suspected procurers without

first either witnessing the crime or securing* 
written complaint as they must do now. 

The prostitution bill (HB 237), approved 
10-3, would allow enhanced fines and jail 
terms for prostitutes under the Habitual 
Offender Act once ihey are convicted a third 
time. 

The two measures are being sought by 
officials of Tampa, Orlando and several 
other cities in an effort to crack down on 
streetwalkers and prostitution-related crimes. 

The pimping bill now goes to the House 
floor while the prostitution measure next 



goes before the Appropriations Committee. 

The immunity measure (PCB 9). also 
approved unanimously, was requested by 
state attorneys who contend Florida's current 
immunity statute is too liberal by both 
federal prosecuting standards and the 
guidelines established by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

Under the current state law, a person 
suspected of crimes can be granted 
"transactional immunity" as an enticement 
to appear before a grand jury. He then 



cannot be prosecuted in connection uifh a 
crime he discusses. 

The bHI would replace this unh • un< 
immunity, under which the witness cv>u!d K 
prosecuted despite his grand jur> appearaix? 
so long as the charges against him stem trv>r

House sides with Miller brewing, 
lifts restrictions on beer sizes

HrcvMng C o. in its battle with Anheiser-Busch to 
cvniKT I lorida's beer market. 

House riieriibcrs approved 67-45 and sent to the 
Sciiaic a hill (HB 125) letting Miller sell a seven- 
ouiKc, pony heer container that is popular in other 
states, but prohibited in F lorida. 

Ihe measure passed despite the opposition of 
Anheiser Busch, which can be sold only in eight, 
12. 16 or 32-ounce bottles and cans. 

Anheiser won't be hurt because it already 
produces a seven-ounce container for sale in other 
slates and this easil> can be marketed in Florida, 
argued Rep. Tom MoPhcrson, D-Fort Lauderdale, 
sponsor of .the proposal. 

It is improper for state government to be so 
restrictive that it allows one size, but prohibits 
another size arbitrarily, he coi^ended. 

Miller has been fighting for years to repeal the 
container restriction, but the situation is different 
this year because Ralph Haben is House speaker. 
Haben has been fighting for repeal for the last four 
sessions, at the urgii^ of Miller lobbyi^ Jack 
Skelding, a close personal friend. 

**l told Miller four years ago that if I became 
speaker I would push it through for them,** Haben 
told the St. Petersburg Times. "It makes sense... I 
don*t think we should regulate any beverage sizes.** 
Anheiser is certain to try to kill the biB in the 
Senate, probably making its bit stand in the 
commerce committee, which has rejected the 
measure in previous years. 

Anheiser lobbyist William Herrell Jr. is pretty 
frank about the reasons for the company's 
(n>position to the measure. 

••We've got 100 percent of the market right 
now." he told the Times. "We're fighting them 
because we don't want to lose that porticm of the 
market *' 

The Legislature also has an obligaticm to be 
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sympathetic to Anheiser -Busch, he said. The 
company has breweries in Tampa and Jacksonville, 
producing Budweiser, Michelob and Busch, and it 
owns Busch Gardens in Tampa, a major tourist 
attraction. 

Miller, on the other hand, snubbed the state 
recently, deciding to build a $250 million brewery in 
south Georgia instead of Tallahassee, one of the 
cities under consideration. 



/Baby bill' passes

Over protests that their action would return 
Florida to the "Dark Ages,** House members gave 
final approval Monday to a bill that would ban 
female prison innmtes from rearing their babies 
behind bars. 

The measure (HB 75), approved 87-28, would 
TcpetA a 1979 law that permits judges to allow 
certain inmates to keep infants born to them after 
they began serving their terms. 

Sponsored by Rep. Chris Meffert, D-Ocala, the 
measure now goes to the Senate, where the 
Judiciary-Criminal Justice Committee already has 
approved a similar measure. 

Six inmates at the Florida Correctional 
Institution at Lowell now have their babies with 
them in a special cottage away from the general 
prison population. Another four inmates are 
pregnant. 

Supporters of the prc^ram contended the infants 
psychologically benefit from the "binding** that - 
takes place between them and their mothers in the | 
fu^t months of life. The child-rearing also aids in 
rehabiUtation of the mothers, they said.

A 1979 law allows patients to use marijuana to control 
glaucona, but says they must obtain it from the National 
Institute on ikng abuse.

Cancer Institute as the source of the marijuana and the bill 
passed by the House conforms to that switch.

I didn't know what to expect, 
especially since the damage on the 
third floor was so extensive." 

FSU maintenance workers were still 
working at 4 p.m. yesterday to clean 
up the damage. "Even the elevators 
were soaked," commented one 
worker. 

President Bernie Sliger expressed 
dismay over the incident, "It really 
bothers me,'* said Sliger. "Whoever is 



doing this is going after the lifeblood 
of the university. It was done very 

maliciously." 

The student government vandalism 
program is presently offering a $600 
reward for information leading to the 
arrest of the vandal. Of the $600, S2(K) 
will be coming from the student 
government; President Bernie Sliger is 
donating $100 of his own money and 
$100 from private contributions to his 
office; the United Faculty of Florida, 
the union representing FSU professors, 
will donate $100 and the Academic 



Affairs office will doiuite $100. 

The vandalism program was 
initiated Winter Quarter following a 
series of less costly vandalisms. SG 
attorney general Cory Cikhn reports 
the program has not yet payed anyone 
for turning in vandals, although the 
program itself has been widely 
publicized. Usually a $50 reward is 
offered.

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Insulting Mexico 



El Nacicnai, the Mexican government newspaper, has said it hopes 
the appointment of actor John Gavin as the new American 
ambassiukM' to Mexico doesn't turn into '*a farce." We share those 
fears. 

Gavin is a graduate of Stanford University and has acted in such 
films as Imitation of Life and Romanoff and Juliet, Besides that, his 
foreign affairs experience consists of serving in Panama while in the 
naval reserve (where he worked on alternate routes for a possible 
future canal) and as a ''special advisor'' to the Organization of 
• American States from 1%1 to 1%5. 

The White House has defended the nomination by saying that 
Gavin has "majored in Latin American studies and speaks some 
Spanish.** 

The appointment of the 49-year-old Gavin has enraged much of 
Mexico and with good reason. Mexico is no longer (if, indeed, it ever 
was ) an unimportant ambassador's post to be doled out as a political 
favor. Mexico has grown in importance proportionally with the 
importance of its oil reserves. No longer is Mexico the 98-pound- 
weakling which must accept all of the sand kicked across the border 
into its face. 

With good relations between Mexico and the U.S. becoming more 
crucial, a quality appointment to the post of ambassador is essential. 
Gavin, who has an impressive list of accomplishments highlighted by a 
number of poor performances in bad movies, has already gotten on 
the wrong side of the Mexican government long before his 
appointment. While speaking in Los Angeles last year, Gavin made a 
few remarks about Mexican agriculture. These remarks touched off a 
.fiufry of replies from the Mexican press. 

fofuited was the word most frequently used to describe Mexican 
feelings after Gavin's remarks. 

As Ei Nacianai said, "there have been radical changes" in the 
rdmiiiship of America, Mexico, and Latin America.

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The North Florida Women's Heahh and 
Counseling Services, Inc. (NFWHACSI) has 
announced its opening with a great deal of fimtee, 
sensational press, and false controversy. Until 
March 28, 1981 the Feminist Women's Health 
Center (FWHQ had made no comment to the 
public or the press concerning the alleged 
NFWH&CSI. Until the "news" coverage began, 
our knowledge of the proposed new health facihty 
was limited to rumors, their attempts to recruit 
members of our staff, and the sworn testimony of 
Debbie Kaspar and Kent Spriggs. 

On Saturday, March 28 (in the middle of our 
abortion cUnic), we were contacted by the 
Flambeau and asked to make a statement about the 
NFWH & CSI.Brenda Joyner spoke for the FWHC. 
According to the Flambeau on March 30, Brenda 
Joyner raised questicms regarding the "business 
astuteness of opening another abortion clinic 
here"; duplication of services; and the fact that 
"...the very lawyer against whom we are fighting a 
lawsuit has given them considerable financial 
siq>port." As she stated. '*We cannot hdp but 
question their motives!!" 

On April 2, 1981, the Flambeau printed a front 
page article titled "New womca's health center 
opens old wounds," containing many inaccuracies 
and false statements which are potentially libelous. 
The most serious inaccuracies ccmoem the FWHC*s 
anti-trust suit against the Board of Medical 
Examiaen (B.O.M.E.) and kxal obstetricians and 
gynecologists. Many oi these false statements are 
referred to as "the baie-bones^acts^that-most* 
agree-on." It Is diffkuh to tefl £rom this article 
whether the misinforraatkm presenied is the result 
of car e l e ssn ess and IriesiioasflMi^ oi^ on the part 
of the Fkunbeau, or beduise of misleading 
statements made by Kent Spriggs or 
representatives of the NFWH&CSI. In either case 
this story raises questions about motivation, 
credibility, and liability. 

The Flambeau states, "...^priggs defended them 
(the FWHQ in an anti-trust suit against the Botfd 
of Medical Eaiaminers (B.O.M.E.) and TaHalMiiee 
ob-gyn docton.*' The dtferukiUs In wtMnist 
suit were the state B.O.M.E. and the flodon. In 
this action the FWHC sued the doctors and the 
state B.O.M.E. for monopoiizfaig health care^aad 
Spriggs acted as the prosecuting attorney. 
However, at this point many people are <p 
whose interests Spriggs was leaBy icpre s entin g! 

"The FWHC's 'Otiaen's Watch' and siOMeciaeat 
inspection of the Taflahaisee Memorhd R^ional 
Medical Center dumged the stttot of the case." 
The FWHC has never partk^ated hi a Citizen's 
Watch program, which is a poKoe 
"crime pieventkm" program m^aUk 
people tosjpyfm their neighbors and report umisual 
activities to the police. Some of our staff did 
participate in an unannounoed consumer insp 
of TMRMC with a muioiial ort 
Women Actmg Together to Combat 
(W A.T.C.H.). That action did not *'diange the 
status" of the anti-tnistluk. 

"Sprigp felt he had lost his best argument ( that 
the ptoe ec tttkm of the women was mifounded and 
thrcN^ no fiuih of their own) and his mam 
witness, Linda Curtis, who jumped bail and fled to 
New York." Om*e again, "the women" (FWHQ 
were prosecuting, not being prosecuted, and 
nothmg couki dMoge the fact of unfounded 
persecution of the FWHC by the medical 
fsf aWl i hmew t. Linda Curtis dki not flee to New 
Yoik. She was fiving there at the time she was 
semcaeed, Md she mtoed to return to Tallahassee 
to serve tone for what befieved was an unjust 
coovktion on the trumped up charge of "criminal 
trc^Mss" m a pidilfc huOdh^. 
^J"Tlie FWHC chose Spriggs and Betty Owen 
Slhisoo to icpiuuu them hi 1976,heGanie of his 
repmatioQ as a dvfl rights activist."

The joumahstic irresponsibihty of the ' gucs; 
column" in the April 6, Fhmbeau is comparable to 
that of the April 2 "news" article. The FWHC has 
never "responded with hostility and anger," to the 
opening of theNFWH & CSI;never "attacked other 
feminists for providing good health care and 
never attempted to "squelch" any women's hea.ih 
service. These statements might be "diagnosed' by 
a traditional, medically oriented "counselor" as 
"symptoms" of the "neurotic disorder" of 
''projection. " 

Further, both women and men in the "white 
liberal community" have frequently taken the 
liberty to take pot shots at the FWHC. This 
unprincipled aaion comes not from meaningful 
politics or the desire to offer helpful cntidsin, but 
from convenience, irresponsibility, tod 
cmnpetition. 

The most reprehensible attack in this "guest 
oohimn" is the racist attack against the FWHC's 
financial contribution to the Zimbabwe African 
National Union (ZANU). That editorial sutes that 
the FWHC has "a history of exploiting thdr 
workers by pressuring them to work long hours for 
low pay, requiring them to attend grueling political 
mee^gs where women's fives have been scnitimzed 
and critidaed, \mt they saw their way clear to send 

$2,000 to ZANU. . ." This is the most outrageously 
racist strera of illogic imaginable. The FWHC has 
long demonstrated a strong commitment to 
people's struggle for self-determination and 
freedom from radst <HHiresrion, and the stmggles 
of womoi for self-determination and freedom 
from sexist oppression, and because we abhor the 
brutal fascism of i^MUthdd and recognized the 
grave danger it portends, we contributed $1,000 of 
our resoiuces to ZANU. This action stands for 
itself and requires no defense. 

A major controversy exists between the FWHC 
and Kent Sprigp, who seems to be using the 
NFWHftCSIand manipuhumg its suff in an 
attmpt to civide the women's community along 
race and dass fines. TaUahassee is unique in its- 
history of comnnmity controlled, alternative, 
pofitical mid econo mi c insthations, and we must 
unite against the local and national attacks on 
ofgamzitioos Wkt the Book and Record CoK)p, 
CPE and the FWHC. Currem pofitical reafities 
deamad that we take prindpled positions and 
prepare to fight back agamst mcreasing represfioo. 

The F^H^iC oonttees to get overwhdminfly 
positive r es p o ns es from women who complete 
questionnaires evahwtmg our services, and we wiH 
stand on our seven year history of providiag quality 

heiM care. We wOl continue fighting for abortion 
ri^ts and the right to home birth and woman- 
comnM health care.

We encourage all women with health care skilb, 
and espcdally those who acquired such skifi$ 
through training at the FWHC, to use those skills to 
truly serve the interests of women, and improve the 
quality of health care.

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City to get Winewood report 



FKOM SI AM REPORTS 

Today's city commission meeting 
promises something of a smorgasbord of 
pressing social issues. 

High on the agenda is a report by the city 
parlks and recreation board chairperson on 
rhe advisability of purchasing the 
W me wood Golf course. The course passed 
into private hands recently when the 
Florida State University Foundation 
decided the course was less than feasible as 
a faculty club, and the course's present 
owner wants to sell it to the city for $1.8 
million. Most commissioners are expected 
to pass that offer up, at least at that price. 

The commission wiU also comider its 
alternate fuels program today. According 



to Commissioner Kent Spnggs. most of 
today's discussion will center on 
consolidating board opinion on explormg 
new fuel sources and reminding department 
heads that the policy exists. 

The commission will also review its 
attempts to find new jobs for the 95 
workers still on its CETA roll. According 
to Lynne Brion, head of the Tallahassee 
Department of Employee Relations, the 
local CETA program is expected to run out 
of money by mid-May, and rather than turn 
those workers out on the streets, the city is 
attempting to find jobs for as many as 
possible, both within city government and 
in the private sector.

Four out of five hospital beds in Mexico 
are filled with women suffering 
complications from illegal abortions, and 
I S. hospitals will see a dramatic increase if 
the human life amendment passes, 
according to Sharon Winkler, representing 
Florida Planned Parenthood. 

The statistics flew back and forth, as did 
the personal testimonials. 

"I have five children and was married at 
IK." said Denise Glenn, a Tallahassee 
mother. "I'm so thankful I was so naive. I 
never had none of that birth control 
education of abortion counseling. I'm so 
glad; I have five wonderful children and a 
loving husband." 

Sen. Harry Johnston, D-West Palm 
Beach, one of the two senators voting 
against Senate Memorial 52, recounted the 
experience of his daughter. She had two 
children with Cerebal Palsey and a nervous 
breakdown as a result of trying to care for 
!hc babies, who "were like vegetables — 
they could only move their eyes," said 
Johnston. Science can now detect Cerebal 
Palsey and other profound birth defects 
hctore birth, the senator added. He 
supports abortion to avoid the trauma and 
suffering in cases like his daughter's. 

Johnston is not alone in his opposition to 
a Con Con as a legislator. Sen. Tom 
Tobiassen, Rep.-Pensacola, flatly said in 
debate that he would not vote for the call 
unless someone could assure him beyond 
"serious doubt" that a convention could 
not be opened up to consider other issues 
besides a human life amendment. Sen. 
Barron assured him that no one could give 
him such assurance. Tobiassen,- 
inexplicably, chose to vote for the call. 

Speaker Haben, reportedly, fears a 
**runaway convention,'* which could 
consider any amendment, including 
discarding the bill of rights. 

If norida's Houae and Stfnate agree to 
the call, Fkwida wfll become the 20th state 



to call for a convention on an anti-abortion 
amendment. Florida has already joined 31 
states in calling for a convention on a 
balanced federal budget. Only 34 states are 
needed to call a "convention," according 
to Article Five of the Constitution. Three- 
fourths of the states would have to ratify 
any convention proposals. 

It is by no means certain that Florida will 
call for an anti- abortion amendment. Pro 
and anti-constitutional convention forces 
agree that the call will probably be upheld 
in the Senate. Pro Con Con leaders admit 
that things are much shakier in the House. 
According to both sides House Speaker 
Ralph Haben, D-Palmetto, is opposed to a 
constitutional convention on civil liberties 
grounds. The House Judiciary Committee, 
where the House version will be heard, is 
also not nearly as supportive of a 
convention as the Senate Rules Committee, 
according to pro Con Con leaders. 

As Tom Harkan, executive director of 
Florida Catholic Conference, said, there is 
no agreement on what a "human life 
amendment" would say. Some groups 
support a no-exceptions ban on abortion. 
Others would allow abortions for life of 
mother, rape, incest, and .profound birth 
defects. 

There is equal confusion about what a 
constitutional convention could do, once 
called. Harkan and others maintain that a 
runaway convention is impossible and that 
Congress can dictate the subject of a 
convention and the relevance of its 
proposals. Howell Ferguson, general 
counsel of Florida's American Civil 
Liberties Union, maintains that the 
constitutional framers created the Con Con 
option to avoid Congress, and that a 
convention, like the first convention in 
1787, could change anything it wanted, 
including the number of states required to 
ratify new amendments. 

"This is a very serious, very emotional 
issue, which we are not going to solve here 
today," said Barron. "No one is foing to 
be happy with the outcome of today's

When Jesus Christ Superstor first opened in the early 
Seventies, it was met by angry fundamentalist Christians 
waving signs and chanting **lesti8 Clnrbt, Srni of God not 
Superstar.'* ^ 

Now, as Second Stage Theatre performs the Tim 
Rice/ Andrew Lloyd Webber rock opera in the Chapel of the 
Upper Room, a large part of its audience seems to consist 
of the very types who once viMfled the wcMtk and its authors 
as the devil's spawn. 

Grandparents and Christ-tinged young students were 
there Sunday night as well as the now-faded trendies who 
once defended the show. Now that such a controversial 
show has become a ."fun** evening for society's 
mainstream, it*s evident how perceptions of the work have 
changed. 

The show itself however, grew weary in phices, though it 

did have a few bright spots. 

One bright spot in the show is Larry Richman. In his 
portraval of Jesus, he manages to maintain an air of 
exasperated superiority when confronted with the loutish 
mob and pompous officiah in his life. Richman displays a 
finely developed vocal style that is strong and full of 
character. 

Unfortunately, Dan Cochran's Judas, the show's main 
character, isn't quite as shining. His acting is convincing, 
but his singing attempts leave much to be desired. By the 
show's demise, one is glad it is also Judas'. Cochran's voice 
brings nothing to mind more than some of the frantic 
screeching on the movie soundtrack album.

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Private schools may be in for more state aid

Students attending private schools in 
Florida will soon be receiving nearly as much 
state fmancial aid as students in public 
schools if a hill sponsored by Clark Maxwell, 
D- Melbourne ami Curtis Peterson, D- 
Lakeland, passes.

The Senate Education Committee has 
already passed the bill, which now goes to the 
Senate floor.

The bill is not only prohibited under the 
U.S. and Florida constitutions, which forbid 
direct or indirect support of sectarian 
institutions, it is also un^Mr, accorchng to 
Gordon and the FSA.

When the Tuition Voucher Fund is fully 
funded, it will involve $10 million, more than 
all of the need-basedaid now ghwn out by the 
state of Florida, according to the Florida 
Student Assistance Commission.

Twenty-five thousand eligible students 
were rejected last year lor Florida need-based 
aid, which amounts to only S9 Bullion this 
year, according to Oriien. 

The state saves money when students 
attend private schools, and students in 
private schools are entitled to an education 
just like anyone else, according to Sen. 
Peterson, who proposed the $1 million 
traasier to bolster the Tuition Voucher Fund.

Shuttle landing 
a perfect finale

EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, Calif. — Astronauts 
John W. Young and Robert L. Crippen flew the space 
shuttle Columbia yesterday to the first airport landing from 
orbit, a perfect finale to a two-day test flight that opened a 
new era of space travel. 

The 104-ton prototype space freighter maneuvered without 
a hitch through the fire of atmospheric re-entry and glided 
to a flawless touchdown on a long dry lake bed runway at 
1:21 p.m. EST. 

Young, smiling broadly and in obvious excellent shape 
f rom the pioneering orbital test flight, emerged first from the 
Columbia an hour and four minutes after landing. He cHmbed 
jauntily down stairs like those used by passengers leaving an 

airliner. 

Still wearing his gold pressure suit. Young waved his arms, 
inspected his ship like a pilot checking an airplane before 
takeoff and gave a thumbs up sign to nearby technicians. 

C rippen climbed out a few minutes later, just as animated 
and happy as Young, and the two immediately left the shuttle 
area. 

They had waited anxiously in their spacious two-deck 
cabin while technicians wearing protective garb closed valves 
and checked for toxic engine gases in what will become 
normal procedure for a ship returning from orbit. 

•M tell you, this is an all right tlying machine," reported 
Young, the 50-year-old veteran of a record of five spaceflights 
**lt doesn't fly like anything 1 ever flew before. It is really 
super." 

*'It was one fantastic mission," said Crippen, the 43-year- 
old test pilot who waited more than a decade for an 
opponunity to fly in space. 

Never before had a spaceship returned from space to an 
airplane-like landing. It is this now-proven capability that is 
expected to lower the cost of space operations and give the 
United Slates an unprecedented capability to fly in 
routinely.

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Business School acting on petitions

Flonda State's School of Business, faced with the twin 
spectres of disgruntled students and a possible loss of 
accreditation, has taken a number of actions to bring the 
school up to par Aecording to Dan Voich, Jr., dean of the 
Business School undergraduate department, those actions 
have placed the school back on the road to respectability. 

The school was concerned about an upcoming 
accreditation review, Voich said, because of overcrowding, 
particularly in their evening class program. An average 
business school class has 45 students in it, Voich said. 

To counter the overcrowding, the Business School plans 
to begin limiting overall enrollment, enrollment of part- 
time students, and, for this quarter at least, closing the 
school to state workers using the tuition fee waiver 
program. 

The university also hopes to ease overcrowding by 
enlarging business faculty. There are currently % mernbers 
on the taculty, the school has requested state funding to 
increase thai to 120. The school has also requested funding 
for 8—10 staff positions, several of which would be used to 
upgrade its advising program. 

FSU has requested the Legislature to allocate $790,000 to 
the Business School in the 1981-82 fiscal year. The school 
could also receive more funds from the university itself, 
dependmg on how much FSU gets from the state for quality 
improvement. 

The university has already begun architectural plans for a 
new business building, utilizing funds allocated by the 
Legislature last year. 

•*I don't think we will lose our accreditation,'* Voich 
said. "With the enrollment cap, the new building, and 
quality improvement money we'll be back on track." 

The Business School began its drive for improvement 
partially at the urging of the school's students. During fall 
quarter, business majors Bill Place and Lisa Kalel began 
circulating a petition requesting major improvements in the 
school, including a capped enrollment, more state funding 
and enrollment priorities for majors. By the beginning of 
Spring Quarter, 1722 business students had signed the 
petition. 

Place and Kalel took the petition to Business School Dean 
Ray Solomon and to FSU president Benue Sliger. 
Tliey «lso presented it to several local legislators, with the 
hope of gaining support for legislative funding. 

So far. Place said, he has been happy with the 
university*s.response to the petition. 
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•Some major chai^ hive been mtOt. We'B lec more 

changes starting in the fall," Place said. 

The school's problems. Voich said, stem from funding 
that has not kept up with the school's phoiomenal growth 
rate. In the last three years, enrolbnent in the school has 
gone up 40.6<^o. Fall Quarter of last year, 5,281 students, 
more than one-fourth of FSU*s total cnroUment, were 
enrolled in the Business School. 

This year, Voich said, about 3,500 students are majoring 
in Business. The Business School plans to begin 
implementing an enrollment cap in the fall that would 
eventually reduce that number to fewer than 3000. Non- 
majors will still be allowed to take classes in the school, but 
majors will have priority in obtaining classes and preferred 
times. 

Place and Kalel don't intend to stop their work with 
the petition. They hope to get a student advisory conunittee 
started to give the students a voice in Business School 

affairs. 

"This committee is going to be geared toward the 
functioning of the school," Place said. "Hopefully, the 
committee will keep pressure on the administration to keep 
problems from developing."

City will seek a better deal for Winewood

I he commissioners stopped short 
o\ accepting in full the 
-commendation of its Parks and 
Kccreations Advisory Board, which 
urged commissioners to buy the 
course after negotiating the price. 

The commission acted over the 
protests of Commissioners Carol 
Bellamy and Kent Spriggs. Spriggs 
has said he opposed the purchase at 
anv price because of limited local 
interest in golf and the distance of the 
HIairstone Road course from the cky 
limits. 

Bellamy said she wanted to know 
which current city recreation 
programs might fall by the wayside 
should the city make the purchase. 

"We should have had a ranking of 
priorities before making a decision, 
she >aid during a break. "It 
might be harder to say no if 
necessary, after you arrive at a 
price." 



Bellamy also announced thai 
although she and her husband own a 
rental property in the Winewood 
neighborhood, she did not consider 
that a conflict of interest, and would 
not disqualify herself from discussing 
or voting on the purchase. 
**If I thought I was wrapped up in a 
conflict of interest and I couldn't 
decide between my own interest and 
the city's interest I wouldn't vote (on 
the matter)," Bellamy said. She 
added she was not categorically 
opposed to the purchase, and thought 
a reasonable cross-section of the 
city's residents would be likely to use 
the facility. 

David Fountain, chairperson of 
the blue-ribbon advisory committee 
on parks, urged the commission to 
buy the course at a suitable price, 
because long-range city recreational 
plans call for the acquisition of such 
a facility. The city currently owns a 
nine-hole course on Bragg Drive, and 
leases an 18-hole facility near Myers 
Park to the Capital City Country 
Club. That 99-year lease was signed 
in the mid-50s, preventing 
segregation of the all-white club. 

In other action, the commission 
postponed until May a decision on 
using 1.5 milHon federal dollars to 
help a Louisiana- based hotel firm 



fmance the construction of. a multt- 
story hotel across Madison Street 
from the civic center The fimi. 
Combined Equity, already owns the 
land, but is unable to finance 
construction of the hotel on its own. 
Instead, according to representative 
Paul Woodall, the firm wants the city 
to use an Urban Development Action 
Grant to buy the site and allow the 
Combined Equity to huiJd its hotel 
under a lease agreement. 

The Frenchtown Area 
Development Association asked the 
commission for a similar grant to 
finance refurbishment of businesses 
in the Frenchtown area. Urban 
Development Action Grants are 
designed to help cities pay for the 
development of impoverished 
neighborhoods. 

The commission also agreed to give 
Silver Ridge Estates homeowners a 
break on a road paving debt they 
inherited when the estate developer 
went bankrupt. By the time the city 
notified residents of the charge, 
accumulated interest had pushed their 
individual debts to well over the 
$1,000 mark — more than twice the 
original cost, in some cases. 

Commissioner James Ford called 
the mix-up *'a comedy of errors, with 
the city the main actor." To make

Spending another three months diddling with an ill- 
conceived paraphernalia bill is going to do nothing except please a few 
naive voters back home in the district. It's strictly cosmetic, and 
daesn't even begin to address the serious crime problem across the 
state. 

But if passed and approved by the courts, the bill will have an 
effect: it will turn a lot <tf folks wIm> roll their own dgarettes into 
criminals. 



Iran revisited 



It has been three months since the 52 American hostages were 
released from Iran. And in that time enough has been printed about 
iidr 444 day captivity to fUl the Flambeau for a year or more. 

On their arrival hcnne a flurry of accusations came out: the hostages 
were isolated, tortured, and forced to face mock firing squads. The 
country fumed. Reagan even threatened to renege on the agreement so 
tediously arranged by Carter Under-Secretary of State Warren 
- Christopher. 

Fortunately, calmer heads prevailed; the newly anointed 
\ administration did agree to meet the terms of the agreement, but 

^reitjfiens with Iran seem to have gotten worse since the hostages came 

'home. 

After Reagan barely escaped death in an assassinati<Hi attempt two 
weeks ago, the Ayatollah Khomeini issued a short terse statonent: Iran 
shbuld tihi mourn for th wounded president, Khomeini said. Reagan 
got what he deserved. 

Again U.S. tempers flared. And again hot heads both in and out of 
government called for some sort of retaliation, either economic, 
diplomatic or mihtary. 

It seems relations between Iran and the U.S. are well beyond repair 
and that we are destined to combat the oil-rich Islamic republic in all 
areas of global politics. 

However, there are other stories told by hostages, stgmcs that strike 
a very different chord than the first, inflammatory ones. 

Bruce Laingen, the highest ranking U.S. diplomat held in Iran, told 
reporters this week that he had no animosity for his Iranian' captors, 
and that he fdt the U.S. should take the lead in rebuilding at least 
some sonblance of a working relationship with the Iranian 
government. 

, Laingen said he felt the two countries had numerous mutual interest 
and should work to mend many of their diplomatic differences 
Another former hostage, Morehead Kennedy, went further, claiming 

that he respected his captors and was impressed with thek 

\ dedication. 

These reports differ sfgnificanUy with the early, inflammatory reports 
of torture and abuse. And seem to have the benefit of an historical 
context, which helps to explain Iranian resentment of past American 
foreign policy ami the »al of the Iranian militants mho stormed the 
,U.S. embassy. 

To us, L^ngen and Kennedbr have offered a rcfreishing point of 
view, one steeped in reality and tempered with reason. Which is a 
welconie ^ange from the niacho talk so common in January.

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Labor fears ramifications of Haben's proposal

State labor leaders Mt u|»fct over a 
conMllutional amendment proposed by 
Itouse Speaker Ralph Haben tiiat, if ptooed 
on the balioc by tlie Legislature and approved 
by the voters, could greatly enhance the 
Legislature's authority over collective 
bargaining by public workers. 

Intended, according to Haben, to reinstate 
protection for state retiranoit programs that 
ii^as fnpod out by a February court ruling, the 
proposed amendment would empower the 
Legislature to determine the "manner and 
subjects" of piihiic employee collective 
bargaining. 

And that, say labor leaders, would leave 
collective bargaining rights of public 
employees dangling at the mercy of a 
sometimes unpredictable Legislature. 

Haben maintains that*s not at all what he 
has in mind. He just wants to keep state 
retirement funds secure, he says "If 1 wanted 
to oppose ooUective bargaining, that's what 1

would have proposed." He said Monday. 

The whole thing started with a February 
court decision involving the city of 
Tallahassee and the Tallahassee local of a 
firefighter's union. The First District court 
of Appeals ruled that state laws excluding 
retirement programs from public employee 
bargaining were unconstitutional. Article Six 
of the Florida constitution, prohibits 
workers' collective bargaining rights to be 
"denied or abridged.*' 

A resolution placing it on the ballot would 
have to be approved by a three-fifths vote in 
both houses before the amendment could be 
put before the voters. If the resolution 

succeeded the measure would be voted on in 



the general election in November, 1982. 

"The wording leaves the entire process of 
collective bargaining subjective to legislative 
review," said Dan Miller, president of the 
Florida AFL-CIO. * 'That's totally 
unacceptable. 

"They haven't really thought this thing 
through." 

Haben insists he's only concerned about 
the retirement programs. "It's not our intent 
to emasculate collective bargaining,*' said a 
Haben aide. 

"If he's serious, if he has a legitimate 
concern about the pensions, we would be 
more willing to discuss that area," Miller 
declared. **This is not an appropriate way to 



deal with that.'* 

Miller's fears might be justified \s the 
amendment is now written, there's no;hingjo 
keep the Legislators from findmg other arrav 
in which to restrict public employee v:o!!ectuc 
bargaining. With the conservative trend 
already evident in the current Legislature 
bound to continue, anti-labor sentiment 
among sutc lawmakers is more than likdy lo 
rise. 

Already Rep. Thomas Dan^o^^ r. 
Sarasota, has introduced a bill proposing 
stiff penalties for public empi, 
organizations that strike. Unconstiiuiiorj 
under present Florida law, Danson\ h 
would be totally kosher under Habcns 
amendment. 

Danson also has proposed his owr 
amendment limiting public employee 
collective bargaining to "the determination 
of wages and hours." 

The House Retirement, Personnel and 
Collective Bargaining committee will 
consider the proposed resolution today. 




'Headshop' bill 
back before House

Smith, speaking at a Fkmda State Garnet and Gold- 
sponsored luncheon yesterday, said it is now painfuBy 
obvious there is no national comnntment to figlit the 6sug 
problem. 

I It is a problem, said Smith, thnt Americans spend $65- 
S70 billion each year supporting; more than twice the $30 

trillion spent on OPEC oil. 

Smith, who was m Washington Inst week speaking to top 
Justice department offfdab, said that one wmy to fight the 
influx of drugs into the Umted States is to stop the flow 
coming out of foreign coumries. 

'*We can go to the country whm the drug is fwroduced 
and focus on the resouixxs theie," said Smith. "We won't 

op with traditional hiw enforcemoH methods/' 

"It is imponani that we send out signals to the rest of the 
world," argued Smith. "Otherwise, we might as well 
^hrow in the towel and legalize it. 

">^ e should try to have relations with that country to 
^lim mate these crops. We should withhold financial aid if 
^ho^e counines don't coop^sra^ with us." 

Smith said the vohune of marijuana commg into the 
United States is so great that the supply nde mast be

Crime really pays, it pays very well 
in Florida. People can*t realistically depend on police 
officers. It's only reasonable that peopk fed they have to 
protect themselves." 

The tremendous growth of Florida and low-paid law 
enforcement positions are two reasons why people aren't 
depending on their police officers, Smith said. He advised 
that local communities beef up ihcir local police 
operations. 

Highway patrolmen working traffic control to free up 
local police officers, such as they did in Miami following 
last year's riot, was one solution to increasing the supply of 
tOBom in communities, said Smith.

what you heard at lunch in ninth grade when yoij fled to a 
car in the school parking lot, shoved Uriah Heep into the 
eight-track, turned the bass boost as far as it would go, and 
raimicked epileptic seizures as some leather-clad long hair 
wailed like a castrato about uhn^ ah- working ovah mah 
wahman, yeah. 

Xhe concept was perfect, really. Once Jeff Beck 
discovered the fuzz-tone and Bay Area bands like Blue 
Cheer and Iron Butterfly found acid, rock and roll's 
hulking behemoth reared its dented little head and Heavy 
Metal was born. Guitars slashed away, often in a parody of 
melody, basses thundered and thudded like dinosaurs 
tromping through primordial bogs, drum solos were 
extended ad infinitum, lead singers took the blues-based 
sensuality of performers like Eric Burdon and Mick Jagger 
and turned it into blatant macho aggression. 

Of course, like every pop trend from Rhythm and Blues 
to Punk Rock, Heavy Metal quickly diversified. Led 
Zeppelin and Deep Purple gave it commercial clout; the 
Velvet Underground and MC 5 gave it social relevance; 
Alice Cooper and Iggy Pop gave it humor and danger, 
respectively. 

Enormously popular in the late 60s, Heavy Metal had all 
but died by the mid-70s. Led Zep imploded on a 1977 tour, 
left a Tampa stage after 15 minutes and sparked a riot. 
Deep Purple, Black Sabbath and Grand Funk had all, 
thankfully, broken up. 

Anyone who listens to the radio these days will notice 
that a whole new crop of wham-bang- head-slammers have 
sprung up in the wake of their forebears. Pop HM groups 
like Foreigner can co-exist with badass shitkickers like 
AC/DC. Both groups sell out concerts worldwide. Both are 
irredeemably awful. 

The bands playing Campb^ Sladiuiii tonight promise a 
bit more tluui your run-of-the-mill sonic rape and pillage. 
Cheap Trick, in fact, guarantee it.

Raincr Werner Fassbinder is one of the 
,osi prolific of the New Wave German 
immakcrs. One of the reasons for his 

icmatic prowess is his reliance on pre- 
xisting narratives, culled from a wide 
iriety of sources. 

Tonight's screening of his 1979 version of 
Vladimir Nabokov's Despair at Moore 
\uditorium offers a unique opportunity to 
Aitncss Fassbinder's adaptive techniques in 
ihc context of "classic** literature — a 
departure from his usual preoccupation 
^ith low melodrama. 

Adaptation is probably the wrong word 
tor it — translation actually says better 
A hat Fassbinder does to a story. He takes 
the dying cliches of melodrama and restates 
them in his own cine-language. Fassbinder's 
ranslation process is even more interestiiig 
when the story involved is one written by 
uch a master of linguistic and structural 
nuance as Nabokov. 

Nabokov, who has referred to his 
childhood as a '^perfectly normal 
irilingual" one (English, French and 
Russian) builds a narrative like one might

These vmce 
proMems are not made any rimi^ by the 
cavalier way in which the collaborators 
abandon the more pedestrian concerns of 
authorship and make themselves into, agent 
provocateurs of narrative. 

This problems with voice becomes a 
central issue for Despair in both the novel 
and the film.

He has out-of-body experiences while 
making love wkh his wife ~ each time he 
finds himself in a chair, watching.

Hermann also detests mirrors, bot 
nevertheless manages to see him^lf 
constantly, even to the point (and this is the 
point) of finding his own likeness in a 
peasant he meeu — and with whom he 
eventually trades pfaKXS. But before that 
transference from one man to another can 
take place, it is necessary for Hermann to 
construct his own life at present. He tells his 
story after the transfer has been made, and 
so his perspective is removed, much like an 
author creating a character. 

So there is the classic chain of voice, 
shifting from one character to the same- 
chancter transformed, with a whole new 
voice. AH of this is spoken by the author

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Regents finalize student fee hike proposal

The Florida Board of Regents has 
prepared a tuition increase bill that, if passed 
by the Legislature, would increase tuition in 
the state university system by 13.34^t in the 
1981-1982 academic year. The bill would be 
amended during the 1982 legislative session 
to reach Gov. Bob Graham's proposed two- 
year 36^* increase. 

The bin was prepared by the BOR staff 
and the Florida Stuc^t Association at the 
request of Gov. Graham. The proposed fee 
increases were inchided in the biU despite

strong opposition from the FSA. 

Under the proposed bill, in-state 
undergraduate tuition would go from $24.09 
per semester hour up to $27 per semester 
hour. In-state ^^uate fees would increase 
from an average $33.22 to $37 per semester 
hour. Out-of-state students would face 
similar increases — from $44.31 to $50.00 per 
undergraduate hour, and from $33.22 to S68 
per graduate hour. 



Students in the state's medical graduate 
programs — medicine, dentistry, and 
veterinary— would also face sharp increases. 
In-state matriculation fees would go from 
$1,400 per year to $1,590 per year; out-of- 
state matriculation fees would increKse from 
$2,272 toS2,575 per year. 

The increases would provide a massive shot 
in the arm for the university system: money 
that Graham plans to use for quality 



improvement. Total projected revenue from 
tuition in 1961-1982 would amount to $73.3 
million, $8.7 million more than the system 
would earn under the present tuition level. 

The bill would also authorize each 
university to establish a separate athletic fee. 
Each university would determine how much 
of each student's per hour Activity and 
Services fee went to support the athletic 
department at their school in the 1979-1980 
academic year. That amount would be 
subtracted from future AAS fees and placed 
in a separate athletic fee. Students would pay

Graham came out on the Capitol 
>teps to address the crowd. He 
wouldn't promise the Legislature will 
replace all of the $20 million a year in 
federal money going to CSA 
programs in Florida, including 
Operation Head Start groups, day 
care centers and special assistance for 
the elderly, but he vowed that 



Florida's needy won't go unassisted. 

**No Floridian who needs a hand 
of help, assistance and friendship is 
going to go without that hand," the 
governor Vowed. 

He told reporters later it is likely 
Florida will lose $500 million a year 
under Reagan'^s drive to balance the 
federal budget. Once Congress has 
adopted a budget late this year and it 
is clear which programs have been 
abolished, he and the Legislature will 
move to ensure that vital programs 
and services are continued with state 
tax dollars. 

**We are going to look at the total 
federal cuts and make a judgement 
on what areas it is appropriate for the 
stale to act in," he said. 

Programs directly assisting the 
poor, including Medicaid and 
Medicare "obviously" cannot be 
allowed to come to a halt, the 
governor said.

Labor loses round one after hot House debate

An apparent air conditioning malfunction did nothing to 
relieve the tension when the House Committee on Retirement 
PcfMnmel, and Collective Bargaining met yesterday. 

The committee was considering a proposed constitutional 
amendment changing the state's public employee ctrfkcti^ 
bargMng laws, and the meeting room was packed with 
spectators and representatives from labor and management. 

After nearly two^aod-a-half hours of sometime emotiooal 
<^ebate, the committee approved the amendomt 12-5, over 
the protests of state bibor leaders. 

Labor leaders say the amendment, which empowers the 
Legislature to determine the "naaoer and subjects" of 
pubhc employee collective bargaining, would bring about the 



end of the "relative peace" of puMic employer-employee 
relations in Florida. Amendment supporters say it would 
not. 

For the amendment to become taw, it would have to be 
approved by a three-fifths vote in each house — it- would not 
be subject to veto by the governor — and then endorsed by a 
majority of ^ votm. 

The amendment is strongly supported by House Speaker 
Ralph Haben, who left and entered the committee room 
several times during the meeting. Haben says the need for the 
amendment stems from a February court ruling in a dispute 
between the City of Tallahassee and the International 
Association of Firefighters. In that decision, the First District 
Cdiut of Appeab ruled that a state law prohibiting public 
employee collective bargaining on retirement pro^^uns was 



uncon^tutional. Backers of the amendment say the court's 
ruling leaves the Legislature totally powerless to rcptfate 
puUic employee coOective bargaining. 

Labor leaders say the language of the amendment would 
allow future lawmakers ^ starting wfth the 1983 LepakAwt^ 
if the amendmoit were approved in the 1982 general election 

to enact legisiatkm thtt coiild coacctvabfy oltiiaMdy s&ip 
publk employees of collective bargaimwg rigiits. 

"(The amendment) will open the door for aU kinds of 
restrictions on collective bargnning in the future." said Pat 
Tomillo of the Florida Educators Association-United. 'Why 
stir up ail the fierce antagonisms and hostilities thu are in 
evidence in this room and across the state?"

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Police likely to reject new city offer

The president of the Police 
Bcncvoicnt Associanon yesferday said 
his organization is likely to reject the 
latcsi contract proposed by the city. 
The cirv\ proposal came last Friday, 
after MX months of dispute over police 
salaries 

A beginning officer's salary would 
be raised from 510.500 a year to 
S12,600 under the city's proposal, 
which was outlined in a post-hearing 
brief filed with Sarasota attorney John 
Met/ler. a special master mediating the 
contract dispute. 

*Mt (the city's offer) istotally 
unacceptable," said Terry Nowell, 
PBA president. "It would be an 
improvement for the beginning 
officers but at the expense of the old 
ones. (The offer is) taking money from 
the experienced officers and giving it 
to the newer officers." 

Lynne Bnon, director of employee 
relations for the city, doesn't deny that 
allegation. 

"The union keeps saying what it 
wants," said Brion, "but it doesn't 
make an offer to meet those objectives. 
They have ail of this rhetoric about low 



starting salaries, yet they always want 
the money to go to the middle and 
upper ranges on the scale. 

"The name of the game seems to be 
rob Peter to pay Paul," said Brion, 
"with the starting officers being Peter. 
The city decided to make an offer that 
would meet the requests made by the 
union.** 

It may be time for some of the 
officers in the upper range of the pay 
scale to make do with the salary they're 
currently receiving to allow the 
beginning officers in the lower range to 
get their share of the salary money, 
Brion explained. 

"If this (higher starting salaries) is 
what they want, let's bite the bullet and 
do it," said Brion. 

Brion pointed out that the proposal 
was made to the special master, not to 
the PBA. It was made in this way 
because the city feels it can not reach a 
solution with the PBA through normal 
negotiating processes, according to 
Brion in the post-hearing brief. 

*'I feel certain the PBA would not 
ratify it (the latest city proposal) and 
that it would wind up before the city 
commission in a public hearing," said 
Nowell.

Community college students to get tuition hike

Students at Tallahassee Community College have just 
been informed that their tuition will be increased effective 
Summer Semester and they have accepted this decision 
well, according to Xim Nash» TCC Director of Commumty 
Relations. 

"The need for the hike was thoroughly explained and 
everyone seems to understand,** Nash said. 

Currently the fee is S12 per semester hour, which Nash 
said is the second lowest among community colleges 
statewide. The fee will increase to $14 per semester hour. 

"Historically, Tallahassee Community College has kept 



its fees as low as possible in order to provide access to 
higher education many people ordinarily wouldn't have,'* 
TCC President Marm Harris said in a prepared release. 
"This continues to be our dcare, 

"The increase we recommended, and the Board of 
Trustees approved, will move us to a point where we will 
not be penalized to an even greater degree by the funding 
formula, * ' Harris said. 

"Our Board was very reluctant to approve the increase 
but the committee that lo<4cs at the budget saw a need for 
it.** said Nash. 

Nash said TCC currently charges $2.83 belOW ilm state 
average per semester hour.

Taking from the poor 

While students attending Florida's state colleges and universities are 
facsng the double whammy of a proposed tuition hike and financial aid 
cuts in the same year, private school students in the state may be 
receiving more stateaid. 

That's how Sens. Curtis Peterson and Clark Maxwell would have it. 
The two have proposed a bill that, if passed, will transfo- $1 million 
from the defunct Student Loan Trust Fund to the Tuition Vcmcher 
Fund, which offers up to $1000 to eadi Florida residoit attending a 
private school, regardless of financial need. 

Originally, the Student Loan Trust Fund was created with student, 
federal and state monies, and offered low interest loans to needy 
students attending public schools in the state. 

Peterson claims that none of the money he wants transferred comes 
from students, but was earned as interest on commissioos and bonds, 
which were funded by students and government. 

Anyway, Peterson says, the state saves money when students attend 
private schools. 

Great. Peterson wants to save the state nBH»ey by channeling more 
middle-to-upper income students into private schoob, and be 
shrinking the aid avalbible to more needy students in puWic schools. If 
that's his goal, why not go further? Reduce all aid to public school 
students, which would send most of them packing and save the whole 
state a whole wad of money. 

Peterson's proposal is a mockery of what public education is all 
about. We thought it was an attempt to make high quality education 
available statewide, not just to the few whose parents can foot the bill. 

That's just the money question. There's another problem with the 
bill: it's probably unconstitutional. 

The American Civil Liberties Union, wluish says it may fight the 
Tuition Voucher Fund program in court, says the vouchers amount to 
state fundii^ of religiously controlled schoob. Many of the private 
schools in Florida were fodnded by religious orders, and the Florida 
constitution forbids the state from taking money from the "public 
treasury directly or indirectly in aid of any church, sect or religious 
denomination, or in aid of any sectarian institution." 

Which should be fine with these schools anyway. They were 
founded ostensibly to offer an alternative educational opportunity 
devoid of slate and federal control. 

Frankly, no one should be pleased with Peterson's proposal. Public 
school students already caught in a financial vise will scramble for 
even less financial aid. And private schools wiU feel the slow 
encroachment of the state into thdrterrain. 



High ground 



The success of the space shuttle Columbia may be marred in the 
days ahead by the military objectives of the Reagan administration.

For anyone familar with British culture this 
week's upheaval in Brixton, an Industrial lower- 
class suburb of London, is no surprise. Populated 
mostly by black Caribbean immigrants and their 
families, the Brixton ghetto has been smoldering 
for years. Fueled by rampant xenophobia and 
inbred racism common to many white Britons 
(these people hate the Irish equally) the riots were 
set off by incessant police harassment, and misuse 
of the ancient, anti- vagrancy "sus" law. 

Written during the 19th century, Sus was aimed 
at the population of drifters and vagabonds that 
comprised the nasty underbelly of Victorian 
society. As it's applied now, Sus allows steely -eyed 
bobbies to imprison "suspicious" looking blacks 
for as little as alleged "intent" to commit a crime. 
That means what the cops want it to mean. 

Simply looking at a purse, or the woman carrying 
it, may imply intent to rape or rob. That's not far 
removed from the sort of actions that inspired 
Confederate racists to lynch newly-freed slaves 
*'for lusting after white women." (And,

Student apathy was one of the main concerns expressed 
at yesterday's anti-tuition rally in the Florida State Vnkm, 

A group of less than 50 studenu Ustened to a series of 
speakers, including Tim Meenan, FSU student govaiunent 
president. He spoke in part alK>ut his meetings in 
Washington with five FkHrida representatives who are 
supporting the tuition hiltes. 

**Rep. Andy Ireland said to me, *lt*s my impressioii that 
if I walked on any campus and asked the students their 
feelings about the situation, 80% of then would shrug their 
shoulders'/* said Meenan, who appealed to students to 
rally againt the increase. "One of Congressman Fuqua's 
assistants told me that the problem we were disaissins was 
'miniscule'." 

To help negate this assumption, the United States 
Student Association has declared April 23 National Studoit 
Action Day. For 10 minutes during the day students are 
asked to write letters to their cootresaon representatives or 
senators saying they do not want the tukion hake. 

"Students have always played a critical role in moving 
society forvi^ard and it's time that we took that 



responsibility again," said Terry Farley. Soathem Studm 
Activiit Network member, wlio orpMiied the rally.

Florida A&M University student government president. 

Under this proposed tuition hike, expenses for each 
student will increase approximately 137« per semester for 
the 81-82 school year and 27% for the 82-83 year. This 
means 20% of the FSU student body may not be here next 
fall, according to Brad Ranson of the CAUSE Committee. 

"Who are you people walking by? Must be tourists," 
said Lohman, from the Florida Clearinghouse for 
Criminal Justice. "If you're students, you should be 
concerned about the increase — you should take action 
before it's too late." 
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the same amount in total fees, but no increase in athletic 
fees would be allowed without prior a|>proval from the 
university's student fovemment or student body. 

The bill would authorize snudl increases in the student 
Activities and Services fees, from the current $4.04 up to 
$4.44 per semester hour. It would also increase the General 
Student Aid fee from $.62 to $1.11 per each undergraduate 
hour, and from $.62 to $.74 for each graduate hour. 

In addition the biU would place a $25 maximum on the 
amount a university could charge studentsfm* health fees.

Finally, the bill would also clarify the fee establishing md 
collecting authority of the Lepslature, the ,BOR, and 
individual univqsities. Under current law, the BOR must 
present a structure for approval every year. If the bill 
passes, the existing structure would stand until altered by 
the L^i^ure. 

The InU is currently in its cfa^ form, and could be 
altered before presentation to the legislature. Richard 
Huelet, BOR duectw of student affabs, said that he did 
not expect any substantial changes to be made in the bill.

Questioned by members of the House 
Governmental Operations Committee, 
Chiles, D-Fla., said it was never the 
intention that Washington provide blanket 
funding of a large portion of the states' 
individual education budgets. 

"It was a desire to try to take care of the 
disadvantaged and handicapped," he said. 

Congress is considering removing the 
strings on much federal funding by 
switching from restrictive **categorical" 
grants to 'block" grants Umited only to 
General Areas.

Rep. Larry Hawkins, D-Miami, also saw 
the amendment as an attack on public 
employee bargaining rights. 

**Their rights are very simple — they 
can't strike. Now you're taking away their 
other rights." 

Tornillo said the issue went far beyond 
protecting retirement programs. 

"The real intent is to emasculate the 
collective bargaining law, to restrict public 
employee bargaining to wages and hours. 
Future Legislatures will be under 
tremendous pressure from management to 
do that. 

"We're going to mobilize, and fight it aU 
the way," Tornillo continued. 

The proposed amendment now goes to 
the House Appropriations committee.

Last year, with a seasoned secondary, defensive line 

and linebacker duo, Bowdcn's defense gave up a 

x nny-pinching nine points per game, the best in the nation, 

and finished the season ranked as the nation's second best 

team in total defense. 

"Right now our secondary is mainly in question, then 

our offensive line, and then our linebackers. Those spots 

are more open than anything else and somebody better get 

to work to show that he can play football," said Bowden. 

Those with the best claim to their respective territories in 

the secondary, in Bowden*s eyes, are cornerbacks James 

Harris, senior; and Harvey Clayton, junior. Returning 

starters on the defensive line are Garry Futch, a senior 

tackle; and Jarvis Coursey, a senior defensive end. Ron 

Hester stands as the only sure candidate at one of the 

linebacker spots. 

Although the Seminole offense feels the same experience 
dilemma the defense does, they are nothing short of loaded 
with talent.

Do so many great running backs pose a problem? 

"I hope not. but it could." said Bowden. 
"This type problem can lead to a plaver quitting or 
Kciiing mad rhat he's not playing enough, "said Bowden. 
**But the injury rate for the running back position issohigh, 
that vou need a lot of good running backs. 

"Why af the open of the spring we had four running 
backs at both the tailback and full back position and today 
we only have iwc totally," said Bowden. 

Relying on the pass to puncture opposing defenses two 
years ago, and then moving to a more balanced offensive 



attack last year, the Semindcs seem to be favor. i.^ he run 
for obtaining most of their fortunes next year. 

But mentor Bowden says much differently. 

"We w ill not move to strictly a running game because 
that's not our style. Our style is to have a balanced attack, 
running and passing, and we will just stick to whatever is 
hot or working at that moment in a game. 

Whenever the Seminoles go in the air next year they will 
have ample retrievers as well as tossers. 

Fronlrunners at the wide-out positions are Hardis 
Johnson and Dennis McKinnon. Johnson, a junior, leads 
all current Seminole receivers in total catches while 
McKinnon averages the most yards per grab. 

Holding down the field marshall position is returning 
starter Rick Stockstill.

They do their lobbying 
with a song and dance

Yesterday, something unusual happened. 

In the Adams Street Park, where people usually sun on 
their lunch break, 6 people were dancing to Jacques Brel. 

To anyone who didn't know that yesterday was Arts Day 
at the Florida Legislature, it might have been a strange 
sight: 3 women and 3 men, with unmatched clothes, ballet 
dancing to music (with lyrics), and wearing dirt streaks 
across their legs from dancing on the brick street. Some of 
them were barefoot, the others v^ore open leather sandals. 
And they were tireless. 

Not only were the members of the Gainesville Civic 
Ballet tiretess dancers, but tireless lobbyists too. They 
performed for dose to an hour, and as they danced, they 
were sending a message loud and clear to the Florida 
L^tslature: Don't cut the arts!

He moved 
to Tallahassee, where the 
cost of livinp is somewhat 
lower than m his home 
state, but wiihm six months 
boredom and financial 
ditficulfies forced him back 
into (he job market. 

triable to find work, 
Wcimore applied for a public works job under the 
Comprehensive Fmpioyment Training Act, a federal 
program that gives local governments money to provide 
jobs and training for both the temporarily and the 
chronically unemployed. 

liecause of the federal CETA money, a local agency was 
able to hire Wetmore to supervise a survey of Tallahassee 
housing conditions. In the course of that job, Wetmore 
gained some valuable experience, he says, and a dozen or so 
young unskilled laborers learned how to handle clerical, 
secretarial and survey work. 

But that's all over, now. President Reagan, eager to cut 
the federal budget, slashed CETA's funding, and some of 
the agency's programs are slowly dying. For some people, 
like Wetmore and the workers he supervised, CETA is 
already dead: the share of money slotted for their CETA 
division has already run out, and he is out of work again. 

In all, those cuts amount to about $1 billion — roughly 
half of the $1 .89 billion originally slated to provide 300,000 
jobs according to Dan Fuqua, of the Atlanta regional office 
of the Department of Labor. The money left over will pay 
for the phasing out of two programs designed to help the 
unemployable and those thrown out of work by the 
recession, Fuqua said. Other aspects of CETA, like the 
summer youth employment program and payments to 
businesses to hire and train the unemployable, remain 
intact, he said. 

Wetmore thinks the cuts were a mistake. 

"You're leaving young people without any source of 
experience so they can go out in the job market and 
compete," he says. 

**The program had its problems, and needed revision and 
closer oversight, but on the whole I think we're going to 
lose more not having the program," Wetmore said. 

To Henr\ Savior, chairperson of the state Republican 
party, the CETA cuts come none too soon. Providing jobs 
and training for the unemployed — even the chronically 
unemployable — is the responsibility of the private sector. 
Say lor said. 

••CETA is a Democrat program invented to make 
goveniment jobs for the unemployed," Saylor said. **At 
best these are temporary jobs. The Reagan economic 
program will get people permanent jobs by expanding the 
business community. These people will consequently be 
doing more prochictive work and receiving better pay . ** 

Since its inception, CETA has frequently been criticuEed 
by federal budget cutters. They claimed local governments

abused the program, using 
CETA funds to pay for the 
deadend jobs — custodial 
work, street-cleaning chores 
and the like — rather than 
training workers to manage 
on their own. 

According to Jean 
Kimball, Tallahassee's 
CETA coordinator, that 
wasn't a problem here. 
Although as many as four 
local CETA workers were 
placed in public works 
maintenance jobs, Kimball 
said, most worked for city or county agencies as clerks, 
secretaries, or technicians. 

"It really was a blow to find out the program was 
discontinued," she said. •*Wc were trying to lay a good 
framework for this year to use as a precedent in years to 
come. We really didn't expect the program to be cut." 

To try to ease that blow, the Tallahassee City 
Conunission authorized CETA coOTdinatm to try and 
place as many clients as possible in public and private jobs 
locally. Private employers have responded well, according 
to city employee relations director Lynne Bricum, as have 
employers in city and county government. 

Gloria Hall, Tallahassee's personnel of Acer, said her 
agency still has just over 90 CETA workers on its rolls, all 
of them in the division designed to train the chronically 
unemployed. Tuesday niglit the City Commission voted to 
provide enough money to keep nine of those workers on the 
payroll until September. Unless the rest can be placed in 
new jobs in the meantime, the program will run out of 
money next month. 

The division designed to place the cyclically unemployed 
— workers with marketable skills whose jobs have fallen 
prey to the recession — has already folded. 

Ralph Ferrell, an automotive body worker hired under 
the same program as Wetmore, fared better. Ferrell said he 
had been given notice there would be no more money to 
pay his salary after April 7, but at the last minute he said he 
was told he would be allowed to stay on as a bodyworker 
for TalTran until September. 

*'CETA was a great program," Ferrell said. "I know it 
was for me. I guarantee if 1 had been able to get on here 
permanently 1 would have found some way to go back to 
work myself. I think I could now survive. There was no way 
I could have gotten on besides CETA." 

Wetmore isn't terribly concerned for his own future — 
he's convinced that he now has sufficient experience and 
contacts to find a new job on his own. He and Kimball are 
especially concerned for the chronically unemployed CETA 
workers and the young, unskilled laborers who will never 
benefit from the program and who may be stuck in dead 
end jobs for the rest of their lives. 

**One of the criticisms Reagan has is that there are jobs 
out there going unfilled because of the CETA jobs. That's 
a little naive," Kimball said. "There is a large group of 
people who don't have the skills to get the jobs that are 
available. Those jobs are still going to be unfilled and the 
CETA people will remain unemployed. "

funding in half, or allocate the amount we ask for." said 
Stephenson. ^'There's no indication now that they would 
cut our funding, but we'll just have to wait and see — we're 
counting on the generosity of the Legislature this year." 

Secretary of Sute George Firestone is more optnnistic. 
••Our main concern is anticipating the federal cutbacks, 
and being able to meet them. Florida made approximately 
120 million in tax revenue from admissions to cultural 
events last year, and we were only allocated $1 .5 mtlfion for 
the arts. Soi we need not be apoloiietic for any requc^*' 

Firestone expects good support from the Legislatiire, and 
is confidently hopeful that Florida will improve in its 
national reputation in support of the arts. Florida is 
currently 34th in the nation in the amount spent per person 
each year on the arts. According to the Division of Cultural 
Affairs newsietter, fhrkk Arts, ••Florida wiU spend an 



average of 23.8 cents per citizen on the arts. By 
compariscm, Alaska (#1 in the nation) will spend $4.75 per 
citizen. New York (#3), $1.88; and California (#17), 45 
cents."

Labor struggle 

State labor leaders are afraid Ralph Haben's plan to amend state 
collective bargaining laws is a wolf in shea's clothing, and they may 

be right. 

The powerful House Speaker from Palmetto has proposed a 
constitutional amendment that, if passed by the Legislature and 
approved by the voters, would give the Legislature the final say so 
over just what sorts of things the public employee unions can and 
cannot collectively bargin. 

As it stands now, public employee unions cannot strike bitt can 
bargain for their members as a unit.The Tallahassee Police Benevolent 
Associittion, currently emlmnkd in a nx-month old amt«:t dispute, b 
t y pical of Florida's public employee unions. 

Haben's amendment was prompted by a ruling last February from 
the First District Court. That ruling said retirement benefits for public 
employees could not be excluded from the bargaining process. 

Habcn claims that ruling could eventually threaten the state 
retirement system, and he wants to amend the constitution to give the 
I egislaiure authority to set bargain guidelines-to tell public employee 
unions just what is and isn't up for grabs. 

Labor leaders naturally blanch at this suggestion. They feel that 
given the opportunity, the Legislature will chip away at public 
employee unions' right to bargain at all. And also quite naturally, they 
have vowed to fight the i^oposed amendment. 

But in that fight Haben has a trump card: all he has to do is 
threaten to give the full House a shot at the amendment. Labor leaders 
are even more afraid of what the conservative, anti-union House 
might spit out, and Haben knows it. 

So labor's in a bind: it doesn't want the Haben amendment for fear 
of how future Legislatures might define— and restrict— collective 
bargaining. But it also doesn't want the full House revamping the 
amendment and restricting collective bargaining even further. 

Tallahassee should understand the importance of public employee 
unions. Because of low pay and a lack of fringe benefits, our local 
police force has been savaged by low morale. And only through 
the efforts of the Police Benevolent Assodaticm and the public 
support it has received during the recent omtract dispute has the 
situation imi»'oved. 

> Haben says he merely wants to i^otect the state retirement system, 
but labor leaders say he's Uking a meat-ax approach to swatting flies. 

Either way, the House Speaker is opening up the collective 
bargaining process to serious assaults from anti-union elements in 
Florida. And if you still think pubhc employees in Florida don't need 
to bargain as one, spend scHne time talking to Tallahassee dty pcMot 
officers.

WARSAW, Poland — The government bowed to a 
farmer's sit-in yesterday and decided to renew talks on 
demands for recognition of a Rural Solidarity union. A 
Communist Party commission also approved the draft of a 
new charter under rank and fUe pressure for tamt 
democracy. 

The decision to send Unions Minister Stanislaw Ciosek 
and Deputy Agriculture Minister Adrzej Kacala to the 
north central city of Bydgoszcz for talks on the Rural 
Solidarity came after about 100 farmers seized the United 
Peasants Party headquarters in nearby Inowroclaw. 

TEL AVIV, Israel — Israeli jetfighters bombed a 
Palestinian guerrilla base in south Lebanon yesterday hours 
after troops killed two teen-age guerrillas trying to float 
across the border in a hot air balloon. 

Beirut radio said 12 people were either killed or injured in 
the raid by two Israeli planes on the Palestinian base 10 
miles inside south Lebanon.

Pulitzer panel blasts selection process 



NEW YORK — PuKtzCT Prize feature 
jurors yesterday criticized as "outrageous" 
and "unjust** the selecti<m process that 
awarded journalism's most cherished prize 
to a reporter whose winnmg story was a 
hoax. 

Washington Post reporter Janet Cooke 
was awarded the Pulitzer Prize for feature 
writing Monday, but she disclosed under 
questioning Wednesday her story about an 
8-year-old heroin addict had been 
fabricated. 

The award was then withdrawn by 
Columbia University's Pulitzer Board and 
Cooke resigned from the WoMigitm Post. 



•'We had never seen the Cooke piece," 
said film critic Judith Crist, chairperson of 
the Pulitzer Prize feature writing jury. "It 
was entered in the local reporting category. 

"After I got to New York on Tuesday 
and got a copy of the Cooke piece I was 
horrified. It had anonymous characters. I 
don't call it the New Journalism, I call it the 
Fiction.** 

Although nominated for a prize as a local 
news story, the Pulitzer Board — which 
makes the final decision on all winnen — 
judged it in the feature category. 

"I thmk we look pretty dumb," said 
Eugm Patterson, editor and president of 



the^ St. Petersburg Times mod ti 
of the Pulitzer board. 

Patterson said he had spoken against 
giving the Pulitzer to Cooke. 

"I expressed my opinion that I would not 
have assigned a reporter to cover a life and 
death story with the precondition Cooke 
accepted — namely, to refuse to give 
'information that might save the life of the 
child," he said. 

The feature jury had voted to give the 
award to Teresa Carpenter of The Village 
Voice of New York City, who ultimately 
was awarded the prize by the Pulitzer Board 
after it was withdrawn from Cooke.

Sen. Gordon urges 
students to make 
themselves heard

"It is exceptionally important that students let legislators 
know about situations affecting them/' said Sen. Jack 
Gordon. D-Miami Beach, at an anti-tuition hike rally 
yesterday on the Florida A&M campus. 

Gordon drew a round of applause from 200 spectators 
when he said, "I don't think that we should charge tuition at 
all— if any, a nominal fee." 

*This is a very inopportune time for the state to say we're 
going to increase tuition when the government is saying we 
d<Hi't care about grants' or so-called wasteful programs that 
do not affect the rich. 

"Tlw Senate pretty mocfa opposes it," Gordon said. *'But 
if you students don't say anything, you deserve what you 
get." 

FAMU student government lobbyist Rofer Hill, also 
urged stttdcau to take an active part in their futures and let 
the stwknt fovemment help them fight their cause. 

"We're bringing the student gcyvomment back to you 
because it's your govemment," said Hill. "We're bringing 
the Legislature back to you because we're the ones paying 
thdr sahtfies and they're going to work for us. " 

The proposed tuition hike wiB rme fees 36% over the 
two years. Combined with a 20% decrease in fniuicial aid. 
Hill said the possibility of FAMU's existence in the future is 
dim. • 

"Last year we stood at the steps and tatted abom how 
upset we were concerning the McDuffk case," omtinued 
Hill. "But this time we're going inside, inside where the 
decisions affecting our lives are made."

Abolish Probation andPtu^e 

"The parole conunission had done more 
than any other agency to reduce the 

credibility of criminal justice in this state, 
except possibly the federal district courts.** 
said Tom Bush, R-Ft. Lauderdale, who is 
sponsoring House bill 235, which will aboHsh 
the Parole and Probation ^itm rniisiftn and 
effectively end parole. 
This proposal is "off-the-wall," according 



to the Clearinghouse on CriminalJustice. The 
fiscal impact in increased numbers of 
prkonm alone would be $600 million. Forty 
to 50% of all releases are made through 
parole, added the clearinghouse. 

Bush says he wiU have no trouble changing 
his bill into a committee bill calling for the 
sunset in 1963 of the parole commission. This 
is part of his three-pronged plan for 
revaminng criminal justice. Bush also wants 
to end disparity in sentencing and reduce 
smtences. 

The clearinghouse is sure Bush will have a 
rough tone in the Corrections Committee, 
and the Appropriations Committee wilt 
probably yank the WB and kill it, they added. 

Abolish Iranian Students 

"We don't see why the citizens of Florida 
should have to support students from a 
nittion that has treated American citizens in 
such a shameful fashion,** said Rep. Ted 
Ewing, R- Venice. He and several other 
representatives are sponsoring House bill 
!05, which prohibits admission of Iranian 
citizens to state-supported schools. 

••This biU is not blatantly 
unconstitutional,'* said Mary Charlotte 
McCafl, lobbyist for the ACLU. ••That is not 
a strong enough description. TheSupreme 
Court toes nto fits whenever k coo^ders 
discrimination on the basis of race or 
citiicnship. You just c«i*t do that." 

Sen. Ewing expecu a tough time getting a 
his bill through the Higher Educaticm 
Conunittee. Opposkion has not <«f^ilatfd 
against the bill, but Is expected. 

"Education is not a right for foreign 
nationals," said Ewing. *'It is a privycfe.*' 
There are 1200-1300 foreign studenu at 
Florida imivcrsities and 



according to Ewing. 

Establish Scient^c 
Creationism 

"The professors at FSU suffer from tunnel 
vision," said Bush. "They don't have the 
courage to look at it (scientific creationism) 
or admit they have made a mistake." 

Bush is sponsoring House bill 178 and Sen. 
Dan Jenkins, D- Jacksonville, and others are 
sponsoring Senate bill 296. They want to 
mandate that "scientific creationism," be 
given equal time in classrooms with the 
evolution theory. 

Creationism has become chic in state 
legislatures. Seventeen states this year are 
considering bills, and Arkansas has already 
passed a law. Religion has nothing to do with 
"scientific creationism," according to Bush 
and Jenkins. Scientists, the ACLU and 
teachers' groups tend to disagree. They 
maintain it violates separation of church and 
state, and are challenging the Arkansas 
law. 

Florida's bill will have a tough time getting 
out of the Senate Education Committee. Sen. 
Frank is not wild about it, according to 
Jenkins. Bush is not confident, either. 

Establish non-resident 
Tuition K12 

There are 10,000 foreign non-resident 
students in Florida schools costing taxpayers 
$12-20 miffion a year, according to Rep. Fran 
'Carlton, D-Orlando, who is trying to 
cstMish tokipB for all non-resident students 
attending kindeixarten through 12th grade in

Part drama, part documentary, part 
tribute, producer David Wolper*s This is 
Elvis is both an absorbing piece of pop 
culture and an amusing, even silly salute to 
the departed **King" of Rock and Roll. 

Filmmakers Andrew Solt and Malcolm 
Leo have done a considerabte bit of legwork 
collecting and splicing numerous filmed 
fragments of Presley's career. Clips from 
Elvis films (Love Me Tender to Elvis on 
Tour), TV appearances (Milton Berle, the 
infamous waist up* 'sequence from The Ed 
Sullivan Show) as wcH as "never before seen" 
home movies, comprise thebulkof 77t^tf£/vtf 
and give it its spark. 



Most entertaining are those TV scenes 
from the late 50s and early iSOs when Elvis, 
yet to heed the Army's cafl-up, swivcled his 
hips with wicked abandon and caused a 
reactionary stir from coast to coast. 

News footage of illiterate white southerners 
and irate northern mayors denouncing hits 
like "Hounddog" and "That's AU Right" as 
"nigger music" and "explosive rock rhythm. 
. .that we don't want going off in our city," 
draw expected guffaws. And films of the 
young Elvis, loose and energetic, setting off 
that explosion before screaming fans — 
many of them female, which disturbs at least 
one boyfriend interviewed after a raucous 
show — capture the raw vibrancy of the 
period. 

Untortunately, only a third or so of This is 
Elvis is devoted to its subject's early years. 
As Elvis begins his long, slow fade into 
paunch and pills, the film turns sadly comic, 
like a rock and roll Tales from the Crypt. 

As the disembodied voice of Elvis speaks 
(with a curious, Roseann Roseannadanna lilt) 
describing the action from beyond the grave, 
the insipid narration makes it difficult to 



accept that the words "are Elvis' own" as thei 
promo packet takes great pains to emphasize. 

There's a great, unintentionally funny 
sequence where the lO-year-oid Elvis (Paul 
Boensch III) follows his black friend across 
the tracks to the poor side of Tupelo, 
Mississippi. There they amble up to a porch 
of a shack where an old black bangs his 
guitar and mumbles the blues. "It was the 
first tahm I evah hearda the blooze," the 
posthumous voice comments. "It changed 
mahlifeforevah." 

That's topped much later when, as bonus 
footage of the middle-aged Elvis, guzzling 
booze and making groupie jokes in the back 
of a limo, the ghostly narrator wished "Had I 
known what wuz ahhapanin' tah me, mebbe 
ah cou Ida changed." 

As the end draws near, we see Elvis 
"partake of is onlv pleasure," practicing 
martial arts with his bodyguards to the tune 
of "Kung Fu Fighting," a sequence that 
completes the shift from pathetic to bathetic. 

When Elvis mounts the stage "just six 
weeks before his death" he can barely make 
it through a song, forgetting lyrics, making 
the lapses into tearful jokes that his faithful 
audiences cherish. As images of the youthful 
Elvis flicker across the screen, we hear the 
now-bloated relic warble through "My 
Way" Heart-strings snap taut, tears well up 
and floodgates are opened. 

As a caravan of limos swing into a 
graveyard. Elvis ascends to the pearly gates 
to the tune of "The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic." 

Truly, Elvis proved like no other, it's the 
singer, not the song. The legend dies but the 
legend lives on, despite bodyguards' 
exclusives to the Enquirer, despite the 
mediocrity that marred his career, despite the 
type of pop graverobbing that follows the 
death of any cultural idol. 

In the end, Elvis' iconic status was all that 
really mattered, and This is Elvis affirms that

This is Elvis: 1974. Eight thousand 
southern types mill about in the 7,500 seat 
Macon, Georgia Coliseum. They're waiting 
for the king, having weathered the feeble 
humor of a fourth-rate comic and the 
sombulent sounds of a club-circuit R&B 
outfit. But there's still a bu// in the air when 
the house lights go down again and the first, 
faint rumblings of Strauss' "Thus Spake 
Zarathustra" filter out over the mob. Lights 
flash wildly, a drum roll leads into a fanfare 
of horns and, finally, he appears. A bloated 
Elvis. Bedecked in a flowing sparkling robe 
and embarassingly light white pants, he 
walks slowly to center stage, turns, faces the 
audience, head bowed and arms reaching 
heavenward. A scantily dressed woman 
rushes on stage and removes his cape as a 
bright spotlight focuses on his chalk-white 
face. Immediately the band segues into 
**Burning Love." 

A wretched sight, really. A traveling freak 
show featuring an aging myth/man, ail 
conceived in La^ \ etza^ to sell in Macon and 



Montgomery and Mobile. 

Bui shed few tears for the folks vsho 
forked out big bucks to witness the spectacle. 
They got what they wanted. The King came 
through. Even though his once resonant 
voice sounded like a Buick backfiring and his 
famous hips looked in serious need of a lube 
job, it was still Elvis. And in Macon, 
Georgia, even as late as 1974, that's all that 
mattered. 

This is Ehris: 1968. A pencil-thin woman of 
76 drags an It -year-old up to the ticket 
window of a small-town theatre.

Theatre: ''Bus Stop'' gathers applause,.,p. 10

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Screams galore abound as 
the modern classic of 
horror, George A. 
Romero's Night of the 
I iving Dead, comes into 
f ull gory view. 

Made in 1968 on a slim 
budget by a talented group 
of Pittsburgh -based 
amateurs, Night is perhaps 
the quintessential Z-grade 
horror flick. Unlike so 
many other hackneyed low- 
budget opuses. Night, 
despite certain technical 
shortcomings, remains truly 
terrifying. The film's 
look — raw and unpolished, 
shot in grainy black-and- 
white — IS typical of low- 
budget horror films of the 
60s, but this dismal visual 
style aids and abets Night's 
horror. 

The inspiration for 
Romero's .V/^/i/ wa.s 
Richard Matheson's chilling 
novel, / Am Legend, and its 
1964 film version. The Last 
Man on Earth. The plot, 
such as it is, concerns a 
group of strangers trapped 
in a desolate farmhouse, 
attempting to defend 
themselves against a group 
of cannibalistic zombies, 
seemingly against all odds. 
Night's tension is derived 
from IxMh the ever-pieaent 
threat of the zombies, 
waiting outside the 
farmhouse, and the 
interactions of the trapped 
quintet inside — surprisingly 
well-played by a group of 
unknowns— as they attempt 
to make their way to safety. 

Night of the Living Dead 
is questionably director 
Romero's finest film to 
date.

Bus Slop became a movie 
in 1956. Josh I.ogan 
directed It, Marilyn Monroe 
starred in it. And what a 
mov ic it was. 

Four passengers and one 
bus driver get stranded 
overnight in a "slreetcorner 
restaurant in a small town 
about 30 miles west of 
Kansas City" because of a 

bli/zard. The action centers around, Cherie (Nancy 
Williams), a singer in a night club, and Bo (Marlon Hecht), 
the cowboy who is determined to marry her and take her off 

to his farm in Montana, all because of a night of **being 

familiar" with her. 

Bo's best friend is Virgil (Doug McHugh), an older 
cowboy with better instincts and much better sense. The 
restaurant has two waitresses, Grace (Karin Ray), "a 
seasoned character in her thirties or forties" and Elma 
(Elizabeth Swackhamer), a romantic "big-eyed girl still in 
high school." 

Carl (Clark LaGrange) is the bus driver, and Will (Le 
Wilhelm), the sheriff occassionally called upon to keep the 
peace between the reluctant Cherie and the overzealous Bo. 

And there is Dr. Lyman (Jay Barnhill), a disillusioned, 
well-intentioned lech of a guy, harmless but quite mislead. 

The only thing wrong with making a play into a great 
movie is that the movie characters tend to become fixed in 
the minds of a mass audience: every lime they read orseethe 
play, us a play, they people it with the screen characters. 
That might not be so bad if the actors in the movie were 
mediocre, but when one of the actors is Marilyn Monroe, it 
becomes difficult ever thereafter to see anyone else as 
Cherie, the Blue Dragon night club chanteuse. 

Nancy Williams was wise to avoid a Monroesque

characterization of Cherie in the Studio Theatre 
production. She succeeds in making Cherie very much her 
own, and a believable character too. Unfortunately, the 
Cherie that Williams portrays is not the Cherie that Inge 
wrote. Williams is a much too smart Cherie, and comes 
across stronger than she should but, her characterization is 
successful on its own merit. She acts well, and doesn't 
overplay, as do many student actresses. 

Marlon Hecht is doltish as Bo. He constantly mugs for 
the audience, rather than acting the misled cowboy that 
Inge intended. 

Jay Barnhill is superb as the professor, full of the 
hammish inflections and mannerisms he should have. He's 
especially good in his balcony scene with Elma: here he 
exudes the lost, romantic, shghtly lecherous quahty of the 
typical over-read prof. 

Doug McHugh 's Virgil Blessing is certainly the best 
performance of the show. He's consistently full of the 
characteristic mannerisms of the old cowboy, and is perfect 
as the older, wiser man who plays mentor to the 
obstreperous Bo. 

All told, this is a tough play to stage well, and Studio did 
a fairly good job. The performance is enjoyable, and the 
only real detraction is the hint of what could have been had 
the actors stuck more closely to what the playwright wrote. 
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What makes 
Tallahassee 
speak up?

It has been said that people know no greater fear than the 
fear of speaking in front of a large audience. Yet the same 
people who fall into catatonic seizures at the mere thought of 
giving a short introductory speech don't think twice about 
picking up the telephone, calling a radio talk show and 
speaking to thousands of people. 

Radio talk shows are supposed to be a vehicle in which to 
gain more information and listen to other people's ideas. But 
it's the rare person who calls looking for information, 
according to Jerome Stern, FSU professor of English and a 
specialist in pop culture, they'd rather give it. "In our 
culture." said Stern, '^nobody Ukes to listen. We like to 
talk." 

According to Stem, a radio talk show nils the need to fmd 
sombody that'll listen. In this case, the community is the 
listener. "And what a listener it is," said Stem, **because 
there's no interruptions and no feedback; the payoff is in 
expressing yourself."

And what do the people say >x4ien they call? "The curious 
thing about radio talk shows," said Stem, "is that when 
people call they don't really speak. They testify. There's

"Calhng in to a talk show." said Shmr a ows vcmi io 
tune in to the community. It's son ot like a Sunday night 
party, only instead of silting around a fire, you sk around a 
radio.** 

Shorr thmks that one of the motivational forces of call hu 
springs from a seething sense of helplessness at Nsuiaiunu thai 
we cannot alleviate, at least not alone. I he radio ^an prviv iJc 
that sense of power people desperately lavk b\ sciMnc as a 
podium — an electronic podium — m which ihc\ .an mhimJ 
off. You can't do much by talking to a few friends about a 
new citv charier, but masbe if v*nj talked to ihousandx of 
people in the Tallahassee area, then vou just might have an 
effect. "The talk show transcends arguments in the living 
room because >ou know there's so manv people listening 
You're given a powerful instrument when you call in. It's 
hke an instant letter to the editor." 

Shorr thinks that anger at the media itself can .au\e 
somebody to call. "Vou can't talk back to the meJia.' said 
Shorr. "You can't talk back to the L'Pl wires it sou think 
they're slanting stones, and you can't talk back to Dan 
Rather if you think he's wrong." 

Shorr feels that by calling a talk show and getting on the 
airwaves the caller is fighting the bad new^ in the icrriiory it 
came from — the media. 

The anonymity of the talk show (you don't have to give 
your name), according to Shorr, allows anybody to call 
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without fear of 
castigated personally. 

It IS an extension of an 
impersonal society, but it 

also breaks that 
impersonality, according to 
Shorr. "That's because 
vou're not just an imbiber 
on a talk show." he said. 
"You also have input. You 
can make up for the 
depersonalization of one- 
way, forced spoon-feeding 
that the media engages in.** 

Shorr sees his show as a 
forum for the exchange of 
ideas. One of the few 
liberal-progressive DJs in 
the swirl of conservative 
talk-show hosts around the 
country, Shorr likes to pick 
subjects that question 
society's values, 
government officials, and 
dogmatic views. 

One has to wonder how 
much audience input Shorr 
gets in his show considering 
that Tallahassee is one of 
the most staunchly 
conservative areas in 
Rorida. But he gets a lot of 
calb, and surprisingly, most 
people call to agree with 
SlK>rr. 

The reason for 
Speakeasy '9 success , 
•ocording to Shorr, is the 
"large alternative 
oommuaity who work for 
social change and are 
involved politically. To 
them, my ideas don't seem 
rachcal. So many things are 
breaking down in this 
country that we have to 
come up ikrith some new 
ideas. Speakeasy gives 
people the opportunity to 
do that.** 

While many talk show 
hosts conduct their on-the- 
air arguments like 
mongooses in pursuit of 
cobras, Shorr doesn't. 

**I don't believe in 
haranguing people,** said 
Shorr. "1 think being 
obnoxious on the air is not 
the way to create interest or 
controversy. It spreads bad 
vibrations. I'm a humanist 
when it comes to this. I 
don't want anybody 
hanging up the phone with 
a bad feeling.** 

Shorr frequently gets 
callers who don't know 
when to stop "testifying." 
With the serene fury of 
orators who don't know 
they've made exactly the 
same points in a speech 
delivered the day before, 
the callers go on and on. 
Shorr handles it by saying 
"thanks for calling" as 
quickly as he can. 

**If people aren't 
expressing themselves 
wcO,'* said Shorr. '^f 
they're repeating themselves 
a lot— they'll have one 
theme and they'll say it

Shorr ha^ been on the 
opposite end of a talk show 
microphone before, so he 
knows what kinds of things 
go through a caller's head 
while they're speaking "As 
a caller, you can be the star 
you've always wanted to 
be'* said Shorr, **for about 



a minute and a half." 

Shorr had called to 
disagree with the hostess 
and was surprised at how he 
reacted. "I couldn't believe 
how nervous I got just 
calling the talk show. 1 felt 
ridiculous because 1 run 
one!"

Record store struggling to stay open

With vcven successful years of business to 
ttf credit, the Co-op Record store is now in 
trouble Record sales are in a national 
decline and co-operative businesses like Co- 
op Books & Records feel the pinch of 
reduced sales especially sharply. 

"The record companies are pricing 
themselves ou! of the market," said Co-op 
Book store manager Bob Hornyak. 
"People can only be so extravagant and 
then they stop buying." 

The national economic decline is only 
one aspect of the Co-op's difficulties. 
Increasing expenses, expansions, property 
acquisitions, and management practices are 
ail bemg looked at by the Co-op Board of 
Directors as contributing factors. 

Co op Books & Records and Looking 
Forward Distributors make up Community 
Literature, Inc., a non-profit corporation. The corporation 
depends largely on volunteer workers for its labor and 
provides purchase discounts rather than wages for services 
rendered. 

Presently, the record store has accumulated debts in excess 
of $50,000. Record suppliers have frozen the Co-op's 
purchase orders, reducing the quality of the store's 
inventory, leading to reduced sales and less cash flow with 
which to pay off the outstanding debts. 

"It's a vicious circle," said bookstore co-manager 
Carmen Avila. "We need people to buy what we have so we 
will have some cash lo work i^th." 




In aiiditi<Mi to the down-fpiraUng ca^ flow, the 
coriwntion had to ateorir CKpenes from ao^^ 
warehouse property on Oaines Street and slMiwroom 
t xp rn mam in the record store. The warehouse serves as a 
resource center idiicfa various progressive organizations 
have used ftee of charge. Part of the property is rented out. 
Floor space expansions in tbt reeord store have not 
increased sales as expected. 

Sale <^ the warehouse property is an option the board of 
directors is considering, Sale of the record store is stffl 
another option, and offers have been recdved, but 
Hornyak and Avifai said that would be a last resort. 

Management practices are bdng scrutfauaed by the board 
to determine how to makenuuuigemeiit more effkamt, said 
Avila. The board meets tonifht and will discuss 
management factors in greater depth. 

The bookstore, which has been m busfaiess for ten yenrs, 
has traditionally leaned on the record store for npport. 
Ironically, the bookstore is doing better than ever, with a 
sales increase of 51% over the bttt fiscal year due ui part to 
expanded textbook sales. The co-op has over 700 members

"consumed by raw ambition"— and editors 
may have granted her a job speedily 
because of minority hinng pressures. 

He also suggested intense mwsroom 
pressure for sensational, page one material 
blinds nuuiagement to necessary caution 
and may msphe reporters to s&etcfa the 
facts. 

And, Green said, staff members who 
doubted the story from the first either kept, 
their own counsel, or saw their reservations 
dismissed as jealousy. 

A key turning point. Green said, was 
when Ms. Cooke was promised anonymity 
for her sources. 

"The jugular of journalism lay e)qx»ed— 
(he faith an editor has to place in a 
reporter," he wrote, adding later: 'This 
business of trusting reporters absolutely 
goes too far. Clearly it did in this case." 

As ombudsman, Green serves as the 
Post's internal critic. He stressed he was 
"invited" to review the Cooke-Pulitzer 
incident, and received full ctHspeniUon 
from the staff. 

However, Ms. Cooke, who resigned last 
Wednesday - two days after the Pulitzer 
was announced - refused to speak with 
Cireen. 

The review detailed how Cooke was hired 
at the Post, one of the nation's leading 
newspapers, despite phony claims on her 
job resume. It traced the development of 
the story of Jimmy, who was exposed as a 
"composite" figure, and the eventual 
collapse of the myth as the cracks in 
C ooke's background widened to shatter 
her credibility. 

In the beginning. Green said, executive 
editor Bradiec was impressed with Ms. 



Cooke's resume, whkh cfaymed she was a 
graduate of Vassar CoBefe. attended the 
Sorbonne in France and spoke several 
foreign famguates. She so fanpressed thoM 
who interviewed her. he sidd, "the usual 
check of refcrems was done in a cmory 
manner." 

'*She was a striking, smartly dressed, 
articuUite bkuck woman, piedse^ the kind 
of apidicant editors welcome, given the 
pressures to hkt minorities and woom. 
And she could write," Green said. 

Vivian Aplin-Browniee, the Post ecfitor 
for whom Ms. Cotrice imtinOy worked, said 
the young reporter "was consumed by bin 
and raw ambition." 

Aplin-Brownlee was one of the first to 
doubt the Jimmy story. Green said. 

"I never believed it, and I told K»filton 
Coleman, city editor that. In her eagerness 
to make a name she would write farther 
than the truth would allow, ' * she said . 

"When challenged on facts in other 
stories, Janet would reverse herself, but 
without dismay or consternation," Ms. 
Alpin-Brownlee told Green. 

Bob Woodward, assistant managing 
editor of the metropolitan staff who, 
along with Carl Bernstein exposed 
Watergate, told Green he was inclined to 
dismiss doubters. 

Green quoted Bradlee as saying, 
"Nobody ever came in this room and said," 
'I have doubts about the story*— before or 
after publication — and nobody said 
someone else had misgivings about the 
story." 

But reporter Courtland Milloy, who 
worked with Ms. Cooke doing follow-up 
work after the Sept. 28, 1980, publication 
of "Jimmy's World," exposed his doubts 
early on to city editor Coleman. Coleman 
told Green, "I thought part of his doubting 
must be jealousy.'

Slashing CETA 

President Reagan spends a lot of time telling Americans how happy 
we're all going to be when his supply-side, budget-slashing economic 
policies revltldm our faltering economy. What he doesn't talk much 
about ire the real-life effects many of his polides wiU h^ve 
immediately, and the people who will be af fected. 

Conndcr the president's cuts In CETA, a program designed to 
provide jobs and training for people, most <^ them young, who would 
otherwise be docHhed to spend the rest of their lives in boring, dead- 
end jobs. 

CETA takes these people and makes them part of the system. At its 
best, the program gives its clients a direction, a reason to feel good 
about themselves and their society. At last it did until the Reagan cuts. 
Specifically, those cuts have abolished a program dejfgned to employ 
persons thrust out of work by the recession, and have sharply 
ciHtaikd a program deigned to employ the unemployable. 

According to the Reagan administration, government has no place 
in the vocatkmal education busin ess. S tate party chairperson Henry 
Sayior complained last week thitt C£TA provided temporary jobs at 
best, and that if weWpped taxing businesses U> p9^ for programs like 
CETA, those businesses would be iMrosperous enough to provide the 
same jobs without government intervention. 

That looks good on the surface, but Sayior ignores the basic 
principle behind the American business system: profit. Business 
people want a supply of ready-trained workers and have consistently 
shown little interest in undertaking the training of those who, for one 
reason or another, have remained untouched by America's system of 
academic and vocational training. An expanded business community 
may well create more jobs, but the people C^TA helps wiU slUl be 
fiozen out, unable to find productive jobs. 

Eurt h er m ore, many CETA trainees end iq|> on the payrolls of local 
oommimhy action Organizations that, withoitt those govemment- 
si^Midized workers, might be um^ to protect tenants from 
unscrupulous landlords, or provide low cost legal advice, or lend a 
helping hand in hard times. 

CETA has its problems, to be sure. In many communities CETA 
workers have been used to do the same kind of meaningless service 
jobs — garbage collection and the like — from which CETA was 
designed to liberate them. But you don't scrap an entire program just 
because of instances of abuse. You seek out that abuse and end it. You 
make sme a program provides the service it was mtended to provide. 

Reagan probably believe s the myths he pleaches. But he finis to 
realize that programs like CETA provide a safety-net we can 111- 
•ffoid to do wkhovt. We auQT save tooK money mki^ 
not peraonaiiy fed die CETA cuts, but wMiout programs tOoe CETA, 
we're all a little worse off in the long run.

For every action there is a reaction, the physicists 
say. That physical law seems also to apply to 
politics. Richard Nixon occasionally took time out 
from spying and denying to throw a curse or two at 
the Students for a Democratic Society, the Black 
Panthers, \ht Weathermen, and the rest of that 
merry crew. 

Now Ronald Reagan is in the driver's seat, blithely 
slashing social programs, building bombs, and 
shopping around down in Central America for a 
good second-hand war. But someday soon, Reagan 
may look up from a handful of fresh-picked jelly 
beans and get the shock of his life. Those damo 
students are at it again. 

To the north and west, Reagan is going to have to 
deal with the Progressive Students Union, a 
coalition of student activists groups reaching from 
California to New York, dealing with issues from 
abortion to tuition. In the south, home and 
heartland of such right-wing stalwarts as Strom 
Thurmond (South Carolina), Jerimiah Denton 
(Alabama), and Florida's own Jim **Hang-'em- 
high" Smith, Reagan may just be surprised to find 
his blueprint for the New American Way challenged 
by an uncharacteristically unconservative group of 
southern students — the Southern Students Activist 
Network.

At 
Miami-Dade, SSAN is trying to educate the local 
community to increasing violence against blacks 
and minorities. In Tallahassee, SSAN has alread\ 
begun providing the grass-roots organization for a 
growing anti-tuition increase movemeni 
Tallahassee SSAN has a special role in that battle if 
the tuition increase appears likely to pass, SSAN 
organizers throughout all of Florida could be called 
on to help organize a large-scale demonstration, 
probably here in town. Ultimately, SSAN ma> just 
save you hundreds of dollars in tuition money 

This kind of activist network is an idea whose 
time has most definitely come. It will provide a 
voice for all those people who fed that the military 
and financial shenanigans of Reagan and the Ncv» 
Right are not quite as necessary as they would have 
us believe. SSAN wiU provide a home for people - 
all kinds of people — who have grown tired of 
talking about how bad things are but not kno^^ing 
what to do about it.

This 
CCXJRT highly commends the instructor lor his personal monitoring of the examination and the 
reporting of this Incident in the proper mamwr to the appropriaie authorities, h should be noted ai 
this time that this COURT will look with a more favorable eye on those instructors who proctor their 
own tests rather than require the students to both take an examination and monitor their fellow 
classmates While it is a student's duty under the University Honor System to report all violations 
they witness, this COURT believes it is first and foremost the responsiblity of the Faculty lo create 
examination conditions that make it difficult for those few dishoriest Students who do cheat, to do so

The long-running debate is not over. The NAACP has 
rfore the state Supreme Court an appeal to block busing 
termination, and has filed another suit in U.S. District

It was that second action upon which tlie tenporary 
rstraining order was issued. 

The dismantling of the basing system began in March 
lafter the state Supreme Court ruled ui anti-busing ballot 
Imeasure, Proposition L, was constitutional. 

But Friday U.S. District Judge A. Wallace Tashima 
[granted the order to get the busing mechanism in openUion 
igainst the school board. 

The federal panel voted 2-1 to vacate Tashima's order 
jbui judges Arthur AUu-oon and St^hea Rdnhtttlt wrote in 
ir decision that the busing controversy was "not a inroud 
. lapter in the history ot Los Angeles. "

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Filmmaker barrages in black and white

Watching a Richard Myers film is demanding though 
pleasurable. Barraging the viewer with a tangled, shifiing 
succession of recycling scenarios, a Myers film like 
Floorshow requires both surrender to a dreamhke, muhi- 
narrative form and active participation in "decoding" the 
film's content. 

Myers is a Kent State teacher whose experimental films 
have fascinated and amused audiences at colleges and 
independent film festivals since the early 60s. Employing 
images and ideas from his dreams, autobiography, history 
— filmic and otherwise — and stark, often striking black 
and white photography, Myers' intent is to "create a 
dialectic where my images and images in the viewer's head 
clash to make a third image or idea." 

"1 hke to stack several layers of information in my 
films,** he explained to a full Diffenbaugh auditorium 
Thursday night at Florida State, where he screened his 1979 
film, Floorshow, and fielded questions about his work. 
Besides using multiple, parallel stories and a soundtrack 
that's not always representative of what's on screen, Myers 
likes to run subtitles that appear to have a life of their own 
working in a different sequence from the screen image. 

As one character in Floorshow comments, it's "a movie 
about making a goddamn movie," an 84-minute 
excursion through Myer's subconscious that includes, 
among other items: 

A "projectionist fool" who screens both the film's action 
as well as news footage and is frustrated in attempts to 
leach his abstract philosophy to two women. 

A diner where fried fish is dumped onto a placemat map 
of America and the "fool" scrambles to fit the pieces into 
the geographic jigsaw puzzle. 

William Holden Hoating dead in a swimming pool. 
Myers himself, paralyzed like a beetle on its back in the 
center of a two-lane road. 

A marvelous "nonsense sentence" sequence where 
Myers, the two women, and the fool recite cliches, non- 
sequiturs, and absurdities. 

An action packed nod to film history, with clips from 
Citizen Kane, Un Chien Andalou, Eisenstien's Odessa 
Steps sequence from Potemkin, Maya Deren's Meshes of 
the Afternoon, and a Dietrich musical . 

Of course none of this can make much sense on paper. 
And it was hard enough sometimes to follow on cdluloid. 
Evocative of mfluences mentioned by Myers — Jean 
Cocteau. Surrealism, the Montage School led by Sergei 
Eisenstein, the turbulence of the 60s — Floorshow 
represents an entire other world of film that's only rarely 
seen, even in a cinematic shrine like Moore AucKtorium. 

Coming to fifan fironi mi early career as a tlMlater, -Myers 
belongs with the school of American experiemental 
nfanniakers that ran^ from pioneers tike Deren and 
Kenneth Anger to mainstays Stan Brahkage and 
postmodern **puBks" like Beth B, and Scott B. 

Sipping on a MUler Lite at the Wine and Cheese CeUar 
following his appearance sponsored by the FSU Visiting 
Artists Prognun, Myers admitted that he doesn't much like

going to the movies. 

**My favorite films and directors were all mentioned in 
the movie. I don't even go to the movies usually. First of 
all, I resent having to pay $3.50, but also I'm usually 
disappointed with what I see," he said. 

*'I can see going to see the new Fellini maybe, because 
Fellini is a good director and that makes it interesting, 
though it may be a disappointing film. But most movies 
you don't even need to see. Like Ordinary People. I already 
know what that's like just from the previews. Tve seen 
Mary Tyler Moore, 1 know what she's like. I read the long 
Pauline Kael review in the New Yorker. Why go to the 
movie?" Myers asked. 

**And that Paul Newman thing {Ft. Apache: The Bronx), 
that's just like that thing on television, Hill Street Blues. 
You might as well sit at home and watch that. " 

Of the three commercial films he's seen this year, Myers 
said he was impressed with Marty Scorcese's Raging Bull, 
which he caught for $1 .50 in an Ohio draft house. 

**It was like sitting in your living room. People were 
drinking beer and laughing, hardly involved with the movie 
at alL The only time they stopped was when there was a 
violent scene. And after that was over, they started talking 
again," he recalled. 

Conunenting on the current so-called punk films coming 
out of New York, Myers denounced the work of the likes of 
Beth and Scott B. (hailed as the new vanguard in last 
month's Esquire) as "boring. . .90 percent hype. " 

"I did like some of Eroserhead,'* Myers confessed. 
"Thou^ it was a little slow for me. But I don't think 
Elephant Man had much of (Director David) Lynch in it at 
an."

But vfc hat about the guy wl» is on the ootiide peeping in

Asked to elaborate on Ui facinfi about not making this 
venter's waJk-on cut after imdergoing a rigorous seven- 
week tryout. and after making a semi-fhial 12-man cut, one 
disappointed and dejected walk-oil candidate was very 
vocal. And unhappy. 

Tm pissed," fumed the FSU freshman, who asked to 
remain anonymous because he planned to try out again next

The 
In/en spent the break thinking about being pan of the 
xminole football team, but when they returned, they soon 
^01 a dilterent impression. 

They lined us up and had us run the 40-yard dash one 
time." he complained. "After we were finished, they took 
the \ best times and left the rest. When we asked 'Well, 
v*hai about all that running and work?' the coach said it 
was an open class and anyone could have taken it." 

"Our program is run on the same type principles as a pro 
.amp. Our seniors are our veterans, our freshmen are called 
a)okies and the walk-ons are our free agents," explained 
Howden. "Any pro camp will stay with their veterans 
v.xause they've got them there. And you've got to give a shot 
0 your rookies because you've got money invested in them. 
It they can't do the job then you look at your free agents." 

But what happens when your average walk-on outshines 
u>ur collegiate senior and hot new high school recruit? 

"I'm always hoping that will happen but I can't afford 
!t, " he said. "You just can^t afford to have a $100,000 per 
scar athlete sitting on the bench, you got to get your money 
out ot him. 

"1 have the most respect for the walk-ons who are on my 
team. I think they represent the true American spirit and 
sportsmanship of the game, because there is no doubt in my 
mmd that they truly want to play, 

"Walk-ons must remember that they are taking a lot of 
risks when they come out, besides (the risk oO not making 
it," said Bowden, who lets his coaching staff handle walk- 
ons. "They also stand the risk of getting injured and we pay 
for that voluntarily. But the thing is that he wants to take 

those chances, because we don't ask him to come out." 

• • • 

But not even an obvious big heart can get you very far 
^^hile trying to walk-on the Seminole basketball team, 
^alk-ons have two chances: slim and none. 

"In basketball we only have a 12-man squad, which 
makes every person very valuable. But in football you can 
have 50 guys dress out and use only about 30, so there is 
room to walk on past a scholarship player," explained 
former assistant coach Jim Towey, who is giving up his post 
•ogo to graduate school. 

"So if we had a walk-on on our roster he would be the 
equivalent of about 10 football walk-ons," said Towey, 
"Also he would definitely have to beat out one of our 12 
scholarship players." 

^^^'^pite that less than hopeful prognosis, the Seminoles 
have had walk-ons make the team in the past couple of 
years. 

After injuries to potent guard Mickey Dillard and steady 
-^Mng forward James Bozeman, who got hurt just before 
|He '78-79 and '79-80 seasons, respectively, the Seminole 
*»*sk«ball team was forced to seek help from the walk-on

Giving a fair warning to aO interested walk 
Towey sees one's chanoet of nMkii^ tiK M 
than lean. Or extinct. 

"Next year it will be nearly impossible to walk on unless 
we find someone with exceptional talents. We are filled 
with a lot of players who can play and theve won*t be any 
room for a walk-on.** 

But where does that leave the expected average crowd of 
30 walk ons who might have something that FSU needs but 
who are just a bit shy of Thompson's abilities? 

"There will be a lot of walk-ons out there with a lot of 
raw talents that are not polished with fundamentals. Our 
guys are talented and are fundamentally sound ans walk- 
ons generally aren't," Towey said. "We don't have the 
time to ^xnd to dcvdop them . " 

• a • 

While walking on the Seminole Football team 
depends mainly on getting your toes through the door by 
knowing someone inside, and sneaking onto the basketball 
team is virtually impossible, baseball counts the walk-ons. 

"I don't care where the guy comes from as long as he can 
run. We can make him into a hitler," said Seminole 
baseball coach Mike Martin. 

The baseball team, out of all three depanments, has the 
largest walk-on success rate. While playing West Florida 
last week on Seminole Field Martin's 32 man rooster had 14 
walk-ons listed. And four of the starting nine came to FSU 
without one promised dime. 

**If I have a guy who is a walk-on and he plays better 
than any starter, I'll put him in," said Martin, "i want 
competition at every position and I don't care who wins 
out. If a walk-on beats out a scholarship player I don't look 
at it as money wasted 1 look at it as my misuke in 
recruiting." 

Even though Martin has a noticeable percentage of walk- 
on players who have earned scholarships now, they all 
didn't feel assured of their standings. 

"When you are a walk-on you never know where you 
stand," explained former walk-on and present starting 
pitcher Ken Fischer." You've got to keep proving yourself 
all the time. But scholarship players know that they are 
going to play because the program has money in them." 

Asked why he thought his team has such a high 
percentage of walk-ons, Martin replied: 

"We are much different from football. If a guy catches 
the football, he has to run the ball all by himself and no one 
can help him. So you've got to get the right kind of guy to 
catch it. But if (Mark) Lacy, who is not that fast, gets a hit, 
I can put any fast walk-on in for him to run." 

And Martin's free-lance philosophy for choosing walk- 
ons has its finest example in outfielder Mike Fuentes. 
Fuentes, who was initially cut from the squad three years 
ago, was recognized for his record setting time of 9.7 in 
FSU's intramurals 100-yard dash. Getting a second chance 
to prove himself, Fuentes went on to lead the dub in 
homers last year, and is presently leading the chib this year 
as well as tying the NCAA career homerun mark. 

*'When you are a walk-on you ahvays feel that you've got 
to prove yourself and that you don't really bdong," he 
said. "Also you don't play thitt much and only get m when 
someone gets hurt or if we're beating someone badly." 

Fuentes, who played in only eight games as a freshman 
and then went on to start in every game as a sophomore, 
was still classified as a walk-on. And didn't have a 
scholarship. 

"1 felt that 1 would have gotten one that next year for 
sure, as long as they didn't sign a high school recruk," he 

said. 

Asked if he would have quit if he wasn't offered a 
scholarship. Fuentes aihnitted, "No one has ever asked me 
that before. 1 wouW haveqiat." 

Fortunately for the Seminoles, Fuentes was offered a 
scholarship and his exampte has made believers out of 
many walk-on hopefuls. 

"I think that 1 should have made the team after last 
walk-on trials," said Billy Gates, who was cut. "But I'm 
going out again next year because you got to keep the faith. 
And when you sec a guy like Fuentes, you can't help but , 
keep the faith "

Warring faculty groups 
prepare for May vote

Faculty at Florida State and the University of Florida will 
decide next month whether they want to remain in the United 
Faculty of Florida (UFF), a union which represents more 
than 6000 instructors from Florida's nine umversities. 

Petitions signed by 30^ of each univeraty were filed in 
February callii^ for a vote to "opt out" of the collective 
bargaining unit. On April 7, the Public Employee Rdations 
Commission ordered a vote at the University of Florida. The 
elections will probably be scheduled in mid-May, according 
to UFF and PERC officials. 

UFF has challenged the vote potion from FSU on several 
issues, including constitutional grounds, but expects those 
challenges, excepting the constitutional questions which must 
be settled in court, to be cleared away in time for a vo^ in 
late May. 

The election must be held before June 3 1 , when the current 
state university system faculty contract expires. 

*'We consider this (the opt out movement) to be on^ an 
initant," said Carl Bredahl, UFF state vice jMresident and 
head of UFs campaign against opt out. "We can handte it. 
We have done a good job. 

"The principle behind this move, that you can carve up a 
bargaining unit, we and the AFT (AnMricim Federation of 
Teachers) consider a very serious threat to collective 
bargaining everywhere." 

UFF stresses that FSU and UF faculty cannot afford to go 
unrepresented in the Legishiture and Board of Regmts as 
federal and state funds become scarce, and as political power 
moves southward in Florida, and consequoi^ towards the 
union position. 

"UFF is not perfect," sakl Manuel Shargd, new jMresident 
of FSU's UFF chapter. "We have macte a Icrt of mistakes, 
buttheamwer is not to get rkl the union, and thus have no 
voice. The answer is to j oin the union and influence it. ' ' 

Eugene KaeUn, an FSU i^osqpfay professor, and others 
are tired of the union, winch diey say has treated FSU and 
the big universities in the system unfairly. Ki^ argues that 
the Legislature is antiHinkm, and that FSU woold <to better if

Education SecreUury Terrd H. Bell, who 
announced the agreement, hat said he thinks 
it is time for the government to move away 
from a pattern of tteeatenuig states with loss 
of federal money as a means of prompting 
desired action. 

'*The agreement reached with Florida 
symbolizes a spirit of cooperation and good 
faith between state and federal officials,** 
Bell said. "Florida has worked out the 
additional steps it will take to provide equal 
educational opportunities for all its citizens." 

Civil rights groups warned during the 
presidential campaign that if Ronald Reagan 
was elected, the government would be less 
zealous in pursuing states charged with racnd 
discrimination. 

But an education department spokesman 
said it was his understanding the agreement 
with Florida satisfied all the objections raised 
by the Carter administraiton in its Jan. 15 
letter to state officials. 

The crux of the agreement involves specific 
actions aimed at strengthening Florida A&M 
University, the state's only traditionally 
black college. They include putting new 
programs at the school that will hopefully

Turlington: Early 
criticism unfounded

One would have thought Education Commissioner Ralph 
Turlington would have been happy about the kind words 
from federal officials yesterday on Florida's efforts to fiilly 
desegregate its colleges and universities. 

He wasn't particularly pleased, saying criticism of the state 
made by the Carter Administration shortly before it left 
office earlier this year was completely off base. 

"We should never have received a letter m the &it pteoe," 
said Turlington. 

Carter administration officials contended there was more 
segregation in higher education in Florida than before the 
current desegregation effort began. 

*The letter included false material. It was inaccurate and 
had unfair insinuations that Florida is operating a dual 
system. The mistake was when they sent us the letter," 
Turlington said. 

Education Secretary Terrel H. Bell announced in 
Washington earlier yesterday the current administration was 
accepting Florida's plan and the progress achieved so far 
toward carrying it out. Bell said the Carter administration's 
threat to sue Florida if greater desegregation progress was 
not achieved has been lifted. 

Bell said his Office of Civil Rights will continue to monitor 
Florida, watching specifically for actions to strengthen 
Florida University, the state's only traditionally black 
college. 

The U.S. Education Department is under orders from a 
Washington federal judge to fully intergrate higher 
education systems throughout the country. The order 
resulted from a lawsuit filed in U^c early 1970s by the 
NAACP's Legal Defense Fund. 

The department has asked nine other southern and border 
states to submit acceptable plans or face court suits and the 
loss of millions of dollars in federal aid. 

"We're not afraid of a lawsuit and we're not sitting here 
terrified that somebody is going to withhold money from us 
because we're operating a dual system, because we're not 
Operating a dual system," Turlington said. 

One of the major goals in the desegregation plan was to get 
the percentage of black students making up total first-time 
enrollment in the colleges and universities comparable to 
tfinr pToentage io the previous June's statewide high school 
gradiMtion totals. 

•*Our int e i tti o n it to have a program in which we dcn*t

A measure intended to alter Florida's 
death penalty law died yesterday before 
even getting out of subcommittee. 

The criminal code subcommittee of ihe 
House Criminal Justice Committee voted 
down the bill, which was sponsored by 
Miami Democrat Rep. Bill Sadowski. 

Sadowski's proposal was a three-pronged 
revamping of the capital punishment 
sentencing process. It would have revised 
current law by requiring the unanimous 
vote of a jury — rather than the present 
majority — before a death sentence could 
be imposed, and by removing a judge 
capacity to override a jury's 
recommendation of a Hfe sentence. 

The measure would also have offered a 
third alternative, life without parole, to the 
present capital-case options of a dea r 
sentence or life with parole possible after 2'' 
years. An amendment to keep the nif 
without parole option in the bill while! 
striking the rest of the bill died m thc| 
subcommittee.

The House unanimously passed and 
to the Senate yesterday a bill clearing the 
way for women exposed to the cancer 
causing drug DES lo obtain limiied mcdi^ 
insurance.

To make up the difference, student government plans to 
cut OPS (other personnel services) wi^ by 50^o from 
personnel in student activities programs, the University 
Union, and student academic programs during Summer 
Quarter, according to John Zimnick, chairperscm of the 
Student Sauce's Appropriations Committee. The wage 
cuts will save student government about $47,000, said Wes 
Noon, director of Management and Budget. The remainder 
of the ddidt, about $33^000, will come from cuts in student 
programs. 

About 200 people, mostly students, will be affected by 



the wage cuts, according to senate presidoit Keith 

Clemmons. 

The deficit is caused by a 10«7o salary increase, a $40,000 
increase in the Union utility bill, and by $594, studcm 
government is required to pay Inter-Collegiate Athletics. 

Last year, Sligcr requested athletics give student 
government $181,845 to help make up a similar deficit. The 
money came out of more than $4 million ICA received last 
year in revenues from home ticket sales, televised football 
games, and the Orange Bowl purse.

By late June, the faculty of Florida State may find themselves 
excluded from pay raises now being negotiated between the Board of 
Regents and the United Faculty of Florida. 

That will almost certainly be the case should FSU*s faculty decide to 
"opt out" of the UFF in a vote that must be taken before those 
oontracts fo into effect. FSU could negotiate individually for pay 
raises tqr wmMm ^ luttversity's coostttiition and subm^tiiig it to 
tht Ttgem fcf nmadom^ bot tlMt process would take inofetlHBi a 
year, and tliere are no giiaiwtees the regents would tlm 
the increases. 

This is only one possible ramification of a movement on campus to 
withdraw the faculty union. In March, 471 professors signed a 
petition calling for a vote to decide whether the faculty should remain 
in the UFF, the AFL-CIO affiliate representing 6000 faculty and staff 
members of Florida's nine state universities. 

A similar vote will take place at the University of Florida next 
month, where it is expected to fail. Petition drives at other state 
universities have not p r o gr ess ed even that far. Only at FSU does there 
enst a reasooable dmice oi a fiKuity opting out of UFF. If our 
professors decide tUs is what they want tbty wM probacy stand 
alone. 

An argument often heard for withifrawi is that Florida g overnm ent, 

especially the Legislature and the Board of Regents, is basically anti- 
union: that it resents union activities to such an extent that faculties 
would be better off without collective bargaining. 

Any assumption of legislative benevolence is naive at best. But it is 
true that Florida is historically anti-union. One of the reasons for that 
can be traced to the political power held by conservative North 
Florida* at the expense of the more liberal, pro-imioii soitthem 
districts. 

Some facuky meoibers believe they will be rewarded by the 
LcgislaturCifor opting oitt. As dubious as Hmt may seein it is possiMe. 
But only for one more year smoe reapportionment wOl ttHect the 
DomdnloB sliiit toward Soudi Rorida. tfie Lciislainre is expeded to 
become more amenaMe to union activity. The days of North Florida 
dominance in state politics has already reached zenith . 

Which means North Florida's largest university will no longer be 
able to depend on the parochial support on which it has come to rely 
in the past — something faculty members should consider when 
deciding whether to *'opt out*' of the union or not.

By denying us this freedom 
the state will successfully deny us the right to 
control other aspects of our lives. 

It is important to mention that not everyone 
shares the narrow reUgioiis (pinion that Hfe begiiis 
at the moment of fertilization. By defining a fetus 
as a living being entitled to the same constitutional 
rights as ever yone else, anti-dioioe forces are id)ie 
to dond the real isstie, wiiich » state control over 
women's becBes. No one is loteed to have an 
abortion. At the same time, wimcn who make thb 
choice AouU not be denied that opden. 

The nMQOcity of antl-dioioe ilentture is written 
ly men.

The questioa of abortion is one of v^o exactly is 
in control.

The Human Life Review, a right wing anti-choice 
quarterly, openly attacks the concept of individual 
rights for women.

Most 
recently. House Speaker Ralph Haben introduced a bill to 
eclipse union power, said Kaelin. Last year's salary increase 
also avoided the collective bargaining process, and the 
Legislature passed the law allowing opt out, Kaelin added. 

UFF is confident of winning the vote at UF, given that no 
organized opposition has formed against them there. FSU, 
the union admits, will be much more difficult. FSU's chapter 
of the American Association of University Professors 
mounted the original petition drive and is now issuing 
newsletters every two weeks and developing a contact 
network to support opt out. 

"We have a stiff campaign ahead of us," admitted 
Shargcl.

UFF has cause to worry if a scientific poll of 50 faculty 
members taken by the Flambeau March 2 is correct; it found 
that 50^0 of all FSU's faculty support opt out.

According to both 
sides, the union remains strong in the social sciences, social 
work, nursing, theatre, and other areas. AAUPhas gathered 
support from arts and sciences, business, and some natural 
sciences. 

Business and engineering started the opt out drive at UF 
and remain mostly in favor of the move, according to

Proposed tuition hike hooted down in committee

The Appropriirtions Bill will appear before the full Senate 
on Friday. Opponents to the tuition increase fear that the

The Senate Appropriations ( onimiitce 
yesterday approved a $9 billion budget that 
while the biggest in state history was 
described by one official as "woefully 
inadequate.** 

The panel voted 23-0 for the spending 
plan, sending it to the Senate floor for action 
Friday. 

The pressure for tax increases Senate 
President W. D. Childers and 
Appropriations Chairperson Jack Gordon 
have been banking on began almt)st 
immediately as a delegation of lobbyists met 
with Dade County senators over lunch and 
insisted on a penny increase in the sales tax. 

The budget contains S603 million less than 
recommended by Gov. Bob Graham because 
it is based on existing revenues, while the 
governor proposed a six-cent-a-gaik>n 
increase in the gas tax, plus a package of 
smaller business taxes. 

Senators have set aside none of the extra 
$100 million a year for interstate highway 
construction recommended by Graham, nor 
did they accept ha recomniendation df SlOO 
million to help replace Tampa Bay's 
Sunshine Skyway Bridge.

Florida State's nearly 500 international students and the 
more than 3000 foreign students in the State University 
System are being treated with drastic tuition increases or 
total expulsion by six bills introduced in both Houses. 

Two of those bills arc being considered today in a House 
Higher Education Subcommittee. They are considered the 
most conservative of the anti-foreign moves. 
Representative Richard Crotty, R-Orlando, who has 
traditionally supported student interests, is sponsoring a 
bill to force foreign students to pay twice tiie tuition of out- 
of-state students. 

Crotty wants to put proceeds from his measure in a trust 
fund and increase faculty salaries. 

"There is a funding shortage at UCF (University oi 
Central Florida), and they are turning away qualified 
Florida students," s»d Crotty. "This isn't a ^-even-with- 
the-lranians bill, as are some of the crthm. Local stucknts 
just shouldn't be turned away." 

The Board of Regents, American Civil Liberties Union, 
Florida S^idait Association, and Umted Faculty Florichi 
all feel that the anti-foicign ^dent bills are discrhninatory 
and unfair. 

"The Supreme Court has said you can't discriminate 
against aNens," said Mary Charlotte McCali, lobbyist for 
the ACLU. "They are justified in charging more to out-of- 
state students who do not siq^port the educgtional system 
with taxes, but there is no reascm to discriminate between 
foreign out-of-state students and the others ii4io don't pay 
educational taxes." 

Crotty's bill is not the toughest. Rep. Marilyn Evans- 
Jones, R-Mdboume, b propositi a bill today which woidd 
require foreign students to pay the fuU cost of their higher 
education. Tlie would cost Florida's approximatdy 3000 
international students an estimated $26 million, a more 
than 70% increase in cost. "My bffi certainly disoirainates 
somewhat, but if you can charge out-of-state students 
more, you can certainly charge more for out-of-country 



Getty oil closer 
to drilling in Bay

Under a bill approved by a House subcommittee 
yesterday, Getty Oil Co. could soon be drilling for gas in 
Santa Rosa County's East Bay. 

The environmental planning and permitting 
subconunittee of the House Natural Resoiuxes Comnuttee 
approved the measure, sponsored by Rep. Thomas 
Patterson, D-Pensacola, by a 4-1 vote. 

Florida law now prohibits the Department of 
Environmental Regulation from issuing permits for 
offshore drilling inside one mile of the Florida coastline. 
Patterson's bill would exempt oil and gas leases dating from 
before the offshore drilling law took effect from the law. 
Getty obtained the East Bay lease in 1970. 

Acknowleging that, since it bought its oil and gas lease 
before the law was enacted, Getty might be legally entitled 
to drill in the bay, Gov. Bob Graham and the Cabinet 
nonetheless this year denied the company a drilling permit. 
That, in effect, left the issue to the courts. 

The drilling is opposed by environmental groups and 
Santa Rosa County residents, who say it would pollute the 
relatively undeveloped bay and possibly endanger 
shell fishing. The full committee will consider the bill next 
week. 

Among bills approved by the full committee yesterday 
was one providing more money for Florida to buy 
recreational and environmentally endangered land and 
another requiring the installation of water-conserving 
plumbing in newly constructed building, beginning in 1938. 

The land acquisition bill would raise the amount of gas, 
minerals, and phosphate taxes the stale may retain in its 
land acquisition fund. It passed the committee unanimously. 

Rep. Fran Carlton. D-Oriando, told the committee the

Ewing's MD has been assigned to the House Higher 
Education Committee, which is expected to be very 
skeptical it. Members are being pressured to hear 
the bill, and probably will, according to several 
representatives . A companion has j ust been filed in the Senate 
sponsored by Sen. Y3kk Langley. The Senate Education 
Committee is also expected to oppose biO. 

Probably the most disturbing anti-forogn pr(HX)sal, 
according to many observers, is contained in bills by Rep. 
Fran Cariton, D-Orlando, and Sen. Tool Jennings, R- 
Orlando. They would establish a non-residoit tuitkm fee 
for all out-of-state students in Fl(»Kla schools.

More important, they 
object to the refusal of the dty commiisiofi 
t o put the issue to a vote. 

They call the proposed city hall a "Taj 
Mahal," a facehft measure, a of some 
nebulous estabh^uKnt boosterism. They 
would prefer the money — $78,000 per 
bureaucrat, they say — to pay for 
continuation of threatened fedteral 
programs like CETA. 

Prcsmt last night was a cross-sect«m of 
Tallahassee: fathers toting young dnklren; 
college stu^nts; radical activists; senior 
citizens who denned to become actively 
involved but who sensed something 
interesting was happening. 

Most of them had responded to «i ad m 
yesterday's Tallahassee Democrat, an ad 
placed by members of the Leon County 
Democratic party executive coBimittee. 

The executive ccmunittee became 
involved last month when it first proposed 
the referendum, acoordiBg to c^urpcrson 
Jon Ausnnan. 

The city conunission declined at its 



March 24 meeting, and the Democrats 
dedded unanimously to move on their own. 

Last night's meeting was devoted mostly 
to the mimdane, organizational aspects of 
aoiiBthig the petition drive. Volunteers 
weie doeded by democratic organizers to 
petitk>n nci^bors, the university crowd, 
sho|^)ers. 

But comodttee members, sensitive to the 
poisfln&y that potential petition signers 
migitt see thehr mvolvcmcnt as biittantly 
politiod, took pains to sidestep the issue. 
One s^gested the name of other groups 
connected with the petition drive be 
included on drive literature, another 
suggested removing the name of the 
Democratic Executive Committee 
altogether. 

And Aiisman wcm as far as to dismiss 
rumors that his own involvement might be 
part of the groundwork for a future 
political foray of his own, 4«aiiist Mayor 
Hurley Rudd next year.

positive identification. 
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Decision reversed 

Education officials say it is symlx^c of a new spirit of co<n>«^ion- 
But attorneys for the National Association for the Advancement of 
colored l^cople call it a sell-out. 

They are describing the Reagan administration's decision to accept 
Florida's plan for desegregating its system of higher education. 

The latest plan was designed by the Cabinet in 1978, but in a sternly 
worded letter sent to the Florida Secretary of Education Ralph 
Turlington in January, Carter administration Education officials 
rejected the plan. In the letter. Carter offidals said Florida's system of 
higher educatimi was more segregated now than ten years ago, when 
the state first began its desegregation effort. If the state didn't 
produce a more effective plan in 45 days. Carter officials warned, 
Florida would receive no federal education money. 

All of this did not please Florida Education Commissioner Ralph 
Turlington, who has been struggling with the desegregation issue since 
he took office. Turlington said Florida had made great strides in 
desegregating its colleges and universities, that the state desegregation 
piaa would produce evoi better results in the future, and that, simply 
put, the Caricr folks weren't ikying fair. He said the Carter report 
spread false infofniatkMW mod that he fdt comfidem the Reagan 
administration would look a Iktle more kindly on die state 
desegregation effwt. 

He was right. And though Washington education officials say steps 
have been taken to improve the plan, Turlington says it's no different 
from the one Carter officials rejected. 

All this is very interesting indeed. It reflects different approaches to 
government. Where Carter was active, threatening Florida if it didn't 
produce, Reagan prefers to * 'cooperate " — to reduce federal 
involvement in local and state matters. 

But the bottom line is this: Flcmda's system of higher education is in 
need of an effective, long range desegregation plan that will not only 
attract students of all races to its colleges and universities, but will 
retain those students as well. 

Since the NAACP first filed suit in 1969 charging Flmda's system 
of higher education with discrimination, the state had groped after a 
workable desegregation plan that would meet federal and court 
requirements. 

With yesterday's decision, the state seems to have finally made it. 

But we wonder: is that because the state had committed itself to 
desegregation, or because the folks in Washington are now more 
lenient? 

Student lottery 

It's all weU and good what they've done to the student footbidl 
tkket procedure at Florida State. By dispensing with the first-come, 
first-serve method onployed in the past, the Athletic Department cut 
out the competition that pitted studont against student for the best 
available seat. 

And through the use of a lottery system, the Athletic Department 
has added a bit of sport to the whole thing; everyone likes a game of 
chance now and then, and under the new procedure, all students, not 
just the super- diligent, get a shot at 50-yard line seats. 

So, yes: the changes are good. But they wouldn't be necessary if the 
students weren't being squeezed out of the stands in the first place. 
Check out a seating chart for Campbell Stadium sometime. Precious 
Uttle space is allotted to students. The rest ^>es to the boosters. 

Sure, the Boosters support the program with big bucks. But so do 
the students— twice, in fact: once at the gate, and again with their 
Activitaes and Service fees. 

So e^ioy the new lottery, students. It beats the old pusli-«Ml-siiove 
method. But r c m cn rti er: it shouldn't be necessary in the first place.

Bernadette Devlin McAliskey looks a bit weary 
these days. When, at 21, she became the youngest 
member of Britain's Parliament, Devlin, then 
unmarried, earned a reputation as a radical 
firebrand, a Northern Irish torch carrier who even 
enjoyed popularity among American college 
students in the late 60s. 

Settling into her mid-30s, McAliskey is no longer 
a PM, but a wife and mother. But unlike her Yank 
counterparts of a decade ago, she's both refused to 
vanish underground or exploit her past for publicity 
and profit. 

Who cares, really, if Abbie Hoffman goes to jail? 
He's managed to turn his radicalism into a business 
— books and movie deals — and the kids who were 
still toting Batman lunch boxes during the Tet 
Offensive could be heard naively hooting and 
hollering at his recent campus appearance. (I 
wonder how many of them could give a damn 
about the concerns McAliskey is promoting?) 

For her concerns, mainly the plight of hundreds of 
Northern Irish political prisoners, McAliskey was 
recently peppered with gunfire by three right-wing 
goons. Considering that, she looked pretty damn 
healthy as the screen flickered on Tomorrow Coast 
to Coast last week. 

Tom Snyder, who leans toward the banal and 
superficially chatty — the sort of boorish jerk who 
flits near the keg at parties aiid bugs guests with 
useless trivia — hardly opened his mouth during the 
15-minute segment with McAliskey. Instead of 
tempting him to lunge into the pompous sincerity 
of Geraldo Rivera or the grave, crisis-drained 
moodiness of Dan Rather, Snyder's serious subject 
held him in check, for once. 

In New York to speak on the hellish conditions 
facing prisoners held in the infamous H-Block of 
Long Kesh prison, McAliskey spoke in careful.

ddibmte tones about the assassination attempt, 
prison conditions and her long, uphill fight against 
British oppression of Northern Ireland. 

McAliskey, who declined to run for Parliamcni 
in a recent dection, talked mostly about the man 
who was elected, Bobby Sands, a prisoner held in 
H-Block on a 14-year sentence since a 1976 
conviction on a handgun possession rap. 

Sands, whose hunger strike has passed the SOth 
day, was given Last Rites last weekend. He now lies 
in a coma as riots rock Londonderry and Amnesty 
International pleads with the Tories for sanity. 

Sands has been living, as have fellow prisonen, 
"like animals ^nce 1978. . .without ckHhing. in 
their own excretia. . .protesting the refusal of the 
government to allow them to wear their own 
clothes, to write their families once a week," 
McAliskey explained. 

By supporting Sands* bid for the N. Irish seat, a 
seat he will most^ hkdy never be able to claim 
McAlisky and more than^,000 voters "have said 
that there is something desperately wrong with the 
goveiiliiieut. 

"There is nothing more stark, more simple or 
dramatic... nothing more eloquent than electing this 
political imsoner," she said. "It shows that the 
government's definitions are loo simplistic." 

With the inmiinent Royal Coupling of Prince 
Charles and Lady Di clogging as many pages in the 
UK as the space shuttle has in the United States, 
such an event threatens the cabn of a public easily 
distracted by bread and circuses. 

Since Tomorrow is a show dedicated to bread, 
circuses and tripe for insomniacs (how else do the^ 
justify Rona Barrett?) McAliskey's spot *a 
refreshing, cutting quick to the bone. Clearl) 
whether Bobby Sands lives or dies, his election ic 
ParUament exposes the dirt behind the daydreams 
of Royal spectacle.

Such is life in El Salvador. That scene of 
misery, and countless others like it, caused 
Mano Velasquez to abandon his home and 
A iith to join his fellow Salvadorans 
i.iiimg in the countryside. In October of 
last year, Velasquez brought his fight to the 
United States, as the representative of the 
Revolutionary Democratic Front, the 
joalition of rebel groups waging a civil war 
against the Salvadoran govenuBcnt. 

Velasquez went to Washington and the 
Stale Department, in hopes of stopping 
U.S. aid to the Salvadoran ruhng junta, 
and to promote peace negotiations. 
Washington has refused to meet either 
request, and Velasquez has taken his plea to 
the American people. 

' People must learn to accept that we are 
an indigenous movement, and that there is 
a need for change," Velasquez said before 
his speech at Florida State last night. '*We 
have heard the voice of Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig, we have heard the v<Mce of 
President Reagan and the £1 Salvadoran 
government. We have heard the voice of the 
oligarchy. But we feel that the voice of the 
people of El Salvador has not been heard. 
We are the voice of the El Salvadoran 
people.** 

Velasquez may be right. Milliard 
Williams, former U.S. ambassador to 
Salvador, estimated that 80^ of the 
country's population supports the FDR. 
Velasquez himself feels that estimation, if 
anything, is too low. . 

'The FDR is a broad and diverse 
coalition of people/' Velasquez said. 
'^Ninety percem of the labor unkms are 
with us, 90% of the peasantry, all the 
students, much of the ecclesuistical and 
academic community. It includes all the 
people who have struggled for political 
rights in our country." 

These people joined in a tmuor offensive 
early tys year, an offensive the Reagan 
administration has called a failure. That 
Velasquez said, is not true. The offensive 
gained support in the countryside, tested 
the strength of government forces, and 
resulted in 11 free zones in the north of the 
country, zones where the fovmment hi^ 
no control. 

The offensive was so successful, 
Velasquez said,that the FDRmade plans for 
a second offensive. But the jJ.S. began 
sending in massive military aid, and the 
rebels had to chai^ their plans. They are 
now waitii^ for stmniier, the El Salvadoran 
rainy season, to arrive. Then they begin a 
second offensive. 

In the rainy season the helicopters 
annot fly and kill the people in the 
ountryside, as they are doing now,** 
V elasquez said. 

The Reagan administration has 
attempted to justify continuing aid and 
arms shipments to Salvador's government 
^> v-harging that the rebels arc supported by 
Russia and Cuba. That, Vdasqnez said, is a 
calculated lie. 

'\^e emphatically deny receiving arms 
from Cuba, the Soviet Union. Ethiopia, 
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Mario Velasquez 

Vietnam. We have bought arms on the 
international market, we have stolen guns 
from government troops, and we have 
made our own. We knew that if we received 
arms from other countries we would be 
responsible for regionalizing our struggle. 

"Our struggle has not been created by 
Mr. Brezhnev or Mr. Castro. Our struggle 
was created by 50 years of oppression in our 
country. 

"It is the United States that is intervening 
in our country," Velasquez charged. 
**They have become the de facto 
government of our country. We want 
Central America for Central Americans,

not f<k the U.S. Marines. We are not 
the badtyaid of the U.S., nor do we waitt to 
be." 

Amman aid has supported wholesale 
slaughter of the Salvadoran peasantry, 
Velasquez said. He cited a recent incident, 
substantiated by the Miami Herald and the 
Catholic Church, in which government 
troops murdered 1,500 Salvadoran 
refugees, mostly women and children. The 
refugees where killed by machine gun fire 
from U.S. supplied Huey helicopters. 

"This is the effect that U.S. military aid 
has had in our country. The Reagan 
administration is supporting mass murder 
and genocide,'* said Velasquez. 

Americans understand very little of what 
is happening in Salvador, Velasquez said, 
because of a "press blackout," encouraged 
by the Reagan administration. European 
and South American newspapers tell a very 
different story than American papers do. In 
spite of that, American public opmion has 
begun moving against support for the 
Salvadoran government. That movement, 
Velasquez hopes, will eventually force a cut- 
off of .American aid. 

Can the rebels win. if the U.S. continues 
their support? 

*'Of course," Velasquez said. "The 
peoples' movement cannot be defeated. You 
can delay it. you can make the process 
much longer, much bloodier. But as fong as 
one of us is alive, the struggle will cotttklue, 
and victory will come.**

The AFl -CIO 
told us that if Reagan's cuts go through at the level planned, 
65,000 (acuity will lose their jobs. 

"And that's just this year*s cuts. Reagan wants to cut $4.4 
biUion next year andS6S biUion in *ai-'«4." 

Meenan and Rogoff spent all day Monday and Tuesday 
lobbying representatives and senators. "The attitude up there 
is that you have to go along with the Reagan budget,*' 
Meenan said. "They're all behind cutting the loan programs 
and grants." 

The USSA is the largest nittion wide student organization 
and is officiidly recognized by the Departmem of Education 
as the national student lobbying association. Only fotv 
schools in Florida are members of the USSA: FSU, the 
University of Central Florida, Florida Atlantic Uniymity 
and Florida International Univcristy.

HILLEI has been on campus for about 40 years, serving 
as an ennchnunt for students on social and educational 
aspects of the Jewish culture. 

"We represent the Jewish institution on campus and the 
JSU represents the Jewish students like the Black Student 
Union represents the blacks on campus," said Eva Asher, 
director for HI LLEL. 

"It was a needed alternative for Jewish awareness on social 
and political issues," said Wayne Dictor, acting president of 
JSU. 

Because the JSU missed student government's budget 
allocations for this year, they've had limited funds to 
"sponsor events. The Israel Independence Week, May 1-8, 
and an anti-Ku Klux Klan rally protesting injustices to 
minorities on May 14, are two events scheduled. 

The Run for Israel, sponsored with other Jewish 
organizations, i. tentatively scheduled for May 7. All 
proceeds will be sent to Israel for the "betterment of the 
country," according to Stein. 

There are approximately 2000-2500 Jewish students at FSU 
but only 88 are active members of JSU . 

"I'm hoping for 400 members by the end of this year," 
said Dictor. 

"We want more Jews to become aware of their culture and 
background because people should be proud of what they 
are,*' Dictor explained.

Gov. Bob Graham yesterday signed a secomi death 
warrant for convicted trii^miirderar David Leroy 
Washington, who had won a short-Uved federal stay of an 
earlier execution date. 

Washmgton, who confessed to a series of three murders 
over a 12-day period in Dade County, was scheduled for 
execution at 7 a.m. May 5. 

Graham had previously signed a death warrant March 13 
for his execution April 3, but U.S. District Judge Qyde 
Atkins in Miami stayed the execution pending an appeal for 
Washington. Nearly two weeks after the original 
electrocution date passed, Atkins denied the appeal and 
dissolved his stay - so Graham today dgned a new death 
warrant. 

The governor set a one-week execution period starting at 
noon on Friday, May 1, and Florida Sute Prison Supt. C. . 
E Strickland chose 7 a.m. Tues<jbiy, May 5, for the 

execution. 

Washington was convicted in the stabbing death of 



Danid Pridgen, whom the state said was held by an 
accomplice while Wellington stabbed him Sept. 20, 1976. 
Three days lafer, Katrina Birk was fatally shot and stabbed 
by an armed intruder at her home, and Washington later 
confessed to that crime. 

Three dderiy sisters-in-law who were visiting Mrs. Birk 
wpre tied to chairs and Washington attempted to shoot 
^Ihem, the governor's office said. 

The third victim slain was Frank MeU, 20, who answered 
Washington's advertisonent of a car for sale. Meii wi» 
bound to a bed in Washington's home and a ransom 
demand was sent to his family, but the following day Meli 
was stabbed to death. 

Washington surrendered to police and confessed to aQ 
the killings. He pleaded guilty and waived a jury trial. 

He was convkted Dec. 6, 1976, and sentenced to death. 
The Florida Supreme Court sipfiro\cd the sentence in 1978 
and the U.S. Supreme Court rejected his appeal April 30, 
1979.

"Virtuous women are seldom accosted by unwelcome 
sexual propositions or familiarities, obscene talk or profane 
«n«uage," she said.

Kennedy, D-Mass., said the 130 sexual harassment charges 
pending before his agency **may be the tip of the iceberg." 

•*! believe there is a greater problem in the workplace," 
he said. 

In a study released Tuesday, the Washington-based 
Center for Women Policy Studies estimated at least 18 
million employed women experienced overt sexual 
harassment during 1979-80. 

Mrs. Schlafly told the committee, * 'Sexual harassment 
can also occur when a nonvirtuous woman gives off body 
langua^ which imtes sexual advances, but she chooses to 
give her favors to Man A but not Man B and he tries to get 
his share, too.** 

Her testimony rankled some women in the crowded 
hearing room who began hissing when she said feminist 
and government attacks on motherhood and dependent 
wives are "the most cruel and damaging sexual

The trip south from the ancient ruins of 
Avcbury to Stonehcnge lakes one along what 
the British call "lev lines." it is believed that 
these trails ot mystic power drew not only 
Neolithic builders, but also the architects of 
cathedrals and abbeys. Ley lines share in the 



arrangement. They draw us not through any 
iodehnitc qualities, but rather through their 
¥cry precision. 

Turning west at Slonehenee. the traveller 
can work his way to Glastonbury. This is the 
legendary site of King .Arthur. 

When John Boorman came to direct 
Excalihur, he had already given his obsession 
with the Cirail legend several dry runs.

Cloaking the allegory with domestic 
melodrama, Fassbinder roams familiar 
turf, as Maria's sexual invoNements (first 
with a black GI, then with a wealthy French 
businessman) mark fresh steps up the 
ladder to success that finally coUapses in 
smoke. 

It is SchyguQa, however, who gives Maria 
Braun its energy. First associated with 
Fassbinder in 1969 when they were 
members of Berlin's Anti-Theater, the 
actress excels in creating the most 
memorable movie heroine in years. 

surpassed his doltish behavior as a squire. 
Wheie is the camaraderie of the Knights of 
the Round Table and Arthur's filial love for 
Lancelot, who made the beast with two 
backs with Guinevere? 

One must keep in mind while wadmg 
through these complaints, however, that 
thisreviewer's attention remained rivited to 
the screen throughout almost all of this 
long film. If Excalibur is not the definitive 
version of the Arthurian legends, at least it 
graphicallv reminds us of their incredible 
power. In a time when Prince Charles 
demands that Lady Diana be a bona fide

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Cutbacks have SG 
branches brawling

A heated discussion between the stiKioit government 
I executive and senatorial branches over executive branch 
wages resulted in a locked door meeting Tuesday afternoon, 
in direct violation of the Florida Government Sunshine Law. 

Florida's Sunshine Law states that all government 
meetings are open to the puUk. But during a ten minute 
recess from a student government budget meeting, 
ommittee members moved to another office. They locked 
ilic door and refused to admit the press or the public. 

"The door was locked because we didn't want members of 
the executive branch barging into our meeting.'* explained 
'^'cphanie Einhaus, committee chairperson. 

The controversy centered around an amendment to the 
annual budget requesting that SG cease funding five Cabinet 
n umbers and the Florida State Association Annex Director. 

The senate budget committee agreed on a compromise that 
would fund the five Cabinet members and the FSA director 
through the completion of their terms. After that date the 
positions will no longer be funded. 

I he salary cuts, as well as other cuts in the SG annual 
^ dect, were necessary because of a $91,845 budget deficit, 
i ;,c senate plans to make further salary cuts, and to reduce 
tundmg for student programs to erase the deficit. 

"This decision won't effect my programs, but I'm worried 
abvuit the effectiveness of the succeeding president," 
explained Tim Meean. 

"If 1 lost these people (Cabinet members), I would lose 
contmuiiy of projects, and if you lose continuity, you lose 
quality, "said Meenan. 

"At this stage some effectiveness will be lost but only on a

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Has America's five-year crackdown on crime really helped?

Crime year 1980, far from being the product of an era of 
leniency, came at the conclusion of five years of an 
unprecedented crackdown with traditional law and order 
methods. 

For example, in California, law enforcement agencies 
have incarcerated a record number of felons every year for 
the last five years. More juveniles have been imprisoned, 
and for longer terms, than at any previous time in state 
history. A tough "Use a Gun Go to Prison" law was 
enacted in 1975, and has been strictly enforced. A new 
death penalty amendment went on the books. The largest 
jail in the world, the Central Jail in Los Angeles, was 
completed and is now filled to overcapacity. The police 
budget for that city had doubled since 1974. 

Neverthdess, crime in California is at an aO-time high. 

The pattern is hardly limited to California. Today the 
U.S. is incarcerating a higher percentage of its dtizois than 
any otfier country in the world save South Africa and the 
Soviet Umon. We operate seme 4,700 penal institutions at 
an annual cost of over $4 Inllion a year. One out of every 24 
black men between the ages of 20 and 34 is in prison. Each 
year we break the prior year's national record for the 
number of persons in prison, increasing the total in the last 
ten years by 68Vo — and doubling the average prison term 
since 1965. Construction of another 140 prison facilities at 
a cost of over $5 billion is planned by 1986, projecting us 
ahead of the Soviet Union and South Africa. 

The results? A study recently completed for the New 
York State Legislature indicates that if prison expenditures 
are further increased by 274*'7o, crime is likely to fall by only 
lO^^o. Thus, nothing short of turning this country into a 
virtual garrison state with a prison capacity of well over a 
million persons would even begin to affect the crime scene. 
Increased incarceration is not a solution, only an illusory 
hope held out to a fearful, and understandably angry 
public. 

Will harsher laws reduce crime? Almost every study of 
the problem indicates the severity of the crimmal law has 
little to do with deterring lawlessness. Those committing 
anonymous crimes in the street often act out of an utter 
irrationality induced by overwhelning personal

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desperation, drugs, or alcohol. Conceivably, white collar 
crimes could by deterred since the perpetrator often makes 
a calculation between risks and advantage. However, it is 
precisely in this area that less interest is thomn in Ctthcr 
penalties or suiaer enforcement. 



In 1971, New York passed the most severe drug law ever 
enmcxtd in the hope of reducing drug traffic and 
criminality. Yet New York City had its worst crime 
stttittics in history for the font six OKMMhs of I960, and 
topped the ottion in its robbery ntte. The severity of the 
drug law had no denoMtrable inpact on drug trafficking 
or relattd crime. 

As for increasmg the police presence in the streets, the 
most authoritative report was pruduwcd aiic; a 1973 
experiment by the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration in Kansas City.

Brady undergoes unexpected surgery

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Crime crackdown 

Socuriogists of ail sorts have grappiecl with the question for years: 
Who are the real perpetrators of crim in this country? Our answer to 
that question can influence our effectiveness when it comes to dealing 
with both crimes and criminals. 

On the front page of today's paper Leonard Weinglass, a California 
attorney writing for the Pacitic News Service, argues that the last five 
years we have put more and more blame on what many believe is the 
leniency with which we treat criminals. This means the United States 
now puts more of its citizens behind bars than any nation besides the 
Soviet Union and South Africa. The average prison term in this 
country has doubled since 1965. One in every 24 black males between 
the ages of 24 and 34 is presently incarcerated. 

We get tougher on crime each year and each year crime gets toiler 
on us. There has to be a connection. 

A good place to begin iookmg for that link is the big white building 
downtown where our l^slators are working. Every year they outdo 
themselves with new schemes to get tougher on crime, to send to the 
folks back home. 

For example, this year they are trying to scrap a juvenile justice 
system hailed as one of the best of its kind. Their thrust is that 
pcv)plc— children— should go to jail younger and stay there longer. In 
other words, they are making better criminals for Florida's future. 
Maybe the time has come to put some of the blame on them.

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House committee considers a slew of criminal j ustice bills

House cDmmittces yesterday weeded out some bills aimed 
ai b<)l>iering Honda's criminal justice laws and watered 

dovs n others. 

killed by a subcommiitcc of the House CorrectUHis, 
Probaiion and Parole Commiiicc were a bill that would 
climmaie ihe possibility of parole for crimes committed by a 
defendant already on parole, and a bill requiring the 
governor lo give reasons for granting clemency or pardons. 

Weakened were a bill that would have abolished the 
Florida parole CcHnmission and one intended to prevent 
inmate access to potential weapons. 

Rep. James Watt, R-Lake Park, said his bill— HB 
69— would 'improve the credibility of the system** by 
requiring the governor specify in writmg his reasons for 
granting clemency. But Gov. Bob Graham and Attorney 
General Jim Smith opposed the bitt, saying it amounted to an 
uncofistittttiofial abridgement of the govonor and cabinet's 
clemency powers. 

The governor and attorney general also said the biU could 
entangle the capiul-punishment process in litigation. 
According to the attorney general, a defendent denied 
clemency could charge he was unlawfully denied clemency by 
pointing to recorded reasons under which another defendent 
was granted it. 

**The result of this (bill) would be that there would rarely 
be a case where cleniemry was extended,'* Smith told the 
committee. **The capital punishment process is already 




complicated enough.' 

Watt pcMnted out that 17 other stttes require the governor 
sttte in writing his reason for granting clemency, but the 
subcommittee didn't buy his argument, and kffied the bifl. 
An identical bin failed sm^ttrly last year. 

The subcommittee also defeated a bill ^[XHisored by Rep. 
Dexter Lehtinen, D-Perrine, that would have prevented a 
.defendent from bdng efigibk for probation or i>arole for a 
crime co omitod while afacady on probation or parole. Even 
after being amended to apply only to second-deg^or iushcr 
felonies, Lebtinen's bill still didn't make it out of 
subcommittee. 

Rep. Tom Bush's bill to abolish the Parole Conunission 
did make it out of the subcommittee, but only after 
undergoing substantial irhanges. The Fort Lauderdale 
Republican's l»ll originally would have abolished the Parole 
Commission outright, but the bill. was amended — with 
Bush's blessings— ^o only make the commission subject to 
l^islative review under the state's Sunset law. That means 
the cominission would have to be extended by the Legislature 
by Jan. 1, 19S3, or be phased out. 



Bush's bill was later approved by the full Correctiom 
Committee as a comnmtee subst itute. 

Also ahered wib a proposal by Rep. Amett Girardeau. D 
Jacksonville, that would have closed down prison induvirics 
from which inmates often got materials to fashion v^eapons 
Gffardetn's bill was open to interpreution so broad it couW 
have meant the end of inmate participation in kitchen, 
grounds and maintenance work at nuuimum-seoinu 
prisons. 

The conunittee amended the bill to direct the Depart mcni 
of Corrections to study the problem and institute tighter 
security raeasiffes. The amended bill was reponed favoraN> 
by the entirecommittee as a conmiittee substitute. 

The full committee also approved a bill that would require 
public defenders to represent indigent or illiterate inmates m 
civil-rights actions against the state. Backed by the governor 
and the attorney general, the bill is strongly opposed by 
public defendants, who charge the bill would funher burden 
them without providing sufficient funding. 

The attorney generaPs office contends providinf 
competent counsel — public defenders — would reduce the 
amount of ''frivolous" litigation initiated by inmates. 

"The courts hesitate to dismiss (potentially frivolous) 
cases because of lack of counsel," said Sydney McKen/te. 
chief trial counsel for Graham and Smith. **A relatively small 
item becomes a federal case." 

The Corrections Committee approved the measure M. Ii 
now goes to the Appropriatons Committee, where its chance 
won't be hurt by the support of Graham. 



Battle over juvenile justice reform rages in Senate hearing

This would make Florida the only state in 
(he iifiion which allows sentencing as a 
punishment, according to FCCY. Detention 
niav only be used to hold juveniles before 
adjudication (processing by the courts) or to 
hold them temporarily before transfer to a 
rehabilitation program. 

**The justice system as far as juveniles are 
concerned does not have any teeth 
whatsoever,** said Rep. Tom Bush, R-Fort 
Lauderdale, who has a bill in the House 
calHng for sentencing of juveniles. "Three 
days in jail will do more to rehabilitate than 
anything else in many instances.*' 

Walter Pierce, head of HRS's Children, 
Youth, and Families Program Office, said 
that Florida does not have the detention 
facilities to handle increased loads. The 
system is now overioaded and under court 
order in several pfaM:es to ivduce populations. 

Pierce also said that HRS could not 
separate juveniles found gutky and sentenced 
from those awaiting adjudication and those 
charged with no crime (runaways, for 
example). Convicted felons would be mixed 
with innocent children, one dttld advocate 
explained. 

Federal and state law requires that 
juveniles be confined separately from adults. 
Only a handful of Florida's jails have' 
facilities to actually separate, accoiding to a 
study done by FC CY. 

Names and addresses of all arrested 15- 
year-old and cider javcailes may he released to 
public and press. 

This was a compn^mise amendment 
adopted b\ the committee at the last minute. 
It replaced Beard's proposal which would 
haNe allowed release of all juvenile justice 
records of all juveniles. 

Other bills to remove confidentiahiy have 
been introduced in both Houses. Sen. Dick 
Renick. D-Miami. and Rep. Tom 
McPherson. D-Fort Lauderdale, ha\e 
intrcxiuced a proposal which would allow 
release of all records of juveniles charged 
with felonies.

'By the age of 16 you certainly know the 
difference between right and wrong, and 
should not be able to hide under the present 
statute," said Renick. "This will provide a 
great deterrent.*' 

The American Civil Liberties Union, 
League of Women Voters, National 
Association of Social Workers, Parent 
Teacher Association, Florida IMPACT, 
Public Defenders Association, National 
Council of Jewish Wx)men, and other child 
advocates oppose this and the other changes in 
juvenile justice because they say the 
proposals witt harm children and families, 
aiid subvert the goal of the system: 
rehabilitation. 

Denial of confidentiality will taint 
juveniles for life and unAecessarily harm their 
families, according to the advocates. 
Deterrence may also not be effected because 
juvemies may be proud of getting in the paper, 
added one advocate. 

Florida woiild again be unique if it allowed 
release of records for juveniles charged wlHi 
oimes.

Specific guidelines now allow only three 
methods for trying juveniles as adults: 1) 
grand jury indictment for felony crimes, 2) 
waiver hearings for juvenfles 14 and older 
who commit serious crimes, 3) direct 
information, where a state's attorney can try 
as an adult juveniles who have two prior 
delinquent findings, one of which was a 
felony. 

Under the committee's bill, juveniles 
charged with stealing a candy bar could be 
tried as an adult, said one advocate. 

"The chance for abuse is great," said EzeU 

of FCCY. 

FCCY estimates that more than 45,000 
juveniles would be added to the adult system, 

and 20.000 will not be able to meet bail, 
causing a critical overcrowding of Florkla*s 
already packed adult jails. 

The ACLU and other groups pointed out 
that unequal treatment of juveniles must 
occur when prosecutors have complete 
discretion. Juveniles charged with stealing

candy bars will t>e tried as an adult in one 
area and released in another. 

Judges and state's attorneys, who are 
elected by the people, should have more 
discretion in order to enforce community 
standards and justice, said Larry Kofxla, a 
judge from Broward County. Judges can 
always send juveniles back to the juvenile 
system if prosecutors abuse their discretion, 
added Shay B^hek, a Dade assistant state's 
attorney. 

There are several bills in both Houses 
calling for low ering the age at which juveniles 
can be handled in the adult system'.

Civil rights group claims it 
knows Atlanta child killer 



ATLANTA — A civil rights leader said 
Wednesday he has a witness who knows the 
identity of a "madman** involved in the 
killings of 25 young blacks and if police 
don't arrest him within 72 hours, **wewill 
make the collar ourselves.** 

Roy Innis, National Chairman of the 
Congress of Racial Equality said more than 
one killer was involved in the 21 -month- 
long strmg of abductions which have left 25 
bodies scattered over the metropolitan area. 
A 26th victim is still missing. 

Innis, however, admitted that he had not 
turned his information over to police, 
claiming that he tried but failed because of 
•'bureaucratic inefficiency and confusion 
because of the many jurisdictions 
involved." 

John Schaffner, managing editor of the 
Atlanta Constitution, confirmed the 
existence of the witness and said he turned 
the information over to the special task 
force investigating the killings when Innis 
failed to do so. 

Schaffner said CORE officials called him 
Monday and asked him to talk with their 
wilmis "in order to get my assessment of 
the validity of the witness. *' 

At 7 p.m. Mdaday, he said, Innis, two 
aides and the witness met with Schaffner 
and a vqpofler in Schafffter's office.

Innis was skeptical about doing this. I gave 
the CORE people until 6 p.m.

Schaffner said that **at 6:30 p.m. 
Tuesday, after determining that CORE had 
not made contact with police,'* he called 
Deputy Chief Morris Redding, and gave 
him "the details of the meeting with CORE 
and their witness. 

Schaffner would not divulge any details 
of the interview, and he said his newspaper 
would carry none, to avoid jeopardizing the 
investigation." 

Redding could not be reached for 
comment. Public Safety Commissioner Lee 
P. Brown refused comment on Innis' 
statements and said he had no plans t%meet 
with CORE. 

Innis met with FBI agents late 
yesterday, but even before the meeting 
was over the FBI in Washington said there 
would be no comment. 

At an earlier news conference, Innis 
announced his hmstigalors had turned up 
a "psychopath.**

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Eastgate: Citizens 
dealing with crime

You see a stranger in your neighbor's yard. You think 
your neighbor isai work. What do you do? 

If you are part of a neighborhood watch program, such 
as the one in the Eastgate community, you would probably 
call the police. 

Local law enforcement agendo are busily s^ming the 
benefits of the neighborhood watch program. The Leon 
County Sheriffs Department has established one sudi 
program in the Eastpate comnmity, loarted about I mfle 
south of the ^l-tO-Thomasville Road intersection. The 
Sheriffs Department has designated k as the model 
neighborhood for future neighborhood watches. 

"We've been working on the Eastgate program since 
early February/* said Boone, Leon County Sheriff. "We 
start with just five or six people and work until it 
mushrooms. Once we have the program organized and 
underway, we can move on to another neighborhood to set 
up the program." 

Boone said Kifleam would be the next neighborhood the 
Sheriffs Department would work with extensively on the 
neighborhood watdi program. There are approximately 25 
other neighborhoods signed up for the program after that, 
added Boone. 

The program in Eastgate b set up with an area cajHun 
and 30 team leaders. The Sheriffs Department then has an 
orderiy way of distributing information to the community, 
information distributed might be anything from a tip on 
how to make windows more secure to a warning of a 
burglary ring operating in the area. 

Despite the benefits of being able to communicate 
information to a whole neighborhood quickly and 
effectively/the main emphasis of the program is on the 
neighborhood conuminicating with the law enforcement 
agency. 

**Crime is truly a community problem/* said Boone. 
'Every person has to WMlerstand that the person in a 
neighborhood can do more than the deputy. We emphasize 
for people to call when they see something. People are

reluctant to call if they're not absohitely certain. They are 
afraid they may caU the cops on the guy who just moved in 
a few days ago, but we want them to let us determine if 
everything is all right. 

"If the program is successful, you'll see an increase in the 
crime statistics, not a drop/' said Bpone. "That doesn't 
bother me. It will mean a lot of unreported crimes ^e now 
being reported. It enhances our chances of catching the 
criminals." 

Approximately 75Va of the Eastgate community is 
involved in the program,estimated Lowell McDonald of the 
Sheriffs E>epartment crime prevention unit. 

Several surveys have been conducted in the 



neighborhood, said McDonald. The surveys have included 
a home security survey and a survey of- the residents' 
attitudes toward crime and crime prevention. 

"We hope to be able to set up a neighborhood watch 
program in every community eventually," said Boone. 
"The Tallahassee Police Department is working 
establish neighborhood watches in different communities, 
and maybe between than and our agency, we can cover the 
county eventually. 

"People have reached a point where they want to do 
something, said Boone. "The bottom line of the whole 
program is interaction between the community and the law 
enforcement agency. ' '

patrol within the range tested had no effect on crime, citizen 
fear, community attitudes tovsard the police, police response 
time or even traf fic attitudes." 

A further test was conducted one year later in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, with exactly the same result. 

Moreover, increased police patrols fail to address the fact 
that most violent crime does not occur in public but in the 
privacy of our homes and apartments. Sixty to seventy-five 
percent of all homicide victims are in the family or circle of 
friends of the perpetrator. Sixty percent of all physical 
assaults, including rape, occur between persons who know 
each other. 

Nevertheless, just as we were told over a decade ago that 
human tragedy unfolding in Southeast Asia could be 
controlled hy more troops and bombs, we are now asked to 
believe the same alNMitoiH' inner dtics. But crime on the scale 
being experienced in tins country cannot be capped or 
controlled by force. Like alchoBsn, suicide, and drug abuse, 
it is a symptom of social disintegration. 

Acccrieratiag It are tens of tiKHisands of Americans wlio Just 
a few years ago enjoyed solid middie dass status but have 
recently becntlirown into economic fldarfinality. CHven the 
ptay of the fecial and ecoMBic fbim, what stoidd inp^ 
ui, perliaps, is not that criBie Is so profligate bur that it is so 
rare. 

It is improtant to point out, however, that poverty has 
always been with us and is not the sole or even the prccipient 

cause of crime. During the height of the Depression, crime 
went down m every major category. But then, the overall 
perception was that everyone, rich and poor alike, was 
suffering. The 80s are just the reverse. There are more Rolls 
Royces in Orange County now than in Great Britain, and 15^ 
of all the Porsches sold in the world are sold in Southern 
California. The half-million doUar condo CQ-exists with some 




of the worst housing, unemployment and poverty in the 
country. These problems obviously require long-term 
solutions and a prolonged, consistent commitment to social 
change and social justice. 

But what of the immediate situation? Can security only be 
brought by bringing the country to the brink of a police 
state? 

The immediate answer lies with the community, not the 
police, prison or criminal justice bureaucracy. Only if the 
conununity becomes organized on a block-by-block basis, 
with citizens' patrols, telephone trees and other cooperative 
efforts, can we begin to realize true security where we live. 
That security will not come from the formal or rigid 
oiiamzatlons of mass bureaucracy, but from informal, 
ne^borhood structures, where people meet in fiving rooms, 
get to know each other, and fmd for tliemsehcs the best ways 
of organiikig protection. Such neighborhood organizations 
in Detroit have pfaqicd a coml role in a 35% rcduetiaii of 
crime there, despke masave unefliploynient. 

The key is tfua the sohitions must not come from the 
professional bureaucracy but from the communities 
themselves. y 

* Currently, we return 250,000 persons per year from the 
prison system to the streets of those coflununities. Yet 
everyone agrees that prisons are coB^es of violence. We 
must somehow begin to btcak the imtern of sendmg people 
away from minor crimes, only to have them return after a 
period in prison u>( 



Although there are clearly violent people who should he 
isolated from the rest of the community for their own anJ 
our protection, most prison wardens will tell you that the> 
make up only 10-15% of the prison population. 

Another 4097o is made up of persons convicted of rohbery 
and burglary, by-and-large crimes of survival. Some states 
are experimenting with Restitution Centers where these 
offenders must reside and work to pay back their viciims, 
rather than languish in the pen. To be sure, some burglars 
have violent histories and they should aho be kept in isolation; 
but they are surprisingly few . 

Drug offenders comprise the fourth largest categorv of 
prisoners. We should at least experiment with the British 
system, which makes pure heroin available to addicts on a 
prescription basis. After more than a decade of that policy, 
the British addiction rate is a fraction of our own. In the 
meantime, a recent study revealed that a sample group of jusi 
227 U.S. addicts committed over 500,000 crimes over 12 
years to support their habits. 

As with Restitution Centers for burglars, reform of the 
drug laws could reduce prison population to the point where 
the truly dangerous may be held for long periods of time 
under acceptable circumstances. 

Lastly, while much could be done to improve the 
scheduling of trials and other procedures, fierce, across-the- 
board criticisms of our system are largely unfounded. 
Among all institutions dealing with the phenomenon of 
crime, the courts have the least involvement and impact. Of 
100 crimes committed, it is estimated that only six are 
brought to the courts' attention in criminal prosecutions. 
Once in coun, 75% of all defendants plead guilty, and more 
than eight in ten are convicted . 

Those who blame. the court system for our current 
coodkioa and advocate forceful measures of social control to 
meet it are not only deceiving us by masking the reality of tb< 
prohfen. but preventing a constructive national debate oa

I lia Kazan's 1955 film version of East of Eden is based 
on (he last third of John Steinbeck's massive novel about a 
family living in Monterey .California, in 1917. It focuses on 
C al Trask (James Dean), a teenager envious of his brother 
Aaron, the favored son. Cal's father Adam (Raymond 
Masscy) is an overly pious farmer who does not understand 
C al's moodiness. 

At the beginning of the film, Cal discovers that his 
mother, supposedly dead, is actually a madam in a nearby 
Salinas whorehouse. This provokes him into a series of 
explosive encounters with his brother and father, which 
among other things exposes the hypocrisies and dangers of 
the puritan ethic that teiuls to see human rdationships in 
absolute terms. 

''East of Eden,** affirms director Kazan, "was m and- 
puritan film. The character whom everyone could bcfievc a^ 
good son and a good boy ended by turning into a monster, 
from egotism and complacency, while the one of whom 
everyone could say that he ¥«s a very oad boy ended by 
showing that he possessed in depth more of the real

goodness than the first. . .The boy rebels against his father, 
then ends by forgiving him. 

"Because he forgives him,** Kazan acfanits, **East of 
Eden is more personal to me. It is more my own sto^.'* 

It is this fihn, together with WiOumimCmae, that 
established the screen legend of James Dean, and for 
which he is best remembered. Dean seems afanost bom to 
the role of Cal. More than any other «ct«ir ^ the SOs, he 
expressed the confiisicHis and torments of the yooQg people 
of his era. "In James Dean," declared Fkancois 
Truffaut, , "today's youth discovers itsdf.*' 

He received an Oscar nooiination for £M o/£i(lni, an^ 
cmnpleted only one more pcture before his death later the 
sHuneyear.

In a surprise move yesterday, the Senate 
Education Committee passed a bill caUing for 
the membership of the Board of Regents to 
be reduced from ten to seven. 

The committee started out with a proposal 
10 increase the board to 13 members, which is 
similar to a House bill passed Wednesckiy m a 
subcommittee. Several senittors argued that 
it was not necessary to increase the board's 
size in order to **dimiiiate the perception of 
parochialism," as Board Chair Dubey Ausley 
requested. 

They amended the bill to say that two 
board members cannot reside in the same 
county unless the county has a population of 
900,000 or more. The commissioner of

education would be one of the seven, as 
would a student, under the committee's biH. 

Over objections from Committee Chair 
Pat Frank, D-Tampa, who voted for the bill 
and immediately called to reconsider it next 
week, the conunittee passed the bill 7-3. 

Ausley said he did not oppose the Senate's 
idea, but a reasonable compromise would be 
to have nine regents with the commissioner 
included. He predicted Frank would support 
this next week. There are currently ten 



regents, including a student. No proposal 
was considered to remove the voting student 
representative. 

The Florida Student Association, which 
supported a proposal to increase the board to 
13 with another student regent, took no 
position on the committee's bill. One of 
FSA's lobbyists, Jim Koburser, said his 
board had not considered reducing the board, 
but that FSA would probably support the 
idea as long as a student remained as a 
regent. 



The Senate's proposal conflicts wkh a bitt 
by Rep.

The House Jcadersliip has apparemly fined up in support 
of the increase.

The 
document before the Senate today should 
bear little or no resemblance to the budget 
that finally comes out ol the Legislature 
some weeks from now. 

A look at the budget shows what 
rect)mmendations were cut back: Ciraham 
wanted an extra $1()0 million tor highway 
construction. It's not in the budget. He 
wanted S6K million to construct new 
prisons. He got S3() million. He asked for 
SI 10 million for his beefed-up crime- 
lighting effort and got something like half 
that. 

It's not tliai Senators on the 
Appriipriaiions C oinmillec think Ciraham's 
propi)sals aren't needed. Some of them say 
they are, and admit their budget is 
inadequate. But the proposed 1981-82 
budget IS a "con!inuativ)n budget" — that is

President W . D. Childers, D-Pensacola, 
and Appropriations Chairperson Jack 
Gordon, D-Miami Beach— can step up the 
pressure for tax increases. Those 
increases— likely upping the sales tax from 
4<^o to five— are favored by leadership in both 
houses, including House Speaker Ralph 
Haben. But there's still strong sentiment 
out on the floor against raising taxes. 

Crime, prisons, transportation — these 
are the issues making the most noise these 
days. By making money for these programs 
hinge on increasing taxes, leadership hopes 
it can swing the rank and file into going 
along with the increase. 

Law enforcement and corrections 
provides the best example. Bills allowing 
juveniles to be sentenced to jail, and bills 
setting stiffer sentences or limiting plea 
bargaining progress through various 
committees every day. But the more people 
you put in jail, the more you have to spend 
on prisons. A lot of lawmakers are always 
ready to impose tougher sentences, but balk 
at raising taxes to fund police, prosecutors, 
public defenders, prisons.

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SG squabbles 



Florida State's student government seems to be having a bit of 
trouble keeping their priorities straight. SCi spent most of Tuesday 
night indulging in a senseless bit of inira-branch squabbling. In so 
doing, SG managed to weaken their effectiveness, damage their image 
<Mi campus, and leave an important issue obscured by superficial 
sensationalism. 

Tbe controversy centers around the student senate's attempts to 
balance an annual budget proposal that is currently more than $91,000 
in the red. The senate budget sub-committee had hoped to ease 
$14, 000 off that deficit by stopping funding of four executive cabinet 

positions, and the Florida Student Association Annex director. 

Student body president Tim Meenan heard about the plan, and 
showed up at the committee meeting to speak on behalf of his cabinet. 
Fine— but Meenan did not come alone. He requested that the SG 
Video Center tape the meeting. It was the first time in recent memory 
a sub-committee meeting had been taped, and the senators viewed 
it— perhaps rightly— as an attempt by Meenan to intimidate them. 
Meenan has denied that it was his intention to scare the senators, but 
circumstances seem to justify the senators' concern — Meenan is the 
only individual with the authority to hire and fire the Video Center 
director, or to issue them direct orders. Worse, the taping was being 
done by Scott Sandmon — Meenan 's roommate. 

Regardless of Meenan's true intentions, the senators were 
concerned and angry. They appeared ready to cut cabinet funding 
altogether, an ill-timed move that would have severely restricted the 
effectiveness of the executive branch. 

Hoping to avoid such a vote. Senate president Keith Clemens had 
the meeting recessed, and moved to amHher room. Without the 
cameras and the executive branch breathing down their necks, the 
committee reached a reasonable compromise — they will fund the 
cabinet through the end of this quarter, but no more. 

But Clemens made a mistake. He worked out his compromise 
behind a locked door, thereby violating the Florida Sunshine Law, 
and leaving a suspicious and angry cabinet smoldering in the halls. A 
compromise had been reached, but relations between the two branches 
have been badly — and needlessly — damaged. 

Clemens has already suggested that a committee be formed to study 
Meenan's connection with the Video Center. That move may clear up 
suspicions the senators may have, but the damage has been done. 

In the future, SG should bear in mind that it is their responsibility 
to work for the students, not to work against each mher.

If the speed limit is fifty-five miles per hour, the 
government should install brakes that stop working 
over that limit. I mean, good citizens don't speed 
and the ones that do should be killed off. 

Marijuana use in this country is illegal. If the 
government decides to spray marijuana crops with 
a poison, it*s those citizens' tough luck if they are 
poisoned also. 

Huh? Well this analogy, first offered by columnist 
Ellen Goodman, is exactly the type of logic swirling 
through the muddied minds of our state and 
national legislators these days concerning the 
spraying of marijuana crops with the poisonous 
herbicide paraquat. 

The movement in Washington, spearheaded by 
Florida's own Sen. Lawton Chiles, is toward a 
lifting of the ban on using U.S. financial aid to 
spray marijuana crops with paraquat in foreign 
nations. 

Beginning in 1973 the United States has provided 
more than $50 million to assist the Mexican 
government in setting up and developing a 
marijuana eradication program. In 1975, the 
Mexican government began the program using 
American helicopters, American trained pilots, and 
other American equipment. 

Government officials who visited Mexico in 
1975, reported that the marijuana crops defoliate 
only if left standing for two days in sunlight. 
Immediately harvested crops freshly sprayed with 
paraquat could be packaged and sold at full-market 
value. Paraquat-sprayed pot, which turns 

gold in color, has been reportedly sold as 
"Columhiaii Gokl*' — a Ingh qimlity type of pot. 

What can paraquat-sprayed marijuana do to you 
if it is smoked? According to Dr. Renate 
Kimbrough, at the Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, Georgia, testifying before the Select 
Subcommittee on Narcotics Abuse and Control, 
inhalation and instilation studies done on rats 
showed that very low concentrations Of paraquat 
inhaled as small particles could cause significant 
damage to the lungs and upper airways. Further- 
more, studies showed that small amounts of 
paraquat are retained in rat lungs for extended 
periods of time. If given repeated doses, smaller 
amounts of the compound were needed. In other

w<Mtls, paraquat accumulated in the lungs. When 
concentrated in the lung tissue, a condition callcJ 
fibrosis will result, which reduces the volume of the 
lung and its capacity to absorb oxygen. Ah, yes. 
death by asphyxiation. 

According to the Percy Amendment to the 
Foreign Assistance Act of 1961, this assistance 
would be terminated if paraquat is deemed likely to 
cause serious harm to the health of persons who 
may use or consume paraquat-treated marijuana. 

In 1977, the White House Office of Drug Abuse 
Policy (ODAP) and Sen. Charles Percy initiated a 
smoke analysis study of paraquat-laced marijuana. 
On the basis of those findings HEW Secretary 
Joseph Califano issued this warning in March 1978 
"...marijuana contaminated with the herbicide 
paraquat coukl lead to permanent lung damage for 
regular and heavy users of marijuana, an^ 
conceivably for other users as well." 

In a final report issued by the National Instiiuic 
on Drug Abuse in August 1978, they determined 
that if a person smokes five marijuana cigarette 
every day for a year, each cigarette containing 50( 
ppm (parts per million) of paraquat, permanent 
lung fibrosis coukl develop. 

So the ban was instituted. Now, Sen. Chilc^ i 
proposing a repeal of the ban. One section of thai 
bill states that the secretary of health shall monitor 
tbe impact on persons smoking paraquat-sprayed 
marijuana and make those necessary changes in the 
law if the result that it is deteniiined harmful.

behind locked doors, in apparent vk^tion of the Florida

Sen. Susan Packard said after the meeting that the 
cameras had recorded only "certain parts (of the meeting) 
which lead me to believe the executive branch wanted to 
present a particular point of view."

It's time to look at fashion again: what looks good for the summer, and what 
are the current favorites in the work! of clothes. 

Since this is the end of National Secretary's Week, we thought we'd talk to 
secretaries about their ideas on fashion, how it affects their jobs, and what kinds 
ot styles and trends they noticed in their co-workers. 

Expecting any sort of continuity was naive. Secretaries are as diverse in their 
fashion tastes and expectations as the average citizens are about their political 
beliefs. 

But continuity probably would have been boring. Each of the secretaries we 
spoke to had a different opinion of what was in vogue, and why.

When you're running around all day, I don't think that 
fashion is that important to you. One big joke around here is that we just wear 
dresses on committee meeting da3rs, but actually, lote of women down here wear 





dresses aU the time." 

A research assistant in the House of Representatives spend*? more on her 
clothes than the average woman worker, but feels that they're detmiicK wonh n 
•Tl! fly to Miami and New York to find designer cloihc^ in vsarehou^es --^ ms 
favorites are Evan Piccone and Ray Bernard — because how i look is really 
important to me." 

A casual tour of the secretaries working in the ( apitol revealed llial the 
stringent adherence to fads that so heieaLMiers the average college woman was 
absent. There is a freedom of styles, a looseness, which might transbite Sis a 
greater sense of self assurance than youn ' ^ women possess. 

Styles noted ranged from casual to business suits; late peasant to Bogue chic: 
from eariy college radical to matronly conservative. The only style shared by a 
number of women was a penchant, for buttons, or the currently popular green 
ribbon, worn in memory of the sbiin Atlanta children. 

One insider at the Capitol did reveal a curroit fad centering on feet "I atcK, 
everyone is conscious about their feet.. .the latest thing is crocheted sh(»cs 
everybody's crazy al>out them. I h^r that in Atlanta, pastel Pappagallo's arc the 
latest cra/e." 

With a conspiratorial uhisper, she re\eaied the other major trend sci/ing ihc 
Capitol by the lapeK. "Fseryone is leaving their polyester in the closet... blends 
are the wa\e of the future, especially silK M\ (>n blends. ..and it's about time."

"Well we can cut it, but that type of hair tends to draw up. 
We wouldn't like to attempt chemical processing because 
we are not proficient.*' 

Finding a hair salon to get your hair done is an individual 
process. It is a shame that the hair styling business 
continues to live under the '^separate but equal belief.'* It 
saddens and upsets me most that I can*t even get my hair 
cared for on my college campus.

NCAA finish all in his first year. Gaining 
momentum in his second year, Roberts' 
team sported an 1 1-2 record, grabbed a third 
Niraight Metro title and jump up to Uth place 
ui the outdoor NCAA ranking. 

Bui Kobcris' team didn't hit full stride 
mil! lavi year when the Seminole runners had 
iinJctcated 9-0 mark, took yet another 
\kiro iiilc, and then went on to surprise the 
^\)unii\ \Miti an astv)nishing third-place f inish 
in ihc nation. That was the highest finish 
:\cr bv a Seminole team and earned Roberts 
\C AA C oach-ot-the-Year honors, as well as 
\K rg indoor and outdoor Coach of the 
\ car. 

Asked how he accomplished such enviable 
teals in so short a lime, RobeVis' answer 
.ombined hard work, NCAA rulings, and 
luck. 

"In the 50's and 60's track and field was 
more regional than national in the 
M>uiheastern part of the country," he 
explained. "You would hardly ever see a 
team in the southeast that wouid score in the 
Top 20 m the NCAA. 

■'We were perhaps, along with Auburn 
and fenne^see, the best teams in the South at 
ihai time, but none of us had athletes who 
oiild perform at the national level," said 



koberts, who was tutored by one of the most 



respected collegiate coaches in the track and 
field ranks, Mike Long, who directed the 
Seminoles' track fortunes for the 23 years 
prior to Roberts reign. "Then in the middle 
70's, track and field began to emerge on the 
national ranks in the high school and coUcfe 
scene in the South, and was kd by the state of 
Florida." 

Even following the South's sudden 
emphasis on track and field, it was still 

several strides behind the national pack on 
the cinders But an NCAA ruling allowed it 

to catch up. 

"During the time when the South was 

behind, I SI ' was still enjoying success in 
track, but not financially," said Roberts. 
"Other teams who dominated the track scene 
nationally got that way because they would 
have 32 athletes on full track scholarship. 
There are only 21 events in a meet so they had 
quality in all events, plus depth, FSU had 
only 14 athletes on scholarships." 

But the NCAA soon brouL'hr a!! the big 
spenders down to a reasonable m/c by ruling 
in 1977 that no track programs could have 
over 14 athletes on scholarships. 

"That happened to be exactly the number 
v^e had so it didn't matter to us," Roberts 
said. "However, the big spenders had to 
worry about getting their numbers down." 

Living the phrase "Johnny on the spot." 
Roberts took over the Seminole post just as 
the national powerhouse teams were 
trimming their rosters. And success was in 
the making. 

The ruling gave the big spenders four years 
to cut down their number of scholarship 
athletes," he said. "And it gave us a glimmer 
of hope to catch up." 

Roberts had turned the glimmer into a 
bright flame. This season, the Seminole 
thinclads tote a l-l outdoor record and will 
face some of the top schools in the nation this 
weekend on Mike Long Track as FSU hosts 
the Springtime Invitational. 

"This will be a very exciting meet for us, 
even though it will be unscored," he said. 
"And it should get us ready for next 
weekend's scored dual meet with the 
University of Florida.'*

Senate aims to rid campuses of immoral sex

A sorority slow dance social would cause any college 0€ 
university in Florida to lose its state funding if an 
appropriations bill amendment passed Friday by the Senate 
is enacted into law, according to several disbelieving 
spectators who watched the 24-12 vote. 

"No funds... shall be used to flnance any state-supported 
public or private postsecondary educational institution that 
charters or gives official recognition or knowingly gives 
assistance to or provides meeting facilities for any group or 
organization that recommends or advocates sexual relations 
between unmarried persons,** reads the proviso l a ngu ag e 
proposed by Sen. Alan Trask, D-Winterhaven. 

In arguing for his amendment, Trask waved a copy of a 
catalog put out by FSU*s Center for Participant Education 



(CPE), shouting that it was full of lewd and homosexual 
material. Over strenuous objection* from many Senate 
leaders. Senate President W. D. Childers, D-Pensacola, 
ruled the amendment proper, and 24 senators added Trask's 
"family strength* ' proposal to their $9 billion budget. 

"This would be a very positive vote for the family, for 
family umty, for family strength," said Trask. Trask 
objected to CPE's dasses because he &Kis "many of them 
ofidisive for many reasons." 

"The only ones we are gettmg at here today are the ones 
that are anti-family." 

Trask especially opposes a Week of Lesbian and Gay 
Awareness sponsored by CPE, the Metropolitan Community 
Church, FSU Women's Center, and Florida Clearinghouse 
on Criminal Justice, which begins today. 



CPE, which is currently under "investigation** by 
Florida's Conservative Political Action Committee and 
Gregg Marr, campaign treasurer for Paula Hawkins, said it 
could make no comment without convening the board of 
directors. CPE has sou^ legal advice concerning Marr*s 
"harassment." 

Rev. Joseph Gilbert, of the Tallahassee Metropolitan 
Community Church, who organized the Week of Lesbian 
and Gay awareness, feels Trask is coanpleicly nusinfonncd 
and oMsguided. 

"It strikes me that the man has gone mad/' said GUbert. 
"Information sharing is how our nation has grown. CPE 
does not advocate anything. They merely believe thai 
everybody can tench and everybody can Icani.

The Student Crunch: facing the budget ax

The cost of getting an education, like 
everything in our inflationary society, is high 
and getting higher. While tuition, housing 
costs, transportation costs, food costs, 
medical costs, books and materials costs and 
other expenses increase steadily, funding 
source** arc drying up. 

Officials fear that the combination of 
increased expenses and reduced financial aid 
may force as many as 750.000 students out of 
the nation's higher education system. As 
many as 23.000 students in Florida alone may 
become casualties to the financial strain.

backyard. 

Tallahassee NAACP president Allen Stucks said of the 
act, •*! thmk it's a shame in 1981 that people have to be 
submitted to a form of fear for which that cross was 
designed to bring on.*' 

Unmoved by the cross burning. Rev. Ernest Ferrell of the

Tallahassee Urban League replied. "1 thiak it's unfortunate 
but not out of Uie ordinary conadering the tones that we 
seem to be living in." 

Ferrell believes that the burning of crosses is a 
"trademark." "It's a way that the white extremists 
demonstrate through mental psychology on people that are 
fearful of these tactics." said FerreU. "It wiO take more 
than that to make us unable to function properly." 



Prison population on the rise nationwide 



UNrrEO mSS INTEaNAHONAL 

WASHINGTON — The number of inmates in U.S. 
pnsoi» rose a substantial percent last year after a two-year 
period of minimal inoeaaes. according to a publication 
which studies the nati<m's prison systems. 

CoiTtdiom Magazine reported in its "Amntal Prison 
PopuUition Survey" that federal and state ootiectional 
fadttties held 320.583 adults on Ian. 1. 1981 — an increase 
of 13.376 over Jan. 1 . 1900. 

Ahhoo^ the number of inmates held by the U.S. Bureau 



of Prisons dtoppcd 3,472, the population oi stale prisons 
hicreased 16,848, the magaane said. 

"Corrections experts interviewed attribute much of the 
current increase to harsh new laws, the rising violent crime 
rate and demographic factors," the magazine said. 

The mi^azine quoted Milton Rectcnr. cfoector of the 
National Council on Crime and Dehnqumcy, as saying the 
increase in state prisoners "belies the increasing impression 
that crime is gdng up because punislunent n going down. "

Senators Pat FhuriL. D-Tampa, and Jack G<mion. D-

"There are defects from Sen. Trap's point of view in his 
own amendment," said Gordon. "It says 'sexual relations 
between unmarried persons/ so that would assume that 



relations between married persons is all right, but it doesn't 

say they have to be married to each other. " 

Frank, as chair of the Senate Education Cmmnlttee, has 
refused to hear a bill by Trask outlawing homosemal 
organizations on community coQege campuses. That bffl 
has been termed "bii^tly uncoostitntional" by many 
legal observm, including the American Ovfl Liboties 
Union. Trask's new creittion not oi^ avoided legislative 
procedures, it also is completely uiKonstitutional, 
according to Mary Ctufflotte McCaB, ACLU attorney and 
lobbyist. 

"It's ludicrous," said McCall. "It is so patently 
unconstititttoiml. Any lawyo' looking at the language 
would know that. Sen. Trask woukl the colleges and 
universities of this state on a ccdhsion ooiurse with the courts 
and constituticm. 

"We are tempted to chortle wkh langlto, imtfl we 
remember the spkit of meanness with wlikh sooMthing like 
this is dmie. It is a sad state of tdfmts that we've come to."

Giscard tops foes in French vote 

UNITI:D press IMTCaNATIONAI. 

President Valery Giscard d'Estaing and 
Socialist party chief Francois Mitterrand 
won the most votes yesterday in the first 
r(Hind of France's presidential elections and 
will meet in a May 10 runoff, French 
television said based on computer 
projections. 

The two projections on separate 
government networks also showed a major 
setback tor France's Communist Party, 
wiih iis chid George Marchais, 60, getting 
16 16 5 percent of the vote — the lowest 
c onimunist result in a national election in 
45 vcars. 

It I he projections are correct, a Giscard- 
Miiicrrand runoff would be a rematch of 
I he 1974 election which Giscard won by less 
than 2 percent, putting hira in the Eiysee 
Palace for seven years. 

The computer predictions showed the 
incumbent Giscard, 55, with more than 28 
percent of the votes cast in the field of seven 
men and three women. 

Mitterrand, 64. twice an unsuccessful 
presidential candidate, was projected with 
more than 25 percent. 

A runoff is necessary if none of the 10 
candidates wins a majority. 

Just over 80 percent of all French voters 
went to the polls, a drop from about 84 
percent from the first round of the last 
presidential election. 

Aides to Giscard said they were 
concerned about projections for Mitterrand 
I to 2 percentage points above poll 
predictions — because Mitterrand was 
likely to get Communist and small party

support in a runoff. 

Right-wing Paris Mayor Jacques Chirac, 
48, who surged in poll ratings in the final 
weeks and tried to mount a dark horse 
challenge to knock Mitterrand out of the 
No. 2 spot and the runoff election, was 
prc^jected in third place at close to 18 
percent. 

For Marchais, the projected results 
meant that he fell below his goal of getting 
at least 20 percent of the vote, a target he 
set as critical to remaining a mdor forcse hi 
French politics. 

^ The lower voter nimout was attributed to 
bhistery weather combined with apparent 
disinterest in what has been so far a duU

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No illusions 



in his haste to stifle debate on the oontrovcrsial Hefans-Hyde anti- 
abortioii bill. North Caroliiia RepubBdan John East may wefl have 

damaged the bill 's chance to pass congress. 

The bill, sponsored by Illinois Republican Henry Hyde and East's 
own mentor, fellow North Carolinian Jesse Helms, would legally define 
life as begmning at the moment of fertilization, a back-door way of 
nullifying the 1973 Supreme Court decision permitting abortions 
during the first six months of pregnancy. 

The Judiciary subcommittee chaired by East began hearing 
testimony on the bill ia^ week, and the freshman senator's erratic 
behavicM' has cttised <^te a stir . 

From a conservittive, blatant disregard for the traditions and the 
rules of the Senate was suprinng. East stacked the witness list with 
abortion opponents, some of them doctors who paraded spurious 
scientific evidence which they claimed proved life begins at 
fertilization. 

East denies he stacked the witness list, but although he has promised 
''extensive, exhaustive and fair" hearings he has yet to schedule any 
witness who might oppose his bill. He even went so far as to deny a 
request by the committee's ranking £>emocrat Sen. Mac Baucus of 
Montana, to schedule pro-choice witnesses. East also refused to 
follow the Seni^ tradition of allowing staff lawyers for die 
Democratic committee members to question witnesses. 

So decidedly one-sided was East's witness list that Sen. OrrinHatc^ 
of Utah, a die-hard conservative who was to have co-chaired the 
subcommittee with East, decided to save himself the embarrassment 
and pulled out of the committee. Hatch's staff let it be known that he 
disapproved of East's methods. 

Democratic committee staff were delighted by East's behavior. 
They believe his actions will stiffen Democratic opposition to the bill 
and may even embarrass enough Republicans to effectively kill the bill 
this session. 

Which to us is good news. The Helms-Hyde bill is a i^farious 
attempt to subvert both the constitution and the Supreme Court, and 
even numy Repubficans don't b^eve it wiH stand up in court. 

Now East goes one step further and tries to openly rig a Soiate 
subcommittee hearing. 

Perhaps Jesse needs to call East into his office for a little chat on the 
art of politics. It's alright to ram bills through subcommittee as long 
as you at least create the illusion of fairness, Jesse might tell his 
protege. 

But East didn't even create that illusion, and thus may have cut 
his — own throat. 
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When science meets theology

SPEXIAL TO THE FLAMBEAU 

A self-validating fact, one which is too often 
ignored, is the fundamental truth that those who 
control the ability to create— or by extension 
cure — life, also control the ability to destroy it. 

But possession of this knowledge is not self- 
validating; and history reveals that between the 
fourteenth and eighteenth centuries, upwards of 
nine million women were decimated as witches 
simply for the act of affirming this truth. 

The common occurance of placing punitive 
sanction — often death — against women who 
purportedly controlled the ability to destroy life, 
but more certainly the ability to cure (the drug 
digitalis was originally discovered by an English 
witch), marked the beginning of a long courtship 
between Science (with a capital '*S") and theology. 

The current restrictions on women's access to 
legal abortions marks the culmination of this 
courtship, while the proposed Hyde-Helms Human 
Life Bill surely antic^MUes the ultimate marriage of 
the two. 

What distresses advocates of women's rights 
most is not simply the latent union of science and 
theology — this has clearly been anticipated — but 
rather, the active role played by the state 
in officiating this marriage. The moral 
psuedo-scientific issues contained in the 
determination of where life begins become 
momentous political decisions under the aegis of 
state sanctioned legitimacy; and the more concrete 
issue of women's control over their reproductive 
functions— or more generally, individual rights — as 
guaranteed by the fourteenth amendment begin to 
pale. 

True, the determination of the beginning of life is 
indeed a crucial question, in as much as the 
Supreme Court decision in Roe vs. Wade is 
squarely contingent on that Court's inability to 
"resolve the difficult question of when life begins." 

Hyde and Helms, for their part, do not beg that 
question, but rather, circumvent it altogether. The 
wording of their bill, as well as its implications are 
quite clear: "For the purpose of enforcing the 
obligation of the states under the 14th law, human 
life shall be deemed io exist from conception." 

What is not clear, however, is the rationale for 
declaring human life a function of conception, as 
well as the question of what constitutes due process 
of law. 

At present, the answer to the first question has 
been provided by the medical /science community, 
which has had little qualms about arbitrarily 
defining the beginning of human life. There has, 
however, been little consensus, and some scientists, 
like Dr. Leon Rosenberg, professor and chair at the 
department of human genetics at Yale Medical 
School, feel that this question is "beyond the reach 
of science." 

Part of the hesitancy on the pan of the medical 
commtmity may be due, in part, to the growing 
teurest ui the fledgeling field of genetic 
U which has, clearly, a vested interest in 
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not defining human life as beginning ai 
fertilization. In Vitrol (literally "in glass' 
fertilization has a vast potential for being a 
lucrative new technology, and cell cloning ha 
already successfully been performed on frogs 
However, the effects of handling human embry(h 
are not certMn, and one can surely imagine 2 
situation where damage to an embryo could resul: 
in a deformed child, which under Hyde Heln^^ 
could sluely be construed as "assault" on a humai 
Ufe. 

A more central question might hinge on the 
dubious legitimacy of the medical 
establishment — or biisiiiess — to decide this issue a 
all, in as much as the male business communiiv 
clearly has the most to gain by prohibitini 
abortion. 

As Betty Friedan correctly pointed out in 1%3, in 
her book The Feminine Mystique, from the 
standpoint of corporate business, the * 'Career 
Woman" (who will become a tenuous reality under 
state sanctioned prohibition of abortion) is an 
"unhealthy" type to be sure, to the extent that she 
does "not believe that a Woman's place is primanl) 
in the home," where she is more inclined to act as a 
consumer. 

Cleariy, allowing private interest groups to usurp 
what little is left of women's control over our o*n 
bodies is an insidious tread; as it is relevant to the 
fourteenth amendment. 

Circumventing the role of the judiciary to define 
the rights of the individual leaves the individuai 
squardy at the mercy of the majority— a rather 
dangerous place to be in itself— or even at the 
hands of the minority, which is even more 
frightening. But not far from the truth, inasmuch 
as public opinion seems to be on the side 
advocating choice. As ABC-Harris polls indicate. 
60% of Americans approve of the 1973 Supreme 
Court decision which legalizes abortion. 

Choice— the ability of the individual to decide 
'her own conscience — is precisely what is at stake 
And precisely the right which Dr. Everett Koop. an 
antiabortion activist whom Reagan has indicatec 
may become Surgeon General, refers to when he 
notes that nothing like it has separated our sooet) 
since the days of slavery." 

Koop does his own side more harm than good 
here, by parallelling the antiabortion forces with the 
pro-slavery forces of the Civil War— for only raosis 
and ignoramuses defend slavery. 

But Koop also illuminates one basic fact: tha 
this society was designed, at least in principie. 
fosier the antithesis of conflicting cla ms 0! 
conscience, so that these claims might be mediated 
by a purportedly pluralistic poUty. By eliminating 
choice, Koop and company destroy the right ot 
competing claims to express themselves, an 
in«vitabAy« only serve to expose the myth for wbai it 
is.

U'qc\l advice and legal service referrals to students with 
problems ranging from divorces to jail sentences 

Tlu-ir main purpose as a Student Government Agency 
,s tn refer students to attorneys in Tallahassee and to 
Mil^plv a minimum amount of initial counseling. "Each 
student tliat is full time or each graduate student who is 
p.irt time is entitled to three half hour visits with an 
.ittorney each year." Stated Gerald Spurgen. the Legal 
Si rvices Administrator for the past two years. The agency 
.liso sponsors an Additional Benefit Program for students 
who have a problem concerning numerous students such 
as a class action. A Board of Directors which conas(s of 
attorneys, administrators and students determines which 
people arc eligible to recewe up to $1000 for additional 
benefits. 



The process for a student seeking legal advjce is a 
simple one. 'They fill out a total of three forms." said 
Spitfgen. Student Legal Services has a list of 44 attorneys 
and an open file filed with other students evaluations of 
those attorneys. While the students an meeting Avith the 
tndividiiaily selected attorney the lawyer may make a 
jphone call or write a letter on behalf of the troubled 
student Spurgen commented, "We are preventative legal 
help" and therefore they provide counseling right there In 
the office. Spurgen works with an Assistant 
Administrator. Roy Shifrin. who aids in legal advice and 
counseling 

A typical FSU student mav have a problem such as a 
landlord tenant dissagreement in which legal services 
may be of use. They work with problems ranging from 
divorces to being thrown in lail 'On a campus this size 
students need protection, said Spurgen 

"A student appreciates medical and dental services 
only after they have used the service." Spurgen stated. 
"Likewise students are not aware the importance of 
preventath/e legal advKe until they are In trouble.'^ An 
example of this is being thrown out of your apartment or 
thrown in jail. FSU*s legal services will take care of your 
problem and they will see any student who is in trouble 
with the law.

Tallahassee looks for new fuels to stoke its hungry generators

It has been eight years since OPEC first 
turned the screws on the world's energy lust 
but cities across the nation have been slow to 
come to grips with the need to look for 
alternative sources. Nevertheless, substantial 
study has been done on the problem in 
l allahasee and the city may be close to some 
solutions. 

Although higher energy costs affect 
Tallahassee in many ways, of primary 
concern is the cost of generating electricity in 
city-owned power plants with imported oil 
and natural gas. In 1979, half of 
Tallahassee's total spending went to buy 
supplies of those fuels. Future supplies of 
both are uncertain. And even if the city can 
increase its usage of cheaper natural gas by as 
much as 200*^'o, Tallahassee may still use 2Vo 
more oil in 1989 than it did last year. 

Those figures come from a report prepared 
last year, at the request of the city 
commission, by the Burns & McDonnell 
consulting firm of Kansas City. The Burns & 
Mc£>onnell report was one of the first of 
several studies the commission has made, or 
intends to make, into exploration of 
alternative fuel sources. 

According to City Commissioner Carol 
Belbnny, the studies conducted thus far have 
aH been iiniited and no action has yet been 
taken on any of the consultants' 
reoomnieiidatioiis. At this stage, she said, the 
repiMts are meant merely to give 
coB unin ioncfs bttckgrouad ntfocBiatio& on 
the lante of altematives. 

**FUel poKcy has never been a Amctkm of a 
city conumtsion," Bdlamy said. "We're 
groping to evohrc a policy, and I think we're 
fiffther akN^ than many other communities 
in the area." 

Bellamy said she was interested in 
developtog a diveise Awl supply.

Coal gasification VS. garbage 

The Burns & McDonnell report 
concentrated on coal gasification as a 
supplement to oil and natural gas, although it 
considered solid wastes and wood as possible 
alternatives. It suggested the city either build 
a new $150 million coal-fired boiler or 
convert its largest existing boiler to a coal-K)il 
mixture. 

According to Bellamy, commissioners 
expected Burns & McDonnell to concentrate 
on coal-oil alternatives: the firm specializes in 
the design of coal-oil electric plants and is 
familiar with the most recent discoveries in 
that field. Studies by firms familiar with 
other fuel alternatives will be, and have been, 
initiated, Bellamy said. 

Another possible future fuel source may 
be solid wastes — that is, the tons of garbage 
the city normally buries. According to Chan 
Jones, the city could save landfill costs and at 
the same time supply 3% of the fuel needed 
to run the city's largest generator. 

Jones has been a mechanical engineer 
specializing in public utilities for 40 years. 
Last year he co-chaired the Local Energy 
Action Program's utilities committee with 
Kent Spriggs, who has since been elected to 
the city commission. 

Jones said his garbage proposal, itf $1 
imlfion per megawatt, would be $11 million 
less than coal gasification. He suggested 
however, tiiat the dty might overlook those 
savnigs because of a bias withm the dty 
adraimstratioo in fovor of gasification. 

BeUamy c&coimted that charge. While 
agreeing that administrators might hold 
preferences, she denied that any alternative 
soivoe had been ruled out. 

Joe Dykes, deputy city manager for 



lunity^ services, says administrators have 
been cantious in their advke to the 
commission, and will be until all the options 
have been explored. But one certain 
ahenwtive, at Inst in the short run, wfll be 
expansion of Taltahassee's natural gas lines, 
Dytesmd. 

Natural Gas 

The dty cut back on piping gas directly 
into homes in the late 50s , because of supply 
problems during peak usage periods. Dykes. 
It costs the dty so much money to buy and 
pipe bottled gas into the system to meet 
demand during some winters, he said, that 
the dty just refused to open any more lines. 
Instead, the dty concentrated on burning the 
gas wkh oil to generate dectridty at central 
plants. 

However, burning natural gas in central 
generators is less efficient than piping it 
directly mto homes. Dykes said ttoe's a 
good chance more gas lines will be opened, 
but that cu^omers will probably be required 
to hook up at least two major applicances to 
qualify for service. That requirement would 
stablize demand for gas, and should prevent 
the kind of peak overloads that led to the 
system's curtaifanoit in the first place, he 
said. 

Wood 

Another possible source is the forest that 
covers most of North Florida. Through 
gasification or raw burning of wood wastes 
from sawmills or papermills, utilities in three 
Northwestern states generated over 100 
megawatts of power last year, according to 
Robert Hodam, a California-based 
consultant who specializes in wood-burning 
generators. 

Hodam addressed the commission two 



weeks ago. He said a utilitv compam m 
Eugene, Ore., has generated elecinaiv tn 
burning wood for over 30 years. Hodam said 
wood burns cleaner than coaJ, and that most 
costs are cheaper with wood. 

Labor costs, however, can be much hie^r 
wiih wood-burning generators than \Mih coii 
plants, Hodam said — but precisel\ ho* 
much more expensive is difficult to say If jhc 
city chose to truck wood to a centra! Mie. the 
price of man-power and gasoline could sUsii 
at any savings inherent in the wood-bumu^ 
process. 

However, he continued, the ciu . . . 
encourage development of a nun bcr o; 
decentralized plants, all located close to (ret 
farms or wood mills. Feeding wood waste 
into boilers would not only save mill owners 
disposal costs, but would also allow them a 
chance to earn a profit by selling the surplus 
electricity back to the city, Hodam said. 

In fact, the main problem with wood 
burning generators is not cost, but supph, 
Hodam said. Tallahassee would ha\e lo 
begin lining up wood suppliers immediateh. 
before other cities catch on and begin to 
compete for the limited supply, he noted 

And other cities are not far behind. B> i::. 
end of this month, Starke, Fla., will begin ii^ 
own experiment with wood gasification, with 
the backing of the State Department of 
Energy. If that experiment is a success. 
Starke might convert all seven of its diesci 
generators at a saving of $1 million a year, 
according to a United Press International 
report. 

Other communities are eyeing the Starke 
experiment closely. All of those communme^ 
could compete with Tallahassee for wood 
fuel. 

Bellamy said she doesn't expect an\ 
movement on the issue soon. *'We haven't 
decided yet and I don't know what further 
study should be done," she said. 

Commissioner Spriggs was more 
optimistic. "Burning wood at a remote site 
do-able and there's a real good chance weT 
get deeply into it this year , ' ' he said . He added 
that at least one wood-burning generator 
might be in operation by the end of this year 
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115, the Republican budget plan which has cleared the 
committee level and is expected to be debated on the House 
floor no later than next Tuesday, calls for a reduction of

Gov. Bob Graham has proposed a 36^o increase m 
university and college tuition over the next two years to 
offset increases in energy, materials, maintenance, and 
expansion costs.

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Archbishop: Reform comes from poor

s.,v^ Camara believes differently. The 72-ycar-old 
archbishop said he believes the people arc the source of 
hangc. not the government. 

The controversial Camara spoke Friday at Saint Thomas 
More ( ()-( athedral as part of a visit sponsored by the 
CatholiL Diocese of Pensacola-Tallahassee, the Florida 
State C ommittee on Religious Affairs, and approximately a 
hair Jo/cn other religious denominations. 

(amara. who has been nominated four times for the 
Nobci }\ace Prize, is extremely influential among the poor 
and the persecuted. 

Recently, Camara wrote: "Rich men live on wealth 
derived from the misery of their own countrymen. These 
elites ^^ork closely with the powerful leaders of multi- 
national concerns... but the people do not share the profits. 
\U- need to build a complete humanizing revolution of the 
present structure on socialist bases — without shedding 
Hlood." 

Such statements, along with his active involvement with 
the lower classes in Brazil, have earned the Archbishop the 
status of a non-person from the Brazilian government, 
journalists are therefore prevented from using Camara's 
name in Brazil. Also as a result of his activities, Camara has 
had many of his books banned and he has been physically 
[hreatened. 

In 1973, Camara received the People's Peace Prize from 
irate Europeans who were disgruntled over the choice of 
Henry Kissinger and Le Due Tho as winners of that year's 
Nobel Peace Prize. The European group raised $300,000 to 
present to Camara along with the alternate prize. 

Friday night, Camara spoke out against the use of food 
as a diplomatic weapon. Food embargoes affect too many 
innocent children and families who are barely surviving, he 
said. 

C amara has earlier referred to the United States position 
on El Salvador as "truly incredible." 

"I hope that President Reagan will (during his 
recuperation from an assassination attempt) have had time 
to think about the gravity of his choice." 

Camara was appointed as a bishop in 1964 and is

No specific cause of death was given. 

A memorial service for Davis was planned for Friday at 
the Encino Community Church in Tarzana. 

The silver-haired actor made dozens of movies and more 
than 300 television appearances during his long career but 
failed to reach stardom until he appeared in "Dallas" and 
the Ewing dynasty became a national obsesnon. 

As Jock Ewing, Davis was forced to coolend each week 
with the back-stiMing, marital infideihies and mtpu^ 
building of his often irre^xmstble clan eqiectalhr the evil 
J.R. Ewing.

nikki giovanni 

How many poets can draw 800 people and 
three standing ovaiions at Fk>rida State, and 
be swamped afterwards for autographs and 
handclasps? 

Nikki Giovanni can, and did last 
Wednesday night in the Union Ballroom to 
the delight of the roomful of fans. Here as 
part of the Student Government Emcutive 
Lecture Series, she was to give "An Evening 
of Beautiful Words.'* The scene resembled a 
concert more than a talk/poetry reading, 
with the electric adulation that's usually 
saved for rock stars and actors thrown at the 
feel of **the princns of black poetry. 

She spoke of politics briefly, jabbing the 
Florida Legislature's eagerness to send 
women reeling back in time by working to 
undo all the women's rights progress that's 
been made so fat; but then she found her true 
topic— the politics of relationships— and 
satirized the invisible, derisive vofce of 
advertising, the spewing out of constant 
accusations that we're always somehow 
flawed: 

'*To be a woman is to know there's 
sofBething wrong with,yoy->if yicmr Mr's 
not gray and you don't have wrinkles, are 
yon sure your hands are soft enough?" She 
chided men, especially black men, for 
objectifying themselves (I got a car, I'm big 
and strong and handsome, 1 got money so 
I'm worth somethng) and disbelieving their 
innate worth: "Men get hung up on their 
bodies and what they can do with them— they 
became athletes, and sexual athletes. I submit 
man should become spiritual athletes and 
exercise more than the organ between their 
navels and their thighs." 

Giovanni spoke of men's socialization 
away from the physical expression of 
tenderness, blaming it for many of our 
problems— betweea moi aad wooMli, and 
between nations. 

"Why can't we hug our sons? They're 
small humans who need our touch. But we 
withhold it from them, lavish it all on our 
daughters, and then warn our daughters 
about these men, that don't know how to 
treat them properly— we must treat our sons 
with all the love we give our daughters, and 
slow this destructive circle...! should've 
thought (in the 60s) that we would have 
learned by now how to love each other." 

For all her anger at our wasted 
possibilities, Giovanni is an optimist, and 
believes that knowledge, communication and 
love are the tools we need to change our 
course. 

•'I want you to sit down and read 
soraetliiQg, 'cause you have to read a book by 
yowidf, and hear your own heartbeat. You 



are part of a generation raised on noise, 
dclibcratly made illiterate, with no sense of 
self. If you knew who you were, you 
wouldn't give yourself up so easily." 

Her speech was paced by the audience 
member's cries of agreement, and the 
atmosphere was controlled by her strength. 

"It is all open to you, whether you want to 
acknowledge it or not — you have the power 
to levitate off this planet, which means you 
have a reevaluate what it means to be 
human... you have a magnificent potential to 
do something new... We cannot face the 21st 
century with the same myopic view we faced 
the past generation with... I want you to 
dream big dreams, because the only thing 
that can happen then is that they won't 
work — but at least you will have tried. 

She spoke of the problems facing blacks 
today, and added "Blacks are the only 
community today that have the power to 
forgive others for what they have done... We 
bring the power to forgive, and now whites 
must forgive themselves. We must also 
forgive ourselves for being used — it's a two- 
way street." 

She speaks to blacks and whites, and rails 
against qualities that both possess: "I hate 
liars and people who are afraid to disa^ee 
with me... if you believe differently, at least 
say so, then we'll have something to 
discuss... the worst that could happen is that 
you wouldn't convince me... but at least 
you'd be telling the truth." 

• • • ' 

Cynthia Roberts of the Chronicle 
Telegram writes, "Nikki Giovanni 
is... softening, rounding the edges of the 
sharp, angry poems that made her one of the 
60s black revolutionary poets. If one still 
chooses to think of hor as bitter, then it's 
bittcfsweet..." 

Giovanni is not even softoiing so much as 
filling in soqk of the spaces left empty in her 
earlior poems. RedeHning, repeating, re- 
examining, she spins blankets of strong 
blindingly-irresistable scenes: of herself, us, 
history and hearts. 

In her poem "ego-trippiiig," she retoM the 
black story, personifying horsdf as the black 
vcHce, tellhif of the strength and pride of her 
race, and reminding them of what they've 
done: "I was bom m the congo/I walked to 
the fertile crescent and huift/the sphinx/I 
designed a fyyramid so tough that a star/that 
only glows ewy one hundred years falls/into 
the center giving divhie perfect tig|it/I am 
bad"

<ln the 60s, Giovanni was one in a sea of 
angry black voices u»ng poetry to t^ the 
white world how much they needed to change 
and trying to tell the average white reader 
that it was his problem too. Inuunu Amiri 
Baraka (Le Roi Jones) and Don L. Lee also 
tried to convey a sense of renewed pride to 
the black readers, and widen their perception 
of their culture and their potential as blacks. 

She believed her poetry was so important 
that she borrowed the money from friends 
and formed her own publishing ccMnpany to 
print it. She soon got the recognition of the' 
writing/reading world, and William Morrow 
has published most of her subsequent works. 
She has since published 14 books aad made 
seven records. 

She makes her money from her books and 
lectures, and now holds the keys to nine 
American cities, and holds (along with her 
History degree from Fisk University) four 




honorary doctorates, one from Smith 
College.

In 1%9, she wrote in Woman Poem ... it's 
knock-kneed mini-skirted/wig wearing died 
blond mamma's scar/bom dead my scorn 
your whore/rough heeled broken nailed 
powdered/face me/whose whole life is 
tied/up to unhappiness/cause it's the 
only/for real thing/I/know 

In 1981, she r^ads frcnn a poem she wrote 
after Jolm Lennon's murder in New York 
City, when ^ was so shocked, she wrote not 
for him as mudi as for ns — where have we 
come to when we kiU one ot our most 
peaceful citizens, an "astronaut of 
innerspace," who second only to Stevie 
Wonder, "was the gremest songwriter/poet 
of our generation: : Those on the edge must 
get used to the cuts." 
At 37» she is used to the cuts. 
She has come a long way on 
detennmatiOB, humor and stubbomess. She 
has mi 11-year-old son, Thonias, and is 
raismg him by herself. She diose not to 
marry Thomas' Mm, and the two have 
lived a f uB life with each other by themselves , 
imtil just recently when Giovanni's pwcnts 
moved back m with them aftor her fitther was 
rdeased Irom the hospkal after a stroke. 

**He called me up and said he was coming 
home from the hospital m a wheeichab. I 
told him if he conUhi't make it home with a 
walker, stay in the hospital. He tried to get 
me to art iq> his food, and he didn't eirt for 
two days. He had been spoiled by his family 
and my mother aB his fife, and he needed m 
cto/te for hhnsdf. If hedidB^t weyalMnds 
and legi aa nnch as posable, he would have 
lost the use of them. That was three years 
ago. The other day, I was talking to him long 
distance from California. He smd 'I guess I 
owe you something- thanks.' Damn ri^t. I 
said to myself. But he couldn't have done 
any other way..4uid he couldn't say thanks 
all this time, umil he got to Califomia aB# 
had me on the phone long distmoe." 

Giovanni jokes about "the problems of

looks like a fag. ..and Thomas turns aro .

• It's evident that one of (»nnann 
greatest joys is her relationship with her son 
She has spent a great deal of time and energ\ 
on being fair with him, giving hini [Ccl^o;^ 
and letting him know how fully he is loved 
This gives her a sense of pride that no book' 
can give. 

It is this pride, and caring that makes her 
so successful on the college lecture circuit 
She retains her understanding of youth, and 
cares about the troubles they face. She i> 
convinced that youth's best asset is a sense oi 
hope for the future, and assures ihem thai 
love and knowledge are the paths that lead le 
it. 

After Delta Sigma Theta Sorority gave he 
a dozen red roses for having "done so mMdi 
for black women," and she had finished 
speaking, people swamped the stage fw 
autographs and things they "had to tell her." 
She was surrounded for an hour, with i 
group gradually decreasing in size, and her 
interaction with those remaining beci«* 
more personal. One of the last people ttai 
she spoke to was a young man. He waited l» 
his dumce and reached for her hand: **! 
walked ail the way to my dorm from ben* 
and realized that I couldn't go inside without 
thaiAing you. So I came back->thanks."

Only the pro scouts know for siwe

Silting. Waiting. Hoping. Collegiate gridiron seniors arc 
undergoing the most trying 48 hours of their lives — the di^ 
before the draft. 

To some highly gifted athletes, the National Football 
League draft is just another transition in their glorious 
^fccfs — with money the only extra variable. But others 
who are not so skilled await the draft with a mixed feeling of 
hope and doom — much like a crafty old Tom turkey hiding 
under the chopping block on Thanksgiving eve. 

•♦| don't even think about it," said graduating Seminole 
safety Monk Bonasorte, who holds Florida State's career 
n'crccption record with 15. "If I go, then it's fine. If not, 
' jn that's O.K. too. But I can't let it play with my mind." 

Though Bonasorte is not one of those individuals that have 
pro scouts drooling for his services, he is the rule, not the 
exception, as fas as the Seminoles are concerned. 

Scanning the field and rankings of some of the most 
wanted athletes around the country, it soon becomes 
apparent not many Seminoles are irresistible. Of the 14 
starting FSU seniors, a mere four will probably get positive 
long distance phone calls tomorrow evening. 

Also surprising to most Seminole fans but not the slightest 
Hii startling to pro scouts is that FSU offensive tackle Ken 
, jiiicr will probably be the first 'Nole to go. Ranked as the 
nation's hith-best tackle on the NFL's blue chip list, Lanier j 
^ listed by the pros as 6-foot-3, 271 pounds. Making matters 
\ fuore fruitful, Lanier is ranked as the nation's third-best 
ot tensive guard, a position he played only sparingly for the 
Scmmoles. 

Most likely to get the second long distance buzz in his 
( ohic Terrace apartment is Tribe cornerback Bobby Butler. 
I istcd by the pros as 5-foot-lO and 166 pounds, he detours 
scouts' concern for his stature with his speed. Running an 
eye-hlinking time of 4.49 in the 40-yard dash, Butler is 
categorized as the seventh-best defensive back in the country. 

"All 1 want to do is get it over with," he said while 
watching Saturday's Celebrity Alumni game from the 
sideline. "Some teams say they want me in the first, some say 
maybe the third, but I'm just hoping I can make it. If I do I'll 
just look at it as going in to play my best and get a job." 
While most teams seem assured of Lanier and Butler's pro 

capabilities, the future of 
one of the most noted 
players in the school's 
history remains a question 
mark. 

Ron Simmons, the 
Seminoles all-world 
noseguard who dwelled on 
everyone's All-American 
list as well as in opponents* 
backfields, two years ago 
watched his pro market 
value begin to deflate due to 
injuries and lack of normal 
pro noseguard size. 

Last year Simmons was 
henpecked throughout the 
year with a severe ankle 
injury, after being on the 
receiving end of a chop- 
block in the Seminoles

CPE lashes out at Senate critic

In a press conference yesterday, FSU's Center for 
Participant Education (CPE) and Women's Center 
joined with the Metropolitan Community Church 
and Clearinghouse on Criminal Justice in 
defending their sponsorship of A Week of Lesbian 
and Gay Awareness, which was attacked on the 
Senate floor by Sen. Alan Trask, D-Winterhaven, 
who pushed through a "family strength" 
amendment. 

Waving a copy of CPE's catalogue, Trask 
convinced the Senate to vote 26-10 for a proposal 
cutting off funding for any university th at supp oftt 
an organization which **ic coinwicn dt or advocates'* 
sex between unmarried persons. 

The American Civfl liberties Union caisd tke 
amendment *'paicntly unconstitatiMnl and 
ludicrous Geirff Sm ith, head o f CPE. mid Trask 
obviously had no nmkii i i n iiin g of CPE's 
or the purpose of edacation. 



*'We are not here to advocate anythmg," said 
Smith. Democracy depends on the free flow of 
information.'* 

Trask says that things like FSU's Women's Week 
and Gay Awareness Week undermine the family 
and promote immorality.

Collins urges session 
to help unmask the KKK

With former Gov. Leroy Collins 
warning that the Ku Klux Klan is 
beginning a revival in the SoHth, 
House and Senate committees voted 
yesterday to unmask the hooded order. 

The bills by Sen. George Stuart, D- 
Orlando, and Rep. George Sheldon, 
D-Tampa, did not mention any secret 
organization by name, but sponsors 
ant! ccimmittee members said the 
measures were drawn up in response to 
the F lorida Supreme Court ruling last 
December in a case brought by a 
Klansman. 

Collins told the Senate Judiciary- 
Criminal and House Criminal Justice 
Committees how he and the late Sen. 
Vcile Pope, D-St. Augustine, fought 
the KKK in the early 1950s by enacting 
a law against wearing masks at public 
gatherings. 

The Stuart bill (SB 537) would make

Reagan's speech on Capitol Hill will be his first majof 
public appearance since the attempt on his life four weeks 
ago today. 

Meanwhile Republicans on the Senate Budget 
Committee reached a leniaiivc accord today that may 
appease GOP dissidents and clear the way for a floor vote 
late this week on President Reagan's 1982 budget 

blueprint. 

At the same time. Speaker Thomas O'Neill all but 
conceded today the adminisiraiton budget plan will pas^ 
in the House after a fight. He iaid. htmcver. the 
American public eventually will demand that a be 
changed and "time is going to be the cure." 

The Senate agreement, struck shortly before the Houmt 
and Senate convened at noon after a two-week Easter 
break, still does not show how the budget will be balanced 
on schedule, but it gives the Republican-dominated 
committee a way out of an emlwrrassing snag.

Institution) some guards forced a man to sit 
on a basebaft ba^" mA Mioto. "This is an 
extreme case, but shows the depth of hatred 
from our society." 

Only a small minority of prisoners are 
gay, openly homosexual and proud of their 
personhood, according to Mioto. Many 
Prisoners, however, participate in some sex 
fehitionslidps. Only the *'wolf pack," about 
10 or 12 prisoBcrs, capes, he said. 

"Sometimes, even in prison, there is 
love," conchided Mioto. "They liy and kiU 
it, but they never can. 
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Mad? Not Sen. Trask 

No. Sen. Alan Trask of Wintcrhaven has not gone mad. He's just 

securing his spot on the Moral Majority gift list, and come next 
election will no doubt enjoy the benevolence of that money-laden 
political organization. 

Trask successfully tacked an amendment onto the Senate 
appropriations bill last Friday that would cut off funds to any state 
school that 4ireQtly or mdk^clfy encouraged s» between unmarried 
persons. 

The BiB reads: "No ftinds...shaU be used to finance any state- 
supported public or private postiecoBdaiy educational institution that

"pro-family" bill this year; it proposes to prc^bit homosexual 
organizations from forming on community eoU^ campuses. 

Sen. Pat Frank of Miami, who chairs the Senate Education 
Committee, kindly told Trask his IhII was aocoii^tutioQal and would 
have to be revised before getting out of her committee. 

No matter. The senator still ges an **E" from the New Right for 
effort. 

Of course, Trask's courtship of the Moral Majority is not 
surprising, given the results of last November's election. 

But it does surprise and frighten us to realize that Trask's 
amendment actually passed on the floor of the Florida Senate. Save a 
few calmer heads, like Gordon's, the Senators gobbled up Trask's 
amendment without blinking an ^e (except for an affectionate wink 
at the Moral Majority). 

Like the American Civil Liberties Union lawy^ who called the 
amendment patently unconstitutional, we are tempted to chortle with 
laughter — until we too realize the spirit of meanness with which the 
amendment was offered.

\ popular recommendation is that 
in-school interest benefits be 
eliminated. (iSI recipients now pay 
9«f interest on their loans, deferred 
jntil they are non-students for six 
months. The proposal would require 
that the interest rate be comparable to 
current rates (20<^o at this writing) with 
no in-school benefit. A proposed 
jhange in the interest rate schedule 
would charge lower interest for early 
repayment, a move aimed at curbing 
the default rate. 

According to statistics from the 
Honda Student Association, a 
obbying organization, 80-90<^'o of 
iiudents currently eligible for 
Guaranteed Student Loans may not 
chgible in 1981-82. Other sources 
indicate the program may be 
completely discontinued because banks 
may not agree to the restrictions. 

In 1978, the Middle Income 
Assistance Program was established to 
solve a "cash flow problem" to 
students ineligible for basic grants. A 
ceiling of $40,000 was proposed and 
deleted because statisticians found that 
only 4^0 of college students came from 
families with income above $40,000. It 
was decided that the loans would be 
distributed regardless of need. 

"That backfired on us," said 
Financial Aid officer Marsh. "Now 
they see it as a wasteful program and 
:hc\ really want to get rid of it.** 

Marsh said about 6800 FSU students 
receive GSL money for a total of $17 
million annually. Florida A&M 
University distributes about 600 GSLs 
for a $1,200,000 total. Most Florida 
universities estimated 25% of their 
students would lose their GSLs. 

Another major program slated for 
cutbacks is the Pell Grant (formerly 
Basic Educational Opportunity Grant) 
program. The Congressional Budget 
Committee has called for a $636 
million reduction in this year's 
spending over last year's. 

The Pell Grant or Basic Grant is 
awarded on the basis of need. Need 
analysis is computed according to a

awards. In a legislative 'flfiUMHf 
stalemate. Congress has at preteat 
eliminated the self-help clause, but ft 
has not been ruled out for '82-*83. 

The maximum award for the graais 
would be $1750 per year, according to 
Reagan's figures. But according to 
Alice M. Rivlin, director of the 
Congressional Budget Office, the PeU 
Grant program would need an 
additional $1.2 billion this year to 
finance grants at $1750. She said that 
without that extra funding, the 
maximum grant available would be 
$1100 in '81-82. 

According to the Chronicle of 
Higher Educaiton (February '81) 
575,000 fewer students would receive 
basic grants under the proposed 
changes. 

The Florida Student Financial 
Assistance Commission estimates the 
state's students will lose 20% of basic 
grant funds. At FSU, Marsh said he 
expects a 15% reduction. Between 750 
and 1000 students receive basic grants 
at FSU for a total of $4 million 
annually. About 3000 FAMU students 
receive the grants, 1500 at Florida 
International, 1 100 at Florida Atlantic, 
and thousands more at Florida's five 
other major universities. Each of the 
financial aid offices contacted 
indicated cutbacks in basic grants 
would seriously hiut students currently 
receiving them. , 

"The $50 they lose from the basic 
grant may make the difference in 
whether they are in school or not," 
said the Financial Aid Director at the 
University of Central Florida. 

**Rcduced maximums or ratable 
reductions will hurt all of them," said 
University of North 'Florida's Financial 
Aid director. ''And if they cut the 
basic grants, students wiO need the 
loans even more. We probably woo't 
be able to support them if they go 
through with these cuts.'

Social Secnrity and Vcterttu 
Benefits are the last of the mdor 
programs to be cut. Veterans will 
probably comhine to leoeive ftnds for 
their schooliiig at close to current leveb 
but children of deceased or disabled 
veterans will receive reduced benefits, 
posaWy to be phased out in the near 
fature. 

The Social Security program, should 
Reagan's proposals be implemented, 
will not provide benefits to students, as 
of July of this year, who do not already 
receive them. By the end of four years, 
the program will be oompletdy phased 
out. 

An alternative proposal, by Rep. 
J.J. Pickle, I>Tcxas, would initiate the 
phase-out beginning next year, with 
the program eliminated at the end of 

five years. 

Overall, the picture is dismal for 
students who depend on financial 
assistance to continue their education, 
according to Sen. Clairbome Pell, D- 
R.I., who sponsored student financial 
assistance a decade ago. Pell said he 
supports the administration's efforts 
to curtail spending and to balance the 
budget, but not at the expense of 
higher education. 

"In the field of student financial 
aid," Pell said, "I believe the 
reductions will be penny-wise and 
pound- foolish. We cannot sacrifice the 
current generation of college 
students."

DANCE 

The choices of a critic

Choosing to be a critic, says 
[>ob(uah Jowitt, is a bit more 
involved than seeing a performance, 
forming an opinion and situng down 
ai a typewriter. 

Speaking to about 50 Florida State 
jan^e students yesterday. Jowitt, 
Jan.e critic for the Village Voice, 
cxpiained that "the type of critic you 
are depends on the stance you decide 
to take. There are several. ..but I 
wouldn't want to choose any of 
them." 

Jowitt defined a few of those 

stances. 

"There are critics who are basically 
consumer guides. They tell people 
how to avoid bad art, but I think 
thai^ really un-American, people 
should think for themselves," she 
said. 

Where the "consumer guide" 
tends to view art only in terms of 
commercial values, the "arbiter of 
taste," who seeks to keep art "pure" 
runs the risk of setting standards that 
are \oo demanding or narrow. 

"Then there are the fan-critics who 
get public goosebumps, who feel that 
the only thing to do is to stand in 
front o( genius and make noise," 
Jowitt explained. 

Ail of these types of criticism fail 
because they don't explain what*s 
going on in the dance. However, 
Jowitt added, the choice of critical 
stance is not within total control of 
the writer. 

"Roles often get chosen for me. 
An artist needs publicity... and wants 



to use my work that wa]r...people 
read my reviews and use them to 
decide whether they should §0 to « 

show or not." she said. 

Jowitt, who also spoke last night, 
sort of stumbled into dance criticism. 
A dancer, choreographer, teacher 
and translator, she was acting for 
peanuts in summer slock when her 
husband suggested she turo to 
writing. 

"I had a friend who worked for 
public radio (New York City's 
WBAI-FM) and he invited me to join 
this weekly critic's panel... where we 
would each do our reviews and then 
argue about them," Jowitt told the 
audience. An editor at Dance Scope 
heard the show and asked Jowitt to 
submit a piece. 

When, in 1967, Voice dance writer 
Jill Johnston decided to turn her 
attention to other topics, a friend 
encouraged Jowitt to submit some 
work. 

"I sent in one piece, and it wasn't 
printed. So I thought I'd write 
another, make it better. Then the 
next week they were both printed," 
Jowitt laughed. Soon she was making 
$35 a week, hardly a financial 
improvement over summer stock, but 
a solid base for a witer to build on. 

Jowitt admits that her view is a 
subjective one, but says a good critic 
can ''objectify, somewhat" and 
attempt to be fair, which usually 
means allowing for certain personal 
biases. 

"Your perception of a work is 
going to be affected by how you fed, 
how busy you are, if you're tired, if

you're in love with somebody in the 
show," she said. 

"Sometimes v^hen a critic writes 
that someone gave a beautiful 
performance,' that's just the person 
they want to take home with them 
that night," Jowitt quipped. 

What the critic should do, 
according to Jowitt, is "add to the 
resonance of the work," push it into 
the public consciousness. 

Unfortunately, "too many people 
think dance is beautiful and mindless 
and a bit sexy. They look and gasp 
and let it roll right over them.** 

As a dancer told her, "people have 
orgasmic responses to a 
performance. They all say wow! 
wow! but have absolutely nothing to 
say about the dance.'* 

"You need to form a hypothesis 
about the dance,'* Jowitt advised, 
"Try to see what's going on." 

Yet, she readily admitted, it's not 
uncommon, even for a critic, not to 
know what's going on. 

"You find yourself on the pbom a 
lot. Talking to other critics." 



'Heaven's Gate' product of tiny talent 



Heaven 's Gate: Miracle Thearre (7;20, 10:10) $3M

By now everyone knows the sordid history of Heaven's 
Gate. Allocated $24 million by the United Artists 
management for his nineteenth-century Western epic, 
director Michael Cimino, almost as soon as he arrived at his 
Wyoming location, started hiring thousands more extras 
than oiiginally planned and embarked on elaborate, 
expensive additional set construction. Cimino returned to 
California with over 1.5 million feet of film, and by the 
lime Cimino had spent a year assembling that million-and- 
a half into a four-hour epic, the bill for Heaven 's Gate had 
run upwards of $36 million. 

Then came the movie's disastrous opening, in late 
November last year. So unanimous was the drubbing the 
film suffered at the hands of the New York critical 
establishment, Cimino and United Artists announced 
almost immediately the fihn was being puUed for extensive 
recutiing. 

The result is the two-hour, 20 minute version that opened 
in 850 theatres across the country last Friday. 

People are still speculating how Cimino's grandiose 
vision got so out of control. Talk generally was that studio 
brass had failed to exercise firm restraint on Cimino, 
hadn't kept the director's wild-eyed indulgences im check. 
Lately, observers said, bright young directors are given too 
"»«ch a free reign, and "creative freedom" had taken the 
of prudent finances. But to blame Heaven 's Gatean 
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some broad trend would only be superficial. The very 
problems that resulted in Heaven's Gate's huge cost 
overruns are the very same problems that ruin the film. 

Filmmaking, like any other art, is a science, and 
evidently Cimino neglected the workaday business of 
getting good footage in the can. So grand and lofty were 
(Cimino's intentions and so incomplete the results, Heaven's 
Gate can only be called a failed masterpieoe — or in other 
words, just a failure. But if there ever were an " iM cg atia t 
failure, ' ' Heaven 's Gate is a toctbook enmpie.

hired someone to lidp Imb oamt wp with a tiglMcr tcr^, he 
could have exercised at much cootrol and maybe even be 
more pleased with the result. He nirely could have saved 
hiwcll some worry. It's not oidy mach cheaper to know 
pretty much what you want before you fo out and start 
shooting, but it also makes for a better movie. That Cimino 
shot a million-plus feet of fihn shows up mat only in the 
account books but also on the screen. 

When Heaven 's Gate first appeared in the four-hour fonn, 
the critics* major complaint was that the movie wasn't 
coherent. The problem still hurts the new version. While it's 
possible to understand enough of the story to keep up with 
things, it's made unnecessarily difficult. Cimino was aimtng 
for some sort of distinctive narrative style, but he ends up 
with a jumble. Cimino must suffer from what so many 
Hollywood directors seem to be afflicted with these days — a 
need lo be innovative, to be *'arty" like the Europeans. (It 



flHMt be a hM^over from the old American cinema's alleged 
"inferiority comptot".) But in the films with the most 
diptical or ambiguous narratives, the plot is either simple 
and austere (/¥rsoiM5/ or just isn't important (much Godard, 
Stmiust Armaria, The Discreet Charm of the Bourgesoie). 
In melodrama, especially epics like Heaven '5 Gate, the plot is 
everything. Cimino had a great story in his hands, and 
there's nothing wrong with a good melodrama, no need to 
hide it. But Cimino's too busy being stylish when he should 
he straightforward. Betng elliptical is not the same as being 
coiifiiiaig. 

The hi^est proU^au with Heaven 's Gate 90 much deeper 
than form. Omino would have ns think he's making a great 
saga of the stram^ of poor against the greedy rich, but 
Heaven *s Gate seems like just another of those working-class 
epkt in which the working class is conspidously absent. 
Almost none of the immigrants are developed as an individual 
character, but instead Cimino centers on two heros dressed in 
white — two gallant saviors of the huddled masses. There are 



plenty of negative elements in the two men, to be usn, hm 
it's still clear where Cimino's concerns lie 

When the immigrants do domrnate the screen, dMy'it 
grouped into perfectly-composed tahieaus that — . 
with Vilmos Zsigmond's studiousiv beautiful color — 
them to something quaint and pitiful rather than penccwot 
and oppressed. They look like the peasants in a coffee-taMe 
book on Afghanastan. The pervasive prettiness of the 
the almost constant gold filters and streaming sunli^ 
belie any anger Cimino might have intended. As witli He 
similar Days of Heaven, it all seems more like procesMd- 
color postcards from Big Sky country than a fattbfid 
chronicle of a certain period. 

It's in the rape scene, though, that Cimino reveals histruea 
colors. Instead of shooting from Ella's (Isabel! Huppen) 
point of view, the rape is shot over the shoulder of the 
attackers — the angle of the voyeur, rather than standifig 
behind Ella, Cimino backs out at the crucial moment. The 
result is more tantalizing than horrifying.

Today the House K-12 Education Committee wiU 
consider a bill that would require schools in Florida to give 
-jual time to the teaching of **scienttlic GfeatkMnsm," in 
rel^km to the theory of evolution. 

Sdentific creationism is an alternative theory of creation 
under which creatures do not evolve but were 
spontaneously created, possibly by God. Proponents 
maintain the theory of evolution is just as beiievabk or 
unbelievable as their version. Opponents say creationism is 
religion with a tiun veneer of "science'* plastered on. They 
also exhort that local school boards should decide 
curriculum. 

Florida joins 17 other states this year in considering the 
controversial issue, which has not been so hotly debated 
since the Scopes Monkey Trial of 1927. Arkansas has 
already passed a creationism. bill; the American Civil 
1 iberties Union (ACLU) took the matter into court upon 
passage, alleging tiML tkc wtpmtfkm of church and state 
were violated. 

Here in Florida, sdaitific creationism will have an uphill 
climb, according to several legislators and committee 
chairs. The K-12 Education Committee is expected to 
"temporarily pass" Rep. Tom Bush's, D-Fort Lauderdale, 
proposal.

An old debate has arisen amcmg higher-education officials 
concerning the financial responsibilities of educating this 
society's citizens. "User fees*' is the catch-phrase bantered 
about Who benefits from an education — Oie individual 
student or the society at large — is the issue. 

Florida's Gov. Bob Graham has proposed a 36<^o tuition 
increase to be implemented over the next two years. The 
increase is aimed at quality improvements in the state's 
higher education system. Advocates of the increase argue 
that quality rather than access is the number-one priority m 
educating Florida's students. Opponents disagree and 
express concern that a public education system should not be 
restncied to those most capable of personally financing their 
education. 

The tuition increase is OBly one part of Graham's overall 
budget recommendations for next year. The increase 
'^hnicaliy is not an across-the-board tuition increase, ^'"^ *" 
»nv.rea^,e in the matriculation fee. When figures were ^ound^ 
10 the nearest dollar amount, the slight excess was plaMd

House takes aim 
at foreign students

The Florida I cgislaturc is expected u> move one step closer 
lo radically higher tuition for foreign students when the 
House Higher tdutation Commiiiee meets to L;onsider three 
bills today. 

C ommittec staffers and legislators predicted that the 
committee v\ould combine House bills 619 and 732 to create 
a committee substitute. The committee is expected to kill bill 
9*^5. which bans Iranians from Florida schools. 

Hill 619, sponsored by Rep. Marilyn Evans-Jones, R- 
Melbourne, calls for international students to pay the full 
cost ot their higher education. This could be up to $12,000 a 
ye;tr tor scmie graduate students. Florida's approximately 
30(K) foreign students \Ac)uld have to pay $26 million more for 
their higher educations, according to Evans-Jones. 

Bill 712, by Rep. Richard Crotty, R-Orlando, would only 
require foreign students to pay double the tuition for out-of- 
state students. FSU's nearly 500 international students 
wt)uld surely suffer drastically, as would the university, said 
Helen Stevens, ESU's International Student counselor. 

It is not known what the committee will decide to put in its 
substitute, but they are expected to kill an extreme bill 
introduced by Rep. Ted Ewtng, R-Venice, which would 
prohibit enrollment of Iranian students in any Florida 
school. According to a poll of the committee done by the 
Flambeau yesterday, at least seven of the committee's 13 
members oppose Ewing's bill. 

Sen. Dick Langley, R-N. Lake Minneola, is spoiKcmng a 
companion to Ewing's bill. He expects a tough time in the 
Senate Education Committee. Langley 's bill has not been 
scheduled in committee yet.

The school boards 
cannot get the books they need, because the 
state has not put them on the approved 
book list, according to Rep. Chuck 
Nergard, R-Port St. Lucie. Not so, says 
Magruder. There is only one company 
selling creationism texts, and school boards 
can buy from them or produce their own 



Bush, Rep. Bob Mdby, R-St. Petersburg, 
Nergard, and others fed that the state has a 



right to mandate certain curriculum. They 
also feel that scientific creationism is just as 
viable a theory as evolution, and should be 
taught just as throughly. Bush cites several 
scientists and the University of Oklahoma 
and Virginia Tech, which teach 
creationism. 

"It is clearly unconstitytional,'* stated 
' Mary Charlotte McCall, lobbyist and 
attorney for the ACLU. "No matter how 
much they try and say otherwise, 
creationism is the bibilical story of creation, 
a religious belief, not science.** 

Biologists at FSU and other universities 
also oppose the idea that creationism is 
scientifically rooted. 

"The professors at FSU suffer from 
tunnel vision," said Bush. "They don't 
have the courage to look at it (creationism) 
or admit they have made a mistake." 

Last year a similar creationism bill passed 
the K-12 Education Committee 7-6, but was 
killed in the Appropriations Committee. 
Bush feels that with the rise of morality, his 
bill has a better chance this year. 

The creationism companion proposal. 
Senate bill 296, also faces a difficult 
committee. Senate Education Chair Pat 
Frank, D-Tampa, is not wild about the idea 
according to Sen. Dan Jenkins, D-

The Tallahassee City Commission last inglit agreed to fo 
gjiead with plaiis to build a 1,000 acre sewage emient 
sprayfieid southeast of Tallahassee, despite arguments by 
coRuntssiono^ K&A Sprini that an alternate site could save 
the city enormous energy costs over the life of the plant. 

|8 overruling Spriggs, Mayor Hurley Rudd agreed wiOi 
confflris»oiiers John Ford and Shad HUainan that those 
energy costs were less important than acceding to the 
wishes of 250 citizens who appeared at a public hearing on 
I he plant site in 1976. The decision was made with the 
public's approval at that time, Rudd said, and he would not 
overrule that decision without another public hearing. 

Since those hearings require 60 days advance notice, and 
since the commission had already missed an April 26 
deadline for an environmental impact study statement, 
Rudd broice a tie vote to approve the southeastern site. 
That decision should stand, Rudd said, unless the 
rnvironmental Protection Agency (kcides to block the 
planned site. 

Spriggs said he preferred an alternate site near Killeam 
for the sprayfieid, a site closer to the treatment plant from 
which the effluent will have to be plumped. He did not 
categorically oppose the southeastern plant site, Spriggs 
maintained — he just thought the issue needed further 
study in light of escalating fuel costs.

recommend a 20^q increase in out-of-state tuition and an 
additional 50% tuition increase for non-resident aliens, 
possibly including exchange students. 

In the House, Appropriations Sub-Committee III voted 
to support a 13.34^^^0 increase in tuition for 1981-82. If 

: !aiors next year adhere to Graham's recommendations, 
an additional increase of roughly 2'^% would be approved 
tor 1982-83. An estimated $12 million would be generated 
hv the 1981-82 increase to be directed toward quality 
improvements. 

The full House Appropriations Committee will consider 
the issue as early as May 5. Should the proposal pass, it will 
then be presented on the House floor. 

Student opposition to the tuition increase is strong, with 
several groups working on grassroots organizing while 
others lobby at the legislative level. 

Steve Hall, Florida Student Association interim director, 
said he thinks legislators will respond to student 
opposition. 

"The legislators know the students care and they are 
watching." Hall said.'Tve been very proud of the students' 
response to this proposal. It's good to see it and 1 hope it 

continues." 

Members of the Southern Student Activist Network 
(SSAN) have supported the FSA's lobbying efforts with * 
letter-writing campaigns, rallies, and production of buttons 
declaring. "We Refuse To Take A Hike." The Student 
Government presidents at Florida State and Florida A& M 
Universities have actively participated at many levels, 
including allocating funds for production of pamphlets, 
buttons, and letters. CAUSE, another grassroots 
opposition group, is another active participant in fighting 
the tuition increase.

campuses, and a coalition students' march on the Capitol is 
planned for the afternoon of Tuesday, May 5. 

That is the earliest dale FSA lobbyist Hall expects the 
House Appropriations Committee to vote on the proposed 
increase. He warned that House members have so far 
expressed less anti-increase sentiment than their 
counterparts in the Senate. 

•'In the Senate we feh a real understanding for the plight 
of the students," Hall said. "In the House, we haven't 
really felt that. We are not saying they are not 
compassionate, but the whole process has not been as open 
and responsive." 

The plight of the students includes not only a possible 
increase in tuition but massive cuts in federal financial aid 
sources. 

SSAN organizer Terry Farley expressed a conunoo 
concern that the combination of higher tuition, reduced 
financial assistance, and overall inflation will force many 
students out of school, particularly lower-income students. 

"Education is our right," Farley said, "It should not be 
made into a luxury by virtue of making it unaffordable to 
many." 

That same concern is shared by Sen. Jack Gorckm, Chair 
of the Senate Appropriations Comnrittee. 

"If you limit access to ednciaioii by virtue of a tmtioii 
increase, you are opening it to richer students and ck>sing it 
to poorer stuctents," Gordon said. "The h^wr the (Ms. 
the smatter the raofe of social cbnaes.'* 

Gordon opposes the tuition increase nd has spoken on 
campuses encouraging studoitt to become active m 
opposftion organifing.

More ugly war clouds can be seen drifting over D.C. these days. 
Fresh out of his hospital bed, Presideiit Reagan, worried about the 
country's military prqiaredness, says he wants a XVh increase in the 
siie of the armed forces over tihe next five years. That amounts to 
about 250»000 additional bodies in uniform by the year 1986. 

The adminirtration feels the extra hdp is needed to improve the 
readilless of the existing forces and to operate and maintain weapons 
bought with the large military budgets the administration has 
proposed. 

Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger has said the administration 
plans to ask for money to pay for the enlarged force, and added that 
President Reagan intended to retain the volunteer army for as long as 
possible. 

But both men left open the possibility of a peace-time draft, 
something we think is inevitaUe if the admimstraticm intends to go 
through with its proposed mi&ary expansicm. 

Why? Welti first the armed forces are dfeaify having troul^ 
recruiting. To solve tlMHt problem, Reagan has ixc^posed l%her starting 
salaries and better benefits to hire young adults. 

But even the administration admits that attracting 250,000 
additional men and women into the armed services will be unlikely — 
even with the added incentives. 

With the passing of the baby boom, the number of men and women 
of military age is steadily decUning. Plus the top military brass have 
already said they aren't as interested in recruiting women as they once 
were. 

Moreover, to hear Reagan talk, his economic revitalization effort 
will reduce unenqiloyiiicot to a tridde. If so. Mam auiyiary greens wfll 
be kfs attractive. 

So wharRf agin campaigned agaiasta peacetime draft, he seons to 
be anglteg toward a reinstatement. AO the signs are there, if one only 
tiAcs the tkne to read them.

As presitait, Ronald Reagan's major 
aooompUahmoM la his first 100 days has been to 

his own growing mythology, 
s^, a Wend of tough Western 
detcrmtttimi and urbene grace, has elevated the 
public's mood mirkeitty. Some woukl say that's ai 
a presidait can fcaiy do in his first hondred days. 

It should be remembered, thotigh, that Jimmy 
Carter, Gerald Ford and Richard Nixcm all 
accomplished as much in the same time span. 
Reagan, however, k not being compared most 
often to his iounediitte predecessors, but to 
Franklin Roosevelt, the man who began bmUing 
the welfare state Reagan has pledged to dismaatle. 

FDR, iii his first hundred days, saved the 
baiddng mdustry and lescued the world money 
market. He enooumcred a cMhsiaioo balanced on 
the predpioe and pulled it badt toward the skie of 
order and reason. Ron has done nothing quite so 
auspidoiis. 

In fmx his fhit auuor forays mio foreign policy 
have only recalled the greatest State Department 
debacles of the 6Qi and TQi. 

El Salvador has been a rennnder of Vietnam 
from the moment Secretary of State Haig declared 
the United States would draw the fine on 
oomnraaiam there. And the tmy Geanral American 
country probably would have become another 
Vietnam if public opinmn had not swung so 
dedsiveiy agnnst American presence there. 

America may be kywerim ks sword back mto the 
sheath in El Sidvador, but permanent damage has 
been done in Washington. Alexander Haig's 
influenee and uarftrfnesi have been on the dechne 
smoe the early days of the adrauustratkm. If the 
White House deckles to hokl on to Halg ^ couki 
tidoe the better part of Reagan's first term to restoie 
aay confidence and credilrility to the State

The enormous cost of U.S. arms would likely have 
the same disastrous effects on the oil-rich Saudi 
economy as it did in Iran, which could lead to 
another revolutionary coalition 
fundamentalists and the middk class. 

Foreign polkry has not been a prkirity in the 
White House, which nuiy account for some of the 
administration's ineffectiveness. The economy km 
been a priority, and politkaUy, at least, Bei^ 
economic plan seems in good shape. 

The plan itself, however, has not turned out to be 
the pristine example of supply-side economics 
everyone was expecting. The budget cuts Congress 
will probably approve next week won't really be 
making room for tax cuts, the money will simply be 
shifted gradually from social reforms to the defense 
budget, which Reagan has committed himself to 
more than doubling over the next five years. 
The tax cut, which Reagan is still committed to

OOBuaittee responsible for deregulating industry 
No one argues that businesses wffl do anything but 
make higher profits if they do not have to consider 
the safety and interests of their workers and the 
pubik:.

"The warmth of your words, the expression of 
friendship and, yes, love meant more to us than you can 
ever know," Reagan said in remarks prepared for delivery, 



"You have gnren us a memory we'll treaMfe forever. 

"And you've provided the answer to those few voices 
that were raised saying that what happened was evidence 
that ours is a »ck society. " 

Reagan spoke on the eve of his lOOth day in <rflioe. ifis 
aM>earance also was desi gned to dem oB St w tfe to the nation 
that he has made a quick co m eback from the gunshot 
wound and to push for Ins economic package working its 
way through Congress. 

"Thanks to soom very fine people, my health is naach 
improved," Reagan said. "I'd like to be able to say dutt 
with regard to the health of our economy. Itot the 
fundamental nature of our economic mess has not 
changed." 

The president tokl the joint session, meeting in the House 
of Representatives, the old ways of approaching the 
economy are "bo longer acceptable. " 

"The one sure way to continue the inflationary spiral is 
to fall back into the predictable patterns of econoanc 
practkes," hesaid, adding: • 

"Isn't it time we tried something new?" 

He said the success of the space shuttle Columbia showed 
that American dreams come true and that "we have always 
reached for a new spirit and aimed at a higher goal."

The 
Duv After Trinity: J. Robert Oppenheimer 
and the Atomic Bomb is an award-winning 
duvumeniary that presents the bomb*s 
development as not only a technological 
marvel and a moral horror, but as a 
omplex interplay of human motivations. 
Newly declassified foota^ in the 90- 
.jnute filin reveals the dramatic scope and 
he human scale of the "Manhattan 
eject," in which Oppenheimer ("The 
iiher of the atomic bomb") directed over^ 
6,000 scientists and support personnel in a' 
massive top secret effort to develop a 
nuclear device before Nazi Germany did. 

The documentary constantly switches 
from interviews with the surviving scientists 
to actual footage of what they described. 
The cuts from full color to black and white 
and from present to past heighten the 
sense of history, and serve as a graphic 
reminder of the bomb's utter devastation. . 

Oppenheimer gathered the elite in 
physics, chemistry and mathematics for the 
project. "Trinity,** (the name given to the 
test site) contrasts the scientists' patriotism

and exhihrating serue of scientific 
adventure before the bomb uas tmishcd 
with the shock - and at times regret, they 
shared when the bomb was dropp^ on 
Japan. 

The impetus for the bomb'^ development 
came from a stark fear of H iicr. But in 
1945, Germans was conquered and the 
bomb was not finished. In fact, it was not 
even known if it was still feasible. With the 
main impetus gone, the scientists persisted 
in following through. As one physicist said, 
"It wasn't the importance of Japan that 
motivated us. We were caught in the 
machinery of it. Once you sell yt>ur soul lo 
the devil, there's no turning back." 

Oppenheimer was so shocked at the 
bomb's ramifications that he opposed the 
develbpment of the hydrogen bomb and 
became an ardent spokesman for arms 
control. Soiator McCarthy, the Russian 
atomic bomb and other variables made 
arms control a distinctly "un-American" 
position. Oppenheimer was stripped of his 
security clearance and never allowed to 
work with nuclear energy in any capacity. 

Trinity . is replete with interesting 
accounts (one worker, before the test 
explosion, was horrified to overhear 
physicists making bets on the odds of 
incinerating New Mexico), and fasdnating 
yet perverse bits of information (Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki were for years spared the 
ccmventional bombing every other major 
Japanese city received so to provide "virgin 
territory" in which the effects of the bomb 
could be clearly seen).

Bobby Butler. Florida 
State's starting comerback 
for the past four years, is 
trading his Seminole garnet 
and gold for the red and 
black of the AUanta 
Falcons.

The Miami Dolphins thought for awhile Tuesday they 
were going to get lucky and didn't. But at Tampa Bay, the 
Buccaneers' pessimism turned out to be ill-founded. 

The Dolphins have had their sights set on a big fullback 
since last season, and the best was Penn State's Randy 
McMillan. The Dolphins had the 13th pick and things 
seemed to be going well until Baltimore made him the 12th 
selection. 

At Tampa, the Bucs had little idea that Pittsburgh 
linebacker Hugh Green was going to be available by the time 
their seventh round selection came around. But the UPi 
College Player of the Year in 1980 was there and they 
scooped him up. 

Miami's first round choice turned out to be David 
Overstreet, the game-wi.-* Oklahoma running back who has 
size and speed but has had the misfortune of playing in the 
shadow of the likes of running backs Billy Sims and Elvis 
Peacock during his college career. 



•*We were very interested in McMillan, but he was picked 
before us. But Overstreet can block, catch a football, and 
he's a good runner," Coach Don Shula said. 

As for the 5-11, 215-pound Overstreet, who has been 
clocked in at 4.5 for the 40- yard dash, he was delighted. 

"Right now, I'm just ecstatic — I don't know what to 
say," said the 13th choice and fourth running back selected. 
"I thought maybe I'd be picked late in the first round, maybe 
early in the second.*' 

Green was a three-time All-American and was primarily 
used by Pittsburgh as a defensive lineman. But Bucs director 
of player personnel Ken Herlock said the Panthers often used 
Green in the linebacker spot. 

Although the Bucs are rich in linebackers, Herlock said 
Green will be used at that spot. Green is 6-H/2 and 225 
pounds. 

•*I wanted to be close to home, I wanted to go to warm 
weather, and I wanted to go to a team that has a chance (to 
win)," Green said. "As you can see all three came true."

When the crunch comes, wiU help be available?

While plans are being made in the U.S. Congress to cut 
student financial assistance programs, campus-based aid 
proiirair.s can do little to ease the financial strain. 

"So many of our students are on financial aid, they will 
most certainly be badly hurt," said Earl Gordon, director of 
Honda Slate's Horizons Unlimited program. "We have 
fewer students committed to the program than wc did at this 
time last year. 1 believe the uncertainty about financial aid 
has a lot to do with it." 

Hori/ons Unlimited is one of several special services and 
support programs at FSU aimed at meeting the needs of 
disadvantaged students. Gordon said most Horizons 
Partieipants receive financial aid packages including basic 
gfc^nis, student loans, and college work-study. Should the 
finar.eial aid cuts go through' as proposed by the Reagan 
i^:- :riist ration, Gordon said he fears his program may be 
^i' M : ot participants — student casualties to budget cuts. 

Cordon said he did not know at this point if funding to 
S^ceia! service^ programs would be reduced. The programs 
otter ser\ice^ but do not disperse financial aid. 

A major program which is in line for funding cuts is the 
College Work-Study program, a federally subsidized, 
campus-based program which places students in part-time 
employment to supplement their financial aid packages. 

AccorumgtoPaulElliott, assistant to the vice-president for 
Academic Affairs, the work-study program will lose 20^o of 




its funding, falling from $2. 1 million to SI .8 miUion per year. 
He said the reduction resulted not from direct budget cuts 
but from a "procedural rearrangement" at the tederal level. 
To help offset the loss, FSU. f ionda inicrnaiionai. and a 



few other Florida universities are establishing central 
employment centers in their financiaJ aid offices. Marsh 
said the Job Locater Propm, one year old m i^, sends 
searchers into the Leon County comnmittty to ferret out 
f«rt-tnne work for stiMteitts. He said he expects total student 
eaniii^ to be between S35O.00O and $450,000 annually. He 
stressed that the prc^ram would operate is a centra) 
repository for job information, available to all stud^its. 

**If the student wants a job, we provide the information 
and wish him or her weU,'* Marsh said. 

FIU*s financial aid office has a similar propwn catted 
Cooperative Placement which will provide employment 
informatiiMi to students most in need of supplementaJ funds. 

In accordance with federal budget cuts, basic grants, 
student loans, and other assistance will be less available in the 
near future. Ernest Smith in the Florida Student Financial 
Assistance Con^mission estimates that 23,000 Florida 
students will be forced out of school for lack of educational 
funds. 

An enrollment decrease of thai magnitude has financial 
aid officers and registrars worried. According to Ld Ma';-sh. 
director of fSL's Financial Aid office, campuses will ng*! he 
in a strong position to make up the differences ii^ »lott

Power struggle 



Childers-Barron feud in Senate runs deeper than expected — and may be lasting

Sem^ Piesidem W. D. Orders sent a message to Rules 
Chairman Demi^ey Btfron yesterday — stop opposing a 
sales tax increase and stop trying to dttute his power by 
rushing to elect the 1983-84 Senate president. 

The Pensacohm said he probiMy w31 appoint himself 
chairperson of thereiqiportionmem and redistricting 
ooHuni^ diat has the power to take seats away from 
lawmakers by drawing up pohtiodly difficult districts, 
shocking senators who had assumed the powerful position 
was going to Barron. 

Senators quickly interpreted the announcement as a 
message to Barron of Panama City, once Childers* dosest 
friend and political ally, biU now ids fierce opponen t on tax 
mcreases and other issues. 

The message, senators told UPI, is, stop fighting so hard 
against new taxes and stop hif Tiove to call a Democratic 
caucus and have either Pat Thomas of Quincy or Curtis 
Peterson of Lakeland designated president-elect, an action 
that would dilute the power of the current president. 

•*The person who runs reapportionment has to be very much 
in tune with the president to make sure that job isn*t used to 
subvert the policies of the president," said Miami Beach Sen. 
Jack Gordon, himsdf an active candidate for the 1983-84 
presidency.

Gordon said the message was maiidy dfeected at tax 
increases, which he and Childers are trying to pass -to 
generate more money for roads, educt^tion, law enforcement 

and social services. 

He admitted the ongoing fight between lumself. West Pahn 
Beach Sen. Harry Johnston, Thomas, Peterson and a couple 
of other Democrats to succeed Childers also was a factor, but 
refused to get specific. 

Other senators said that Barron is trying desperately to put 
together a coalition to elect either Thomas Or Petersen, to 
polarize the Senate, dilute Childers' power, and sepmate 
Gordon and Childers — ail in a move to block nu^ new 
taxes this session. 

"He told Thomas and Pelason to work it out amoi^ 
themselves and then the group would demand that Childers 
call a caucus," one senator told UPI. **The Senate would be 
polarized. It's basic, political in-fighting over taxes, an issUe 
on which people have sincere, philosophical differences, and 
the two sides are doing anything they can think of to win." 

Thomas and Peterson have been vying for conservative 
votes and each wooing Barron. Gordon and Johnston have 
been fighting for the moderate and liberal Democrats and 
Gordon has been actively wooing Childers. 

No candidate apparently has the votes to win the 
presidency at this point, senators said, although pressure 
from Barron and the certainty of a caucus, if one suddenly 
were called, might decide ihe issue. 

Childers told the Senate at the beginning of Tuesday's 
business he was "thinking seriously" of personally chairing 
the reapportionment committee. He told reporters later, "the 
probability of this happening is very high." 

"Certainly, we had all assumed Sen Barron would be 
reapportionment chair," said Melbourne Republican Sen. 
Clark Maxwell. "Although, :o be fair, 1 can't say 1 ever 
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heard Sen. Childers say he would appoint Sen. Barron." 

Barron was a major force in the Senate reapportionment 
that followed the 1970 census. And Teri Jo Kennedy, 
Barron's long-time aide, has been listed on the Senate 
payroll as half-time rules committee staff dkector and half- 
time apportionment committee staff chief. 

Childers denied making a threat against Barron, saying he 
just wanted to end specuUttion over who will be on the 
reapportionment committee that was starting to interfere 
with the work of the 1981 Legislature. He said he wanted to 
make it clear, the reapportiomnent process wouldn't begin 
until after this session. 

Barron said he was assured by Childers that the comments 
weren't meant as personal. He discounted the power of the 
reapportionment chair and said he wasn't that concerned 
with whether he got the job. 

*'He said he was being pushed and pulled so manv 
different ways by so many different people on it that he had 
to clear the air. That's what he told me," Barron said to 
reporters. 

He said Tuesday he will continue to fight against nevv [axe's 
and not being reapportionment chairman won't matter

If you've ever lost a pe( you were close to because 
someone killed it, you can undersund the way Ellie Cohen 
feels. 

Her dog. a three-year-old Brittany spaniel named Mandy, 
was strangled by someone Tuesday outside her West Park 

Avenue apartment. 

"Wc left Mandy outside because we were spraying 
apartments." said Cohen. "I knew something was wrong 
when she didn't come to me like she usually did." 

\\ hat was wrong was that someone had taken vines and 
wrapped them around Mandy's neck, strangling her. Police 
reports indicate thai the act was malicious and not an 
accident. 

"I can't understand why anyone would do something 
like that to an animal," said Cohen. Mandy only weighed 
22 pounds and was more "a barker" than anything else 
added Cohen. 



Cohen said Mandy had been tied to a carpon pott when 
she last saw her pet at appro^iimatcly 2:45 p.m. When 
Mandy was found a short time later, the rope had been 
removed from the original post and lied to a diftereni one 
in the same carport. Mandy was lying among some bushes 

Neither Cohen nor her friends could think of a reason 
why someone would kill Mandy Cohen. N^ho manages a 
group of apartments located at 539 West Park .Avenue, said 
an angry tenant or someone who didn't want to hear 
Mandy bark may have done it. A man who lived near 
Cohen conjectured that the motivation might stem from an 
argument he was involved in Friday night, said C ohen. He 
thought the persons with whom he had argued may have 
mistaken the dog to be his and were trying for some 
measure of revenge. 

"I just hope this doesn't happen to any other animal," 
said Cohen. "I'm not sure wha: the amount will be, but 1 
am offering a reward because i don't want to see this 
happen again."

Getty Oil has been eyeing Santa Rosa County's East Bay for years, 
and if Sen. Tom Patterson gets his way, the company will l>e drilling in 
ihe ecologically delicate bay before the session adjourns. 

Getty Oil believes there are natural gas reserves in the Bay, and 
purchased a drilling lease more than ten years ago . 

But in 1972 the state made a wise and far-sighted move: it 
establis h ed a statute prohibiting driiyi^ in msi§ of the stM's maay 
bays and estaaries.

Since the statute went into effect, Getty has requested permission to 
drill in East Bay three times. And three times the governor and the 
Cabinet have said no. 

Enter Sen. Patterson, who hails from Pensacola. Patterson claims 
the governor and Cabinet's decision to deny Getty's requests were 
"political/' and wants the Legislature to intervene. Getty Oil bought 
and paid for the right to drill in the East Bay back m 1970, Patterson 
says, and it's unfair for the stitte to withhold the permit now. He has 
proposed a bffl tiiat, if passed, would give Getty Ofl the go-ahead to 
begin driBhag. 

Environmentalists om't help but feel a little fatalistic. They fought 

this battle back in '72, and thought they had it won. At that time they 
convinced the state of the dangers of drilling in bays, which are 
shallow and susceptible to a major **blowout.'* One such **blowout** 
in the East Bay and the damage would be irreparable . 

But nonetheless, the House Natural Resources Conunittee af^woved 
Patterson's bill, and soon it will go before the full House. 

Patterson says the state is acting unfairly, thajt it made a deal with 
Getty and is now reneging. 

But the Senator fails to mention the ivofits Getty OU wiU make if 

natural gas i» foimd in Bay . Some estimates |Nit the figures as high 
asSllOmiffion. 

If it's fairness Patterson is after, he should consider future 
genmtkms that may reside in the Pensacola area. It is fair to them to 
risk the destruction of East Bay so that Getty Oil can turn a fat buck? 

Getty Oil must feel good knowing it has a friend like Tom 
Patterson, who mouths the company line even at the expense of his 
own constituents. •

Art influeaoes and akb a people by diq^ying 
theh heritage and ideas, and recoiding it for 
posterity— geoeratmns to oooie. 

LesbiaBs have been deprived of most of then- ait 
since Sappho. Constantly portrayed as any one of 
a number of inaoeantte slerotypes, they have long 
yearned for their own seff-herstwy and pride, 
which has been manufactured out of stamina and 
convictions, but denied in history. 

JEB (Joan E. Biren) is a lesbian photographer 
who has qxnt half her life investigating and sharmg 
the history of lesbian images in and women of 
photography. She gave her sUde/talk presentation 
**Le$bian Images in Photography," in Longnrire 
Tuesday night to a roomful of 70 or more viewers, 
mostly women. She showed us lesbians, women, 
photography, architecture and portraiture. 

Showing the works of over 40 lesbian 
photographers from 1850 to 1980, and giving the 
life stories of three women in particular, JEB 
brought to the women in the audience a sense of 
belonging and accomplishment. To the lesbians ui 
particular, she must have instilled a sense of 
historical encouragement and identity. 

She spoke of the ways in which the works of 
three women— Alice Austen (1866-1952), Frances 
Benjamin Johnston (1864-1952) and Berenice 
Abbott (1898- )— saw women as they really were 
for the first time, and showed an intriguing seme of 
humor in their treatment of women. 

Alice Austen had been given a camera by an 
uncle when she was ten, and as she grew up 
chronicled most of her friends and herself 
constantly. Her photographs are famous for her 
sense of humor; one photo has Austen and her 
friend Trudy in white gowns and silver face masks, 
smoking cigarettes together. Another shows Austen 
with two friends; in her eagerness to be in the photo 
with them, she just barely hides the necessary hand- 
held cable release behind her head. Many of the 
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photos show women flaunting the social 
^onventkMtt of the day to great delight; camping 
about with c^arettes, dressing up as men, or gazing 
deeply into each odier's eyes. 

Frances Johnston was one of America's leading 
documentary portrait and architectural 
photographers. She captured the facet of 
workers—coal miners, shoe factory workers, 
saflors— w^ the same predskm so evident in her 
portraits of the more famous: Susan B. Anthony, 
George Wadun^ Qwer and Mark Twain. Her 
portrah of Anthony renuuns one of the few full- 
faced portraits ensting— it seems Anthony was 
wiA-eyed and favored profiles of herself. 

Berenice Abbott, still alive today, is considered 
"the best-known photographer of lesbians." She 
was m the magical-tune-and-phKe of Paris in the 
2Qli, and her portrait studio seated many of the 
famous arts and letters celebs (tf the tune. Although 
her portruts of the men stand on their own merit, 
hor photographs of the women and lesbians stand 
stronger. Portraits of Edna St. Vmcent Millay , Jane 
Mh4> and Margaret Anderson (co-editors of the 
Uttk Reviev^^ and Janet Planner diow the women 
at their most self-assured, gazing at the 
photographer whh a certMBty most of their other 
photographs hK:k. 

JEB showed two portraits of Milky (o emphasize 
the difference a wonm photographer captured. 
The first, by a male photographer, displays Millay 
soft-focused and in profile, fnuned by a bkx>ming 
dogwood tree, m a soft, fhnring dress. Abbott's 
portrait shows MiOay in hard focus, sittuig cross- 
legged m a dark outfit, with shorter hair and a 
direct gase. The difference was starting. 

JEB is redefining the admre of lesbiamsn by 
giving lesbiam hack thenr htftory as well as their 
veracity. She expkNles the unage of the "media 
image ksinan" forever by showing these works of 
lesbians who photographed wooKn honestly, and 
captured the joy they shared. Even though 
search for lesbian herhage tomrrimri bordered on 
the over-zealous (identtfkation of openly 
affeaionate young girls as leMuis) her slides give 
to lesbians a new image of themselves— one based 
in reality as: 

"two womoi, eye to eye

LOS ANGLLI.S — Billic Jean King's former sccrelary, 
who says she and the tennis star were lovers tor several 
ycftrs, has Hied a homosexual palimony suit seeking life- 
time support and ownership of a Maiibu beach house 

Marilvn Barnelt, 33. said she quit her job as a hairdresser 
to become King's secretary and companion and then her 
lover. 

JoelLadin, the attorney for Barnett, who is now a 
paraplegic as a result of a fall, said the suit, filed yesterday, 
was an extension of the landmark Lee Marvin palimony 
ruling to homosexual relationships. 

Barnett asked for temporary and permanent injunction 
to prevent King and her husband, Larry, from selling the 
Maiibu property 

Reached in Orlando, Ha., where she was on a tennis 
lour. King issued a statement through her press agent 
terming Miss Barnett's allegations '*untrue »nd 
unfounded." 

"I am completely shocked and disappointed by the 
actions Ms. Barnett has taken," she said. 

Laden said he had no idea when the suit would be 
brought to trial. 

"It's a civil suit and civil suits are taking three to four 
years and 1 think it may depend upon whether the court 
allows us to be heard* or we have to appeal. It could be 
aw hik'." he said. 

Ladin said the suit grew out of the so-called 1977 Marvin 



rulini' hv the California Supreme C ourt. 

In thai ruling, the court said unmarried live in couples 
legally have contractual property rights similar to 
community property rights ot married couples if .a contract, 
written or verbal, can be proved. 

"I'm concerned with Marilyn and her situation." Ladin 
said. "In essence, it's the following: Thi^ an extension of 
the Marvin case to homosexual relationships. " 

King's husband was named in the suit "for one reason 
only," Ladin said. 

"There is a parcel of real property that was alleged to 
have been purchased for my client. Mr. King is on the title 
with Mrs. King on the property as joint tenants. When you 
have a suit you have to list the name of all the titleholders." 

The suit contends that Barnett went to work for Billie 
Jean King as a secretary, confidant, companion, cook, 
cleaning person, and "all other things necessary so that 
King's energy could be totally directed toward playing 
tennis." 

The action also claims the two became lovers after they 
had been dating for six months in 1972. 

"Sexual intimacy between Barnett and King commenced 
approximately six months after their first date^" the brief 
states. 

King said Barnett worked as her secretary in the early to 
mid 1970s but the job was "phased out," when King 
decided to cut back on business activities and concentrate on 
tennis.

The number 
belongs to the Telephone Career Counseling Sevice, an 
extension of the Career Curriculum Information Center. 

From 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through Friday, a trained 
career counselor at the Center in Bryan Hall will field 
telephone calls. Armed with literature and gadgets from the 
multi-media resource center down the hall, he or she will do 
everything possible to stretch a phone call into a makeshift 
office visit, free of charge. 

Although the service won't list or look for job openings, 
it will, among other things, critique resumes, present 
occupational outlooks for the caller and help the client find 



a field of interest through literature and self assessment 
tests sent through the mail. If all the client's questions 
cannot be answered, career counseling offices at Lively Vo- 
^ech, Florida A&M, and Tallahassee Community College 
can be contacted by the counselor for the sought after 
information. 

Sponsored by the Center and funded by a federal grant 
through the Florida Department of Education, the service, 
which began in January, caters to local university students 
and members of the community who are unable or 
unwilling to visit the Center in Bryan Hall. 

Especially among students, the service fills a basic need.

Bill would prohibit Iranians 
from attending state schools 



Still bitter about the trMment of 52 
Americaii hosti^ while In eapMiy m 
Iran, a House Committee yesterday passed 
a bill that would prohibit Iraiiiaii citizens 
from attending state-supported schoob. 

*'l see no reason why taxpayers should 
pay for the education of students fron a 
nation that has treated our country in mcfa 
a hostile manner/' said Rep. Ted Ewing, R- 
Venice, the sponsor of the proposal. 

The House Higher Education Committee 
passed the bill (HB 935) 7-2, and teal k to 
the appropriations committee. 

The proposal would prohibit the 
admission of Iranian citiz^s to state- 
supported schools, universities and 
community colleges in Florida. 

Higher Education Chairman Carl 
Carpenter, D-Plant City, said there could be 
some constitutional questions raised by the 
bill, but those issues would be addnaaed by 
other committees. 

Rep. Arnett E. Giradeau.D- Jacksonville, 
said passing the bill was a **danferous 
precedent." 

**lf we go around excluding groups of 
people for various reasons what kind of 
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laws would we have on our books?'* 
Girademi ariced the conmfttee. "Look at 
World War 11 — t^ very people wiw mat 
our enemies are now our very belt aliis.'* 

Ewmt said the majority of tiie foreign 
studenu in this coimtry are from bw, 
ncm-ly 17 percent. VeneatiMia imt the next 
UuTfest number of studenU, with t.4 
percent, Ewing said quoting 1979 statistics. 

**Most foreign students are granted 
tuition waivers because funds are tied up in 
their country,*' said Ewing. "We are 
fmding that mtmf itndiBts are educated 
tuition free. 

"We apply virturally different policies to 
our students and students from other 
schools," said Ewing. ' 

Judy Brechner, deputy general dOunsel 
for the Florida Department of Education 
said the bill "sounds unconstitutional." 
She said there is a case pending in New 
Mexico where an Iranian student has sued 
the stiue for «^m«^F action- 
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tuition and fees, whichever is less. About 
one in five applicants receives the award. 

When asked if the Florida Legislature 
planned to beef up the grant program in 
order to provide more assistance to aid- 
deprived students. Marsh said the answer is 
"unquestionably no." 

"They are not going to go running into 
the breach," Marsh said of the Legislature. 
"They are going to wait and see what the 
effect (of ihe cuts) is. The may even want to 
see some of the casualties. 

"In all fairness, they just don't have the 
capacity to make up for the loss from the 
federal cuts." 

Administrators at Florida A&M 
University are also worried. Nearly 70V« of 
FAMU students receive finanwidl aid. 

"We have already noticed some impact 
in terms of recruiting." said Ben McCune, 
m the Trio Services division. "The funding 
jusi isn't going to spread as far as it used to. 
When the funds run out, that's it." 

Trio Services are comprised of Special 
Services (counseling and academic support 
to first and second-year students). Upward 
Bound and Talent Search (high school mid 



community outreach programs which 
provide financial aid counseling and 
motivation and skills training.) McCune said 
he anticipates fewer students being eligible 
for the services if the new regulations and 
standards are implemented. 

Special Services, other than the work- 
study program, are pretty much intact at 
FSU, said Elliot, because the university 
made an early commitment to minority 
recruitment and retainment. The university 
bears most of the costs of the special 
programs which include Horizons 
Unlimited, Summer Enrichment (an 
intensive course schedule for students with 
high potential but low grades), and a course 
in the "university experience." 

However, actual funds to supplement or 
make up for lost financial aid dollars will 
not be available, Elhot said. 

"We have until '82 to figure something 
out/' he said, citing a report pubfished m 
the Ckfwridf af Hl^m BAKuHom: "The 
only tlnng saving us for tfds year is the 
bureaucracy itself.

WASHINGTON — President Reagan 
has parlayed the sympathy and popularity 
engendered by his shooting into a boost for 
his budget-cutting proposals. 

But he gave the Democrats fuel for their 
approaching budget battle by using 
questionable economic statistics to draw 
comparisons between his program and the 
Democratic alternative. 

Reagan's speech to a joint session of 
Congress Tuesday night obviously can only 
help his program in the next few crucial 
days, while casting the Democratic 
alternative as business as usual.

Phil Gramm, D-Texas, and 
Delbert Latta, R-Ohio, that would cut 
spending even more than Reagan. 

The president, for example, said that the 
Democratic plan would cut $14 billion of 
essential defense spending. 

According to Democratic statistics, they 
actually would spend more for defense than 
Reagan.
